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Attgdet 1st. My wife, and Deb., and T, to the King's faonse 
again, coming too late yesterday to hear the prologue, and do 
like the play better now than before ; and, indeed, there is a 
great deal of tme wit in it, more than in the common sort of 
plays. 

2d. (Lord's day.) Up and at borne all the morning, bang- 
ing and removing of some pictures, in my Btady and bouse. 
After dinner, I and Tom, my boy, by water up to Putney, and 
there beard a sermon, and many fine people in the church. 
Thence walked to Barne Elmes, and there, and going and 
coming, did make the boy read to me several things, being 
now-a-days unable to read myself anything, for above two 
lines together, but my eyes grow weary. 

Sd. Meeting Dr. Gibbons, carried him to the Bun Taveme, 
in King Street, and there made him, and some friends of his, 
drink ; among others. Captain Silas Taylor. 

4th. At my Lord Arlington's, where, by Creed's being out 
of town, I have the trouble given me of drawing up answers 
to the complaints of the Turka of Algiers, and so I have all 
the papers put into my hand. 

5tfa. To the Duke of York's playhouse, and there saw " The 
Guardian ;" formerly the same, I find, that was called " Cutter 
of Coleman Stareet ;" a silly play. And thence to Westmin- 
ster Hall, where I met Fitzgerald ;' and with him to a tavern, 
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to consider of the iDBtxaotioDB for Sir Thomas AUon, against 
his going to Algiers ; he and I being designed to go down to 
Portsmouth hy tho Council's order, to-morrow morning. So 
I awaj home, and there bespeak a coach ; and so home and 
to bed. 

6th. Waked betimes, and my wife, at an hour's warning, 
is resolved to go with me, which pleases me, her readinew. 
But, before ready, comes a letter from Fitzgerald, that he is 
seized upon last night hy an order of the General's bj a file 
of musqueteere, and kept prisoner in his chamber. The Duke 
of York did tell me of it to-day : it is about a quarrel between 
him and Witham, and they fear a challenge ; so 1 1« bim, and 
sent my wife by the coach round to Lambeth. I lost my 
labour going to his lodgings, and be in bed : and, staying a 
great while for him, I at last grew impatient, and would stay 
no longer ; but to St. James's to Mr. Wren, to bid him " God 
be with yon !" and so over the water to Fox Hall ; and there 
my wife and Deb. took me up, and we away to (Hlford, losing 
our way for three or fonr miles, about Cobham. At Gilford 
we dined ; and I showed them the hospitall there of Bishop 
Abbot's,' and his tomb in the chorcli, which, and the rest of 
the tombs there, are kept mighty clean and neat, with curtains 
before them. So to coach again, and got to Liphook, late over 
Hindbead, having an old man, a guide, in the coach with us ; 
but got thither with great fear of being ont of our way, it being 
ten at night. Here good, honest people ; and after supper, 
to bed. 

7th. To coach, and with a guide to Petersfield, where I find 
Sir Thomas Allen and Mr. Tippets* come ; the first about the 
business, the latter only in respect to me ; as also Fitzgerald, 
who came post all last night, and newly arrived here. We 
four sat down presently to our buBiuess, and in an hour 
despatched all our talk ; and did inform Sir Thomas Allen 
well in it, who, I perceive, iu serious matters, is a serious man : 
and tells me he wishes all we are told be true, in our defence ; 
for he finds by all, that the Turks have, to this day, been very 
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civil to onr meTchant-men erery where ; and, if they would 
have broke with os, they never had each as opportunity over 
OUT rich merchantmen, as lately, coining oat of the StreighJ^. 
Then to dinner, and pretty merry : and here waa Mr. Martin, 
the pnrser, who dined with ns, and wrote some things for na. 
And BO took coacli again back ; Fitzgerald with ns, whom I 
was pleased with all the day, with his disoonrse of his observa- 
tions abroad, as being a great soldier and of long standing 
abroad ; and knows all things and persons abroad very well — 
I mean, the great soldiers of Frimce, and Spain, and Oer- 
many ; and talks very well. Came at night to Gilford, where 
the Bed- Lyon so foil of people, and a wedding, that the 
master of the hoose did get ns a lodging over the way, at a 
private boose, his landlord's, mighty neat and fine ; and there 
sopped : and so to bed. 

8th. Met ancle Wight, whom I sent to last night, and Mr. 
Wight coming to see ns, and I walked with them back to see 
my annt at Katherine Hill, and there walked np and down 
the hill and places about ; but a dull place, but good ayre, 
and the hoose doll. Bnt here I saw my aunt, after many days 
not seeing her — I think, a year or two; and she walked with 
me to see my wife. And here, at the Bed Lyon, we all dined 
together, and pretty meriy, and then parted : and we home to 
Fox Hall, where Fitegerald and I 'light, and by water to 
White Hall, where the Duke of York being abroad, I by coach 
and met my wife. I hear that Colbert,' the French Ambas- 
sador, is come, and hath been at Court ineoffnito. When he 
hath his audience, I know not. 

dth. (Lord's day.) Waited on the Duke of York : and both 
by him and several of the Privy-Oonnoil, beyond expectation, 
I find that my going to Sir Thomas Allen was looked upon as 
a thing necessary: and I have got some advantage by it, 
among them. To visit Lord Bronncker, and back to White 
Hall, where saw the Queen and ladies ; and bo, with Mr. 
Slingsby, to Mrs, WiDiams's, thinking to dine with Lord 
Bronncker there, bnt did not, having promised my wife to 
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come home, thongb here I met Knipp, to my great content. 
So home ; and, after dinner, I took my wife and Deb. ronnd 
by Hackney, and up and down to take the ayre ; and then 
borne, and made vigits to Mra. Tomer, and Mrs. Mercer, and . 
Sir W. Pen, 'wbo is come from Epaom not well, and Sir J. 
Minnee, who is not well neither. And so home to sapper, and 
to set my books a little right, and then to bed. 

10th. To my Lord Arlington's bouse, the first timp since 
he came tbitber, at Goring House, a very fine, noble place ; 
and there be received me in sight of several Lords with great 
respect. I did give him an account of my joumey ; and here, 
while I waited for bim & little, my Lord Orrery took notice 
of me, and begun dbcouree of hangings, and of the improve- 
ment of shipping : I not thinking that be knew me, bat did 
then discover it, with a mighty compliment of my abilities and 
ingenuity, which I am mighty proud of; and he do speak most 
excellently. To Cooper's, where I spent all the afternoon 
with my wife and girl, seeing him make an end of her pictore, 
which he did to my great content, though not so great as, I 
confess, I expected, being not satisfied in the greatness of 
the resemblance, nor in the blue garment: but it is most 
certainly a most rare piece of work, as to the painting.' He 
hath SOI. for bis work — and the chrystal, and case, and gold 
case comes to 8/. 3>. id. ; and which I sent him this night, 
that I might be oat of bis debt. Home to supper, and my wife 
to read a ridiculous book I bought to-day of the History of 
the Taylors' Company.* 

11th. The Parliament met long enough to adjourne to the 
10th of November next. At the Office all the afternoon till 
night, being mightily pleased with a trial ! have made of the

use of a tabe^ect&c&ll of paper, tried with my right eye. 
Ihis day I hear that, to the great joy of the Nonconformista, 
the time is out of the Act againBt them, so that they may meet: 
aod they have declared that they viU have a morning lectare * 
ap again, which is pretty strange ; and they are connived at 
by the King every where, I hear, in the City and conntry. 
This afternoon my wife, and Meroer, and Deb., went with Pel- 
ling to see the gypsies at Lambeth,^ and have their fortunes 
told ; bnt what they did, I did not enquire. 

12th. Captain Cocke tells me that he hears for certain the 
Poke of York will lose the authority of an Admiral, and be 
governed by a Committee : and all our Office changed ; only 
tbey are in dispute whether I shall continue or no, which pnta 
new thoughts in mc, but I know not whether to be glad or 
sorry. Home to dinner, where Felling dines with us, and 
brings some partridges, which are very good meat ; and, after 
dinner, I, and wife, and Mercer, and Deb., to the Duke of 
York's house, and saw "Macbeth," to our great content, and 
then bone, where the women went to the making of my 
tubes.' Thou come Mrs. Turner and her husband to advise 
aboat their sod, the Chaplain, who is turned out of his ship, 
a sorrow for them, which I am troubled for, and do give 
them the best advice I can. 

ISth. W. Howe dined with me, who tells me for certain 
that Creed is like to speed in hie match with Mrs. Betty 
Pickering. Here dined with me also Mr. Hollier, who is 
mighty vain in his protenoe to talk Latin. 

14Ui. At home I find Symson, putting up my new chimney- 
piece,* in our great chamber, which is very fine, but will cost 
a great deal of money, bnt it is not flung away. I with Mr. 
Wren, by invitation, to Sir Stephen Fox's to dioner, where 
the Cofferer* and Sir Edward Savage;* where many good

16th. (Lord's day.) All the morning at the Office with W. 
Hew^r, there drawing up my Reports to the Duke of York, as 
I have promised, about the faults of thia Office. 

17th. To Hampstead, to speak with the Attorney-general,* 
whom we met in the fields, by his old route and house ; and 
after a little talk about our business of Ackeworth, went and 
saw the Lord Wotton's' house* and garden, which is wonder-

And 
while at dinner comes by the French Ambassador Colbert's 
mules, the first I ever saw, with their snmpter-clothes mighty 
rich, and his cosches, he being to have his entry to-day : bat 
his things, though rich, are not new ; sapposed to be the same 
his brother' had the other day, at the treaty at Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, in Flanders. Thenoe to the Dnke of York's house, and 
there saw " Cnpid's Revenge," ^ under the new name of " Love 
Despised," that hath something very good in it, though I 
like not the whole body of it. This day the first time acted 
here. 

18th. Alone to the Park ; but there were few coaches : 
among the few, there were our two great beauties, my Lady 
Castlemaine and Richmond ; the first time I saw the latter 
since she had the smaUpoz. I had much pleasure to see 
them, bat I thought they were strange one to another. 

19th. This week my people wash, over the water, and so I 
little company at home.

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20th. To vorlc till past twelve at night, that I might get 
m; great letter to the Duke of York read; ^^ioat to-morrov, 
which I shall do, to my great content. 

2lBt. Up betimes, and with mj people again to work, and 
finiehed all before noon : and then I by water to White Hall, 
and there did tell the Duke of York that I had done ; and he 
hath desired me to come to him at Sunday next in the after- 
noon, to read the letter over, by which I have more time to 
consider and correct it. To St. James's ; and by and by comce 
Monaieor Colbert, the French Ambassador, to make his first 
visit to the Duke of York, and then to the Duchess : and I 
8aw it : a silly piece of ceremony, he saying only a few formal 
words. A comely man, and in a black suit and cloak of silk, 
which is a strange fashion, now it hath been so long left off. 
This day I did first see the Diike of York's room of pictures 
of some Maids of Honour, done by Lilly :' good, but not like. 
Thence to Reeves's, and bought a reading-glass, and so to my 
bookseller's again, there to buy a book of Martyrs,^ which I 
did agree for ; and so away home, and there busy very late at 
the correcting my great letter to the Duke of York, and so to 
bed. 

22d. Pretty well at ease, my great letter being now finished 
to my full content ; and I thank God I have opportunity of 
doing it, though I know it will set the Office and me by the 
ears for ever. This morning Captain Cocke comes, and tells 
me that he is now assured that it is true, what he told me the 
other day, that our whole Office will be turned out, only me, 
which, whether he says true or not, I know not, nor am much 
concerned, though I should be better contented to have it 
thus than otherwise. To the 'Change, and thence home, and 
took London-bridge in my way ; wallung down Fish Street 
and Gracious Street, to see how very fine a descent they have 
now made down the hill, that it is become very easy and 
pleasant. Going through Leaden-Hall, it being market-day,

23d. (Lord's day.) To churob, and heard a good Bermou 
of Mr. Clifford's at our church, upon " Seek yo first the king- 
dotQ of Hoaven and its righteoosness, and all things shall be 
added to yo&." A very excellent and perBoasive, good and 
moral eermon. He showed, like a wiao man, that righteous- 
ness is a surer moral way of being rich, than ein and villauy. 
After dinner to the Office, Mr. Gibson and I, to examine my 
letter to the Dnke of York, which, to my great joy, I did 
Yery well by my paper tabe, withont pain to my eyes. And 
I do mightily like what I have therein done ; and did, accord- 
ing to the Duke of York's order, make haste to St. James's, 
and about four o'clock got thither: and there the Duke of 
York was ready, expecting me, and did bear it all over with 
extraordinary content; aad did give me many and hea^ 
thanks, and in words the moat expressive tell me his vense of 
my good endeavours, and that he would have a care of mc on 
all occasions; and did, with much inwardness,' tell ae what 
was doing, suitable almost to what Captain Cocke tells me of 
dengns to make alterations in the Kavy; and is most open 
to me in them, and with utmost confidence desires my further 
advice on all occasions : and he resolves to have my letter 
ti^DScribed, and sent forthwith to the Office. So, with as much 
BfttisfaeUon as I could possibly, or did hope for, and oblig&- 
tion on the Dnke of York's side professed to me, I away into 
the Park, and there met Mr. Fierce and his wife, and aister 
and brother, and a little boy, and with them to Mulberry 
Qftrden, and spent 18*. on them, and there left them, she 
being again with child, and by it, the least pretty that ever I 
saw her.

25th. Up, and by water to St. James's ; and there, with 
Mr. Wren, did discourse about my great letter, which the 
Duke of York hath given him; and he hath set it to be 
transcribed by Billings, Ids man, whom, as he tells me, he 
can most confide in for secresy, and is much pleased with it, 
and earnest to have it be ; and be and I are like to be much 
together in the considering bow to reform the Office, and that 
by the Duke of York's command. Thence I, mightily 
pleased with this success, away to the Office, where all the 
morning, my head full of this business. And it is pretty how 
Lord Bronncker this day did tell me how he hears that a 
design is on foot to remove us out of the Office : and pro- 
poses that we two do agree to draw np a form of a now con- 
stitution of the Office, there to provide remedies for the evils 
we are now under, that so wo may be beforehand with the 
world, which I agreed to, saying nothing of my design ; and, 
the truth is, he is the best man of them all, and I would be 
glad, next myself, to save him ; for, as he deserves best, so I 
doubt he needs his place most. 

26th. In my way to the Old Swan,* finding a great many 
people gathered together io Cannon Street about a man that 
was working in the ruins, and the ground did sink under 
him, and he sunk in, and was forced to he dug out again, but 
without hurt. It ia strange to say with what speed' the 
people employed do pull down Paul's stocple, and with what 
ease : it is said that it, and the choir are to be taken down this 
year, and another cbnrch begun in the room thereof, the next. 
Home by coach with Sir D. Gaudon, who, by the way, tells me 
how the City do go cm in several things towards tho building 
of the public places, which I am glad to hear ; and gives hope 
that in a few years it will be a glorious place ; but we met 
with several stops and troubles in the way in the streets, so

bis sister Mary, and oozen Gnmbleton, a good-hnmoored, fat 
yonng gentleman, son to the Jeweller, that dances well ; and 
here danced all night long, with a aobie snpper ; and abont 
two in the morning the table spread again {or a noble break- 
fast beyond all moderation, that pnt me ont of conntenance, 
so mooh and so good.

And so I by water to 
the Office, where we sat all the mmning ; and, jnat as the 
Board rises, comes the Duke of York's letter, which I know- 
ing, and the Board not being foil, and desiring rather to hare 
the Duke of York deliver it himself to na, I suppressed it for 
this day, my heart beginning to falsify in this bnsiness, as 
being doubtful of the trouble it may give me by provoking 
them ; bat, however, I am resolved to go through it, and it is 
too late to help it now.

To White Hall, where the Duke of Tork did call me 
aside, and told me Hut he mnst speak witli me ia the afW*- 
noon, and with Mr. Wrgo, for that now he hath got the 
paper from my Lord Keeper' abont the exceptions taken 
against the management of the Navy; and so we are to 
debate npon aaBwenng them. At noon I home with Sir W.

And the Duke of York, and Wrw, and I, 
it being now candle-light, into the Duke of York's oloeet in 
White H^l ; and there read over tlus paper of my Lord 
Keeper's, wherein are laid down iiie faults of the Navy, so 
silly, and the remedies so ridiculons, or else the same that 
are now already provided, that we thought it not to need any 
answer, the Duke of York being able himself to do it : that 
so it makes us admire the confidence of these men to ofier 
things BO silly, in a business of such moment. But it is a 
most perfect instance of the complexion of the times ! and so 
the Duke of York said himself, who, I perceive, is mightily 
concerned in it, and do, again and again, recommend it to 
Mr. Wren and me together, to consider upon remedies fit to 
provide for him to propound for the King, before the rest of the 
world, and particularly the Commissioners of Accoonts, who 
are men of understanding and order, to find oar faults, an'd 
offer remedies of their own, which I am glad of, and will en- 
deavQur to do som ething in it. So parted, and with much

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difficnltj, b; candle-light, valked over the Matted Gallery, as 
it is Qov vith the mats aod boards all taken Jip, so that we 
iralked over the raftera. But strange to see hotr hard matter 
the plaister of Paris is, that is there taken up, as hard as 
stone ! And pitj to see Holben's work in the ceiling 
blotted on, and only whited over ! My wife this day vith 
Hales, to sit for her hand to be mended, in her picture. 

29th. Up, and all the morning at the 0£Gce, where the 
I>ake of York's long letter was read, to their great trouble, 
and their suspecting me to have been the writer of it. And 
at noon comes, by appointment, Harris to din% with me ; and 
after dinner he and I to Chymrg eons '-hall, where they are 
boilding it new, very fine ; and there to see thejr theatre, 
which stood all the fire, and, which was oar hnsineBs, their 
great picture of Holben's,' thinking to hare bought it, by the 
help of Mr. Kerce, for a little money : I did think to gire 
200^ for it, it biting said to be worth 10002. ; but it is so 
spoiled that I have no mind to it, and is not a pleasant, 
though a good picture. Thence carried Harris to his play- 
house, where, thoDgfa- fonr o'cloek, ao few people there at 
"The Impertinents," as I went oat; and do believe they did 
not act, though there was my Lord Arlington and his com- 
pany there. So I out, and met my wife in a coach, and 
stopped her going thither to meet me ; and took her, and 
Mercer, and Deb., to Bartholomew Fair, and there did see a 
ridicnlooB, obscene little stage-play, called " Marry Andrey ;" ' 
a foolish thing, but seen by every body : and so to Jacob 
Hall's^ dancing of the ropes; a thing worth seeing, and 
mightily followed. Writing to my father to night not to

going to her own house, becKoae I think I may have occa- 
sion myself to come thither; and so I do, by onr being 
pat out of the Office, which do not at all trouble me to 
think of. 

80th. (Lord's day.) Walked to St. James's and Fell Mell, 
and read oyer, with Sir W. Coventry, my long letter to the 
Duke of York, and which the Duke of York hath, from 
mine, wrote to the Board, wherein he is mightily pleased, and 
I ^uiceive do pvtt great value upon me, and did talk very 
openly en all mattera of State, and how some people have got 
the bit into their months, {neaaing the Duke of Buckingbam 
and his party, and would likely run away witb all. But what 
pleased me mightily was to hear the good character he did 
give of my Lord Fahnouth for his generosity, good-natnre, 
desire of pnblio good, and low thoughts of bis own wisdom; 
his employing his interwt in the King to do good offices to 
all people, withont any other fault than the freedom he do 
leam in France of thinking himself obliged to serve his King 
in his pleasures : and' was Sir W. Coventry's pardcolar friend : 
and Sir W. Coventry do tell me very odde circumstances about 
the fatality of his death,' which are very strange.^ Thence 
to White Hall to chapel, and heard the anthem, and did dine 
irith the Duke of Albemarle in a dirty manner as ever. All 
the afternoon, I saontered np and down the house and Park. 
And there was a Committee for Tangier met, wherein Iiord 
Middleton would, I think, have fonnd fault with me for wMit 
of coles ; but I slighted it, and he made nothing of it, but 
was thought to be drunk ; and I see that he hath a mind to 
find fault with me and Creed, neither of us having yet applied 
oarBelves to him about anything : but do talk of his profits 
and perquisites taken from him, and garrison reduced, and 
that it must be increased, uid such things, as, I fear, he will 
be just such another as my Lord Tiviott and the rest, to ruin 
that place. So I to the Park, and there walk an hour or

Iftdies walk ; and I did steal some apples off the trees ;' aod 
here did see my Ladj Richmond, who is of a noble person as 
ever I did see, but her face worse than it waa considerably by 
the smallpox : ber »8ter' is also very handsome. Coming ' 
into the Pari, and the door kept strictly, I bad opportunity 
of handing in the little, pretty, squinting girl of the Duke of 
York's boose, but did not mako acquaintance with her; bat 
let her go, and a little girl that was with her, to walk by 
themselTes. So to White Hall in the evening, to the Queen's 
side, and there met the Duke of Tork ; and he did tell me 
and Sir W. Ooreatry, who was with me, how the Lord 
Anglesey did take notice of oar reading his long and sharp 
letter to the Board ; but that it was the better, at least he 
said so. The Duke of York, I perceive, is earnest in it, and 
■will have good effects of it ; telling Sir W. Coventry that it 
was a letter that might hare come from the' CommiBsionera 
of Accounts, but it was better it should come first from him. 
I met Lord Brouncker, who, I perceive, and the rest, do 
smell that it comes from me, but dare not find fault with it ; 
and I am glad of it, it being my glory and defence that I 
did occasion and write it. So by water home ; and did spend 
the evening with W. Hewer, telling him how we are all like 
to he tamed out, Lord Brouncker telling me this evening 
that the Duke of Buckingham did, within few hours, say that 
he had enough to turn us all out : which I am not sorry for 
at all, for I know the world will Judge me to go for com- 
pany; and my eyes are such as I am not able to do the 
business of my Office as I used, and would desire to do, while 
I am in it. v 

31st. To Hercules Pillars,^ and there dined all alone, while 
I sent my shoe to have the heel fastened at WotUta't. To 
the Duke of York's playhouse, knd saw " Hamlet," wbich we 
have not seen this year before, or more ; and mightily pleased

believe, that ever man acted. Thence to the Fayre, and saw 
"Polichinelle," and bo home. This night lay the first night 
in Deb.'a chamber, which is now hung with that, that hang 
our great chamber, and ia now a very handsome room. This 
day Mrs. Batelier did give my wife a mighty pretty Spaniel 
[Flora], which she values mightily, and is protty ; but, as a 
new comer, I cannot be fond of her. 

September 1st. To Sortbolomew Fair, and there saw 
several sights ; among others, the mare that tells money,' and 
many things to admiration ; and, among others, come to me, 
when she was bid to go to him of the company, that most 
loved a pretty wench in a comer. And this did cost me 
12(2. to the horse, which I had fiung him before, and did give 
me occasion to kiss a mighty leUe fille that was exceeding 
plain, bnt/ort heUe. 

2d. Fast-day for the brnniog of London, strictly observed. 

8d. To my bookseller's, for " Hobbs's Leviathan, " ' which 
is now mightily called for ; *and what waa heretofore sold for 
8«. I now give 24(. for, at the second hand, and is sold for 
30<., it being a book the Bishops will not let be printed 
again. 

4th. At the Office all the morning; and at noon my wife, 
and Deb., and Meroer, and W. Hewer and I to the Fur, and 
there, at the old house, did eat a pig, and was pretty merry, 
bat saw no sights, my wife having a mind to see the play 
"Bartholomew-Fair," with poppets. And it is an excellent 
play ; the more I see it, the more I love the wit of It ; only 
the bnsinesB of abusing the Puritans bej^ns to grow stale, 
and of no use, they being the people that, at last, will be 
found the wisest. And here Enipp come to as, and sat with 
us, and thenca took coach in two coaches, and losing one

there sapped, and I did take from her montli the vords and 
notes of her song of " the Larke," which pleases me mightily. 
And so set her at home, and away we home, where onr com- 
pany come before us. This night Knipp tella ns that there 
is a Spanish woman lately come over, that pretends to sing 
as well as Mrs. Enight ; both of whom I must endearour to 
hear. i 

5th. To Mr. Hales's new house, where, I find, he hath 
finished my wife's hand, which is better than the other ; and 
here I find Harris's picture,'- done in his habit of " Henry the 
Fifth;"' mighty like a player, bat I do not think the picture 
near so good as any yet he hath made for me : however, it is 
pretty well. 

6th. (Lord's day.) Up betimes, and got myself ready to 
go by water, and about nine o'clock took boat with Henry 
Bussell to 'GraveseDd, coming thither about oqe, where, at 
the Ship, I di^ed; and thither come to me }Sx. Hoiser, 
whom I went to speak with, about several businesses of work 
that he is doing, and I would have him do, of writing work, 
for me. And I did go with him to his lodging, and there 
£d see bis wife, a pretty tolerable woman, and do find him 
npon an extraordinary good work of designing a method of 
keeping our Storekeeper's Accounts, in the Navy. Here I ^ 
should have met with Mr. Wilson, but he is sick, and could 
not come from Chatham to me. So, having done witli 
Hosier, I took boat again the beginning of the flood, and 
eome home by nine at uight, with much pleasure, it being 
a fine day. Qoing down I spent reading of the "five 
Sermons of Five Several Styles," ' worth comparing one with

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another ; but I do think, when all is done, that, contrary to 
the design of the book, the Presbyterian style and the Inde- 
pendent are the best of the five sermona to be preached ; and 
this I do, hy the best of my present judgment, think. My 
boy was with me, and read to me all day, and we sang a 
while together, and bo home to supper a little, and so to 
bed. 

7th. With my Lord Brouncker (who waa this day in an 
unusual manner merry, I believe with drink), J, Minncs, and 
W. Fen to Bartholomew-Fair; and there saw the dancing 
mare again, which, to-day, I find to act much worse than the 
other day, she forgetting many things, which her master beat 
her for, and was mightily Toxed ; and then the dancing of 
the ropea, and also the little etage-play, which is very ridica- 
louB. 

8th. Up ; and by water to "White Hall, and to St. James's, 
there to talk a little with Mr. Wren about the private business 
' we are upon, in the Office, where he tells me he finds that 
they all sospect me to be the author of the great letter,' which 
I value not, being satisfied that it is the best thing I could 
ever do for myself ; and so, after some discourse of this kind 
more, I back to the Office, and there all the morning ; and 
after dinner to it again, all tlie afternoon, and very late, and 
then home to supper, where met W. Batelier and Botty 
Turner, and, after some talk with them, and supper, we to 
bed. This day, I received so earnest an invitation again 
from B«ger Fepys, to come to Sturbridge-Fair [at Cambridge}, 
that I resolved to let my wife go, which she shall do the next 
week. 

9tb. To the Dnke of Bichmond's lodgings by his desire, 
by letter, yesterday. I find him at his lodgings in the little 
buildbg in the bowling-green, at White Hall, that was begun

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to bo built hj Captain Bolt.' They are fine rooms. I did 
hope to Bee his lady ; but she, I hear, is in the country. His 
bnsiness was about his yapht, and he seems a mighty good- 
natnred man, and did presently write me a warrant for a doe 
from Gobham, when the season comes, buck season 'being 
past. I shall make mnch of this ocqaaintance, that I may 
live to see his lady near. Thence to Westminster, to Sir B. 
Long's Office ^ and, going, met Mr. George Montagu, who 
talked and complimented me mightily ; and long discourse I 
had with him, who, for news, tells me for certain that Trevor 
do come to be Secretary at ItKchaelmae, and that Morrice 
goes out, and be believes, without any compensation. H« 
tells me that now Buckingham do rule all ; and the other 
day, in the King's journey be is now on, at Bagshot, and that 
Tay, be caused Prince Bupert's horses to be turned out of 
an inne, and caused his own to be kept there, which the Prince 
complwned of to the King, and the Duke of York seconded 
the complaint ; but the King did over-rule it for Buckingham, 
by which there are high displeasures among them; and 
Buckingham and Arlington rule all. To White Hall, where 
Brouncker, W. Fen, and I attended the Commissioners of 
the Treasury about the victualling-contract, where high words 
betneen Sir Thomas Clifford and ua, and myself more par- 
ticularly, who told him that something, that he said was told 
him about this business, was a fiat untruth. However, we 
went on to our business in the examination of the draught, 
and 80 parted, and I vexed at what happened. 

10th. There dined with me Batelier* and his wife, and 
Mercer, and my people, at a good venison-pasty ; and after 
'dinner I and W. Howe, who comes to sbe me, by water to the 
Temple, and met our four women, my wife, W. Batelier, 
Mercer, and Deb., at the Duke's play-house, and there saw 
"The Maid in the Mill," revived — a pretty, harmless old 
play. I to the office, where a child is laid at Sir J. Minnes's 
door, as there was one heretofore. Thence to Unthanke's, 
and 'Change, where wife did a little business, while Mercer 
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and I etud in the coach ; and, in a qnarter of an hour, I 
taught her the whole Larke's Bong perfectly, so eioeUent an 
eare she hath. Here we at Unthanke'a 'light, and walked 
them to White Hall, my wife mighty angry at it, and did 
give me ill words before Batelier, which vexed me, but I 
made no matter of it, hut vexed to myself. So landed them, 
it being fine moonshine, at the Boar,' and bo took water to 
the other side, and home. 

12th. To the Office, where till noon, and I did see great 
wluspering among my brethren about their replies to the 
Dnke of York, which vexed me, though I know no occasion 
for it; for I have no manner of ground to fear them. At 
noon home to dinner, and, after dinner, to work all the after- 
noon agun. At home late, and so to bed. 

IStfa. (Lord's day.) By coach to St. James's, and met, to 
my wish, the Duke of York and Mr. Wren ; and understand 
the Duke of York hath received answers from Bronocker, W. 
Pen, and J. Miones ; and as Boon as he saw me, he bid Mr. 
Wren read them over with me. So having no opportunity 
of talk with the Duke of York, and Mr. Wren some business 
to do, he put them into my hands like an idle companion, to 
take home with me before himself had read them, which do 
give me great opportunity of altering my answer, if there was 
cause. After supper, made my wife to read them all over, 
wherein she is mighty useful to me; and I find them all 
evasions, and in many things false, and in few, to the full 
purpose. Little said reflective on me, though W. Fen and J. 
Minnes do mean me in one or two places, and J. Minnes a 
tittle more plainly would lead the Duke of York to question 
the exactness of my keeping my records ; but all to no pur- 
pose. My mind is mightily pleased by this, if I can but get 
time to have a copy taken of them, for my future use ; but I 
most return them to-morrow. So to bed. 

14th. Up betimes, and walked to the Temple, and stopped, 
viewing the Exchange, and Paul's and St. Fayth's, where 
strange how the very sight of the atones falling from the top

15th. Up mighty bettmesi my wife and people, Mercer 
lying here all night, by three o'clock, and I about five ; and 
they before, and I aft^ them, to the coach in Bishopsgate 
Street, which was not ready to set out. So took wife and 
Mercer and Deb. and W. Hewer, who are all to set out this 
day for Cambridge, to cozen Roger Pepys's, to see Stnrbridga 
Fayre; and I showed them the Exchange, which is very finely 
carried on, with good dispatch. So walked back and saw them 
gone, there being only one man in the coach besides them ; 
and BO home to the Office. To the King's playhouse, to see 
a new play, acted but yesterday, a translation oat of French 
by Dryden, called "The Lady's &la Mode :"*someiMi a thing 
as, when they came to say it would be acted again to-morrow, 
both he that said it, Beeson,^ and the pit fell a-laughing, there- 
being this day not It quarter of the pit full. 

16th. Walking it to the Temple, and in my way ob-

Street mighty noble. I stopped, too, at Paul's, and there 
did go into St. Fayth's Chnrch, and-also in the body of the 
weat part of the Church ; and do sec a hideous sight of the 
wails of the Church ready to fall, that I was in fear as long 
as I was in it : and here I saw the great vaults nndemeath 
the body of the Church. No hurt, I hear, ia done yet, since 
their going to pull down the Church and steeple; but one 
man, one Monnd, this week fell from the top of the roof, of 
the east end, that stands nest the steeple, and there broke 
himself all to pieces. It is pretty here to sec how the late 
Church was but a case wrought over the old Chnrch ; for 
you may see the very old pillars standing whole within the 
wall of this. When I come to St. James'*, I find the Duke 
of York gone with the King to see the muster of the Guards 
in Hyde Park ; and their Colonel, the Duke of Monmouth, 
to take his command this day of the King's Life-Guard, by 
surrender of my Lord Gerard. So I took a hackney-eoach 
and saw it all : and indeed it was mighty noble, and their 
firing mighty fine, and the Duke of Monmouth in mighty 
rich clothes; but the well-ordering of the men I understand 
not. Here, among a thousand coaches that were there, I saw 
and spoke to Mrs. Pierce : and by and by Mr. Wren hunts 
me out, and gives me my Lord Anglesey's answer to the 
Duke of York's letter, where, I perceive, he do do what he 
can to hurt me, by bidding the Duke of York call for my 
books : but this will do me all the right in the world, and 
yet I am troubled at it. So away oat of the Park, and home ; 
and there Mr. Gibson and I to dinner: and all the afternoon 
with him, wridng over anew, and a little altering, my answer

(ha ipace gained bj tbe onTenng orer the Fleet Diteh. Thli Flett Market 
baa, Id iti tnro, giTcn place to FarriagdoD Street. 
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to the Duke of York, wMch I have not yet delivered, and 
BO have the opportunity of doing it af^er seeing all their 
answers, though this do give me occasion to alter very little. 
This done, he to write it over, and I to the Office, where 
late, and then home; and he had finished it; and then he 
to read to me the Life of Archbishop Land,' wrote hy Dr. 
Heylin ; which is a shrewd hook, but that which I believe 
will do the Bishops ia general no great good, but hurt, it 
pleads for so much Popish. This day my father's letteTB 
tell me of the death of poor Fancy, in the eonntry, big with 
puppies, which troubles me, as being one of my oTdi^t ac- 
quaintances and servants. Also good Stankes is dead. 

l?th. At noon comes Knipp, with design to dine with 
Lord 3roancker, but she being undressed, and there being 
much company, dined with me; and after dinnerl out with 
her, and carried her to the playhouse ; and in the way did ■ 
give her five guineas as a fairing, I having given her nothing 
a great while, and her coming hither sometimes having been 
matter of cost to her. So to the King'a playhouse, and 
saw " Rollo, Duke of Normandy,"' which, for old acquaintance, 
pleased ibe pretty well. This evening Batelicr cornea to tell 
rae that he was going down to Cambridge to my company, 
to see the Fair, which vexed me, and the more because I 
fear he do know that Knipp did dine with me to-day.^ 

18th. To St. James's, and there took a turn or two in 
the Park; and then np to the X>uko of York, and there 
had opportunity of delivering my answer to bis late letter, 
which he did not read, but ^ve to Mr. Wren, as looking 
on it as a thing I needed not have done, but only that I 
might not give occasion to the rest to suspect my commu- 
nication with the Duke of York against them. So now I 
am at rest in that matter, and shall be more, when my 
copies are finished of their answers. To White Hall, and 
thither comes the Duke of York to ns, where I find him 
somewhat sour, and particularly angry with Lord Anglesey

the end of the play, thinking to have gone abroad with 
Knipp, hut it was too late, and she to get her part against 
to-morrow, ia "The Silent Woman," and bo I only set her 
at home, and away home. 

19th. To the King's playhouse, and there saw " The Silent 
Woman ;" the best comedy, I think, that erer was wrote : 
and sitting by Shadwell ' the poet, he was big with admiration 
of it. Here was my Lord Brouncker and W. Pen and their 
ladies in the box, being grown mighty kind of a sudden ; 
but, God knows, it will last but a little while, I dare swear. 
Euipp did her part mighty well.* And so home strugbt, and 
to write, and particularly to my ooaen Roger, who, W. HewM 
and my wife writes me, do use them with mighty plenty 
and noble entertabment : so to supper, and to bed. All the 
news DOW is, that Mr. Trevor is for certain to be Secretary, 
in Morrice's place, which the Duke of York did himself tell 
me yesterday ; and also that Parliament is to be adjourned 
to the let of March, which do please me well, hoping thereby 
to get my things in a little better Order than I should have 
done ; and the less attendances at that end of the town in 
winter. 

20th. (Iiord's day.) To church, and heard a dull sermon 
of Dr. Hieks, who is a suitor to Mrs. Howell, the widow of 
our turner of the Kavy ; and thence home to dinner, staying 
till past one o'clock for Harris, whom I invited, and to bring 
Shadwell the poet with him ; but they c&me not, and so a 
good dinner lost, through my own foUy. And so to dinner 
alone, having since church heard the boy read over Bryden's 
Eeply to Sir R. Howard's Answer, about hb Essay of Poesy, 
and a letter in ftnswer* to that ; the latter whereof is mighty

To vbU Mrs. Pierce, vith vhom, 
ftod him, I staid a little while, and do hear how the Duchess 
of Monmouth is at this time ia great trouble of the shortuess 
of her lame leg, which is likel; to grow shorter and shorter, 
that she will never recover ' it. So back, and walked in Grey's 
Lm walks a while, but little companj ; and so over the fields 
to Clerkenwell, to see whether I could find that the fair 
Botelers' do live there still, I seeing Franoifi the other day 
in a coaeh with Gary Billon,^ her old servant, bnt know not 
where she lives. 

2lBt. To St. James's, and there the Duke of York did of 
his own accord come to me, and tell me that he had road, 
and do like of, my answers'to the objections which he did 
give me the other day, about the Navy ; and so did Sir W. 
Coventry, too, who told me that the Duke of York had shown 
him them. To Southwarke-Fair, very dirty, and there saw 
the puppet-show of Whittington, which was pretty to see ; 
and how that idle thing do work upon people that see it, aad 
even myself too! And thence to Jacob Hall's dancing on 
tiie ropes, where I saw such action as i never saw before, and 
mightily worth seeing ; and here took acquaintance with a 
fellow that carried me to a tavern, whither come the muaick 
of this booth, and by and by Jacob Hall himself, with whom 
I had a mind to speak, to hear whether he had ever any mis* 
chief by falls in his time. He told me, "Yes, many; bnt 
sever to the breaking of a limb :" he seems a mighty strong 
man. So giving them a bottle or two of wine, I away with

He seeking me at the play, did get 
a link to light me, and bo light me to the Beare,' irhere 
Bland, my waterman, wuted for me with gold and other 
things he kept for me, to the value of iOl. and more, which 
I had about me, for fear of my pockets being cot. So by 
link-light through the bridge, it being mighty dark, bat still 
weather, and so home, where I find my draught of "The 
Resolution" come, finished, from Chatham ; but will cost me,*' 
one way or other, above 121. or 13/., in the board, frame, and 
garnishing, which is a little too much, bnt I will not be 
beholden to the King's officers that do it. This day I met 
Mr. Moore in the New Exchange, and had much talk of mj 
Lord's concernments. This day also came ont first the new 
five-pieces in gold, coined by the Giuny Company ;^ and I 
did get two pieces of Mr. Holder. 

22d. To the Office, where sitting all the morning ; at noon, 
home to dinner, with my people, and so to the Office again, 
where bnsy all the afternoon, and in the evening spent my 
time walking in the dark, in the garden, to favoor my eyes, 
wUch I find nothing but ease do help. In the garden there 
comes to me my Lady Pen and Mrs. Turner and Markh&m, 
and we sat uid talked together, and I carried them home, 
and there e^t a bit of something, and by and by comes Sir 
W. Pen, and eat with us, and mighty merry — in appearance, 
at least, he being on all occasions glad to be at friendship 
with me, though we hate one another, and know it on both 
sides. This day Mr. Wren did give me, at the Board, Com* 
miesioner Middleton's answer to the Duke of York's great 
letter; so that now I have all of them. - 

23d. At noon comes Mr. Evelyn to me, about some busi- 
ness with the Office, and there in discourse tells me of his 
loss, to the value of 5001., which he hath met with, in a late 
attempt of making of bricks^ upon an adventure with others,

that I Bee the most ingenioua men may sometimes be mis- 
taken. To White Hall, to attend the Commissioners of tho 
Treasury with Alderman Sackewell, about 10,0007. he is to 
lend us for Tangier. 

25th. W, Batelier with me, who w lately come from Im- 
pingtoQ, beyond which I perceive be went not, whaterer his 
pretence at first was; and so he tells me how well and merry 
all are there, and how nobly used by my cozen. The Duke 

of York did tell me how Clifford is for Child, and for 

removing of old Officers, he saying plainly to-night, that 
though D. Gauden was a man that bad done the best service 
that he believed any man, or any ten men, could have done, 
yet that it was for the King's interest not to let it lie too 
long in one hand, lest nobody should be able to serve bun bnt 
one. But the Duke of York did openly tell him that he was 
not for removing of old servants that have done well, neither 
in this place, nor in any other place, which is very nobly 
said. 

26th. Conld sleep but little last night, for my concern- 
ments in this business of the victualling, for Sir I>. Gauden, 
. and he comes to me, and there I did tell him ail, and give 
him my advice, and so be away- To Charing Cross, and 
there into the great new Ordinary,' by my Lord Mulgrave's,* 
being led thither by Mr. Seale, one of Oliver's, and now of 
the King's Guards; and be sat with me while I had two 
qailted pigeons, very handsome and good meat : and there 
he and I talked of our old acquaintances, W. Gierke and 
others, he being a very civil man, and so parted. To Whit« 
Hall, and there attended the King and Council. I present,' 
and then withdrew; and they spent two honra at least after- 
wards about it, and at last rose; and to my great content, 
the Doke of York, at coming out, told me that it was carried 
for D. Qauden at 6d., Sd., and 8f2. ; bat with great diffi-

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culty, I uDderstand, both from hue and others, bo much that 
Sir Edward Walker told me that he prays to God he may 
never lire to need to plead his merit, for G. Gaudeii's sake ; 
for that it bath stood him iu so stead in this business at all, 
though both he and all the world thdt speaks of him, speaks 
of him aa the most deserving man of any servant of the King's, 
of the vhole nation, and so I think he is : bat it is done, and 
my heart is glad at it. To my hoose, where D. Ganden did 
talk a little, and he do mightily acknowledge my kindness to 
him, and I ^ow I have done the King and myself good 
servioe in it. This noon I went to my Lady Peterborongh's 
house, and talked with her about the money due to her Lord, 
and it gives me great trouble, her importunity and imper- 
tinency abont it. This afternoon at Court I met with Lord 
Hinclujibroke, newly come out of the country, who tells mo 
that Creed's buuness' with Mrs. Pickering will do, which I 
am neither troubled nor glad at- 

27th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, calling in at Somerset 
House Chapel, and there did hear a little masse : and so to 
White Hall; and there the King being gone to Cbapel, I to 
walk all the morning iu the Park, where I met Mr. Wren ; and 
he and I walked together in the Pell-Mell, it being most smn- 
mer weather that ever was seen : and here talking of several 
things : of the cormption of the Court, and how unfit it is 
for ingenuous men, and himself particularly, to live in it, 
where a man cannot live but he must spend money, and can- 
not get it suitably, without breach of his honour : and he did 
thereupon tell me of the basest thing of my Lord Barkeley 
that ever was board of any man, which was this :— how the 
Duke of York's Commisaionors do let his wtne-licenses at a 
bad rate, and being offered a better, they did persnade the 
Duke of Tork to give some satisfaction to the former to quit 
it, and let it to the latter, which being done, my Lord 
Barkeley did make the bargain for the former to have 15001. 
a-year to qnit it: whereof, since, it is come to light that they 
were to have but SOOI. and himself 700L, which the Duke pf 
York hath ever since for some years pud, though the second

b&lf of what the first was. He toll) me that there had been 
a Beetuing accommodation between the Duke of Tork and the 
Duke of Buckingham and Lord Arlington, the two latter 
deairing it : but yet that there ia not true agreement between 
them, but they do labour to bring in all new creatnrea into 
play, and the Duke of York do oppose it. Thence, be gone, 
I to the Queen's Chapel, and there heard some good singing; 
and so to White Hall, and saw the King and Queen at 
dinner : and thence with Sir Stephen Fox to dinner ; and the 
Cofferer' with us; and there mighty kind nsage, and good 
discourse. Thence spent oil the afternoon Walking in the 
Park, and then In the evening at Court, on the Queen's side ; 
and there met Mr. Godolphin,' who telk me that the news is 
true we heard yesterday, of my Lord Sandwich's being come 
to' Monnt's-Bay, in Cornwall. This night, in the Queen's 
drawing-room, my Lord Brouncker told me the difTerenco' 
that is now between the three Ambassadors here, the Vene- 
tian,' French,* and Spaniard ;° the tiiird not being willing to 
make a visit to the first, beeause he would not receive faim at 
the door; who is willing to give him as much respect as he 
did to the French, who was used no otherwise, and who 
refuses now to take more of him, upon being desired thereto, 
m order t« the making an accommodation in this matter. 

28th. Knipp's maid comes to me, to tell me that the 
women's day* at the playhouse is to^ay, and that therefore 
I MOBt be there, to encrease their profit. I did give the 
pretty maid Betty ^ that comes to me, half-a-crown for coming, 
and had a kiss or two — e2fe being mighty joJi'e. By water to 
'St. James's, and there had good opportunity of speaking with 
the Duke of York, who desires me again, talking on that 
matter, to prepare something for him to do for the better

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managing of onr Office, telling me that, my Lord Keeper and 
he talking about it yesterday, my Lord Keeper did adnee 
him to do so, it being better to oome from him than other- 
Trise, which I have promised to do. Thenoe to my Lord 
Burlington's house,' the first time I ever was there, it being 
the house built by Sir John Denliam, next to Clarendon 
House ; and here I visited .my Lord Hinchinbroke and his 
lady; Mr. Sidney Montagu being last night come to town 
unexpectedly from Mount's Bay, where he left my Lord well^ 
eight days since, po as we now hourly expect to hear of his 
arriTsl at Portsmouth. Sidney is mighty grown ; aad I am 
glad I am here to see him at his first coming, though it cost 
me dear, for here I come to be ueceesitated to eapply them 
with 500/. for my Lord.' He sent him up with a declaraUon 
to his friends, of the neceeaity of his being presently supplied 
with 2000/. ; but I do not think he will get 1000(. How- 
ever, I think it becomes my duty to my Lord to do som^ 
thing extraordinary in this^ and the rather because I have 
been remiss is writing to him during this voyage, more than 
ever I did in my life, and more indeed, than was fit for me. 
By and hy comes Sir W. Godolphin to see Mr. Sidney, who, 
I perceive, is much dissatisfied that he Bhould come to town 
last night, and not yet he with my Lord Arlington, who, and 
all the town, hear of his being eome, and he did, it seems, 
take notice of it to Godolphin this morning ; bo that I per- 
ceive this remissneBB in sJairs do continue in my Lord's 
managementa still, which I am sorry for ; but, above all, to 
see in what a condition my Lord is for money, thai I dare 
swear he do not know where to take np 6002. of any man iu 
England at this time, upon his word, bat of mysdf, as I 
believe by the seqnel hereof it will appear. Here I firBt saw 
and saluted my Lady Burlington,' a very fine-speakiiig lady.

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Lord Treasurer, and that 1117 Lord Arlington shall be the 
man; but I cannot beliere it. But yet the Dnke of Bnck- 
ingham hath it in hia mind, and those vith him, to make a 
tboroagh alteration in things; and, among the rest, Coventry 
to be out. The Dnke of York did this day tell me hov hot 
the Thole party waa in the busineae of Ganden ;' and parti- 
co^ly, my Lord Anglesey tells me, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, fbr Child against Oanden ; but the Duke of York did 
stand stoutly to it. 

29th. (Tuesday, Michaelmas day.) Up, and to the Office,

I 
o&red him my service, though I can do him little ; bat ha 
sends his man home with me, where I made him stay, till I 
had gone to Sir W. Pen, to bespeak him about Mr. Hater, 
who, contrary to my fears, did appear very friendly, to my 
ffeiA content ; for I was afraid of Ms appearing for his man 
Borronghs. Bat he did not ; bat did declare to me after- 
wards his intentions to desire an excuse in bis own business, 
to be eased of the business of Comptroller, his health not 
giving him power to stay always in town, but he must go 
into the country. Home, where I find Sir H. Gholmly oome 
to town ; and is come hither to see me : and he is a man 
that I love mightily, as being, of a gentleman, the most 
indnstriouB that ever I saw. He staid with me awhile talking, 
and telling me his obligations to my Lord Sandwich, which I 
was glad of; and that the Duke of Buckingham is now chief 
of all men in this kingdom, which I knew before; and that 
he do think the Pu-liament will hardly ever meet again; 
which is a great many men's thoughts, and I shall not be 
sorry for it. I home, and there to dinnw, and Mr. Felling 
iritfa us ; and thence my wife and Mercer, and W. Hewer and 
Deb., to the King's playhouse, aad afterwards by water with 
them, and there we did hear the Eunucb, who, it seems, is a 
Frenchman, but long bred in Italy, sing, which I seemed to 
take as new to me, though I saw him on Saturday last, but 
sud nothing of it ; but Buch action and sioging I could never 
have imagined to have heard, and do moke good whatever 
Tom Hill used to' tell me. Here we met with Mr. Batelier 
and bis sister, and so they home with us in two ooaohes, and 
there at my house staid and supped, and this sight my book- 
seller Shrewsbury comes, and brings my books of Martym, 
and I did pay him for them, and did this night make the 
Vol- IV.— 4 
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young women before supper to open all the roliunes for me. 
Be&d a ridicolons nonsensical book set ont by Will. Pen,* for 
the Quakers ; but so full of nothing but nonsense, that I 
was ashamed to read in it. 

18th. With my Lord Brouifcker, and did get his ready 
assent to T. Hater's having of Mr. Turner's place, and so Sir 
J. Miuaes's also; but when we come to Bit down at the 
Board, cornea to us Mr. Wren this day to town, and tells me 
that James Southern do petition the Duke of York for the 
Storekeeper's place at Deptford, which did trouble me much, 
and also the Board, though, upon discourse, after he was 
gone, we did resolve to move hard for our Clerks, and that 
places of preferment may go according to seniority and merit. 
After doing some business, I with Mr. Turner to the Dnke 
of Albemarle's at night ; and there did speak to him about 
his appearing to Mr. Wren as a friend to Mr. Turner, which 
he did kindly take from me ; and so away thence, well pleased 
with what we had now done, and bo I with him home, stopping 
at my Lord Brouncker's, and getting his hand to a letter I 
wrote to the Duke of York for T. Hater. At my Lord Mid- 
dleton's, to give him an account of what I had done this day, 
with his man, at Alderman Backewell'a, about the getting of 
bis 10002. paid ;^ and here he did take occasion to discourse 
about the bnsinesB of the Dutch war, which, he says, he vaa 
always an enemy to ; and did discourse well of it, I saying 
little, but pleased to hear him talk ; and to see how some 
men may by age come to know much, and yet by their 
drinking and other pleasures, render themselves not very con- 
siderable. I did this day find by discourse with somebody, 
that this nobleman was the great Major-General Middleton, 
that was of the Scots army, in the beginning of the late war 
gainst the King.

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14th. To Wbite H&l), and there walked to St. James's, 
irbeTV I find the Goart might; full, it being the Dolce of 
York's birthday; and he mighty fine, and all the munck, oae 
after another, to my great content. Here I met with Sir H. 
Cholraly : and he and I to walk, and to my Lord Barkeley's 
new boose,' there to see a new experiment of a eart, which, 
by having two little wbeelee fastened to the axle-tree, la said 
to make it go with half the ease and more, than another cart ; 
hut we did not see the trial made. To St. James's, and 
there met my brethren ; but the Doke of York being gone 
ont, and to-night being a play there, and a great feetiral, we 
wonld not stay, hot went all of us to the King's playhouse, 
and there saw "The Faythfnl Shepherdess" again, that we 
might hear the French Euiacb sing, which we did, to oor 
great oontent : thoogh I do adoiire his action as moch as hia 
singing, being both beyond all I erer saw or beard. 

15th. After dinner, my wife and I and Deb., ont by coaoh 
to the upholsterer's in Long Lane, Alderman Beere's, and 
then to Alderman Crow's, to see variety of hangings, and 
were mightily pleased therewith : and at last I think we shall 
pitch upon Uko best soit of Apostles, where three pieces for 
my room will come to almost 80^ : so home. This day at 
the Board eomes unexpected the warrants ^om the Duke of 
York for Mr. Turner and Hator, for the places they desire, 
which contents me mightily. 

16th. I took my wife by coach and Deb., and showed her 
Bfr. Wren's hanj^gs and bed, at St. James's, and Sir W. 
Coventry's in the Fell-Mell, for our satisfaction in what w« 
are going to buy ; and so by Mr. Crow's, home, about bis 
hangings, and do pitch upon buying bis second suit of Apos- 
tles — the whole suit, which eomes to 8SL ; and this we think 
the best for ua, having now the whole suit, to answer any 
other rooms or service. With Mr. Hater by water to St. 
James's; there Mr, Hater, to give Mr. Wren thanks for his 
kindness abont his place that he hath lately granted him, of

ITth. Late home, and there with muoh pleasure getting 
Mr. Qibbs, that writes neil, to write the name upon my new 
draught of "The Resolution ;" and so set it up, and altered 
the situation of some of my pictures in my closet, to my 
extraordinary content. Mr. Moore and Seymour were widi 
me this afternoon, who tell me that my Lord Sandwich was 
received mighty kindly by the King, and is in exceeding great 
esteem with him, and the rest about him ; but I doubt it will 
be hard for him to please both the King and the Duke of 
' York, which I shall be sorry for. Mr. Moore tells me the 
sad condition my Lord is in, in his estate and debts ; and the 
way he now lives in, so high, and bo many vain servants 
about him, that he moat be ruined, if he do not take up, 
whidi, by the grace of Gtod, I will put him upon, when I 
come to see him. 

18th. With Lord Brooocker to Lincolne's Inn, and Mr, 
Ball, to visit Dr. Wilkins, now newly Bishop of Chester : and 
he received ns mighty kindly ; and had most excellent dis- 
course &om him abovt his Book of Reall Character:' and so 
I with Lord BrooDcker to White Hall, and there saw the 
Queen and some ladies. 

19th. With my wife and Deb. and Mr. Hannan, the 
upholsterer, and carried them to take measure of Mr. Wren's 
bed in St. James's, I being resolved to have just such 
another made me. To the Dake of York's playhouse ; and 
there saw, the first time aoted,"Tbe Queen of Arragon,"' an 
old Blackfriare' play, but an admirable one, so good that I am 
astonished at it, and wonder. where it hath Iain asleep all this

Left at her home in Jewen 
Street, and we home, and to snpper, and my wife to read to 
roe, and bo to bed. 

20th. This day a new girl come to ns in the room of Nell, 
who is lately, abont four days since, gone away, being grown 
lazy and proud. This girl to stay only till we have a boy, 
whioh I intend to keep when I have a coach, which I am 
now about. At this time my wife and I mighty busy laying 
oat DHiney in dreBsing up cor best chamber, and thinking of 
a coach and coachman and horses, &o. ; and the more beoause 
of Creed's being now married to Mra. Pickering ; a thing I 
could never have expected, but it is done about seven or ten 
days since. I walked ont to look for a coach, and saw many ; 
and did Ught on one' for which I bid 50/., whioh do please 
me mightily. 

2lBt. At noon to dinner to Mr. Batelier's, lus mothw 
coming this day a^hooaewarming to him, and several friends 
of hia,' to which he invited ns. Here mighty merry, and his 
mother the same : I heretofore took her for a gentlewoman of 
nnderstanding. I rose fiwn table before the rest, because 
under an obligation to go to my Lord Brouncker's, where to 
' meet several gentlemen of the Royal Society, to go and make 
avisit to the French Emhaseador Colbert, at Leicester Hooae,' 
he having endeavoored to make one or two to my Lord 
Brouncker, as our President, but he was not within, but I 
came too late, they being gone before: so I followed to Lei* 
cester House ;^ hut they are gone in and up before me ; and 
BO I away to the New Exchange, and there staid for my wife, 
and she come, we to Cow Lane, and there I showed her the 
ooach which I pitch on, and she is out of herself for joy almost. 
But the man not within, so did nothing more towards an

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agreepent, but to Mr. Crow's abont a bed, to have his 
advice. Memorandum : that from Crow's, we vest back to 
Charing Cross, and there left my people at their tailor's, 
while I to my Lord Sandwich's lodgings, who came to tows 
the last night, and is come thither to lye: and met with him 
within : and among others my new coxea Creed, who looks 
mighty aoherly; and he and I saluted one another with 
mighty gravity, till we came to a little more freedom of talk 
about it. But here I hear that Sir Gilbert Pickering is lately 
dead, abont three days eince, which makes some sorrow there, 
tfaongh not much, hecanse of lus being long expected to die, 
having been in a lethargy long. So waited on my Lord to 
Court, and there stud and saw the ladies awhile : and thence 
to my wife, and took tbem up ; and so home, and to suppw 
and bed. 

22d. TTp, and W. Batelier's Frenchman, a perriwigg maker, 
comes and brings me a new one, which I liked and paid him 
for: a inighty genteel fellow. To Crow's, and there did see 
some more beds ; and we shall, I think, pitch upon a camlott 
one, when all is done. Thence to Aiundell House, where 
the first time we' have met eince the vacation, and not much 
company : but here much good discourse, and afterwards my 
IiOrd and others and I to the Devil Tavern,' and there eat and 
drank, and so home by coach; and there found toy uncle 
Wight and aunt, and Wooly and hie wife, and there supped, 
and mighty merry. And anon they gone, and Mrs. Turner 
staid, who was there also to talk of her husband's business ; 
and the truth is, I waa the less pleased to talk with her, for 
that she hath not yet owned, in any fit manner of thanks, my 
late and principal service to her husband about his place, 
which t alone ongbt to have been thanked for, if they know 
as much as I do ; but let it go : if they do not own it, I shall 
have it in my hand to teach them to do it. This day word 
come from all the Frtncipal Officers to bring the Commis- 
noners of Accounts their patents, which I did in &e after- 
noon, by leaving it at their office, but am troabled at what 
should be thwr design th erein.

To my Lord Ssndwich'B, where I find mj Lord 
iritbin, but bnsy, private ; and so I Bt&id a little taltdng with 
the yonng gentlemen: and ao away with Mr. Pierce, the 
Bnrgeon, towards Tybume, to Bee the people ezecated ; bnt 
come too late, it being done : two men and a woman hanged.' 
In the aftemooif oomes my cozen, Sidney Pickering,' to bring 
my wife and me his sister's Favour for her wedding, which is 
kindly done. Fierce do tell me, among other news, the lale 
frolick and debauchery of Sir Charles Sedley and Backhnrst, 
mnning np and down all the night almost naked, through the 
Btreete ; and at last fighting, and being beat by the watch and 
clapped np all night; and how the King takes their parts; 
and my Lord Chief Justice Keeling hath laid the constable 
by the heels ^ to answer it next Sessions: which is a horrid 
shame. How the King and these gentlemen did make the 
fiddlers of thetford, this last progress, to sing them all the 
obscene songs they could think of. How Sir W. Coventiy 
was brought the other day to the Duobesa of York by the 
Duke, to kiss her hand ; and did acknowledge his unhappinesa 
to occasion her so much sorrow, declaring his intentions in it,

ton came Uiither, and would not pve him audience, or could 
not : which is true, for it was the night that I was there, and 
saw the King go np to his chamber, and was told that the 
King had been drinking. He tells me, too, that the Dnke 
of York did the next da; chide Bab. Ma; for his occasioning 
the King's giving himself op to these gentlemen, to the 
neglecting of mj Lord Arlington: to which he answered 
merrily, Hiat there was no man in England that had a head 
to lose, durst do what tiity do, every day, with the King, and 
baked the Dnke of York's 'pardon : which is a sign- of a mad 
world. Gwi bless ns out of it I 

24th. This morning comes to me the coacbmaker,' and 
agreed with me for 582., and to stand to the courtesy of what 
more I should give him upon the finishing of the coach :' he 
is likely, also to fit me with a coachman. Lord Broancker 
tells me that the making Sir J. Minnes a bare Oommissioner' 
is now in doing, which I am glad of; but he speaks of two 
new Commissioners, which I do not believe. 

25th. (Lord's day.) Up, and discoursing with mj wife 
.abont our house, and many new things we are doing of, and 
BO to church I, and there find Jack Fenn come, and his wife, 
a pretty black woman: I never saw her before, nor took 
notice of her now. At night, W. Batelier comes and sups 
with us ; and, after supper, to have my head combed by Deb. 

26th. I was obliged to attend the Duke of York, thinking 
to have had a meeting of Tangier to-day, but had not ; but 
he did take me and JAr. Wren into his closet, and there did 
press me to prepare what I had to say upon the answers of 
my fellow-officers to his great letter, which I promised to do 
against his coming to town again, the next week : and so to 
other discooTSe, finding plainly that be is in trouble, and 
apprehensions of the Beformers, and would be found to do 
what he can towards reforming, himself. And so thence to 
my Lord Sandwich's, where, after long stay he being in talk 
with others privately, I to him ; and there he, taking physio 
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and keeping his obamber, I had an hour's talk with him about 
die ill pDBtore of things at this time, while the King girea 
connteDaiice to Sir Charles Sedley and Lord Bockhorst. Ho 
tells me that he tbioka his matters do stand well with the 
King, and hopes to have dispatch to his mind; bnt I donbt 
it, and do see that he do fear it, too. He told me of my 
Lady Carteret's trouble about my writing ol that letter of the 
Duke of York's lately to the Office, which I did not own, but 
declared to be of no injury to Sir 0. Carteret, and that I 
would write a letter to him to satisfy him therein. Sut this 
I am in pain how to do, without doing myself wrong, and 
the end I had, of preparing a justification to myself here- 
after, when the faults of the Nary come to be found out : 
bowerer, I will do it in the best manner I can. 

27th. This erening Mr. Spong come, and sat late with me, 
and first told me of the instrament called a parallelogram,' 
which I moat have one of, shewing me his practice thereon, 
by a map of England. 

28th. By coach with Mr. Qibsoa to Chancery Lane, and 
there made oath before a Master in Chancery to the Tangier 
acconst of fees, and so to White Hall, where, by and by, a 
Committee met, my Lord Sandwich there, bnt bis report was 
not received, it being late ; but only a little bnsiness done, 
about the supplying the place with rictuals. But I did get, 
with great content, my account allowed of fees, witb great 
applause by my Lord Ashly and Sir W. Fen. Thence home, 
calling at one or two places ; and there about our workmen, 
who are at work upon my wife's closet, and other parts of 
my house, that we are all in dirt. 

2dth. I>b. Wren first tells us of the order from the King, 
come last night to the Duke of York, for signii^dng bis ple^ 
sure to the Solicitor-General for drawing up a Commission 
for suspending of my Lord Anglesey,' and putting in Sir

But 
Mr. Wren do onn that the Duke of York is the most 
wounded in this, in the world, for it is done and concluded 
without his privitj, after his appearing for Lwd Anglesey, 
and that it is plain that the; do ayme to bring the Admiralty 
into Commission too, and lessen i^e Duke of York. This do 
put strange apprehentuoDB into all our Board; only I think I 
am the least troubled at it, for I care not at all for it : but 
my Lord Brounoker and Pen do Beem to think much of it. 

SOUi. Up betimes; and Mr. Fovy comes to even accounts 
with me, which we did, and then fell to other talk. He tells 
me, in short, how the King is made a child of, by Bucking- 
ham and Arlington, to the lessening of the Duke of York, 
whom they cannot suffer to be great, for fear of my Lord 
Chancellor's return, which, therefore, they make the King 
Tiolent against. That he believes it is impossible these two 
great men can hold together long : or, at least, that the ambi- 
tion of the former is so great, that he will endeavour to master 
all, utd bring into play as many as he can. That Anglesey 
will sot lose his place easily, but will contend in law with 
whoever comes to execute it. That the Duke of York, in all 
things, but in his amours, is led by the nose by his wife. 
That Sir W. Coventry is now, by the Duke of York, made 
friends with the Duchess ; and that he is often there, and 
wuts on her. That he do believe that these present great 
men will break in time, and that Sir W. Coventry will be a 
great man again ; for he do labour to have nothing to do in 
matters of the State, and is so useful t« the side that he is

Thia 
done, he and I to talk of my coach, and I got him to go see 
it, where he finds most infinite fault with it, both as to being 
ont of fashion and heavy, with so good reason that I am 
mightily glad of his having corrected me in it; and so I do 
resolve to have one of his build, and with his advice, both in 
coach and horses, he being the fittest man in the world for it. 

Slst. Thb day my Lord Anglesey was at the Office, and 
do seem to make nothing of this business of his suspeiuion, 
resolving to bring it into the Council, where he seems not 
to doubt to have a right, he standing upon his defence and 
patent, and hath put in hia caveats to the several OfScce : so, 
as soon as the King comes back,' which will be on Tuesday 
next, he will bring it into the Council.

November 1st. {Lord's day.) Thb noon Mr. Povy sent his 
coach for my wife and I to see, which ve like mightily, and 
will endeavour to have him get us just such another. 

2d. Up, and a cold morning, by water through bridge 
without a cloak, and there to Mr. Wren at his chamber at 
White Hall, the first time of his coming thither this year, the 
Duchess coming thither to-night. To visit Creed at his 
chamber, but his wife not come thither yet, nor do he tell me 
where she is, thoagh she be in towi), at Stepney, at Atkins's.' 
To Mr. Povy's about a coach, but there I find my Lords 
Sandwich, Peterborough, and Hinchinbroke, Charles Har- 
bord, and Sidney Montagu ; and there I was stopped, and 
dined mighty nobly at a good table, with one little dish at a 
time upon it, but mighty merry. I was glad to see it ; but 
sorry, methonght, to see my Lord have eo little reason to 
be merry, and yet glad, for hia sake, to have him cheerful. 
After dinner np, and looked up and down the house, and so

4th. To White Hall ; and there I find the King and Dnke of 
York came the last night, and every body's mouth full of my 
Lord Anglesey's suspension being sealed, which it was, it 
seems, yesterday ; so that he is prevented in his remedy at 
the Council ; and, it seems, the two new Treaawers^ did kisa 
the King's hand this morning, brought in by my Lord Arling- 
ton. They walked up and down together in the Court this 
day, and several people joyed them ; but I avoided it, that I 
might not be seen to look either way. This day also I hear 
that my Lord Ormond is to be declared in Council no more 
Deputy Governor of Ireland, his commission being expired : 
and the King is prevailed with to take it out of his hands ; 
which people do mightily admire, saying that he is the greatest 
Bubjeet of any prince in Christendome, and bath more acres 
of land than any, and hath done more for his Prince than 
ever any yet did. Bnt all will not do; he must down, it 
seems, the Duke of Buckingham carrying all before him. 
But that, that troubles me moBt is, that they be^n to talk 
that the Duke of York's regiment is ordered to be disbanded; 
and more, that undoubtedly his Admiralty will follow ; which 
do shake me mightily, and I fear will have ill consequences 
in the nation, for these counsels are very mad. The Duke 
of York do, by all men's report, carry himself wonderfull sub- 
missive to the King, in the most humble manner in the world ; 
but yet, it seems nothing, must be spard that teuds to the

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keeping oat the Chancellor; and that b tlie reason of all this. 
The great diBconrse now is, that the Parliament shall be dis- 
Bolred and another called, which shall gire the King the Dean 
and Chapter lands; and that will put him out of debt. And 
it is said that Bnokingham do knowingly meet daily with 
Wildman and other Commonwealth-men ; and that when he 
is with them, he makes the King believe that he is with hia 
wenches; and something looks like the Parliament's being 
dissolved, by Harry Brouncker's being now come back, and 
appearing this day the first time at White Hall ; but be hath 
not been yet with the King, but is secure that he shall be well 
received, I hear. God bless us, when such men as he shall 
be restored ! But that, that pleases me most is, that several 
do tell me that Pen is to be removed ; and others, that he 
hath resigned his place ; and particularly Spragg tells me for 
certain that he hath resigned it, and is become a partner with 
Gauden in the Victualling: in which I think he hath done a 
Tery cunning thing; but I am sure I am glad of it; and it 
will be well for the King to have him out of this Office. Sir 
John Talbot ' talks mighty high for my Lord of Ormond : and 
I perceive this family of the Talbots hath been raised by my 
Lord. This evening, my wife and I, talking of oar being pot 
out of the Office, and my going to live at Deptford at her 
brother's, till I can clear accounts, and rid my hands of the 
town, which will take me a year or more, and I do think it 
will be best for me to do so, in order to our living cheap, and 
out of sight. 

5th. The Duke of Tork did call me and Mr. Wren ; and 
my paper, that I have lately taken pains to draw up, was 
read, and the Duke of Tork pleased therewith ; and we did 
all along conclnde upon answers to my mind for the Board, 
and that.which, if put in execution, will do the King's busi- 
ness. But I do now more and more perceive th« Duke of 
York's trouble, and that he do lie under great weight of mind 
from the Duke of Buckingham's carrying things against him ; 
and particularly when I advised that he would use his interest 
that a seaman might Come into the room of Sir W, Pen, who 
' Bm ItUi Jhiuit, lHT-8, oMi. 
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is now declared to be gone from us to that of the yjctnalling, 
and did show how the Office wouM now be left without one 
aeaman in it, but the Surreyor and the Comptroller, who ia 
BO oM as to be able to do nothing, he told me plainly that 1 
knew his mind well enough aa to seamen, but that it muat be 
as others will. And Wren did t«ll it me as a secret, that 
when the Duke of York did first tell the King ahoat Sir W. 
Pen's leaving of the place, and did move the King that either 
Captain Cox or Sir Jcr. Smith might socceed him, the King 
did tell him that was a matter fit to be considered of, and 
would not agree to either presently ; and so the Duke of Tork 
could not prevail for either, nor knows who it shall be. The 
Duke did tell me himself, that if he bad not carried it 
privately when first he mentioned Pen's leaving his place to 
the King, it had not been done ; for the Duke of Suckingham 
and those of his party do cry out upon it, aa a strange thing 
to trust such a thing into the hands of one that stands accused 
in Parliament ; and that they have so far prevailed upon the 
King that he would not have him named in the Council, but 
only take his name to the Board ; bat I think he said that 
only D. Gauden's name shall go in the patent; at least, at 
the time when Sir Richard Browne* asked the King the 
names of D. Gauden's security, the King told him it was not 
yet necessary for him to declare them. And by and by, when 
the Duke of York and we had done. Wren brought into the 
closet Captain Cos and James Temple about business of the 
Guiney Company; and talking something of the Duke of 
Buckingbun's concernment therein, says the Duke of York, 
"I shall give the Devil his due, as they say the Duke of 
Buckingham hath paid in his money to the Company," or 
something of that kind, wherein he would do right to him. 
The Duke of York told me how these people do begin to 
cast dirt upon the business that passed the Council lately, 
touching Supernumeraries, as passed by virtue of his authori^ 
there, there being not liberty for any man to withstand what 
the Duke of York advises there; which, he told me, they 
bring only as an argument to insinuate -the putting of the

now deeigned, and I perceive the same by him. This being 
done, and going from him, I np and down the house to hear 
news : and there every body's mouth foil of changes ; and, 
among others, the Duke of York's reghnent of Guards, that 
was raised during the late war at sea, is to be disbanded : 
and also, that this day the King do intend to declare that 
the Duke of Ormond is no more Deputy of Ireland, but that 
he will put it into Commission. This day our new Treasurers 
did kisB the King's hand, who . complimented thetn, m they 
say, very highly, — that he bad for a long time been abused in 
his Treasurer, and that he was now safe in their hands. I 
saw them walk up and down the Court together all this 
. mm^rag ; the first time I ever saw Osborne, who is a comely 
gentleman. This day I was told that my Lord Anglesey did 
deliver a petition on Wednesday in Council to the fUng, 
laying open, that whereas he had heard that his Mi^esty had 
made such a disposal of his place, which he had formerly 
granted him for life upon a valuable consideration, and that, 
without any thing laid to his charge, and during a Parliament's 
sessions, he prayed that his Majesty would be pleased to let 
his case be heard before the Council and the Judges of the 
land, who were his proper counsel in all matters of right : to 
which, I am told, the King, after my Lord's being witbdraim, 
concluded upon his giving him an answer some few days 
hence; and so he was called in, and told so. At the 
Treasurer's, Sir Thomas Clifford, where I did sat some oysters ; 
which while we were at, in comes my Iiord Keeper ' and much 
company; and so I thought it best to withdraw. And so 
away, and to the Swedes Agent's,* and there met Mr. Povy ; 
where the Agent would have me stay and dine, there being 
only them, and Joseph Williamson, and Sir Thomas Clayton f 
but what he is I know not. Here much extraordinary noble 
discourse of foreign princes, and particularly the greatness of

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the King of France, ind of his being fallen into the right 
ira^ of making the kingdom great. I was mightily pleased 
with this company and their diecourae. With Mr. Povy 
spent aU the afternoon going np and down, among the coach- 
makers i» Oow Lane, and did see aereral, and at last did 
pitch npon a little chariott, whose body was framed, but not 
covered, at the widow's, that made Mr. Lowther's fine coach ; 
and we are mightily pleased with it, it being light, and will 
be very genteel and sober : to be oorered with leather, bnt 
yet will hold four. Being much satisfied with this, I carried 
him to White Hall. Home, where I give my wife a good 
account of my day's work, 

6th. To see Boger Pepys at his lodgings, nest door to 
Arundel] Hooae, a barber's; and there I did see a book, 
which my Lord Sandwich hath promised one to me of, "A 
' Description of the Esonriall in Spain;"' which I hare a great 
desire to hare, though I took it for a finer book when he 
promised it me. 

7th. This afternoon I did go out towards Sir D. Ganden's, 
thinking to have bespoke a place for my coach and horses, 
when I hare them, at the Victualling Office ; bnt find the 
way so bad and long that I returned, and looked up and 
down for places elsewhere, in an inne, which I hope to get 
with more conrenienee than there. 

8th. (Iiord'a day.) Up, and at my chamber all tho morning, 
setting my papers to rights, with my boy ; and bo to dinner 
at noon. 

9tb. The Doke of "Sork told me that Sir W. Pen had been

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with him this morning, to ask whether it would be fit for 
him to Bit at the Office now, because of bis resolution to be 
gone, and to become concerned in the Victoalling. The 
Dnke of York answered, " Yes, till Lis contract was signed." 
Thence I to Lord Sandwich's, and there to see him ; bnt was * 
made to stay very long, as his best friends are, and when I 
came to him had little pleasure, his head being full of his 
own busiuesB, I think. Thence To White HaU with bim, to 
& Committee of Tangier ; a day appointed for him to give an 
accotmt of Tangier, and what he did, and found there, whicb^ 
though he had admirable matter for it, and his doings there 
' were good, and would hare afforded a noble account, yet he 
did it with a mind so low and mean, and deliyered in so poor 
a manner, that it appeared nothing at all, nor any body 
seemed to value it ; whereas, he might have shown himself 
to have merited extraordinary thanks, and been held to have 
done & very great service : whereas now, all that coat, the 
King hath been at for hie journey through Spain thither, 
seems to be almost lost. After we were np, Creed and I 
walked together, and did talk a good while of the weak 
Report my Lord made, and were troubled for it ; I fearing 
that either his mind and judgment are depressed, or that he 
do it out of ills great neglect, and so that he do all the rest 
of his affairs accordingly. I stud about the Court a little 
while, and then to look for a dinner, and had it at Hercules- 
Piilars, very late, all alone, costing me 10(2. 

11th. To the Office, where, by a speciall desire, the new 
TreaBorers came, and there did show their Patent, and the 
Great Seal for the suspension of my Lord Anglesey : and here 
<Ud sit and discourse of the business of the Office : and brought 
Mr. Hutchinson with them, who, I hear, is to be their Pay- 
master, in the room of Mr.Wuth. For it seems they do turn 
out every servant that belongs to the present Treasurer ; and 
80 for Fenu,do bring in Mr. Littleton, Sir Thomas's brother, 
and oust all the rest. Sut Mr. Hutchiuson do already see 
that his work now will be another kind of thing than before, 
as to the trouble of it. They gone, and, indeed, they appear, 
both of them, very intelligent men, I home to dinner. Then 
5* 
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hj coach to my cozen Roger Pepjs, who did, &t mj last being 
with him this day Be'nnight, move me as to the supplying him 
with 5002. this term, and 500L the ne^it, for two years, upon 
a mortgage, lie having th&t sum to pay, a debt left him by hia 
father, which I did agree to, trusting to bis honesty and 
ability, and am resolved to do it for him, that I may not have 
all I have, lie in the King's hands. 

12th. With Mr. Gibson late at my chamber, making an 
end of my draught of a letter for the Duke of York, in 
answer to the anewers of tbia Office, which I have now done 
to my mind, so as, if the Duke Ukea it, will, I think, put aa 
end to a great deal of the faults of this Office, as well as mj 
trouble for them. So to bed. 

13th. Up, and with Sir W. Pen by coach to White Hall, 
where to the Duke of York, and there did onr nsnal boainess ; 
and thenee I to the Oommissioners of the Treasury, where I 
staid, and heard an excellent case argued between my Lord 
Gerard and the Town of Newcastle, about a piece of ground 
which that Lord hath got a grant of, under the Exchequer 
Seal, which they were endeavouring to get of the King, under 
the Great Seal. I liked mightily the Counsel for the town, 
Sbafto,* th«r Becorder, and Mr. Offly.' But I was troubled, 
and BO were the Lords,^ to hear my Lord fly oat against their* 
great pretence of merit from the King, for their sufferings and 
loyalty; tellingthem that they might thankhim for that re- 
pute which they have for their loyalty, for that it was he that 
forced them to be so, against their wills, when he was there: 
and, moreover, did offer a paper to the Lords" to read from the 
Town, sent in 1648 ; but the Lords would not read it ; but I 
believe it was something about bringing the King to trial, or 
some such thing, in that year. Thence I to the Three Tuns 
Tavern, by Charing Gross, and there dined with W. Pen, Sir 
J. Minnes, and Commissioner Middleton; and as merry a

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my mind could be, that bath bo much trouble upon it. And 
thence to White Hall, and there staid in Mr. Wren 'a chamber 
with him, reading over my draught of a letter, which Mr. 
Gibson then attended me with ; and there he did like all, bnt 
doubted whether it would be necesBary for the Duke to write 
in so sharp a style to the Office, as I had drawn it in ; which 
I yield to him, to consider the present posture of the timea 
and the Duke of York, and whether it were not better to ert 
on that hand than the other. He told me that he did not 
think it was necessary for the Duke of York to do so, and that 
it would not suit so well with his nature nor greatneaa ; which 
last, perhaps, is true, but then do too truly show the effectt of 
having Princes in places, where order and discipline should be. 
I left it to him to do as the Duke of York pleases ; and so 
fell to other talk, and with great freedom, of public things ; 
and he told me, upon my several inquiries to that puFpose, 
that he did believe it was not yet resolved whether the Par- 
liament should ever meet more or no, the three great rulers 
of things now standing thus : — The Duke of Buckingham is 
absolutely against their meeting, as moved thereto by his 
people that he advises with, the people of the late times, who 
do never expect to have any thing done by thig Parliament 
for their religion, and who do propose that, by the sale of the 
Church-lands, they shall be able to put the King out of debt : 
my Lord Keeper is utterly against putting away this and 
choosing another Parliament, lest they prove worse than this, 
and will make all the King's friends, and the King himself, in 
a desperate condition : my Lord Arlington knows not which 
is best for him, being to seek whether this or the nest will 
use Mm worst. He tells me that he believes that it is in- 
tended to call this Parliament, and try them for a sum of 
money ; and, if they do not like it, then to send them goiug, 
and call another, who will, at the ruin of the Church perhaps, 
please the King with what he wiU have for a time. And he 
tells me, therefore, that he do believe that this policy will be 
endeavoured by the Church and their friends — to seem to pro- 
mise the King money, when it sball be propounded, hut make 
the King and these great men buy it dear, before they have 
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it. He t«lls me that he is real!; perBuaded that the desigB 
of the Duke of Buckingham is, bj bringing the state into euch 
a condition as, if the King do die without issue, it shal], npoa 
his death, break into pieces again ; and bo pnt hj the Duke 
of York, whom they haye disobliged, they know, to that 
degree, as to despair of his pardon. He tells me that there 
is no way to rule the King bnt by brisk&esse, which the Duke 
of Backingham hath above all men ; and that the Duke of 
York haying it not, his best way is what he practises, that is 
to say, a good temper, which will support him till the Duke 
of Buckingham and Lord ArUngtoa fall out, which cannot be 
long first, the former knowing that the latter did, in the time 
of the Chancellor, endeavour with the Chancellor to hang him 
at that time, when he was proclaimed against. And here, by 
the by, he told me that the Duke of Buckingham did, by bis 
frien4s, treat vith my Lord Chancellor, by the mediation of 
Matt. Wren and Clifford, to fall in with my Lord Chancellor ; 
which, he tells me, he did advise my Lord Chancellor to accept 
of, as that, that with his own interest and the Duke of York's, 
would undoubtedly have secured all to him and his family; 
but that my Lord Chancellor was a man not to bo advised, 
thinking himself too high to be coaoselled : and bo all is come 
to nothing; for by that means the Duke of Buckingham 
became desperate, and was forced to fall in with Arlington, to 
the Chancellor's ruin. This morning, at the Treasury- 
chamber, I did meet Jack Fenn, and there he did show me 
my Lord Anglesey's petition and the King's answer: the 
former good and stout, as I before did hear it: but the latter 
short and weak, saying that he was not, by what the King 
had done, hindered from taking the benefit of the law, and 
that the reason he bad to suspect his mismanagement of his 
money in Ireland, did make him think it unfit to trust him 
with his Treasury in England, till ho was satisfied in the 
former. 

14th. At the Office all the morning, and merry at noon, 
at dinner ; and after dinner to the Office, where all the after- 
noon, doing much business, late. 

15th. (Lord's day.) After dinner, W. Howe to tell me 
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what bath happened betweeo him and the Commisaioners of 
late, who are hot again, more than ever, ahout my Lord 
Sandwich's huaineee of prizes, which I am trouhled for, and 
the more, because of the great Becority and neglect with 
which, I think, my Lord do look npon this matter, that may 
yet, for aught I know, undo him. 

16tb. I did call at Martin's, my bookseller's, and there 
boagbt " CasBandra,"' and some other French books for my 
wife's closet, and so home, having eat nothing but two 
pennyworth of oysters, opened for me by a woman in the 
street. 

'17th. To the, Office all the morning, where the new Treti- 
flurers come, their second time, and before they sat down, did 
discourse with the Board, and particulary my Lord Brooncker, 
about their place,* which tbcy challenge, as having been here- 
tofore due, and given to their predecessor ; which, at last, my 
Lord did own hath been given him only oat of courtesy to 
, his quality, and that he did not take it as a right at the 
Board : so they, for the present, sat down, and did give him 
the place ; hut, I think, with an intent to have the Duke of 
York's directions about it. My wife and others busy now, 
to make clean the house above stairs, the upholsterers having 
done there, in her closet and the blue room, and they are 
mighty pretty. 

19th. This night the upholsterers did finish the hanging of 
my best chamber. 

20th. To meet Roger Pepys, which I did, and did thwe 
discourse of the business of lending him 5001. to answer some 
occasions of his, which I believe to be safe enough, and away 
by coach home, calling on my coachmaker by the way, where 
1 like my little coach mightily; This evening comes Mr. 
Billup to me, to read over Mr. Wren's alterations of my 
draught of a letter for the Duke of York to sign, to the 
Board ; which I like mighty well, they being not conmder- 
able, only in mollifying some hard terms, which I had thought 
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fit to put in. From thia to other discourse ; and do find tbat 
the Duke of York and bie master, Mr. Wren, do look upon 
this Berrice of mine as a ver; seasonable service to the Duke, 
as that which he will have to show to his enemies in his own 
justification, of his care of the King's business ; and I am 
Boro I am heartily glad of it, both for the King's sake and 
the Doled of York's, and nij own also ; for, if I continue here, 
my work, hy this means, will be the less, and my share in the 
blame also. 

21st. At the Office all the morning; and after dinner 
abroad with W. Hewer to my Lord Ashley's, where my Lord 
Barkely, and Sir Thomas Ingram ' met upon Mr. Povy'a 
account, where I was in great pain about that part of his 
account wherein I am concerned, above 1501., I think ; and 
Creed hath declared himself dissatisfied with it, so far as to 
desire to cut hb *' Examinatur" out of the paper, as the 
only condition in which he would be silent in it. This Fory 
bad the wit to yield to ; and so when it come to be inqoired 
into, I did avouch the truth of the account as to that parti- 
cular, of my own knowledge, and so it went over as a thing 
good and just — as, indeed, in the bottom of it, it is; though 
in strictness, perhaps, it would not so well be understood. 
The Committee rising, I, with my mind much satisfied therein, 
away by coach home, sotting Creed in Southampton Buildings, 
and BO home ; and there ended my letters, and then home to 
my wife, where I find my house clean now, from top to 
bottom, BO as I have not seen it many a day, and to the full 
satisfaction of my mind, that I am now at peace, as to my 
poor wife, as to the dirtiness of my house, and as to seeing 
an end, in a great measure, to my present groat disbursements 
upon my house, and coach and horses. 

22d. (Lord's day.) My wife and I lay long, with mighty 
content ; and so rose, and she spent the whole day making 
herself clean, after four or five weeks being in continual dirt ; 
and I knocking up nails, and making little settlements in my 
bouse, till noon, and then eat a bit of meat in the kitchen, I 
all alone. And so to the Office, to set down my journal, for

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aome dnys, leaving it imperfect, the matter being mighty 
grieroos to me, and my mind, from the nature of it ; and bo 
in, to solace myself with my trife, whom I got to read to 
me, and so W. Heirer and the boy ; and so, after anpper 
to bed. This day my boy's livery is come home, the first 
I ever had, of gre^e, lined with red ; and it likes me well 
enough. 

2Sd. Up, and called apon by W. Howe, who went, vith 
W. Hever and me, by water, to the Temple ; his business 
iras to hare my advice about a place he is going to buy—the 
Clerk of the Patent's place, which I understand not, asd so 
could say Uttle to him. To visit my Lord Sandwich, who is 
now so reserved, or moped rather, I think, with his own 
business, that he bids welcome to no man, I think, to his 
satisfaction. I bear with it, being willing to give him as little 
trouble as I can, and to receive as little from him, wishing 
only that I had my money in my purse, that I have lent 
him ; but, however, I shew no diaoohtent at alL I met with 
Mr. Povy, who tells me that this discourse which I told him 
of, of the Duke of Monmouth being made Prince of Wales, 
hath nothing in it ; though he thinks there are all the endea- 
vours used in the world to overthrow the Duke of York. He 
would not have me doubt of my safety in the Navy, which I 
am doubtful of from the reports of a general removal ; hut 
he will endeavour to inform me, what he can gather from my 
Iford Arlington. That he do think that the Duke of Buck- 
ingham hath a mind rather to overthrow all the kingdom, 
and bring in a Commonwealth, wherein he may dunk to be 
General of their Army, or to make himself King, which, he 
believes, he may he led to, by some advice which he hath had 
with conjurors, which bo do affect. I took my wife and boy 
to Hercules Pillars, and there dined, and thence to our uphol- 
sterer's, about some things more to buy, and so to see our 
coach, and bo to the looking-glass man's, by the New Exchange, 
and so to buy a picture for oor blue chamber chimney, and 
BO home ; and there I made my boy to read to me most of 
the night, to get through the Life of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury.' At supper comes Mary Batelier, and with us all 
* Iiud : tee mu, IMh Btpl, ISM. 
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the evening, prettily talking, and rery innocent company she 
is ; and she gon«, we with much content to bed, and to sleep, 
with mighty rest aU night. 

24th. Up, and at the Office all the mohiing, and at noon 
home to dinner, where Mr. Gentleman, the cook, and an old 
woman, his third or fourth wife, come and dined with us, to 
enquire about a ticket of his son's, that is dead ; and after 
dinner, I with Mr. Hosier to my closet, to discourse of the 
business of balancing Storekeeper's accounts, which be hath 
taken great pains in reducing to a method, to my great satis- 
faction ; and I shall be glad for both the King's sake and hia, 
that the thing may be put in practice, and will do my part to 
promote it. That done, he gone, I to the Office, where busy 
till night ; and then with comfort to sit with my wife, and get 
her to read to me, and so to supper, and to bed, with my 
mind at mighty ease. 

25th. By coach to see Sir W. Coventry ; but he gone out, 
I to White Hall, and there waited on Lord Sandwich, which 
I have little encouragement to do, because of the difficulty of 
seeing him, and the little he hath to say to me when I do see 
him, or to any body else, but his own idl^ people about him, 
Sir Charles Harbord, &c. Thence walked with him to White 
Hall, where to the Duke of York ; and there the Duke, and 
Wren, and I, by appointment in hia closet, to read over our 
letter to the OfBce, which be heard, and signed it, and it is 
to my mind, Mr. Wren having made it somewhat sweeter to 
the Board, and yet witb alt the advice fully, that I did draw 
it up with. The Duke s^d little more to us now, his head 
being full of other business ; but I do see that he do continue 
to put a value upon my advice ; and so Mr. Wren and I to 
his chamber, and there talked : and he seems to hope that 
these people, the Duke of Buckingham and Arlington, will 
run themaelvea off their legs ; they being forced to be always 
patting the King upon one idle thing or another, against the 
easiness of his nature, which he will never be able to bear, 
nor they to keep him to, and so will lose themselves. And, 
for instance of their little progress, he tells me that my Lord 
of Ormond is like yet to carry it, and to continue in hia 
command in Ireland ; at least, they cannot get the better of 
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him yet. Bnt he tells me that the K'ceper ' is wrought upon, 
as thej say, to give his opinion for the dtSBolviag of the Par- 
liament, vhich, he thinks, will nndo him in the eyes of the 
people. He do not seem to own the hearing or fearing of 
any thing to be done in the Admirelty, to the lessening of 
the Duke of York, though he bears how the town-talk ia full 
of it. Thence I by coaoh home, and thete find my cozen 
Roger come to dine with me, and to seal hia mortgage for the 
5002. I lend him ; but he and I first walked to the 'Change, 
ttiBto to look for my uncle Wight, and get him to dinner 
with U8. So home, buying a barrel of oysters at my old 
oyater-woman's, in Gracious Street, bnt over the way to 
where she kept her shop before. Merry at dinner ; and the 
money not being ready, I carried Roger Fepye to Holbom 
Conduit,^ and there left him going to Stradwick's,' whom we 
avoided to see, because of our long absence, and my wife and 
I to the Duke of York's house, to see " The Duohesse of 
Maify," a sorry play, and sat ^ith little pleasure. This 
erening, to my great content, Z got Sir Richard Ford to give 
me leave to set my coach in his yard. 

26th. At the Office all the morning, where I was to have 
delivered the Duke of York's letter of advice to the Board, 
in answer to otir several auawera to hia great letter ; but Lord 
Brouncker not being there, and doubtful to deliver it before 
the new Treasurer, I forbore it till the next sitting. So home 
at noon to dinner, where I find Mr. IKerce and lUs wife : bnt 
I was forced to shew very little pleasure in her bei^ there 
because of my vow to my wife; and, therefore, was glad of a 
very bad occasion for my being really troubled, which is, at 
W. Hewer'a losing of a tally of lOOOI., whioh I sent him this 
day to receive of the Commissioners of Excise. 

27th. Up ; and with W. Hewer to eee Sir W. Coventiy, 
but misaed him again, by coming too late, the man of all the

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world that I am roBolved to prcscrre an interest in. Thence 
to White Hall, and there at our usnU waiting on the Doke 
of York ; an^tt^tbeing done, I ajray to the Exchequer, to 
give & stop, and take soi£&^Tice about mj lost tally, wherein 
I shall have some remedy, with trouble. Gomes Mr. Povy, 
by appointment, to dine with mo ; and much pleasant dis- 
course with him, and some serious ; and he tells me that he 
would, by all means, have me get to be a Parliament-man, 
the next Parliament. By and by comes my cozen Roger, 
and dines with us ; and, after dinner, did seal his mortgage, 
wherein I do wholly rely on his honesty, not having so much 
as read over what he hath given me for it, nor minded it, but 
do trust to bis integrity therein. 

28th. All the morning at the Office, where, while I was 
sitting, one comes and tells me that my ooacb is come. So I 
was forced to go out, and to Sir Kiohard Ford's, where I 
spoke to him, and he is very willing to have it brought in, 
and stand there, and so I Ordered it, to my great content, it 
being mighty pretty, only the horses do not please me, and, 
therefore, resolve to have better. This day I presented to the 
Board the Duke of York's letter,' which, I perceive, troubled 
Sir W. Pen, he declaring himself meant in that part, that 
concerned excuse by sickness; but I do not care, but am 
mightily glad that it is done, and now I shall begin to be at 
pretty good ease in the Office. This morning, to my great 
content, W. Hewer tells me that a porter is come, who found 
my tally in Holbom, and brings it him, for which be gives 
him20«. 

29th. (Lord's day.) My wife lately frighted me about her 
being a Catboliqne ; and I dare not, therefore, move her to 
go to church, for feat she ehoold deny me ; but this morning, 
of her own accord, she spoke of going to church the next 
Sunday, which pleases me mightily. This morning my 
coachman's clothes come home ; and I like the Hvery mightily. 
All the morning in my chamber, and dined with my wife, and 
got her to read to me in the afternoon, till Sir W. Warren, bj 
appointment, comes to me, who spent two hours, or three, 
■ D»l«d, WliUe Hall, 3ilb Not., IMS. Sm b cop; of it ia BaA. tS3., tOOI. 
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with me, about bis accounts of Gottenburgb,' Trbich are so 
confounded, I doubt they will hardly ever pass without my 
doing something, which he desires of me, and wliich, partly 
from fear, and partly from unwillingness to wrong the King, 
and partly from its being of no profit to me, I am backward 
to give way to, though the poor man do indeed deserve to be 
rid of this trouble, that he hath lain so long under, from the 
negligence of this Board. He tells me, as soon as he savr my 
coach yesterday, he wished that the owner might not con^ 
tract envy by it ;^ bat I told him it was now manifestly for 
my profit to keep a coach, and that, after employments like 
mine for eight years, it were hard if I could not be thought 
to be justly able to do that. To supper; and to read, aad 
made an end of the Life of Archbishop Laud, which is worth 
reading, as informing a man plainly in the posture of the 
Church, and how the things of it were managed with the 
same self-interest and design that every other thing is, and 
have succeeded accordingly. 

80th. With W. Hewer to White Hall, to a Committee of 
Tangier, where the business of Mr. Lany.on took up all the 
morniDg ; and, poor man ! he did manage his hnsinees with 
BO much folly, and ill fortune to boot, that the Board, before 
bis coming in, inclining, of their own accord, to lay hia cause 
aside, and leave it to the law, he pressed that we would hear 
it, and it ended to the making him appear a very knave, as 
well as it did to roe, a fool also, which I was sorry for.

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Thence by water, Mr. Povy, Creed, aod I, to Amndell House, 
and there I did see them chooamg their Council, it being St. 
AndrewVday ;' and I had hia Croaa* set on my hat, as the 
rea't had, and cost me 2s. My wife, after dinner, went the 
first time abroad in her coach, calling on Boger Fepys, and 
visiting Mrs. Creed, and my cosen Turner. Thus ended this 
month, with very good content, but moat expeas^ul to my 
purse on things of pleosore, having farnished my wife's closet 
and the best chamber, and a coach and horses, that ever I 
knew in the world; and I am pat into the greatest condition 
of outward state that ever I was in, or hoped e^^r to be, or 
desired : and thb at a time when we do daily expect great 
changes in this Office ; and by all reports we must, all of ua, 
turn out. But my eyes are come to that condition that I am 
not able to work ; and therefore that, and my wife's desire, 
make me have no manner of trouble in my thoughts about 
it So Grod do his will in it I 

December 1st. This day I hear of poor Mr. Clarke, the 
solicitor, being dead, of a cold, after being not above two days 
ill, which troubles .me mightily, poor man ! 

2d. Abroad with W. Hewer, thinking to have found Mr. 
Wren at Captain Goz's, to have spoke something to htm 
about doing a favour for Will's uncle Steventon, but missed 
him. Abroad with my wife, the first time that eve>,I rode 
in my own coach, which do make my heart rejoice, and praise 
God, and pray him to bless it to me and continue it. So she 
and I to the King's playhonse, and there saw '* The Usurper ;" 
a pretty good play, in all bat what is designed to resemble 
Cromwell and Hugh Peters, which is mighty silly. The play 
done, wo to White Hall ; where my wife staid while 1 up to 
the Duchess's and Queen's side, to speak with the Duke of 
York : and here saw all the ladies, and heard the silly dis- 
conrse of the King, with his people about him, telling a ^ory

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of my Lord Rochester's hsving of his clothes stole, vhile ha 
was irith a vench ; and his goM sU gone, but his clothes 
fotind afterwards, stuffed in a feather bed by the wench tiiai 
stole them. I spoke with the Dake of York, just as ho was 
set down to supper with the King, about our sending of tic-' 
toats to Sir Thomas Allen's fleet hence to Cales [Cadiz], to 
meet him. To-day I hear that Mr. Ackworth's cftnsa w^t 
for him at Guildhall, against his hosiers, which I am well 
enough pleased with. 

8d. Mr. Wren gives me but small hopes of the faTonr I 
boped to get for Mr. Steventcn, Will's uncle, of having leave, 
being upon the point of death, to surrender his place, which ' 
do trouble me, but I will do what I can. To the Office, Bir 
'Jer. Smith with me; who ia a silly, prating, talking man; 
but he tell me what he hears, — that Holmes and Spragg 
now rule all with the Duke of Buckingham, as to sea-busir 
n6B8, and will be great men : but he do prophesy what will 
be the fruit of it ; so I do. So to the OfiSce, where we sat 
all the morning; and at noon home to dinner, and then 
abroad again, with my wife, to the Duke of York's playhonsor 
and saw " The Unfortunate Lovers ;" a mean play, I thiokf 
but some parts very good, and exceileutly acted. We sa^- 
onder the boxes, and saw the fine ladies : among others, my 
Lady Kerneguy,' who is most devilishly painted. And so 
home, it being mighty pleasure to go alone with my poor 
wife, in a coach of our own, to a play, and nl&kes us appear 
mighty great, I think, in the Irorld ; at least, greater than 
ever I could, or my friends for me, have once expected ; or,! 
think, than ever any of my family ever yet lived, in my 
memory, but my oosen Fepys in Salisbury- Cotirt. 

4th. Did wait as usual upon the Duke of York, where, 
upon discoursing something touching the Ticket-Office, which 
by letter the Board did give the Duke of York their advice, 
to be put upon Lord Brouncker, Sir J. Minnes did foolishly 
rise up and oomplain of the Offic«, - and his being made 
nothing of ; and this before Sir Thomas Littleton, who would 
be glad of this difference unong us, which did trouble me

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mightily ; and therefore I did forbear to say wbat I otherwise 
would lure thought fit for me to say on this occasion, upon 
BO impertinent b speech as this doting fool made — but, I say, 
I let it alone, and contented myself that it went as I adrised, 
as to the Dnko of York's judgment, in the thing disputed. 
Home, where by invitation I find my aunt Wight, who 
looked over all our house, and is mighty pleased with it, and 
indeed it is now mighty handsome, and rich in furniture. I 
carried my wife and her to Smitbfield, where they sit in the 
ooaoh, while Mr. Pickering, who meets me at Smithfield, and 
I, and W. Hewer, and a friend of his, a jockey, did go about 
to see several pairs of horses, for my coach ; hut it was late, 
and we agreed on none, but left it to another time : but hero 
I do see instances of a piece of craft and cunning that I nerer 
dreamed of, concerning the buying and ehooeing of horses. 
So Mr. Pickering, to whom I am much beholden for his 
kindness herein, and I parted ; and I with my people home. 
To the Office, where vexed to see how ill all the Comptroller's 
business is likely to go on, so long as ever Sir J. Minnea 
lives ; and so troubled I was, that I thonght it a good occa- 
sion for me to give my thoaghts of it in wriUng, and there- 
fore wrote a letter at the Board, by the help of a tube, to 
Lord Brouncker, and did give it him, which I kept a copy 
of, and it may be of use to mo hereafter to show, in this 
matter. This being done, I home to n.y annt, who supped 
with ns, and my uncle also : and a good-humoured woman 
she is, BO that I think we shall keep her acquaintance ; but 
mighty proi\d she is of her wedding-ring, being lately set with 
diamonds ; cost her about 121. : and I did commend it 
mightily to her, but do not think it very soitable for one of 
our quality. 

5th- No news Btirring, hut that my Lord of Ormond is 
likely to go to Ireland again, which do show that the Duke 
of Buckingham do not rule all so absolutely; and that, how- 
ever, we shall speedily have more changes in the Navy: uid 
it is certain that the Nonconformists do now preach openly 
in houses, in many places, and among others the house that 
was heretofore Sir G. Carteret's, in Leadenhall Streete, and 
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hare read; access to the King. And now the groat dispute 
is, whether this Parliament or another ; and in; great design, 
if I continne in the TS&tj, is to get myself to be a Parliament- 
man. 

6th. (Lord's day.) Up, and with my wife to church ; which 
pleases me mightily, I being full of fear that she would never 
go to chnroh agun, after she had declared to me that she 
was a Roman Catholiok. But though I do verily think she 
fears God, and is truly and sincerely righteous, yet I do see 
she i3 not so strictly a Oatholick &b not to go to church with 
me, which pleases me mightily. Here Mills made a lazy 
sermon, upon Moses's meeknease. With my wife and W. 
Hewer talking over the business of the Office, and particu- 
larly my own Office, how I will make it, and it will become, 
in a little time, an Office of ease, and not slavery, as it hath 
for so many years been. 

7th. Sir W. Coventry says that he hath no more mind to 
be found meddling with the Kavy, lest it should do it hart, 
as well as him. So to talk of general things : aftd telling 
him that, with all these doings, he, I thanked God, stood yet; 
he told me, Yes, but that he thought his continuing in, did 
arise from his enemies my Lord of Buckingham and Arling- 
ton's seeing that he cared so little if he was out ; and he do 
protest to me that he is as weary of the Treasury, as ever he 
was of the Kavy. He tells me that he do believe that their 
heat is over almost, as to t^e Navy, there being now none 
left of the old stock, bat my Lord Broanckor, J. Minnes, who 
is ready to leave the world, and myself. But he tells me 
that he do foresee very great wants and great disorders by 
reason thereof; insomuch, as he is represented to the King 
by his enemies as a melancholy man, and one that is still 
prophesying ill events, so as the King called him Visionaire, 
which being told him, be said he answered the party, that, 
whatever he foresaw, he was not afraid as to himself of any 
thing, nor particularly of my Lord Arlington, so much as the 
Duke of Bnckingham hath been, nor of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, so much as my Lord Arlington at this time is. But he 
tells mc that ho hath been always looked upon as a melancholy

man ; wliereas, othore that voald please the King do make 
him beliere that all ib safe: and ao he hath heard m; Lord 
Ghancellor openly say to the King, that he was now a glorioas 
prince, and in a glorione condition, because of some one 
accident that hath happened, or Bome one rnt that hath been 
removed ; " when," aays Sir W. Coventry, " they reckoned 
their one good meal, without considering ^at there was 
nothing left in the cupboard for to-morrow. After this dis- 
eonrae, to my Lord Sandwich's, and took a quarter of an 
hour's walk in the garden with him, which I have not done 
for BO much time with him unce his coming into England ; 
and talking of his own condition, and partioolarly of the 
world's talk of his going to Tangier. I find, If his condi- 
tions can be made profitable and safe as to money, he would 
go, bnt not else ; but, however, will seem not averse to it, 
because of facilitating his other accounts now depending, 
which he finds hard to get throiigh, but yet hath some hopes, 
the King, he says, speaking very kindly to him. 

8th. Up, and Sir H. Cholmly betimes with me, about 
some accounts and monies due to him ; and he gone, I to the 
Office, where sat all the mtnuing ; and here, among other 
things, breaks out the storm W. Hewer and I have long ex- 
pected &om the Surveyor,' about W. Hewer's conspiring to 
get a contract, to the burdening of the stores with kerseys 
and cottons, of which he hath ofien complained, and lately 
more than ever ; and now he did by a most scandalous letter 
to the Board, reflecting on my Office : and, by discourse, it 
fell to such hi^ words between him and me, as can hardly 
ever be forgot; I declaring I would believe W. Hewer as 
soon as him, and laying the fault, if there be any, upon him- 
self ; he, on the other hand, vilifying of my word and W. 
Hewer's, calling him knave, and (hat if he were his clerk, h« 
should lose his ears. At last, I closed the business for this 
morning with making the thing ridiculous, as it is, and he 
swearing that the King should have right in it, or be would 
lose his place. The Office was cleared of all but ourselves 
and W. Hewer ; but, however, the world did bj the beginning

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see what it me&at, uid it will, I believe, o<;me to high termg 
between ns, which I am sorry for, to haVe any blemish laid 
mpoa me or mine, at this time, though nerer bo unjustly, for 
few of giving occasion to my real disoredit : and therefore I 
was not only all the rest of the morning vexed, but so went 
home to dinner, where my wife tells me of my Lord Orrery's 
new play " Tryphon," ' at the Duke of York's house, which, 
however, I would see, and therefore put a bit of meat in our 
mouths, and went thither, where, with muoh ado, at half-past 
one, we got into a blind hole in the 18d. place, above stairs, 
where we could not hear well. The house infinite full, but 
the prologue most silly, and the play, though admirable, yei 
no pleasure almostin it, because just the very swue design, 
and words, and sense, and plot, as every one of bis pUys 
hare, any one of which alone would be held admirable, whereas 
BO many of the same design and fancy do but dull one another ; 
and this, I perceive, is the sense of every body dse, as well as 
myself, who therefore showed but little pleasure in it. 3o 
home, mighty hot, and my mind mightily out of order, so as 
I could not eat my supper, or sleep almost all night, though 
I spent till twelve at night with W. Hewer to consider of our 
business : and wo find it not only moat free from any blanw 
of our side, hut so htarid scandalous on the other, to make 
so groundless a complaint, and one so shameful to him, Uiat 
it could not but let me see that there is no need of my being 
troubled; but such is the weakness of my nature, that I oonld 
not help it, which vexes me, showing me how unable I am to 
live with difficulties. 

9th. To the Office, but did little there, my mind being 
still nnessy, though more and more satisfied that there is no 
occasion for it; but abroad with my wife to the Temple, 
where I met with Auditor Wood's Clerk, and did some business 
with him, and so to see Mr. Spong, and found him out by 
Southampton Market,^ and there carried my wife, and up to

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bis cliamber, a bye plaee, but with a good prospect of tbe 
fieldd ; and there I had most infinite pleasure, not only -wiiix 
bis ingenuity in general, bat in particular witb his sbewiag 
me tbe use of the ParaUelogram, by which he drew in a 
qnarter of an hoar before me, in little, from a great, a moat 
neat map of England — ^that is, all tbe outlines, which g^vea 
me infinite- pleasure, and foresight of pleasure, I shall bare 
witb it; and therefore desire to bare that which I bare 
bespoke, made. Many other pretty things he showed us, and 
did give me a glaas bubble,' to try tbe strength of liquors 
with. This done, and having spent Gd. in ale in tbe coach, 
at tbe door of the Bull Inn, witb the innocent master of the 
house, a Torksbireman, for his letting us go through his 
house, we away to' Hercules Pillars, and there eat a hit of 
meat : and bo, with all speed, back to the Duke of York's 
house, where mighty full again ; but we oome time enou^ 
to have a good place in tbe pit, and did hear this new play 
again, where, though I better nnderstood it than before, yet 
my sense of it and plpasure was just the same as yesterday, 
and no more, nor any body else's about us. So took our 
coach home, having now little pleasure to look about me to 
see tbe fine faces, for fear of displeasing my wife, whom I 
take great comfort now, more than ever, in pleasing ; and it 
is a real joy to me. So home, and to my Office, where spent 
an bonr or two ; and so home to my wife, to supper and talk, 
and so to bed. 

10th. Up, and to the Office, where busy all tbe morning : 
Middleton not there, so no words or looks of him. At noon, 
home to dinner; and so to tbo Office, and there all tbe after- 
noon busy ; and at night W. Hewer home with me ; and we 
think we have got matter enough to make Middleton appear 
a coxcomb. But it troubled me to have Sir W. Warrea 
meet me at night, going out of the Office home, and tell me 
that Middleton do intend to complain to the X)uke of York: 
but, upon consideration of the business, I did go to bed, 
satisfied that it was best for me that he should ; and so my 
trouble was over, and to bed, and slept well. 
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lltb. Up, and with W. Hewer bj water to Somerset 
House ; and there I to my Lord Broancker, before he went 
forth to the Dnlce of York, and there told him mj confidence 
that I should make Middleton appear a fool, and th&t it was, 
I thought, best for me to compTwu of the wrong he hath done ; 
but brought it about, that mj Lord deeired mo I would for- 
bear, and promised that he would prevent Middleton till I had 
given in my answer to the Board, which I desired : and so 
awaj to Whit«£[al1, and there did oar usual attendance: and 
no word spoke before the Duke of York by Middleton at all ; 
at which I was glad to my heart, because by this means I have 
time to draw up my answer to my mind. With W. Hewn 
by coach to Smitbfield, but met not Mr. Pickering, he being 
not come, and so Will and I to a cook's shop, in Aldersgate 
Street ; and dined well for Is. O^d., upon roast beef ; and so, 
having dined, we back to Smitbfield, and there met Pickering, 
and up and down all the afternoon about horses, and did Be« 
the knareries and tricks of jockeys. Here I met W. Joyce, 
who troubled me with bis impertinencies a great while, and the 
like Mr. Knipp, who, it seem, is a kind of a jockey, and wonid 
fain have been doing something for me, bat I avoided him, 
and the more for fear of being troubled thereby with his wife, 
whom I dare not see, for my vow to my wife. At last, con^ 
eluded upon giving 50/. for a fine pMr of black horses we saw 
-this day se'nnight ; and so set Mr. Pickering donn near hia 
house, whom I am much beholden to, for his care herein, 
and he hath admirable skill, I perceive, in thia business, and 
so home. 

12th. I hear thia day that there is fallen down a new house, 
not quite finished, in Lnmberd Street, and that there have 
been several so, they making use of bad mortar and bricks ; 
but no hart yet, as God hath ordered it. This day was brought 
home my pair of black ooach-horses, the first I ever was master 
of, a fine pair ! 

14th. To a Committee of Tangier, where, among other 

things, a silly account of a falling out between Norwood,' at 

Tangier, and Mr. Bland, the mayor, who is fled to Cales 

' Colontl Horwood, tk« Dtfttg QoMtDin t m* )l>t AjtO, IMO, 
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[Cadiz]. His complaint is ill-worded, and the other's defence 
the most ridiculoos that ever I saif ; and so everybody else 
that waB there, thought it ; bnt never did I see so great sb 
instance of the use of grammar, and knowledge how to tell a 
man's tale as this day, Sland having spoiled his bosiness by 
31-telling it, who had work to h&re made himself notorious by 
his mastering Norwood, hia enemy, if he had known how to 
have Qsed it. lo dinner by a backncy, my coachman being 
this day about breaking of my horses to the coach, they 
having Dover yet drawn. This day, I hear and am glad, that 
the King hath prorogued the Parliament to October next ; 
and, among other reasons, it will give me time to go to France, 
I hope. 

15th. Up, and to the OflSce, where sat all the morning, and 
the new Treasurers there ; and, for my life, I cannot keep Sir 
J. Minnes and others of the Board from showing our weak- 
ness, to the dishonour of the Board, though I am not con- 
cerned : but it do ves me to the heart to have it before these 
people, that would be glad to find out all our weaknesses. 

18th. To Lord Brouncker, and got him to read over my 
paper, who owns most absolute content in it, and the advan- 
tage I have in it, and the folly of the Surveyor, At noon 
home to dinner ; and then to Brooke House, and there spoke 
with Colonel Thomson, I by order carrying the Commissionera 
of Accounts our Contract-books, from the beginning to the end 
of the late war. I found Mm finding of errors in a ship's 
book, where be showed me many, which must eud in the ruin, 
I doubt, of the Comptroller, who found them not out in the pay 
of the ship, or the whole Office. To the Office, and after some 
other bosiness done, we fell to mine. The Surveyor began to 
be a Jittle brisk at the beginning ; but when I came to the 
point to touch him, which I had all the advantages in the 
world to do, he became as calm as a lamb, and owned, as the 
whole Board did, their satisfaction, and cried excuse : and so 
all made friends ; and their acknowledgment put into writing, 
and delivered into Sir J. Minnes's hand, to be kept there for 
the use of the Board, or me, when I shall call for it ; thoy 
desiring it might be bo, that I might not make use of it to 
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tbe prejudice of the Surveyor, whom I had an advanb^G over, 
by his extraordinary folly is this matter. So Middleton de- 
siring to be friends, I forgave hint ; and all mighty quiet, and 
fell to talk of other Btoriee, and there .staid, all of us, till 
nine or ten at night, more than ever ire did in our lives before, 
together. 

19th. My vife and I by hackney to the King's playhonae, 
and there, the pit being fall, sat in the box above, and sav 
" Catiline's Conspiracy," ' yesterday being the first day : a 
play of much good sense and Tords to read, but that do 
appear the worsf upon the stage, I mean, the least diverting, 
that ever I saw any, though most fine in clothes ; and a fine 
scene of the Senate, and of a fight, as ever I saw in my life. 
We sat next to Betty Hall,' that did belong to this house, 
and was Sir Philip Howard's mistress; a mighty pretty 
wench, though my wife will not think so ; and I dare neither 
commend, nor be seen' to look upon her, or any other, for 
fear of offending her. So, our own coach coming for ua, 
home, and to end letters, and my wife to read to me oat of 
" The Siege of Bhodes," and so to supper, and to bed, 

20th. (Lord's day.) The Duke of York in good humour did 
fall to tell us many fine stories of the wars in Flanders, and 
how the Spaniards are the best disciplined foot in the world ; 
will refuse no extraordinary service if commanded, but soom - 
to be paid for it, aa in other countries, though at the same 
time they will beg in the streets : not a soldier will carry yon 
a eloak-bag for money for the world, though he will beg a 
penny, and will do the thing, if commanded by his Com- 
mander. That, in the citadel of Antwerp, a soldier hath not 
a liberty of begging till he hath served three years. They 
will cry out against their King and Commanders and Grenerals, 
none like them in the world, and yet will not hear a stranger 
say a word of them but they will cut his throat. That, upon 
a time, some of the Commanders of their army exclaiming

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against their Generals, and particalarly the Marqnia de 
Caronen,' the Gonfeasor of the Marquis coming bj.and 
hearing them, he stops and grhvelj tells them that the threa 
great trades of the world are, the lawyers, who goVern the 
world ; the churchmen, who enjoy the world ; and a sort of 
fellows whom they call soldiers, who make it their work to 
defend the world. He told ua too, that Turenne being now 
become a Gatholiok,* he is likely to get over the head of Col- 
bert,' their interests being contrary ; the latter to promote 
trade* and the sea, which, says the Duke of York, is that 
we hare most canse to fear; and Turenne to employ the 
King and his forces by land, to encrease his coaqatists. W. 
Hewer tells me tonlay that he hears that the King of France 
hath declared in print, that he do intend this next summer to 
forbid his Commanders to strike' to us, hut that both we and 
the Dutch shall strike to him ; and that he hath made hia 
Captains swear already, that they will observe it : which is a 
great thing if he do it, as I know nothing to hinder him. 

21st. To the Temple, the first time my fine horses ever 
carried me, and I am mighty proud of these. So home, and 
there dined with my wife and my people : and then she, and 
W. Hewer, and I out with our coach, but the old horses, not 
daring yet to use the others too much, but only to enter them. 
• Went into Holbome, and there saw the 'woman that is to he 
seen with » beard. She is a little plain woman, a Dane: her 
name, Ursula Dyan ; about forty years old ; her Toice like a 
little girl's ; with a beard as much as any man I ever saw, 
black almost, and grizly ; it began to grow at about seven yean 
old, and was shaved not above seven months ago, and is now

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SO big as anj man's almost that ever I saw ; I aay, bushy and 
thick. It WM a strange sight to me, I confess, and vh^t 
pleased me mightily. ^Thence to the Ddce's playhoase, and 
sav "Macbeth." The Sing and Court there; and we sat 
just under them and my Lady CasUemaine, and close to a 
woman that oomes into the pit, a kind of a loose gossip, that 
pretends to be like her, and is so, somethiog. And my wife, 
by my troth, appeared, I think, as pretty as any of them ; I 
oerer thought so much before; and so did Talbot and W. 
Hewer, as, I heard, they sud to one another. The King and 
Dnke of York minded me, and smiled upon me, at the hand- 
some woman near me : bnt it vezed me to see Moll Davis,' in 
the box orer the King's and toy Lady Castlemaine's, look 
down upon the King, and he np to her ; and so did my Lady 
Castlemaine once, to see who it was ; bnt when she saw Moll 
Daria, she looked tike fire ; which troubled me. 

2Sd. Discoursed with Sir John Bankes, who thinks this 
prorogation will please all but the Parliament itself, which will, 
if ever they meet, be Tezed at Buckingham, who yet governs 
all. He Bays the Nonconfomtists are glad of it, and, he be- 
lieves, will get the upper^and in a little time, for the King 
most trust to them or nobody ; and he thinks the King will 
be fcH-ced to it. He says that Sir D. Oaaden is mightily 
tronbled at Fen's being pat apon him, by the Dnke of Xork,' 
and that he believes he will get clear of it, which, thon^ it 
will trouble me to have Pen still at the Office, yet I shall 
think D. Gauden do well in it, and what I would advise him 
to, becaose I love him. So home to dinner, and then witlt 
my wife alone sbroad, with our new horses, the beauUfoUest 
almost that ever I saw, and the first time they ever carried 
her and me, but once ; but we are mighty proud of them. 
To her tailor's, and to see the 'Change, and laid out three or 
four pounds tn lace, for her and me ; and bo home, and there 
I t^ to my Lord Bronncker, at his lodgings, and sat with 
hhn an hour, on purpose to talk over the wretched state of 
this Office at present, according to the present hands it is 
made np of; wherein he do fuDy concur with me, and that it 
' in bit pMtoer, is Uw MntnM for rigtailUng th* Tttrj. 
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is our part not only to prepare for defending it and ourselves, 
against the oonaequences of it, bnt to take the best waya we 
can, to make it known to the Dake of York ; for, till Sir 3, 
Hinnee be removed, and a snflScient man brought into W. 
Fen's place, when he is gone, it is impossible for this Office 
erer to snpport itself. 

24th. A cold day. Up, and to the Office, where all the 
morning alone, nobody meeting, being the ere of Cfaristmas. 
At noon home to dinner, and then at the Office busy, all the 
afternoon, and at night home. 

25th. (ChriBtmas-day.) I to church, where Aldermaa 
Backewelt, coming in late, I beckoned to his lady to come up 
to us, who did, with another lady ; and after sermon, I led 
her down through the church to her husband and coach, a 
noble, fine woman, and a good one, and one my wife shall be 
acquainted with. So home, and to dinner alone with my 
wife, who, poor wretch! sat undressed all day, till ten. at 
night, altering and lacing of a noble petticoat : while I by her, 
making the boy read to me the Life of Julius Csesar,' and 
Des Cartes' book of Musick^ '-the latter of which I under- 
stand not, nor think he did well that writ it, though a most 
leamed man. Then, after supper, I made the boy play upon 
his lute, which I hare not done before since he come to me ; 
and BO, my mind in mighty content, we to bed. 

26th. At noon to dinner, and then abroad with my wife 
to a play, at the Duke of York's house, the house full of 
ordinary oitixens. The play was "Women Pleased,"^ which 
we had nerer seen before ; and, though but indifferent, yet 
there is a good design for a good play. 

27th. (Lord'e-day.) Saw the King at chapel; but staid 
not to hear anything, but went to walk in the Park, with W.

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Hewer ; and there, amo&g others, met with Sir G, Downing, 
and walked with him an hour, talking of basinesa, and how 
the late war was managed, there being nobody to take care 
of it : and he telling, when he was in Holland, what he offered 
the King to do, if he might have power, and then, upon the 
least word, perhaps of a woman, to the King, he was contra- 
dicted again, and particalarlj to the loss of all that we lost in 
Guinny. He told me that he had so good spies, that he hath 
had the keys taken out of De Witt's ' pocket when he was 
Srbed, and his closet opened, and papers brought to him, and 
left in his hands for an hoar, and carried back and laid in 
the place again, and keys put into De Witt's pocket again. 
He says that he hath always had their most private debates, 
that have been but between two or three of the chief of them, 
brought to him in an hour after, and an hoar after that, hath 
* sent word thereof to the King, bat. nobody here regarded 
them. But he tells me the sad news, that he is cat of all 
expectaUons that ever the debts of the Navy will be paid, if 
the Parliament do not enable the King to do it by money ; 
all they can hope for to do out of the King's revenue being 
but to keep our wheels a-going on present Bervices, and, if 
they can, to cut off the growing interest : which is a sad 
8tory,and grieves me to the heart. 

28th. Called op by dmms and trumpets ; these things and 
boxes having cost me much money this Christmas already, 
and will do more. 

29tb. Tip, and at the Office all the morning, and at noon 
o dinner, and there by a pleasant mistake, find my ancle 
and aunt Wight, and three more of their company, come to 
dine with me to-day, thinking that they had been invited, 
which they were not : but yet we did give them a pretty good 
dinner, and mighty merry at the mistake. They eat most of 
the afternoon with us, and then parted, and my wife and I 
out, thinking to have gone to a play, but it was too far began,

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and so to tbo 'Change, and there she and I bought Beveral 
things, and so home, vith much pleasure talking, ajid then to 
reading, and bo to enpper, and to bed. 

80th. Up, and vexed a little to be forced to pay 40«. for a 
glass of my coach, which was broke the other day, nobody 
knows how, within the door, while it was down ; bat I do 
doubt that I did break it myself with my knees. After 
dinner, my wife and I to the Dake's playhouse, and there did 
see " King Harry the Eighth ;" and was mightily pleased, 
better than I ever expected, with the history and shows (tf 
it We happened to sit by Mr. Andrews, ottr neighbour, and 
his wife, who talked so fondly to hia little boy. Thence my 
wife and I to the 'Change ; but, in going, our neere horse did 
fling himself, kicking of the coach box oror the pole; and a 
great deal of trouble it was to get him right again, and we 
{breed to 'light, and ia great fear of spoiling the horse, bat ' 
there was no hurt. 

1668-9. 

January 1st. Presented from Captain Beckford' with » 
noble silver warming-pan, which I am doubtfn! whether to 
take or no. To the cabinet-shops, to look out, and did agree, 
for a cabinet to give my wife for a New-year's gift ; and I 
did buy one cost me 111., which is very pretty of walnntt- 
tree. To the Old Exchange, and met my nncle Wight ; and 
there walked, and met with the Houblons, and talked with 
them — gentlemen whom I honour mightily; and so to my 
uncle's, and met my wife ; and there, with W. Hewer, we 
dined with our family, and had a very good dinner, and pretty 
merry: and after dinner, my wife and I with our coach to 
the King's playboase, and there in a box saw " The Mayden 
Queene." Knipp looked upon us, but I durst not show her 
any countenance ; and, as well as I could carry myself, I 
found my wife uneasy there, poor wretch 1 therefore, I shall 
avoid that house aa soon as I can. So back to my aunt's, 
and there supped uid talked, and staid pretty late, it being 
dry and moonshine, and so walked home.

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2d. Home to dinner, irhere I find m; cabinet, and paid 
for it, and it pleases me and my wife well. 

8d. (Lord'9 day.) Busy all the morning, getting rooms and 
dinner ready for my gaests, whicb were my uncle and annt 
Wight, and two of their cousins, and an old woman, and Mr. 
MillB and hia wife ; and a good dinner, and all our plate out, 
and mighty fine and merry, only I a little vexed at burning a 
new tablo-cloth myself, with one of my trencher-salta.' Din- 
ner done, I out with W. Hewer and Mr. Spoug, who by 
accident come to dine with me, and good talk with him: to 
White Hall by coach, and there left him. Up and down the 
House till the cTcning, hearing how the King do intend' thia 
frosty weather, it being this day the first, and very hard frost, 
that hath come this year, and very cold it is. So home ; 
and to suppw and read ; and there my wife and I treating 
about coming to an allowance to her for clothes ; and there I, 
out of my natural backwardness, did hang off, which vexed 
her, and did occasion some discontented talk in bed, when we 
went to bed ; and also in the morning, but I did recover all. 

4th. Talking with my wife, and did of my own accord 
come to an allowance of her 302. a-year for all expences, 
clothes and everything, which she was mightUy pleased with, 
it being more than ever she asked or expected, and so rose, 
with much content. W. Hewer and I went and saw the 
great tall woma^ that is to be seen, who is but twenty-one 
years old, and I do easily stand under her arms.' Then, going 
further. The. Turner called me, out of her coach where her 
mother, kc. vas, and invited me by all means to dine with 
them, at my cozen Koger's mistress's, the widow Dickenson. 
So I went to them afterwards, and dined with them, and 
mighty handsomely treated, and she a wonderfully merry, 
good-humoured, fat, but plain woman, but I believe a very

Accidentally talking of our maids 
before we rose, I said a little word that did give occasion to 
my wife to faU out ; and she did most excessively, almost all 
the morning, but ended most perfect good friends ; but the 
thoughts of the unquiet which her ripping up of old faults 
will give me, did make me melancholy all day long. 

11th. Abroad with my wife to the King's playhouse, and 
there saw "The Joviall Crew;" but ill acted to what it was 
heretofore, in Clun's time, and when Lacy could dance. 
Thence to the New Exchange, to buy some things; and, 
among others, my wife did give me my pair of gloves, which, 
by contract, she is to give me in her 302. a-year. Here Mrs. 
Smith' tells of the great murder thereabouts, on Saturday 
last, of one Captain Bumbridge,^ by one Symons, both of her 
acquaintance ; tad hectors that were at pUy, and in drink ; 
the former is killed, and is kinsman to my Itord of Ormond^ 
which made him speak of it with so much passion. So home ; 
and there all the evening; and made Tom to prick dowa 
some little conceits and notions of mine, in ransick, which do 
mightily encourage me to spend some more thoughts about it ; 
for I fancy, upon good reason, that I am in the right way of 
onfolding the mystery of this matter, better than ever yet, 

12th. Up, and to the Office, where, by occasion of a

mighty upon ue, as if we had no power of directing them, 
but they, us. Thence back presently home, to dinner, where 
I discern my wife to have been in pain about where I have 
been, but said nothing to me, but I believe did smd W. 
Hewer to seek me, but I take no notice of it, but am vexed. 
So to dinner with my people, and then to the Office, where 
t31 the aflemoon, and did much business, and at it late, and 
so home to supper, and to bed. This day, meeting Mr. 
Fierce at White Hall, he tells me that hia boy hath a great 
mind to see me, and is going to school again; and Dr. Gierke, 
being by, do tell me that he is a fine boy ; but X durst not 
uiswer anything, because I durst not invite him to my bouse, 
for fear of my wife ; and therefore, to my great trouble, waa 
forced to neglect that disoonrse. Mr. Pieroe, I asking him 
whither he was going, told me as a great secret that he was 
going to hia master's mistress, Mrs. Churchill,' with some 
physic ; meaning, J. suppose, that she is with child. This 
evening I observed my wife mighty dull, and I myself waa 
not mighty fond, because of some hard words she did give me 
at noon, out of jealousy at my being abroad this moming, 
which, God knows, it was upon the business of the Offiee 
uaexpectedly : but I to bed, not thinking hut she would come 
after me. But waking by and by, out of a slumber, wbi<^ I 
usually fall into presently after my coming into the bed, I 
found she did not prepare to come to bed, but got fresh 
candles, and more wood for her fire, it being mighty cold, too. 
At this being troubled, I after a while prayed her to come 
to bed ; so, after an hour or two, she silent, and I new

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and then praying her to come to bed, she fell ont into a 
fury, that I iraa a rogne, and false to her. I did, as I 
might tmly, deny it, and vas mightily troubled, hut all vould 
not serve. At laat, about one o'clock, she come to my side 
of the bed, and drew my onrtaine open, and with the tonge 
red hot at the enda, made aa if she did design to pinch me 
vith them,' at which, in dismay, I rose up, and with a few 
words she laid them down ; and did by little and little, very 
sillily, let all the ^course fall ; and about two, but with much 
seeming difficulty, come to bed, and there lay well all night, 
and long in bed talking together, with much pleasure, it 
being, I know, nothing but her doubt of my going ont yester- 
day, without telling her of my going, which did vex her, poor 
wretch ! last night, and I cannot blame her jealousy, though 
it do vex me to the heart 

13th. Home, after visiting my Lady Peterborough, and 
there by invitation find iSi. Povy, and there was also Talbot 
Pepys, newly come from Impington, and dined with me. 
After dinner, I and my wife and Talbot towards the Temple, 
and there to the King's playhouse, and there saw, I think, 
" The Mayden Qoeene." This day come home the instrum^it 
I have so long longed for, the Parallelogram. 

15th. To Sir W. Coventry, where with him a good whilo 
in bis chamber, talking of the great factions at Court at this 
day, even to the sober engsgmg of great persons, and difier- 
enoes, and making the King cheap and ridiculous. It is 
about my Lady Harvy's being offended at Doll Common's 
aeting of Sempronia,' to imitate her ; for which she got my

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Lord Cliamberlain, her kinsman,' to im prison Doll: apon 
which my laAy Gastlemaine made the King to relesM her, 
and to order her to act it again, worae than cTcr, the other 
day, where the King himiielf was ; and since it was acted 
again, and mj Lady Harvy provided people to hiss her and 
fling oranges at her ; but it seems the heat is come to a great 
height, and real troubles at Court about it. Through the 
Fark, where I met the King and the Duke of Tork, uid so. 
walked with them ; and I did give the Duke of York thanki 
for bis faroor to me yesterday, at the Committee of Tangier, 
in my absence, where some business was brought forward 
which the Duke of York would not suffer to go on, without 
my presence at,the debate. And he answered me just thug : 
that he ought to have a care of him that do the Kiog'i 
business in the manner that I do, and words of more force 
than that. Then down with Lord Bronncker to Sir R. Mni^ 
ray, into the King's little elaboratory, under his closet, a 
pretty place ; and there saw a great many chymical glasses 
and things, bnt understood none of them. With my wife at 
my coxen Turner's, where I staid, and sat a while, and carried 
The. and my wife to the Duke of York's house, to " Macbeth," 
and myself to White Hall, to the Lords of the Treasuiy^ 
about Tangier business ; and there was by, at much meny 
discourse between them and my Lord Anglesey, who made 
■port of our new Treasurers, and called them his deputys, 
and much of that kind. And having done my own business, 
I away back, and carried my coien Turner and sister Dyke 
to a friend's house, where they eup, in Ijncolu's Inn Fields;

16th, This morning Creed, and in the afternoon comes 
Povy, to adviae with me abont my answer to the Lords Com- 
missioners of Tangier, aboat the propositions for the Trea- 
snrership there,* which I am not mnch concerned for. But 
the latter, talking of publick things, told me, as Mr. Wren 
also did, that the Parliament is likely to meet again, the Eing 
being frighted with what the Speaker hath put him in mind 
of — bis promise not to prorogue, but only to adjourne tbem. 
They speak mighty freely of the folly of the King in this 
foolish woman's husineas, of my Lady Harvy. Povy tells 
me that Sir W. Coventry was with the King al6ne, an hour 
this day ; and that my Lady Castlemaine is now in a higher 
command over the King than evcr-~not as a mistress, for she 
Bcoms him, bnt as a tyrant, to command him : and says that 
the Duchess of York and the Duke of York are mighty great 
with her, which is a great interest to my Lord CbancellorV 
family ; and that they do agree to hinder all they can the 
proceedings of the Duke of Buckingliam and Arlington: and 
80 we are in the old mad condition, or rather worse than any ; 
no man knowing what the French intend to do tlie next 



17th. (Lord's day.) After chorcb, home, and tbither comes 
Mrs. Batelier and her two daughters to dinner with us ; and 
W. Hewer and his mother, and Mr. Spong. We were very 
civilly merry, and Mrs. Batelier a very discreet woman, bat 
mighty fond in the stories she tells of her son WilL After 
dinner, Mr. Spong and I to my closet, there to try my in- 
stmment Parallelogram, which do mighty well, to my full 
content; but only a little stiff, as being new. Thence, 
taking leave of my guests, to White Hall, and thwe parting 
with Spong, a man that I mightily love for his plainness uid

about the bnsi&eBS now in dispute, about my deputing a 
Treasurer to pay the garrison at Tangier, which I would 
avoid, and not be accountable, and they will serve me therein. 
Here I mot Hugh May, and he brings me to the knowledge 
of Sir Henry Capell,' a member of Parliament, and brother 
of my Lord of Eseex," who hath a great value, it seems, for 
me ; and they appoint a day to come and dine with me, and 
see my books and papers of the Office, which I shall be glad 
to show them, and have importunity to satisfy them therein. 
Here all the discourse is, that now the King ia of opinion to 
have the Parliament called, notwithstanding his late resolu- 
tions for proroguing them ; so unstable are his councils, and 
those about him. 

18th. To Sir W. Coventry's, and there discourse the buu- 
sesB of my Treasurer's place, at Tangier, wherein he consents 
to my desire, and concurs therein, which I am glad of, that 
I may not be accountable for a man so far off. And so I to 
my Lord Sandwich's, and there walk with him through the 
garden,^ to White Hall, where he tetis me what he hath done 
about this Treasurer's place, and I perceive the whole thing 
did proceed from him : that finding it would be best to 
have the Governor have nothing to do with the pay of the 
garrison, he did propose to the Duke of York alone that a 
pay-master should be there ; and that being desirous to do 
a courtesy to Sir Charles Harbord,* and to prevent the 
Duke of York's looking out for anybody else, he did name 
him to the Duke of York. Then when he came the other 
day to move this to the Board of Tangier, the Duke of York, 
h seems, did really reply, that it was fit to have Mr. Pepys

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Batisfied thereio first, and tbat it waa not good to make places 
for persons. This my Lord in great confidence telb me, 
tb&t he do take very ill from the Duke of York, though 
nobody knew the meaning of these words but him ; and that 
he did take no notice of them, bt;t bit his lip, being satisfied 
that the Duke of York's care of mc was as desirable to him, 
as it could be to serve Sir Charles Harhord : and did seem 
industrious to let me see tbat he was glad that the Duke of 
York and he might come to contend who shall be the kindest 
to me, which I owned as his great lore, and so I hope and 
believe it is, though my Lord did go a little too far in this 
business, to move it bo far, without consulting me. But I 
took no notice of that, but was glad to see this competition 
come about, that my Lord Sandwich is apparently jealous of 
my thinking that the Duke of York do mean me more kind- 
ness than him. So we walked together, and I took this 
occasion to invite him to dinner to my house, and he readily 
appointed Friday next, which I shall be glad to have over to 
his content, he having never yet eat a bit of my bread. 
Thence to the Duke of York on the King's side, and meeting 
Mr. Sidney Montagu and Sherea, a small invitation served 
their turn to carry them to London, where I paid Sheres ' 
his 100/., given him for his pains in drawing the plate of 
Tangier fortifications. Home to my house to dinner, where 
I had a pretty handsome sudden dinner, and all well pleased 
and thence we three and my wife to the Duke of York's 
playhouse, and there saw " The Witts," a medley of things^ 
but some similes mighty good, though ill mixed. At White 
Hal), and there in the Queen's withdrawing-room invited my 
Lord Peterborough to dine with me, with my Lord Sand- 
wich, who readily accepted it.

Hall, where she set as down ; and there I spoke with my 
Lord Peterhoroogh, to tell him of the day for his dining with me, 
being altered by my Lord Sandwich from Friday to Saturday 
nejt. Heard at the Conncil-board, the City, by their single 
counsel Symson, and the company of Strangein Merchants,' 
debate the business of water-baylage ; a tax demanded npoa 
all goods, by the City, imported and exported : which these 
Merchants oppose, and demanding leave to try the justice of 
the City's demand hy a Quo Warranto, which the Gi^ 
opposed, the Merchants did quite lay the City<Hi their hacks 
with great trinm^ the City's caoae being apparently too 
weak : hut here I observed Mr. Qold,' the merchant, to speak 
very well, and very sharply, agwnst the City. To the Duke 
of York's house, and saw " Twelfth Night," as it is now T9- 
Tived ; bat, I think, one of the weakest plays that ever I saw 
on the stage. This afternoon, before the play, I called with 
my wife at Dancre's,' the great landscape-painter, by Mr.

2lBt. In my own coach home, whore I find Madam Turner, 
Dyke, and The. ; and had a good dinner for them, and merry; 
and BO carried them to the Duke of York's house, all bat 
Dyke, who vent away on other business; and there saw 
"The Tempest;" but it is but ill done by Gosnell, in lien 
of Moll Davis. Thence set them at home with my wife; 
and I to the 'Change, and so home, where my wife mighty 
dogged, and I vexed to see it, being mightily troubled, of 
late, at her being out of humour, for fear of her disoovering 
any nev matter of offence against me, though I am conscious 
of none; but I do ha.te to be unquiet at home. So, late up, 
eilent, and not supping, but hearing her utter some words of 
discontent to me with silence, and so to bed, weeping to 
myself for grief, which she discerning, come to bed, and 
mif^ty kind. 

22d. To the Exchange, calling at several places on occa- 
sions relating to my feast to-morrow, on which my mind is 
now set ; as how to get a uew looking-glass for my dining- 
room, and some pewter, and good wine, against to-morrow; 
and so home, where I had the looking-glass sot np, cost me 
61. 7l. 6d. At the 'Change I met with Mr. Dancre, with 
whom I was, on Wednesday; and he took measure of my 
panels in mj dining-room, where, in the four, I intend to 
have the four houses of the King, White Hall, Hampton 
Court, Greenwich, and Windsor. Mightily pleased with the 
fellow that came to lay the cloth, and fold the napkins, which 
I like so well, as that I am resolved to give him 40«. to teach 
my wife to do it. So to supper, with much kindness betweeB 
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mfl ftnd m7 vife, vluch, now-a-dsya, is sll my care, kd<] so to 
Ui. 

2S(L To the Office till noon, vheo word bronght me that 
m; Lord Sandwich was come; bo I preseatl; rose, and there 
I fonnd tnj Lords Sandwich, Peterhorongh, and Sir Charles 
Harbord ; and presently after them comes my Lord Hinch- 
inbroke, Mr. Sidney,' and Sir William Oodolphin. And 
after greeting them, and some time spent in talk, dinner tsb 
brought np, one dish after another, but a dish at a time, bat 
all BO good ; hot, above all things, the variety of wines, and 
excellent of their kind, I had for them, and all in so good 
cffder, that tbey were mightily pleased, and myself fall of con- 
tent at it : and indeed it was, of a dinner about six or eight 
dishes, as noble as any man need to have, I think ; at least, 
all was done in the noblest manner that ever I had any, and 
I have rarely seen in my life better anywhere else, even 
•t the Oonrt. After dinner, my Lords to oards, and the rest 
of us sitting about them and talking, and looking on my books 
and pictures, and my wife's drawings, which they commended 
mightily; and mighty merry all day long, with exceeding 
great content, and so till seven at night ; and so took their 
leaves, it being dark and foul weather. Thus was this enter* 
tainment over, the best of its kind, and the fullest of honour 
and content to me, that ever I had in my life : and I shall 
not easily have so good again. The truth is, I have some 
fear that I am more behind-hand in the world for these 
last two years, since I have not, or for some time could not, 
look after my accounts, which do a little allay my pleasure. 
But I do tmat in God that I am pretty well yet, and resolve, 
in a very little time, to look into my accounts, and see how 
tbey stand. 

24th. (Lord's day.) An order brought me in bed, for the 
Principal Officers to attend the King at my Lord Keeper's 
this afternoon, it being resolved late the last night ; and, by 
the warrant, I find my Lord Keeper did not then know the 
came of it, the messenger being ordered to call upon him, to 
tell it him by the way, as he came to us. So I up, and, to my 
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Office to set down my Joarsal for jest«rdaj, asd so home, 
and with my wife to church, and then home, aod to dinner, 
and after diimer out with my vife by coach, to coien Turner's, 
where she Mid The. gone to church, but I left my wife wii 
Mrs. Dyke and Joyce Norton, whom I have not Been till now 
since their coming to town : she ia become an old woman, 
and witlL as cunning a look as ever. I to White HoU ; and 
here I met Will. Batelier, newly come post from France, his 
boots all dirty. He brought letters to the King, and I glad 
to see him, it haTing been reported that he was drowned, fts 
some days past. By and by the King comes ost, and so I 
took coach, and followed hts coaches to my Lord Keeper's, at 
Bssez House,' where I never was before, since I saw my old 
Lord Essex lie in state when he was dead ; a large, hut ugly 
house. Here all the Officers of the Navy attended, and by 
and by were called in to the King and Cabinet, where my 
Lord, who was iU, did lie upon the bed, as my old Lord 
Treasurer, or Chancellor, heretofore nsed to do; and the 
business was to know in what time all the King's ships 
might be repaired, fit for service. The Surveyor answered, 
in two years, and not sooner. I did ^ve them hopes that, 
with supplies of money suitable, we might have them all fit 
for sea, some part of the summer after this. Then they 
demanded in what time we could set out forty ships. It was 
answered, as they might be diosen of the newest and mt»t 
ready, we could, with money, get forty ready against May. 
The King seemed mighty full that he should have money to 
do all that we desired, and satisfied that, without it, nothing 
could be done : and so, without determining any thing, we 
were disnnssed; and I doubt all will end in some little fleete 
this year, and that of hired merchant-men, which would 
indeed he cheapw to the King, and have many conveniences 
attending it, more than to fit out the King's own ; and this, 
I perceive, is designed, springing from Sir W. Coventry's

full of it, to get the King's fieete M at once in condition for 
service. Thence with Mr. Wren in his coach, for discourse' 
sake : and be told me how the business of the Parliament ia 
wholly laid aside, it being overruled now, that they shall not 
meet, but must be pror<^ed, upon this argnment chiefly, 
that all the differences between the two houses, and things 
on foot, that were matters of difference and discontent, may 
be laid aside, and must begin again, if ever the bouse shall 
have a mind to pursue tbem. Here be set me down, and I 
to my cozen Turner, and stayed and talked a little ; and so 
took my wife, and home, and there to make her read, and 
then to supper, and to bed. At snppw come W. Batelier 
and supped with us, and told ua many pretty things of France^ 
and the greatness of the present King. 

25th. My wife showed me many excellent prints of 
ITaatueiU's ' and others, which W. Batelter hath, at my desire, 
brooght me out of France, of the King, and Colbert, and 
others, most excellent, to my great content. But he bath 
also brought a great many gloves perfumed, of several sorts ; 
but all too big by half for her, and yet she will have two or 
three dozen of them, which vexed me, and nude me angry. 
So she, at last, to please me, did come to take what alone I 
thought fit, which pleased me. 

Sdth. To the Office, and then to White Hall, leaving mj 
vife at Unthanke's ; and I to the Secretary's chamber, where 
I was, by particular order, this day snmmonsed to attend, as 
I find Sir D. Ganden also was. And here was the King and 
the Cabinet met : and, being called in, among tbe rest I find 
my Lord Privy Seale, whom I never before knew to be in 
so much play, as to be of the Cabinet. The business is, that 
tbe Algerines have broke the pea«e with ns, by taking some 
Spaniards and goods out of an English ship, which had 
the Duke of York's pass, of which advice came this day ; 
and the King is resolved to atop Sir Thomas Allen's fleete 
from coming home, till he hath amends made' him fi^r this 
B&ont, and therefore sent for us to advise about victnals 
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to be sent to that fleete, and B«me more ships; whereio I 
answered them to what thef demanded of me, which vaa but 
some few mean thinge ; but I see that on all these occauons 
thej seem to relj most upon me. Home, and there I find 
W. Batelier hath also sent the books which I made him 
bring me oat of France. Among others, L'Eatat de France, 
Mamix,' &o., to my great content ; and ao I was well pleased 
irith them : aa also one or two printed musick-books of songs; 
but my ejee are now too mach ont of tune to look upon 
them, with any pleasure. 

27th. To my cozea Tamer's, where I find Roger Pepya 
come last night to town, and here is hie mistress, Mrs. 
DickeiisoD, and by and by comes in Mr. Tomer, a worthy, 
sob», serious man — I honour him mightily. And there ire 
dined, having but an ordinary dinner ; and bo, after dinner, 
she, and I, and Roger, and his mbtress, to the Duke of York's 
playhouse, and there saw " The Five Hours' Adventure," 
which hath not been acted a good while before, bat tince, 
and is a most excellent play, I must confess. 

28tb. Croing home to supper with my wife, and to get her 
to read to me, I did find that Mr. Sheres hath, beyond his 
promise, not only got me a candlestick made me, after a form 
he remembers to hare seen in Spain, for keeping the light 
from one's eyes, but hath got it done in silver very neat, and 
designs to give it me, in thanks for my paying him his lOOZ. 
in money, for his service at Tanker, which was ordered 
him ; but I do intend to force him to make me pay for it. 
Bat I yet, without his direction, cannot tell how it is to 
be made use of. 

29th. To the Duke of York, where I did give a severe 
account of our proceedings, and what we found, in the business 
of Sir W. Jenings's demand of Supemumerariea. I thought 
it a good occasion to make an example of him, for he is a 
proud, idle fellow ; and it did meet with the Duke of York's 
acceptance and well-liking ; and he did call him in, after I 
had done, and did not only give him a soft rebuke, but con-

eoem; by it. My aunt Wight and her hoshand come pre- 
sentl.T, and so to dinner; and after dinner Koger, and I, and 
my wife, and aunt, to see Mr. Cole ; but [neither] he nor 
his wife was within, but we looked upon his picture of Cleo- 
patra, which I went principally to see, being bo much com- 
mended by my wife and aunt ; but I find it a base copy of 
a good originall, that vexed me to hear so much commended. 
Thence to see Creed's wife, where both of them within ; and 
lierc met Mr. Bland, newly come from Cales [Cadiz], after 
his differences with Norwood.' I think him a foolish, light- 
headed man ; but certainly he hath been abided in this 
matter, by Colonel Norwood. Here Creed showed me a copy 
of some propositions, which Bland and others, in the name of 
the Corporation of Tangier, did present to Norwood, for his 
opinion in, in order to the King's serrice, which were drawn 
ttp very humbly, and were really good things ; but his answer 
to thei^ was in Ike most proud, carping, insolent, and iroaically- 
prophane stile, that ever I saw in my life, so as I shall never 
think the place can do well, while he is there. Here, after 
some talk, and Creed's telling ns that he is upon taking the 
next house to his present lodgings, which is next to that 
which my cozen Tom Pepys once lived in, in Newport Street, 
in Covent Garden ; and is in a good place, and then, I 
snppose, he will keep his coach. So, setting Boger down at 
the Temple, who telb me that he is now concluded in all 
matters with his widow, we home, and there hired my wife 
to make an end of Boyle's Book of Formes, to>night and to- 
morrow; and so fell to read and sup, and then to bed. This 
day, Mr. Ned Pickering brought his Lady to see my wife, ia 
acknowledgement of a little present of oranges and olives, 
which I sent her, for his kindness to me in the bnyiog of my 
horses, which was very civil. She is old» but hath, I believe, 
been a pretty comely wiTinan.' 
30th. Lay long in bed, it being a fast-day for the murder 
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of the late King ; and bo up and to chorch, vbere Dr. Hicks 
made a dull Bermon; and ao home, and W. Batclier and 
Baity dined with us, and I spent all the afternoon with mj 
wife and W. Batelier talking, and then making them read, 
and parUcularlj made an end of Mr. Boyle's Book of F<M*me8, 
which I am glad to have over. W. Batelier then fell to read 
a Freneh diacomrse, which he hath bronght over with him for 
me, to invito the people of France to apply themselves to 
Navigation, whioh it do very well, and ia certunlj ^eir 
iaterest, and what will undo ub in a few years, if the King of 
France goes on to fit np his 'Navy, and increase it and hta 
trade, as he hath bognn. After snpper, my wife began 
another book I lately bought, called "The State of England,"* 
which promises well, and is worth reading. 

Slst. (Lord's day.) To choreh, and there did hear the 
Doctor that ia lately tnmed Divine, Dr. Waterhouse.' He 
preaches in a devoat mtumer, not elegant nor very persuasive, 
but seems to mean well, and that he would preach holily ; 
and was mighty passionate against people that make a scoff 
of religion. And, the truth is, I did observe Mrs. Hollworthy 
smile often, and many others of the parish, who, Z perceive, 
have known him, and were in mighty expectation of hearing 
him preach, bnt could not forbear smiling, and she particularly 
on me, and I (m her. So home to dinner, and before dinner 
to my Offioe, to set down laj Journal for this week, and 
then home to dinner ; and after dinner to get my wife and 
boy, one after another, to read to me: and bo spent the after- 
noon and the evening, and so after Bnpper to bed. And thug 
endeth this month, with many different days of sadness and 
mirth, from differences between me and my wife ; but this 
night we are at present very kind. And so ends this 
month. 

February Ist. TTp, and by water from the Tower to White 
Hall, the first time that I have gone to that end of the town

Streeter'a,' the fumoua hiatorj-painter, over the way, 
irhom I have often heard of, but did never see him before ; 
and there I fonnd him, and Dr. Wren,' and several Virtuosos, 
kwking upon the paintings which ho is making for the new 
Theatre at Oxford : and, indeed, they look as if they would 
be very fine, and the rest think better than those of Rubens, 
ID the Banqneting-house at White Hall, but I do not so folly 
think BO. But they will certainly be very noble ; and I am 
Bightily plsased to have the fortune to see this man and his 
woric, wtich ie very famous ; and he a very civil little man, 
•nd lama, but lives very bandsomely. So thence to my Lord 
BeI1s«^ bnd met him within : my business only to see a 
ebimofly-piece of Dancre's doing, in distemper, with egg to 
k^p off tl(a glaring of the light, which 1 must have done for 
my hiom':, and indeed it is pretty, but, I must confess, I do 
think it'iq not altogether so beautiful as the oyle pictures; 
bnt I will have some of one, and some of another. So to 
the King's playhouse, thinking to have seen " The Heyresse,"' 
first acted on Saturday last ; but when we come thither, we 
find no play there ; Kinaston, that did act a part therein, in 
ahnic to Sir Charles Sedley, being last nigbt exceedingly 
beaten with sticks, by two or three that saluted him, so as he 
is mightily bruised, and forced to keep his bed.* So we to

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the Duke of Tork'a playhouse, and there saw " She Would if 
She Could." This day, going to the play, The. Turner met 
ja, and carried ub to her mother, at my Lady Mordaubt's ; 
and I did carry both mother and daughter with us to the 
Duke of York's playhouse, next door. 

2d. To dinner at noon, where I find Mr. Sheres ; and 
there made a short dinner, and carried him with us to the 
King's playhouse, where "The Heyresse," uotwithBtauding 
Kinaston's being beateo, is acted : and they say the King is 
very angry with Sir Charles Sedley for hb being beaten, but 
he do deny it. But his part is done by Bceston, who is fun 
to read it out of a book all the while, and therefore spoils the 
part, and almost the play, it being one of the best parts in 
it; and though the design is, in the first conception of it, 
pretty good, yet it is but an indifferent play, wrote, they say, 
by my Lord ^Newcastle. Bnt it was pleasant to see Beeston 
come in with others, supposing it to be dark, and yet he is 
forced to read his part by the light of the candles : and this 
I observing to a gentleman that sat by me, he was mightily 
pleased therewith, and spread it up and down. But that, 
that pleased me most in the play is, the first song that Knipp 
sings, she singing three or four ; and, indeed, it was very 
finely sung, so as to make the whole house clap her. Thence 
carried Sheres to White Hall, and there I stepped in, and 
looked out Mr. May, who tells me that he and his company 
cannot come to dine with me to-morrow, whom I expected 
only to come to see the manner of our Office and books, at 
which I waa not very much displeased, having much business 
at the Office. My wife in mighty ill humour all night, and 
in the morning I found it to he from observing Knipp to 
wink anS smile on me, and she says I smiled on her ; and, 
poor wretch ! I did perceive that she did, and do on all such 
occasions, mind my eyes. I did, with much difficulty, pa<nfy

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her, and we were friends, she desiring tliat hereafter, at tbat 
house, we might always sit either ahore in a box, or, if there 
be no room, close up to the lower box. 

Sd. Up, and to the Office tUl noon, and then home to » 
little dinner, and thither again till night, mighty busy, to my 
great content, doing a great deal of buBiDess, and so home to 
supper, and to bed ; I finding this day that I may be able to 
do a great deal of business by diotating, if I do not read 
myself, or mrlte, without spoiling my eyes, I being very well 
in my eyes after a great day's work. ^ 

4th. Mr. SpoDg brings me two or three draughts of the 
port of Brest, to my great content, and I did call Mr. Gibson 
to take notice of it, who is rery much pleased dierewith ; and 
it seems this Parallelogram is not, as Mr. Sheres would, the 
other day, have persuaded me, the same as a Protractor,' 
which do so much the more make me value it, but of itself it 
is a most nsefull instmment. Thence out with my ifife and 
him, and carried him to an instrument-maker's shop in Chancery 
Lane, tbat was once a 'preotjee of Qreatorez's, bat the master 
was not within, and Qibson there showed me a Parallelogram 
in brass, which I like so well that I will buy, and therefore 
bid it be made clean and fit for me. And so to my cozen 
Turner's, and there just spoke with The., the mother not 
being at home ; and so to the New Exchange, and thence home 
to my letters; and so to supper, and to bed. This morning 
I made a slip from the Office to White Hall, ezpeoting Povy's 
bnsiness, at a Committee of Tangier, at which I would be, 
bnt it did not meet, and so I presently home. 

6th. Betimes to Sir W. Coventry's, meaning by my visit 
to keep fresh my interest in him; and he tells me how it 
bath been talked that he was to go one of the Commissioners 
to Ireland, which he was resolved never to do, unless directly 
commanded; for that to go thither, while the Chief Secretary 
of State was his professed enemy, was to ando himself; and, 
therefore, it were better ibr him to venture being unhappy 
here, than to go farther off, to be undone by some obscure 
iostmctions, or whatever other way of mischief his enemy 
shoald cat out for him. He mighty kind to me, and so

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parted. Thence Ionic, calling in two or three places — among 
others, Dancre'e, where I find him beginning of a piece for 
me, of Greenwich, which will please me well, and so home to 
dinner, and very busy all the afternoon, and so at night home 
to sapper, and to bed. 

6th. To the King's playhouse, and there, — in an oppcr 
box, where oome in Colonel Po;^ton ' and Doll Stacey, who is 
Terr fin^i >^'^> by ber wedding-ring, I suppose he hath miurried 
her at last, — did see "The Moor of Venice :" hot ill acted in 
most parts; Mohun, which did a little anrprise me, not acting 
lago's part by mach so well as Glnm used to do ; nor another 
Hart's, which was Cassio's ; nor, indeed, Burt doing the 
Moor's so well as I once thought he did. Thence home, and 
just at Holbora Conduit the bolt broke, that holds the foro- 
wheels to the perch, and so the horses went away with them, 
and left the c'oaohman and us ; but being near our coach- 
maker^, and we staying in a little iroamongw's shop, we 
were presently supplied with another. 

7tb. (Lord's day.) I up, and to church, and so home to 
dinner, where my wife in a jealous fit, which lasted all the 
afternoon, and shut herself up in her closet, and I mightily 
grieved and vexed, and could not get her to tell me what 
ailed her, or to let me into her closet, bat at last she did, 
where I found Iter inying on the ground, and could not please 
her ; but at last find that she cUd plainly expound it to me. 
It was, that she did believe me false to her with Jane, and 
did rip up three or four silly circumstances of her not rising 
till I come out of my chamber, and ber letting me therein 
see her dressing herself ; and that I most needs go into her

could not bo troubled at it, though I could not wonder at 
her beiDg troubled, if she had these thoughts. At last, I 
did give her anch satisfaction, that vc were mighty good 
irienda. 

8th. Up, and dressed mjself; and bj coach, with W. 
Hewer and my wife, to White Hall, where she aat us down; 
and in the way, our little boy, at Hartis, my bookseller's 
shop, going to 'light, did flail down ; and, had he not been 
a most nimble boy (I saw how he did it, and was mighUly 
pleased with him for it), be had been ran over by the coach. 
To visit my Lord Sandwich ; and there, while my Lord was 
dressing himself, did see a young Spaniard, that he hath 
brought over with him, dance, which he is admired for, as 
the best dancer ia Spain, and indeed he do with mighty 
mastery ; bat I do not like liis dancing as well as the English, 
though my Lord commends it mightily ; but I will bare hira 
to my house, and show it my wife. Here I met with Mr- 
Moorc, who tells me the state of my Lord's accoanta of his 
embassy, which I find not so good as I thought : for, though 
it be passed the King and his Cabal, the Gomnuttee for 
Foreign Affairs, as they are called, yet they have cut off from 
19,0002. full 8000;., and have now sent it to the Lords of the 
Treasury, who, though the Committee have allowed the rest, 
yet they are not obliged to abide by it. So that I do fear 
this account may yet be long ere it be passed — ^mnoh more, 
ere that ermi be paid : I am sorry for the family, and not a 
little for what it ow^ me. To my wife, and in our way 
home did show her the tall woman, in Holboroe, which I 
have seen before ; and I measured her, and she is, without 
shoes, just six feet five inches high, and they say not above 
. twenty-one years old. Thence home, and there to dinner, 
and my wife in a wonderful ill humour; and, after dinner, I 
staid wi^ her alone, being not able to endure this life, and 
we fell to some angry words together; but by and by were 
mighty good friends, she telling me plun it was about Jane, 
which I made a matter of mirth at ; bat at last did call ap 
Jane, and confirm her mistress's directions for her being gone 
9* 
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at Eastor, which I find the wench willing to be, but directly 
prays that Tom might go with her, which I promised, and 
was bnt what I designed ; and she being thus spoke with, and 
gone, my wife and I good friends. This day I was told by 
Mr. Wren, that Captain Cox, Master-Attendant at Dcptford, 
is to be one of us very soon, he and Tippets being to take 
their turns for Chatham and Portsmoath, which choice I like 
well enough ; and Captain Anneslcy is to come in his room 
at Deptford. This morning, also going to visit Roger Pepys, 
at the potticsry's in King's Street, he tells me that Roger is 
gone to his wife's, so that they have been married, as he tells 
me, erer since the middle of last week : it was his design, 
upon good reasons, to make no noise of it ; but I am well 
enough contented that it is over. 

9th. To the King's playhouse, and there saw " The Island 
Princesse," which I tike mighty well, as an excellent play : and 
here we find Kinaston to be well enough to act again, which 
he do very well, after his beating, by Sir Charles Sedley's 
appointment. 

10th. To White Hall, where the Duke of Tork was gone 
a-hunting : and so to the plaisterer's at Charing Cross, that 
casta heads and bodies in plaister : and there I had my whole ■ 
face done ; but I was vexed first to be forced to daub all my 
face over with pomatum : but it was pretty to feel how soft 
and easily it is done on the face, and by and by, by degrees, 
how hard it becomes, that you cannot break it, and aits so 
close, that you cannot pull it off, and yet so easy, that it is 
as soft as a pillow, so safe is everything where many parts of 
the body do bear alike. Thus was the mould made ; but 
when it came oGTthere was little pleasure in it, as it looks in 
the mouU, nor any resemblance whatever there will be in 
the figure, when I come to see it cast ofi*. To White Hall, 
where I staid till the Duke of York came from hiuiting> 
which he did by and by, and, when dressed, did come out to 
dinner ; and there I waited : and he did mightily magniij 
hia sauce, which he did then eat with every thing, and said 
it was the beat universal sauce in the world, it being taught 
him by the Spatush EmbaBsador ;' made of some parsley and 

' Tlu Coada da Douk 
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a dry toast, beat in a mortar, together with vinegar, salt, and 
a little pepper: he eats it with fleab, or fowl, or fiah: and 
then he did now mightily commend some new sort of wine 
lately found out, oalled Kararre wine, which I tasted, and is, 
I think, good wine : but I did like better the notion of the 
saaoe, and by and by did taste it, and liked it mightily. 
Af^er dinner, I did what I went for, which was to get hit 
consent that Baity might hold fab Muster-Master's place by 
deputy, in his new employment whiob I design for him, about 
the Storekeeper's accounts ; which the Duke of York did 
grant me, and I was mightily glad of it. Home, and there 
I find Povy and W. Batelier, by appointment, met to talk of 
some merchandize of wino and linnen ; but I do not like of 
their troubling my house to meet in, haring no mind to their 
pretences of having their rendexvoua here. 

11th. Heard that the last night Colonel Middleton's wife* 
died, a woman I never saw sinfie she come hither, having 
never been within their house sinoe. 

12tb. Tu wait on the Duke of Tork, with the rest of xa, 
at the Robes, where the Duke of York did tell ns that the 
King would bare us prepare a dranght of the present 
administration of the Navy, and what it was -in the lato 
times, in order to his being able to dtstinguuh between the 
good and the bad, which I shall do, but to do it well, will 
give me a great deal of trouble. Here we showed him Sir 
J. Minnea's propositions about balancing Storekeeper's a<y 
counts ; and I did show him Hosier's, which did please him 
mightily, and he will have it showed the Council and King 
anon, to be put in practice. Thence to the Treasurer's ; and 
I and Sir J. Minnes and Mr. Tippeta down to the Lords - 
Commissioners of the Treasury, and there had a hot debate 
&om Sir Thomas ClifTord and my Lord Ashly, the latter of 
whom, I hear, is turning about as fast as he can to the Duke 
of Buckingham's side, being in danger, it seems, of being 
otherwise out of play, which would not be couvenieat for him, 
against Sir W. Coventry and Sir J. Duncomb, who did 
nphold car 0£Sce against an accusation of our Treasurers, 
' Sm ITtb F«bnM7, psM. 
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vho told the Lords tbat they found that ve had mn tho 
King in debt 50,0007., or more, more than the monej 
i^pointcd for the year would defray, which they declared like 
fools, and with design to hurt ua, though the thing is in 
itself ridiculons. But my Lord Ashly and Clifibrd did most 
horribly cry out against the want of method in the Office. 
At last it came that it should be pat in writing what they 
had to object ; but I was devilish mad at it, to sep as thus 
wounded by our own members. My wife and I to Hercules 
Pillars, and there dined ; and there coming a Frenchman by 
with his Shew, we did make htm shew it us, which he did 
just as Lacy acts it, which made it mighty pleasant to me. 
Away, and to Dancre's, and there saw our picture of Green- 
wich in doing,' which ia mighty pretty. Attended with Lord 
Brouncker, the King and Council, about the proposition of 
balancing Storekeeper's accounts ; and there presented Ho- 
ler's book, and it was mighty well resented^ and approved of. 
So the Council being up, we to the Queen's aide with the King 
and Duke of York : and the Duke of York did take me out 
to talk of our Treasurers, whom he ia mighty angry with ; 
and I perceive he is mighty desirous to bring in as many 
good motions of profit and reformation in the Navy as he can, ' 
before the Treasurers do light upon them, they being desirous, 
it seems, to be thought the great reformers : and the Duke 
of York do well. But to my great joy he is mighty open to 
me in every thing; and by this means I know hia whole 
mind, and shall be able to secure myself, if he stands. Here 
to-night I understand, by my Lord Brouncker, that at last it 
is concluded on by the King and Buckingham that my Lord 
of Ormond shall not hold his govcrnmentof Ireland, which is 
a great stroke, to shew the power of Buckingham and the 
poor spirit of the King, and little hold that any man can 
have of him. I and my wife called at my cozen Turner's, 
and there met our new cozen Pepys, Mra. Dickenson, and 
Bab. and Betty come yesterday to town, poor girls, whom we 
have reason to love, and mighty glad we are to see them ; 
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and there staid a little, being also mightily pleased to see 
Betty Turner, wbo ia now in town, and hoT brothers Charles 
and Will, being come from achool to Bee their father, and 
there talked a while, and so home, and there Pelling hath got 
W. Pen's book against the Trinity.' I got my wife to read 
it to me ; and I find it so well writ as, I think, it is too good 
for him ever to have writ it ; and it is a serious sort of book, 
ftnd not fit for every body to read. 

14th. (Lord's day.) Up, and by coach to Sir W.Coventry; 
and there he tells me ho takes no care for any thing more 
than in the Treasury ; and that, that being done, he goes to 
cards and other delights, as plays, and in the summer-time to 
bowles. Bnt here he did show me two ot three old hooks of 
the Navy, of my Lord Northnmbertand'B* times, which he 
hath taken many good notes out of, for jostifying the Duke 
of Tork and us, in many things, wherein, perhaps, precedents 
will be necessary to produce. Thence to White Hall, where 
the Duke of York expected me; and in his closet Wren 
and I. He did tell me how the King hath been acquainted 
with the Treasurers'' discourse at the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury, the other day, and is dissatisfied with our 
running him in debt, which I removed ; and he did c4rry 
me to the King, and I did satisfy him also ; bnt his satisfac- 
tion is nothing worth, it beingeasily got, and easily removed; 
but I do purpose to put in vrriting that which shall make the 
Treasurers ashamed. But the Duke of York is horrid angry 
against them ; and he hath cause, for they do work all they 
ean to bring dishonour upon his management, as do plainly 
appear in all they do. Having done with the Duke of York, 
who do repose all in me, I with Mr. Wren to bis chamber, to 
talk ; where he observed, that these people are all of them a 
broken sort of people, that have not much to lose, and there-

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fore will ventare all to make their fortunes better: that Sir 
Thomas Osborne is a beggar, having 11 or 1200Z. a-year, 
but owea above 10,000/. The Dulce of Buckingham's condi- 
tion is shortly this : that he hath about 19,600/. a year, of 
vhich he pays away about TOOO^ a-year in interest, about 
2000^. in feo-fann rents to the King, about 600021 in wages 
and pensions, and the rest to lire upon, and pay taxes for 
the whole. Wren says, that for the Duke of Tork to stir in 
this matter, as his quality might justify, would but make all 
things worse, and that therefore he must bend, and suffer all, 
till time works it out : that he fears they will sacrifice the 
Church, and that the King will take anything, and so he will 
hold up his head a little longer, and then break in pieces. 
But Sir W. Coventry did to-day mightily magnify my late 
Lord Treasurer,' for a wise and solid, though infirm man; 
and, among other things, that when he bath said it was 
impossrble in oatare to find this or that sum of money, and 
my Lord Chaoccllor^ hath made sport of it, and told the 
King that when my Lord hatb said it was impossible, yet he 
hath made shifl: to find it, and that was by Sir G. Carteret's 
getting credit, my Lord did once in his hearing say thus, 
which he magnifies as a great saying — that impossible woald 
he found impossible at last ; meaning that the King would 
run himself out, beyond all his credit and funds, and then we 
should too late find it impossible ; which is, he says, now 
come to pass. 

15th. Up, and with Tom to White Hall ; and there at a 
Committee of Tangier, where a groat instance of what a man 
may lose by the neglect of a friend ; Povy never had such an 
opportunity of passing his accoants, the Duke of York being 
there, and everybody well disposed, and is expectation of 
them ; but my Lord Ashly, on whom he relied, and, for 
whose sake this day was pitched on, that he might be sure to 
be there, among the rest of his friends, staid too long, till the 
Duke of York and hia company thought unfit to stay longer : 
and 60 the day lost, and God knows when he will have eo 
good a oue again, as long as he lives; and this was the man

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of the whole company that he hath made the moet Interest to 
gain, and noT most depended upon him. To the phusterer'e, 
and there saw the figure of my face taken from the mould ; 
and it Is most admirablj like, and I will have another made, 
before I take it away. To my cozen Tnroer'a, where, having 
the lost night been told by her that she had drawn me for 
her Valentine, I did this day call at the New Exohange, and 
bought her s pair of green silk stockings ' and garters and 
shoe-strings, and two pair of jeBsimy gloves, all coming to 
about 288., and did give them to her this noon. At the 
'Change, I did at my bookseller's shop accidentally fall into 
talk with Sir Samuel Tuke* about trees, and Mr. Erclyn's 
garden ; and I do find him, I think, a little conceited, but a 
man of very fine discourse as any I ever heard almost, which 
I was mighty glad of. After dinner, my wife and 1 endea- 
Toured to make a visit to Ned Pickering ; but he not at 
home, Dor his lady ; and therefore back again, and took up 
my coBen Turner, and to my cozen Roger's lodgings, and 
there £nd him pretty well again, and his wife mighty kind 
and merry, and did make mighty much of us, and I believe 
he is married to a very good woman. Here was also Bab. 
and Betty, who have not their clothes yet, and therefore 
cannot go out, otherwise I would have had them abroad to- 
morrow ; but the poor girls mighty kind to us, and we must 
shew them kindness also. In Suffolk Street lives MoU 
Davis ; and we did see her coach come for her to her door, 
a mighty pretty fine coach. To White Hall ; and there, by 
means of Mr. Cooling, did get into the play, the only one we 
have seen this winter: it was "The Five H6nrs' Adventure :" 
but I sat so far I could not hear well, nor was there any 
pretty woman that I did see, but my wife, who sat in my

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Lady Fox's pew' with her. The hoase very full; and late 
before done, ao that it was past eleven before we got home. 

16th. Home, where I find some things of W. Batelicr'a 
come ont of France, among which some clothes for my wife, 
wherein she is likely to lead me to the expence of so much 
money as vexed me ; but I seemed eo, more than I at this 
time was, only to prevent her taking too much. But I was 
mightily pleased with another pietnre of the King of France's 
head, of Nanteuil's, bigger than the other which he prought 
over ; and so< to the Office, where busy all the afternoon 
though my eyes mighty bad with the light of the candles 
last night, which was so great aa to make my eyes sore all 
this day, and do teach me, by a manifest experiment, that it 
is only too much light that do make my eyes sore. Never- 
theless, with the help of my tube, and being desirous of easing 
my mind of five or six days journall, T did venture to write it 
down from ever since this day se'nnigbt, and I think without 
hnrting my eyes any more than they were before, which was 
very mnch, and so home to supper and to bed. 

17th. The King dining yesterday at the Dutch £mbas> 
Bador's, after dinner they drank, and were pretty merry; and, 
among the rest of the King's company, there was that worthy 
fellow my Lord of Rochester, and Tom Killigi-ew, whose 
mirth and raillery offended the former so much, that ho did 
give Tom Killigrew a hex on the ear in the King's presence, 
which do give much offence to the people here at Court, to 
see how cheap the King makes himself, and the more, far 
that the King hath not only passed by the thing, and par- 
doned it to Rochester already, but this very morning the 
King did pnblickly walk up and down, and Rochester I saw 
with him as fi>eo as ever, to the King's everlasting shame, to 
have 80 idle a rogue his companion.* How Tom Killigrew

but whether it be true or not, I cannot toll. To Colonel 
Middletun's, to the burial of his wife,' where ,we were all 
invited, and much more company, and had each of ub a ring; 
and so towards evening to our church, where there woa a 
sermon preached by Mills, and so home. Comes Castle to 
me, to deaire me to go to Mr. Pedly this night, he being to 
go out of town to-morrow morning, which I, therefore, did, 
by hackney-coach, first going to White Hall to meet with Sir 
yf. CoTentry, hut missed him. But here I bad a pleasant 
rencontre of a lady in mouming, that, by the little light X 
had, seemed handsome. I passing by her, did observe she 
looked back again and again apoa me, I saffering her to go 
before, and it being now duske. She went into the little 
passage towards the Privy Water-Gate, and I followed, but 
missed her ; bat coming back again, I observed she returned, 
and went to go oat of the Court. I followed her, and took 
occasion, in the new passage now built, where the walk is to 
be, to take her by the hand, to lead her through, which she 
willingly accepted, and I led her to the Great Gate, and there 
left her she telling me, of her own accord, that she was going 
as far as Ghaiing Cross ; but ray boy was at the gate, and so 
I durst not go ont with her. So to Lincoln's Inn, where 
to Mr. Pedly, vritb whom I spoke, and did my business pre- 
aently : and I find him a man of good langaagc, and mighty 
mril, .hnd I believe very upright ; and so home, where W. 
Batelier was, and supped with ns, and I did reckon this night 
what I owed him ; and I do find that the things my wife, of 
her own head, hath taken, together with my own, which 
comes not to above 5^, comes to about 221. Bat it U tho last, 
and so I am the better coatented: and they are things that 
are not trifies, but clothes, gloves, shoes, hoods, &o. So after 
aiq)per to bed. At church there was my Lord Brouncker

18th. Expecting to have this day seen Bab. and Betty 
Fepys here, but they come not ; and so after dinner my wife 
and I to the Duke of York's house, to a play, and there saw 
"The Mad Lover," wluoh do not please me so well as it used 
to do, only Betterton's part atill pleases me. Bat here 
who should we hare come to us bat Bab. and Betty and 
Talbot, the first play they were yet at ; and going to see us, 
and hearing by my boy, whom I sent to them, that we were 
here, they come to us hither, and happened all of us to sit 
by my cozen Turner and The. We carried them home first, 
and then took Bab. and Betty to our house, where they lay 
and sapped, and pretty merry, and very fine with their new 
clothes, and good comely girls they are enongh, and very 
glad I UQ of their being with us, though I woold very wall 
have been contented to be without the diarge. So they 
to bed. 

19tb. Up, and after seeing the girls, who lodged in our 
bed, with their maid Martha, who hath been their father's 
maid these twenty years and more, I to the Office, while the 
young people went to see Bedlam. ' This morning, among 
other things, talking with Sir W. Coventry, I did propose to 
him my putting in to serve in Parliament, if there should, as 
the world be^ns to expect, be a new one chose : he likes it 
mightily, both for the King's and service's sake, and the 
Duke of York's, and will propound it to the Dnke of York ; 
and I confess, if there be one, I would be glad to be in. 

20. After dinner with my wife and my two girls to the 
Duke of York's house, and there saw " The Gratefull Ser- 
vant,"' a pretty good play, and which I have forgot that ever 
I did see. And thence with them to Mrs. Orotier's, the 
Queen's tire-woman, for a pair of locks for my wife ; she is a 
oldish French woman, but with a pretty hand as most I have 
seen; and so home. 

2 1st (Lord's day .) With my wife and two girls to church,

and his wife, I having sent for them, to dine with tis, and 
there comes in by chance also Mr. Shepley, who is come to 
town with my Lady Fanlina, who is desperately sick, and is 
gone to Chelsey, to the old house where my Lord himself was 
once sick, where I doubt my Lord means to visit her, more 
for young Mrs. Beck's sake than for her's. Here w6 dined 
with W. Bateliet, and W. Hewer with us, these two girU 
making it necessary that they be always widi us, for I am 
not company light enough to he always merry with them: 
and so sat talking all the afterno(Hi, and then Sbepley went 
away first, and then my cozen Roger and his wife. 

22d. Aftor dinner, with my wife, in her moming-gown, 
and the two girls dressed, to XJnthanke'e, where my wife 
dresses herself, having her gown this day laced, and a new 
petticoat; and so is indeed very fine. In the evening to 
White Hall, and there did without much trouble get into the 
playhouse, finding a good place among the Ladies of Honour, 
and all of us sitting in the pit ; and then by and by came the 
King and Qneeo, and they began " Bartholomew Fair." But 
I like no play here bo well as at the common playhouse ; 
besides that, my eyes being very ill since last Sunday and 
this day so'nnight, I was in mighty pain to defend myself 
now from the light of the candles. After the play done, we 
met with W. Batelier and W. Hewer and Talbot Fepys, and 
they followed us in a hackney-coach : and we all stopped at 
Hercales' Pillars ;' and there did give them the beet supper 
I could, and pretty merry; and so home between eleven and 
twelve at night. 

23d, Up: and to the Office, where all the morning, and 
then home, and put a mouthfull of victuals in my mouth ; 
and by a hackney-coach followed my wife and the girls, who 
are gone by eleven o'clock, thinking to have seen a new play 
at the Duke of York's house. But I do find them staying 
at my tailor's, the play not being to-day, and therefore to 
Westminster Abbey, and there did see all the tombs very 
finely, having one with us alone, there being other company 
■ In Fleet Slre*t; im lllh O«tober, ISSol 
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this day to ae« the tombs, it being Shrove Tutjsday; and 
here -ffo did see, by particular favour, the body of Queen 
Katherine of Valois ; and I had the upper part of her body 
in my hands, and I did kisa her mouth, reflecting upon it that 
I did kias a Queen, and that this waa my birth-day, thirty-six 
years old, that I did kiss a Queen.' But hero this man, who 
seems to understand well, tells me that the saying is not troo 
that she was never buried, for she was buried ; only, when 
Henry the Seventh built his chapel, she was taken up and 
laid in this wooden coffin ; but I did there see that, in it, the 
body was buried in a leaden one, which remains under the 
body to this day. Thence to the Duke of York's playhouse, 
and there, finding the play begun, we homeward to the Glaas- 
House,* and there shewed my cozens the making of glass, and 
had several things made with great content; and, among 
others, I had one or two singing-glasses made, which make 
an echo to the voice, the first that ever I saw ; but so thin, 
that the very breath broke one or two of them. Thence to 
Mr. Batclier's, where we supped, and bad a good supper, and 
here was Mr.Pembletoa: and after supper some fiddles, and 
so to dance ; but my eyes were so out of order, that I had 
little pleasure this night at all, though I was glad to see the 
rest merry. 

24th. I to the Office, and at night my wife sends for me 
to W. Hewer's lodging, where I find two best chambers of

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his 80 finely furaiahed, and all so rich and neat, that I waa 
mightily pleased with him and them : and here only my wife, 
and I, and the two girls, and had a mighty neat dish of 
cnstards and tarta, and good drink and talk. And so away 
home to bed, with iofinite content at this his treat; for it 
was mighty pretty, and everything mighty rich. 

25th. To the Duke of York's house, and there before one, 
bat the house infinite full, where, by and by, the King and 
Court come, it being a new play, or an old one now vamped, 
by Shadwell, called "The Royall Shepherdesse ;" ' but the 
Billieet for words and design, and everything, that ever I saw 
in my whole life, there beiag nothing in the world pleasing in 
it, but a good martial dance of pikemen, where Harris and 
another do handle their pikes in a dance to admiration ; but 
I was never less satisfied with a play in my life. 

26th. To the King's playhouse, and saw " The Faithfull 
Shepherdesse." But, Lord ! what an empty house, there not 
being, aa I could tell the people, so many as to make up 
above 101. in the whole house ! The being of a new play at 
the other bouse, I suppose, being the cause, though it bo so 
aiUy a play that I wonder how there should be enough people 
to go thither two days together, and not leave more to fill 
this house. The emptiness of the house took away onr plea- 
Bnre a great deal, though I liked it the better ; for I plainly 
discern the musick is the better, by how much the house the 
emptier. Thence home, and again to W. Hewer's, and had 
a pretty little treat, and spent an hour or two, my voice being 
wholly taken away with my cold, and so home and to bed. 

28tfa. (Lord's day.) Up, and got my wife to read to me a 
'copy of what the Surveyor offered to the Duke of York on 
Friday, he himself putting it into my bands to read; bat, 
Lord ! it is a poor, silly thing ever to think to bring it in 
practice, in the King's Navy. It is to have the Captains to 
accbunt for all stores and victuals ; bat upon so silly grounds, 
to my thinking, and ignorance of the present instructions of 
OflScers, that I am ashamed to hear it. However, I do take

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s copy of it, for my future use and aneweriag ; and so to 
olrnreh, where, Qod forgive me ! I did most of tbe time gase 
OQ the fine milliner's vife, in Fenchurch Street, vho was at 
our chorch to-day ; and bo home to diDDW. After dinner to 
write down my Jonmall ; and then abroad by coach with my 
coiena, to their father's, where we are kindly received, but he 
is in great pain for bis man Arthur, who, he feare, is now 
dead, having been desperate stck, and speaks so mnch of him 
tbat my coten, his wife, and I, did make minh of it, and call 
him Arthur O'Bradly.' After staying here a little, and eat 
and drank, uid she give me some gingerbread made in cakes, 
like chocolate, very good, made by a friend, I carried him and 
her to my cozen Tomer's, whore we staid, expecting her 
coming from church ; but she comiog not, I went to her 
husband's chamber in the Temple, and thence fetched her. 
After talking there a while, and agreeing to be aU merry at 
my house oa Tuesday next, I away home ; and there spent 
the evening talking and reading, with my wife and Mr. Pelliug. 
March 1st. I do hear that my Lady Paulina Montagu did 
die yesterday; at which I went to my Lord's lodgings, but 
he is shut np with sorrow, and so not to be spoken with: 
and thwefore I returned, and to Westminster HaU, where I 
have not been, I think, in some months. And here the Hall 
was very full, the King having, by Commission to some Lorda 
this day, prorogued the Parliament till the 19th of October 
next : at which I am glad, hoping to have time to go over to 
France this yrar. Bat I was most of all surprised this morn- 
ing by my Lord Bellassis, who, by appointment, met me at 
Aoditor Wood's, at the Temple, and tells me of a duell 
dengned between the Duke of Buckingham and my Lord 
Halifax, or Sir W. Coventry; the challenge being carried by 
Harry Saville, but prevented by my Lord Arlington, and the 
King told of it ; and this was all the diaoourse at Court this 
day. But I, meeting Sir W. Coventry in ihe Duke of York's 
chamber, he would not own it to me, but told me be was • 
man of too mnoh peace to meddle with fighting, and so it 
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rested: bat the talk ib foil io the town of the business. 
Thence, haring walked some tnras with my coien Pepya, and 
noBt people by their disconrse beltoving that this Parliament 
will never ait more, I away to Beveral places to look after 
things Bgainst to-morrow's feast, and so home to dinner ; and 
thence, af^r noon, my wife and I out fay hackney-coaeh, and 
spent the afternoon in seTeral places, doing several things at 
the 'Change and elsewhere against to-morrow ; and, among 
others, I did bring home a piece of my face caet in plaiater, 
for to make a vizard npon, for my eyes. And so home, 
where W. BateUer come, and sat with us ; and there, after 
many doubts, did resolve to go on with out feast and dancing 
to-morrow ; and so, aQier snpper, left the maids to mak« clean 
the house, and to lay the cloth, and other things against to> 
morrow, and 60 to bed. 

2d. Home, and there I find my company come, namely, 
Madam Tnmer, Dyke, The., and Betty Turner, and Mr. Bell- 
wood, formerly their father's clerk, but now set up for himself 
— a conceited, silly fellow, bnt one they make mightily of — 
my cozen Roger Pepya, and his wife, and two daughters. I 
had a noble dinner for them, as I almost ever had, and mighty 
merry, and particularly myself pleased with looking- on Betty 
Turner, who is mighty pretty. After dinner, we fell one to 
one talk, and another to another, and looking over my 
house, and closet, and things ; and The. Turner to write a 
letter to a lady in the country, in which I did, now and then, 
put in half a dozen words, and sometimes five or six lines, and 
then she as mnch, and made up a long and good letter, she 
being nughty witty really, thou^ traublesome-Jiamoured with 
it. And thus till night, that oar muaick come, and the Office 
ready and candles, and also W. Batelier and his sister Saeao 
come, and ateo Will. Howe and two gentlemen mwe, strangers 
which, at my reqnest yesterday, ho did bring to dance, called 
Mr. Ireton and Mr. Starkey. We fell to dancing, mid wa- 
tinned, only with intermission for a good snpper, till two in 
the morning, the musick being Greeting, and another most 
excellent violin, and theorbo, the best in town. And bo with 
mighty mirth, and pleased with their dancing at jigs, after- 
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Tarda seyersil of them, and, among others, Betty Turnerj who 
did it mighty prettily; and lastly, W. Batelier's "Blackmore 
and Blackmwe Mad ;" and then to a conntry-dance ngain, 
and BO broke np with extraordinary pleasure, as being one of 
the day and nights of my life spent with the greatest con- 
tent ; and that vhich I can but hope to repeat again a fev 
times in my whole life. This done, we parted, the strangers 
home, and I did lodge my cozen Pepye and his wife in our 
hive chamber. My cosen Turner, her sister, and The., in our 
best chamber; Bah., Betty, and Betty Turner, in our own 
chamber ; and myself and my wife in the maid's bed, which 
is very good. Our maids in the coachman's bed ; the coach- 
man with the hoy in his eettle-hed,' an^ Tom where he usei] 
to lie. And so I did, to my great content, lodge at once in 
my honse, with the greatest ease, fifteen, and eight of them 
strangers of quality. My wife this day put on first her French 
gown, called a sac,^ which becomes her very well, brought 
her over by W. Batelier. 

Sd. To my guests, and got them to breakfast, and then 
parted by coaches ; and I did, in mine, carry my she-cosen 
Pepys and her daughters home, and there left them. To 
White Hall, where W. Hewer met me ; and he and I took 
a turn in St. James's Park, and in the Malt did meet Sir W. 
Coventry and Sir J. Doncomb, and did speak with thera 
about some hnsiness before the Lords of the Treastuy ; but I 
did find them more than usually busy, though I knew not 
then the reason of it, but I guessed it by what followed next 
day. Thence to Dancre's, the painter's, and there saw my 
picture of Greenwich, finished to my very great content, 
though this manner of distemper do make the figures not so 
pleasing as in oyle. To the Duke of York's playhouse, and 
there saw an old play, the first time acted these forty 
years, called " The Lady's Tryall,"^ acted only by the young 
people of the house ; bat the house very full. To the 
"Sffn Exchange, and so called at cosen ^mer's ; and there

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meeting Mr. Bellwood, did hear how my Lord Mayor,' 
being invited this day to dinner at the B>eader'B at the 
Temple, and endearouring to carry his sword np,^ the 
students did pull it down, and forced him to go and Btay all 
the day in a piiTate Councillor's chamber, nntil the Reader 
himself could get the young gentlemen to dinner ; and then 
my Xiord Mayor did retreat out of the Temple by stealth, 
with his sword up. This do make great heat among the 
students ; and my Lord Mayor did send to the King, and 
also I bear that Sir Richard Browne did cause the drams to 
beat for the Train-bands f but all is over, only I hear that 
the students do resolre to try the Charter of the City. So 
we home, and betimes to bed, and slept well all night. 

4th. "So White Hall, where in the first court I did meet 
Sir Jeremy Smith, who did tell me that Sir W. Coventry 
was just now sent to the Tower, about the business of hia 
challenging the Duke of Suckingbam, and so was also Harry 
Saville* to the Gate-house ;' which, as be is a gentleman, and 
of the Duke of York's bedchamber, I heard afterwards that 
the Duke of Tork is mightily incensed at it, and do appear 
very high to the King that he might not be sent thither, but

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to the ToTrear, thb being done only in contempt to him. Tbia 
news of Sir Vf. CoTcntry did strike me to the heart, and 
irith this reason, for by this and my Lord of Onnond'e bnsi- 
nesB, I do doubt that the Dnke of Buckingham will be bo 
flashed, that he will not stop at anything, but be forced to 
do any thing now, as thinking it not safe to end here ; and, 
Sir W, Coventry being gone, the King ifill have no good 
conneellor left, nor the Duke of York any sure friond to 
stick to him ; nor any good man will remain to advise what 
is good. This, therefore, do heartily trouble me as anything 
that ever I beard. So up into tho House, and met with 
several people; but the Committee did not meet: and the 
whole House I find full of this business of Sir W. Coventry's, 
and most men very sensible of tho cause and effects of it. 
So, meeting with my Lord Bellassis, he told me the particnlara 
of this matter ; that it arises about a quarrel which Sir W. 
Coventry had with the Duke of Buekingham about a design 
between the Duke and Sir Robert Howard, to bring him into 
a play at the King's house, which W. Coventry not endnring, 
did by H. Saville send a letter to the Duke of Buckingham, 
that ike did desire to speak with him. Upon which, the Duke 
of Buckingham did bid Holmes, bis champion ever since my 
Lord Shrewsbury's basinets,' go to him to do the business ; bnt 
H. Saville would not tell it to any but himself, and therefore 
did go presently to the Duke of Buckingham, and told him 
that his uncle Coventry was a person of honour, and was 
sensible of his Grace's liberty taken of abusing him, and 
that he had a desire of satisfaction, and would fight with him. 
But that here they were interrupted by my Lord Chamber- 
lain's coming in, who was commanded to go to bid the Duke 
of Buckinghan to come to tho King, Holmes having disco- 
vered it. He told me that the King did last night, at the 
Council, ask the Duke of Buckingham, upon his honour, 
whether he had received any challenge from W. Coventry f 
wbieh he oonfesaed that he had ; and when the King, asking 
W. Coventry, he told him that he did not owne what the 
Duke of Buckingham had said, though it was not fit for him

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to give him & direct contradiction. Sut, being by tbe King 
put u]>on declaring the truth upon his honoor, he ^nsverod 
that he had understood that many hard queetions had upon 
this business been moved to some lawyers, and that therefore 
he was unwilling to declare any thing that might, from his 
own month, render him obnoxious to his Majesty's displea- 
sure, and, therefore, prayed to he excused : which the King 
did think fit to interpret to be a confession, and so gave 
warrant that night for his commitment to the Tower. Being 
very much troubled at this, I away by coach homewards, and 
directly to the Tower, where I find him in one Mr. Bennet's 
house, son to Major Bayly, one of the OfiScOTS of the Ord- 
nance, in the Bricks Tower :' where I find Idm busy with my • 
Lord Halifax and his brother; so I would not stay to inter- 
rupt them, but only to give him comfort, and offer my service 
to him, which he kindly and cheerfully received, only owning 
his being troubled for the King his master's displeasure, 
which, I suppose, is the ordinary form and will of persons in 
this condition. And so I parted, with great content, that I 
had so earlily seen him there ; and so going out, did meet 
Sir Jer. Smith going to meet me, who had newly been with 
Sir W. Coventry, And so he and I by water to Redriffe, 
and so walked to Deptford, where I have not been, I think, 
these twelve months : and ^ere to the Treasurer's house,' 
where the Duke of ¥ork is, and his Duchess : and there we 
find them at dinner in the great room, unhung ; and there 
was with them my Lady Duchess of Monmouth, the Countess 
of Falmouth, Castlemaine, Henrietta Hide^ (my Lady Hinch- 
inbroke's sister), and my Lady Peterborough. And after 
dinner Sir Jer. Smith and I were invited down to dinner 
with some of the Maids of Honour, namely, Mrs. Ogle,*

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Blake,' and Howard,^ whieli did me good to tiave ike honour 
to dine with, a.nd look on them; and the Mother of the 
Maida,^ and Mrs. Howard,' the mother of the Maid of Honour 
of th&t name, and the Duhe'e housekeeper here. Here was 
alflo Monsieur Blanofort,* Sir Bichard Powell,' Colonel Vil- 
liere,'' Sir Jonathan Trelawny,* and others. And here drank 
most excellent, and great variety, and plenty of wines, more 
than I have drank, at once, these seven years, but yet did me 
no great hurt. Having dined very merrily, and understand- 
ing by Blancfort how angry the Duke of York wns, about 
their offering -to send Saville to the G-ate-house, among the 
rogues ; and then, observing how this company, both the ladies 
and all, are of a gang, and did drink a health to the union 
of the two brothers, and talking of others as their enemies, 
they parted, and so we up ; and there I did find the Duke of

This done, they took barge, and I 
with Sir J. Smith to Captain Cox's ; and there to talk, and 
left them and other cotapany to drink ; while I slunk out to 
Bagwell's ; and there saw her, and her mother, and our late 
maid Nell, who cried for joy to see me. 9o to Cox's, and 
thence walked with Sir J. Smith back to RedrifFe ; and so by 
water home, and there my wife mighty angry for my absence, 
and fell mightily out, but not being certsiii,0f anything, but 
thinks only that Pierce or Knipp was there, and did ask me, 
and, I perceive, the boy, many questions. But I did aiuwer 
her ; and so, after much ado, did go to bed, and lie qnietall 
night; but she had another bout with me in the morning, 
bnt I did make shift to quiet ber, but yet she was not fully 
satisfied, poor wretch ! in her mind, and thttikB much of my 
taking so much pleasure without ber ; which, indeed, is a fault, 
thoagh I did not design or foresee it when I went. 

5th. After dinner I to the Tower, where I find Sur W. 
Coventry with abundance of company with him ; and after 
sitting awhile, and hearing some meixy discourse, and, among 
others, of Mr. Bronncker's being this day summoned to Sir 
William Morton,' one of the judges, to give in security for 
his good behaviour, upon his words the other day to Sir John 
Morton,' a Parliament-man, at White Hall, who had hereto- 
fore spoke very highly against Bronncker in the House, I 
away, and to Aldgate. Walked forward towards WMte 
Chapel, till my wife overtook me with the coach, it being a 
Blighty fine afternoon ; and there we went the first time out 
of town with our coach and horses, and went as far as Bow, 
the spring beginning a little now to appear, though the way

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be dirty ; and bo, with great pleasure, with the fore-part of 
oar coach up, we spent the afternoon. And bo in the evening 
borne, and there bnsy at the Office awhile, and so to bed, 
mightily pleased with being at peace with my poor wife, and 
with the pleaanre wo may hope to have with our coach this 
sommer, when the weather comes to be good. 

6th. Before the Office, I stepped to Sir W. Coventry at 
the Tower, and there had a great deal of discourse with him; 
among others, of the King's putting him out of the Coun<^ 
yesterday, with which he is well contented, as with what else 
they can strip him of, he telling me, and bo hath long done, 
that he is weary and surfeited of business ; but he joins with 
me in his fears that all will go to naught, as matters are now 
managed. He told me the matter of the play that waa 
intended for his abuse, wherein they foolishly and sillily 
bring in two tables like that which he hath made, with a 
round hole in the middle, in his closet, to turn himself in;' 
and he is to be in one of them as master, and Sir J. Daa- 
oomb in the other, as his man or imitator ; and their diecoorse 
in those tables, about the disposing of their books and 
papers, very fooliah. But that, that he is offended with, is hia 
being made bo contemptible, as that any should dare to make 
a gentleman a subject for the mirth of the world : and that 
therefore he had told Tom Eiiligre'w that he should tell his 
actors, whoever they were, that did offer at any thing like 
representing him, that he would not complun to my Lord 
Chamberlain, which was too weak, nor get him beaten, as Sir 
Charles Sedley is said to have done, but that be would cause 
bis nose to be cut.^ He told me how that the Duke of 
Buckingham did himself, some time since, desire to join wiUi 
him, of all men in England, and did bid him prqiound to 
himself to be Chief Minister of State, saying that he would

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bring it about, but that he refosfid to have anytbtng to do 
irith any faction; and that the Duke of Buckingham did, 
within these few dajs, say that, of all men in England, he 
would have ehosen Sir W. Coventry to have joined entire 
with. He tells me that he fears their prevailing against the 
Doke of York ; and that their liolence will force them to it, 
as being already beyond his pardon. He repeated to me 
many examples of challen^ng FriTy-OoancIIlors and others : 
but never any proceeded against with that severity which he 
is, it never amounting with others to more than a little con- 
finement. He tells roe of his b^ng weary of the Treasury, 
uid of the folly, unbition, and desire of popularity of Sir 
Thomas Clifford; and yet the mdenese of his tongue and 
passions when angry. Thisdaymy wife mado it appear to me - 
that my late entertainment this week cost me above 12/., an 
expence which I am almost ashamed of, though it is but 
cmce in a great while, and is the end for which, in the most 
part," we live, to have such a merry day once or twice in a 
man's life. 

7th. (Lord's day.) To the Tower, to see Sir W. Coventry, 
who had H. Jermin and a great many more with him, and 
more, while I was there, came in ; so that I do hear that 
there was not leas than sixty coaches there yesterday, and the 
other day ; which I hear also that there is a great ei:ception 
taken at, by the King and the Duke of Sncklngham, but it 
cannot be helped. To Suffolk Street, to see my oosen Pepys, 
but neither the old nor young at home. I to White Hall, 
and there hear that there are letters come from Sir Thoma« 
Allen, that he hath made some kind of peace with Algiers ; 
upon which the King and Duke of York, being to go out of 
town to-morrow, are mot at my Lord Arlington's : so I there, 
and by Mr. Wren was desired to stay to see if there were occa- 
eion for their speaking with mc, which I did, walking without, 
with Charles Porter,' talking of a great many things : and I

But he do well observe that the ckurph lands cannot certainly 
come to mnch, if the King shall be persuaded to take them, 
they being leased out for long leaaea. By and by, after two 
hours' stay, the Council rose, having, as Wren tells me, 
resolved upon sending six ships to the Streights forthwith, 
not being contented with the peace upon the terms they 
demand ; which are, that all our ships, where any Turks or 
Moores shall be found slaves, shall be prizes; which will 
imply that they must be searched. I hear that to-morrow 
the King and Duke of York set out for Newmarket, by throo 
in the morning, to SQme foot and horse-races, to be abroad 
. ten or twelre days. So I away, without seeing the Duke of 
York; but Mr. Wren showed roe the Order of Council about 
the balancing the Storekeeper's accounts, which passed the 
Council in the very terms I drew it, only I did pnt in my 
name as he that presented the hook of Hosier's preparing, 
and that is left out — I mean, my name — which is no great 
matter. 

8th. To White Hall, from whence the King and the Duko 
of York went by three in the morning, and had the misfor-

Ble 
iodnatrj wu greet j »nd be had to aoqnired deiterity nod aklll In the forma of 
mart; end illhoagb be wu n bon oompanion, and fallowed mush the bottle. ;et 
he made (och diapalebea u aatlefled hla dienta, opeciallj the clerka, who knew 
where to find bim. Eia person wu florid, and apeeoh prompt and urlirulale. 
Bat hia Tioea, In the waj of women and the betUe, were ao nngoTerned, u 
broDgbt bim to a monel. At the BeTolnUoo, whan bli inlereil fell from, and 
hla debta began to fall npon him, he wu at hla wita" end. And some, knowing 
hi* cue, and pitting him (for he wae, indeed a very bsneet feUow), recommended 
him u a man fit to he I^rd Cbucellor of Ireland, and, aeoordinglj, he wu 
k^ghted, and lent oTer. There he llrcd aome jears, and In that plaee eon- 
elndad hia da^t Utile better than an InaolTent. His ohnracter for fidelity, 
loyaltj, and fneetlous oonrermOon, wu remarkable." — Bogar Korlb'a Lief <^ 
tkt Han. Fraieii Nnnk, Ao. 
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tune to be overset with the Duke of York, the Duke of 
Monmouth, and the Prince,' at the King's Gate^ in Holborne; 
and the King all dirty, hut no hurt. How it come to poBs 
I know not, but only it was dark, and the torches did not, 
they sa;, light the coach as they should do. I thought this 
morning to have seen my Lord Sandwich before he went out 
of town, but I came half an hoar too late ; which troubles 
me, I having not seen him since my Lady Fall' died. W. 
Hewer and I to the Harp-and-Sall, to drink my morning 
draught; and there met with King, the Parliament-man, 
with whom I had some impertinent talk. And so to the 
Privy Seal Ofiice, to examine what records I could find 
there, for my help in the great business I am put upon, 
of defending the present constitution of the Navy ; but there 
could not hare liberty without order from him that is in 
present waiting, Mr. BickerstafFe, who is out of town. Met 
Mr. Moore, and I find him the same disconteated poor mma 
as ever. He tclb me that Mr. Shepley is upon being turned 
avay from my Lord's family, and another sent down, which 
I am sorry for; but his age and good fellowship have almost 
made him fit for nothing. With my wife to the King's 
playhouse, and there saw "The Mocke Astrologer," which I 
have often seen, and but an ordinary play ; and so to my 
cozen Turner's, where we met Roger Fepys, his wife, and 
two daughters, and then home. There my wife to read 
to me, my eyes being sensibly hurt by the too great lights 
of the playhouse. 

9th. Up, and to the Tower; and there find Sir W. Coventry 
alone, writing down his Journal, which, he tells me, he now 
keeps of the material things ; npon which I told him, and 
he is the only man I ever told it to, I think, that I kept 
it most strictly these eight or ten years ; and I am sorry

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almost that I told it him, it not being necessary, nor may be 
convenient, to have it known. Here he efaowed me the 
petition he had sent to the King by my Lord Keeper, which 
vas not to desire any admittance to employment, bnt anb- 
mitting himself therein humbly to hia Majesty ; but prayed 
the removal of his displeasure, and that he might he set free. 
He tells me that my Lord Keeper did acquaint the King intli 
'the snbetance of it, not showing him the petition; who 
answered, that he was disposing of his employments, and 
when that was done, he might be led to discbarge him: and 
thia is what he expects, and what he seems to desire. Bat 
by this disconrse he was pleased to take occasion to show me 
and read to me his account, which he hath kept hy him 
onder bb own hand, of all his disconrBe, and the King's 
answers to him, upon the great business of my Lord Glareo- 
doD, and how he had first moved the Duke of York with it 
twice, at good distance, one after another, but without success ; 
showing me thereby the simplicity and reasons of his so doing, 
and the manner of it ; and the King's accepting it, telling 
him that he was not satisfied in his management, and did 
discover some dissatisfaction against him for his opposing the 
laying aside of my Lord Treasurer, at Oxford, which was a 
secret the King had not discovered. And really I was mighty 
proud to be privy to this great transaction, it giving me great 
conviction of the noble nature and ends of Sir W. Goventiy 
in it, and considerations in general of the consequences of 
great men's actions, and uncertainty of their estates, and 
ether very serious considerations. To the Office, where we 
BBt all the morning, and after dinner by coach to my cozen 
Turner's, thinking to have taken up the young ladies ; but 
The. was let blood to-day ; and so my wife and I towards the 
King's playbonse, and by the way found Betty Turner, and 
Bah., and Betty Pepys staying for us ; a&d so took them all, 
to see " Claricilla," which do not please me almost at all, 
though there are some good thbgs in it. And so to my 
cosen Turner's, and there find my Lady Mordaunt, aad her 
nster Johnson;' and by and hy comes in a gentleman, Mr. 
' H«r iMiiea ■btM': im sot* to Illb I>M*ab«r, IH6. 
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Overbnry, a pleasant man, who plays most e.TCellcnt1y on tha 
flagelctte, a little one, that sounded as low as one of mine, 
and mighty pretty. Hence with my wife, and Bab., and 
Betty Fepys, and W. Hewer, whom I carried all this day 
with me, to my cozen Stradwick's, where I have not been 
ever since my brother Tom died, there being some difference 
between my father and them, upon the account of my cosen 
Scott ; ,aud I glad of this opportunity of seeing them, they 
being good and substantial people, and kind. Here met my 
cozen Roger and his wife, and my cozen Turner, and here, 
which I never did before, I drank a glass, of a pint, I believe, 
at one draught, of the juice of oranges, of wh(»e peel they 
make comfits; and here they drink the juice as wine, with 
sugar, and it ia very fine drink ; but, it being new, I was 
doubtful whether it might not do me hnrt. Having staid 
awhile, my wife and I back, with my cozen Turner, &c., to 
ber house. There we took our leaves of my cozen Popys, 
"who goes with his wife aud two daughters for Impington to-, 
morrow. They are very good people, and people I love, and 
am obliged to, and shall have great pleasure in their friend- 
ship, and particularly in hers, she being an imderstanding 
and good woman. 

10th. By hackney-coach to Auditor Seal's Office, in Hol- 
borae, to look for records of the Navy, but he waa out of the 
way, and bo forced to go next to White Hall, to the Privy 
Seal ; and, after staying a little there, then to Westminster, 
where, -at the Exchequer, I met with Mr. Newport and Major 
Halsey ; and, after doing a little business with Mr. Burges, 
wc by water to White Hall, where I\nade a little stdp: and 
so with them by coach to Temple Bar, where, at the Sugar 
Loaf, we dined; and there comes a oompution of theirs. 
Colonel Vemon, I think, they call him; a merry good 
fellow, and one that was very plain in corsing the Doke of 
Buckingham, and discoursing of hie designs to ruin us, and 
that ruin must follow his counsels, and that we are an nndooe 
people. To which the others concurred, but not 'so plain, 
but all vexed at Sir W. Coventry's being laid aude : bat 
Yemon is ecmcmied, I perceive, for my Lord Ormond's being 
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kid aside ; but their companj, being all old cavaliers, vere 
very pleasant to Hear bow they Bwear and talk. But Halsey 
to my content, tells mc that my Lord Duke of Albemale 
Bays that W. Coventry being gone, nothing will be well done 
at the Treasury, and I believe it ; but they do all talk aa that 
I^oncomb, upon some pretence or other, must follpw him' 
We by water home, and there I find my cozen Turner and 
her two daughters come to see ub; and there, after talking a 
little, I had my coach ready, and they going home, my wife 
and I out to White Chapel to take a little ayre, though yet 
the dirtiness of the road do prevent most of the pleasure, ' 
which we hope to have from this tonr. So home, and my 
wife to read to me till supper, and to bed. 

11th. Up, and to Sir W. Coventry, to the Tower : who tella 
me that he bears that the Commission is gone down to tfae 
King,' with a blank to fill, for bis pUce in the Treasury: and 
he believes it will be filled with one of our Treasurers of tho 
Navy, but which he knows not, but be believes it will be 
Osborne. We walked down to the Stone Walk, which is 
called, it secma, my Lord of Northumberland's walk,' being 
paved by sbme one of that title, that was prisoner there: 
and at the end of it, there is a piece of iron upon the wall, 
with his armes upon it, and boles to put in a peg, for every 
torn they make upon that walk. So away to the Office, 
where busy all the morning, and so to dinner, and so very 
busy all the afternoon, at my Office, late ; and then home 
tired, to supper, with content with my wife, and so to bed, 
Bhe pleasing me, though I dare not own it, that she hath 
hired a chambermaid ; but she, after many commendations, 
told me that she had one great fault, and that was, that she 
was very handsome, at which I made nothing, but let her go 
on ; but many times to-night she took occasion to discourse 
of her handsomeness, and the danger she was in, by taking 
hor, and that she did doubt yet whether it would be fit for 
her to take her. But I did assure her of my resolution to

12th. With great content spent all the morning looking 
over the Navy accounts oF several years, and the several 
patents of the Treasiurers. W. Hewer and myeelf towards 
Westminster; aai there he carried me to Nott's, the famous 
bookbinder, that bound for my Lord Chancellor's library ; 
and here I did take occasion for curiosity to bespeak a book 
to be bound, only that I might have one of his binding. To 
Graye's Inne: and, at the next door, at a cook's-shop of 
Howe's acquaintance, we bespoke dinner, it being now two 
o'clock ; and in the meantime he carried us into Graye's Inne, 
to his chamber, where I never was before; and is very 
pretty, and little, and neat, as he was always. And so, after 
a little stay, and, looking over a book or two there, we car- 
ried a piece of my Lord Coke ' with us, and to our dinner, 
where, af^r dinner, he read at my desire a chapter io my 
Lord Coke about peijury, wherein I did learn a good deal 
teaching oaths, and so away to the Patent Office,' in Chan- 
cery Lane, where his brother Jacke, being newly broke by 
mnning in debt, and growing an idle rogue, he is forced to 
hide himself ; and W. Howe do look after the Office. Here 
I did set a clerk to look out some things for me in their 
books, while W. Hewer and I to the Crowne Office,' where 
we met with several good things that I most wanted, and did 
take short notes of the dockets, and so back to the Patent 
Office, and did the like there, and by candle-light ended. 
And so home, where, thinking to meet my wife with content^ 
after my puns all this day, I find her in her closet, ^one, in 
the dark, in a hot fit of railing against me : but, what with 
my high words, and slightings, 1 did at last bring her to very 
good and kind term, poor heart ! 

18th. Up ; and to the Tower, to see Sir W. Coventry, 

and with him talking of business of the Ifavy, all alone an 

hour, he taking pfaysio. And so away to the Office, where 

' all the morning, and then home to dinner, with my people, 
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sad so to the Office again, and there all the afternoon tOI 
ught, vhea comes, hj mistake, my cozen Turner and her 
two dangbtera, which lore. each freaks, to eat some anchoTiea 
and ham of bacoa with me, instead of noon, at dinner, when 
I expected them. Bnt, howerer, I bad done my business 
before they come, and so was in good hnmonr enough to be 
with them, and so home to them to supper, being pleased to 
see Betty Tomer, which bath something mighty pretty. Bat 
that which pat me in good bomoor, both at noon and night, 
is the fancy that I am this day made a Captain of one t^ the 
King's ships, Hr. Wren having this day sent m« the Dnke 
of York's oommtssion to be Captain of " The Jersy," in order 
to my being of a Coort-martiall for ezamitiing the loss of 
*'The Defyance," and other things ; which do gire me ocoa- 
sion of much mirth, and may be of some use to me, at least 
I shall get a little money for the time I have it ; it being 
designed that I most really be a Captain to be able to ett in 
this Oonrt. They staid till about eight at night, and then 
away, and my wife to read to ne, and then to bed in mighty 
good hnmonr, but for my eyes. 

14th. (Lord's day.) With my wife to church, where we 
beard a moat excellent good sermon of Mr. Qifiord's,' upon 
the righteonsnesB of Scribes and Pharisees. 

15th. Up, and by water with W. Hewer to the Temple ; 
and thence to the Kolls, where I nude inquiry for sever^ 
rolls, and was soon informed in the manner of it ; and so 
spent the whole morning with W. Hewer, he taking little 
notes in short-hand, while I hired a clerk there to read to me 
about twelve or more several rolls which I did call for : and 
it was great pleasure to me to see the method wherein thur 
rolls are kept ; that when the Master of the Office, one Mr. 
Case, do call for them, who is a man that I hare heretofore 
known by coming to my Lord of Sandwich's, he did most 
readily turn to them. At noon they shut up; and W. 
Hewer and I did walk to the Oooke,^ at the end of Soffolke

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Street, where I never waa, a great ordinary, mightily cried 
up, and there bespoke a pnllet ; which while dressing, he and 
I walked into St. James's Park, and thence back, and dined 
very handaome, with a good sonp, and a pnllet, for 4i. 6d, 
the whole. Thence back to the Bolls, and did a little more 
business: and bo by ^ter to White Hall, whither I went to 
Bpeak with Mr. Williamson, that if he hath any papers rela- 
ting to the Navy I might see them, which he promisee me: 
fuad BO by water home, with great content for what I hare 
this day found, having got almost as much as I desire of the 
history of the Navy, from 1618 to 1642, when the King and 
Parliament fell out. 

16th. Visited Sir W. Corentry at the Tower, and walked 
with him apon the Stone Walk, alone, till other company come 
to him, and had very good discoarae with him. My wife and 
Jane gone abroad, and Tom, in order to their baying of 
things for their wedding, which, upon my discourse last night, 
ia now resolved to he done, upon the 26th of this month, the 
day of my solemnity for my cutting of the stone, when my 
cozen Tomer must be with ns. My wife, thefcfore, not at 
dinner ; and comes to me Mr. Evelyn of Deptford, a worthy 
good man, and dined with me, but a bad dinner; who is 
grieved for, and speaks openly to me his thonghts of, the 
times, and our ruin approaching ; and all by tfae folly of the 
King. His business to me waa about some ground of his, at 
Deptford,^ next to the King's yard ; and after dinner we 
parted. To Woolwich, where I saw, but did not go on board, 
my ship " The Jerzy," she lying at the wharf under repair. 
But my business was to apeak with Aokworth, about some old 
things and paaaagea in the Navy, for my information therein, 
in order to my great hnsiness now of stating the history of the 
Navy. This I did ; and upon the whole do find that the late 
times, in all their management, were not more husbandly than 
we; and other things of good content to me. Thence to 
Greenwich by water, and there landed at the King's house,*

the Bevetal tBma in the Admiralty and Navy, and of the 
persons employed therein, from the beginning of the King's 
leaving the Parliament, to his Son's coming in, to my great 
content ; and now I am fully informed in all I at present 
desire. We fell to other talk ; and I find by him that the 
Bishops must certainly fall, and their hierarchy ; these people' 
have got so much ground upon the King and kingdom as ia 
not to be got agiun from them : and the Bishops do well de- 
serve it. But it is all the talk, I find, that Dr. V^Ikins, my 
friend, the Bishop of Chester, shall be removed to Winchester, 
and be Lord Treasurer.^ Though this he foolish talk, yet I 
do gather that he is a mighty rising man, as being a Latitn- 
dinarian, and the Duke of Buckingham his great friend. 

17th. Up, and by water to see Mr. Wren, afad then Mr. 
f^liamson, who did shew me the very original bookes of pro- 
positions made by the Oomtnissioners for the Kavy, in 1618, 
to my great content; but no other Navy papers he conld now 
shew me. Home, and took my wife by a hackney to the 
King's playhouse, and saw "The Coxcomb,"' the first time 
acted, hut an old play, and a silly one, being acted only by 
the young people. 

18th. Up, and to see Sir W. Coventry, and walked with 
him » good while in the Stone Walk; and brave discourse

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about my Lord Chancellor, and his ill managements and mis- 
takes, and asTerol things of the Navy. Home to dinner, 
where m; wife mighty finely dressed, by a maid that she hath 
taken, and is to come to her when Jane goes ; and the same 
she the other day told me of, to be so handsome. I therefore 
longed to see her, but did not till alter dinner, that my wife 
and I going by coach, she went with ns to Holbome, where 
we set her down. She is a mighty pi'oper maid, and pret^- 
comely, bnt so so ; bat hath a most plying tone of Yoice, 
and speaks handsomely, but hath most great hands, and I 
believe ugly ; bat very well dres^d, and good clothes, and 
that otherwise I believe will please me well enough. Thence 
to visit Ned Pickering and hie lady, and Creed and his wife, 
bat the former abroad, and the latter out of town, gone to my 
Lady Pickering's, in Northamptonshire, upon oooasion of the 
late death of their brothec, Oliver Pickering, a youth, that is 
dead of the smallpox. So my wife and I to Dancre's to see 
the pictures ; and thence to Hyde Park, the first time we 
were there this year, or ever, in our own coach, where with 
mighty pride rode up and down, and many coaches there; 
and I thought our horses and coach as pretty as any there, 
and observed so to be by others.* Here staid till night, and 
BO home. 

19th. Sir Thomas Clifford did speak to me, as desirous 
that I would some time come and confer with him, about the 
Navy, which I am glad of, but will take the direction of the 
Doke of York before I do it, though I would be glad to do 
something to secure myself, if I conld, in my employment. 
Thence to the plaisterer'a, and took my face, and my Lord 
Duke of Albemarle's, home with me by coach, they being dono 
to my mind ; and mighty glad I am of underatanding this 
way of having the pictures of any friends. After dinner, with' 
Commissioner Middleton and Kempthome' to a Court-martiall, 
to which, by virtue of my late Captainship, I am called, the 
first I was ever at; where many Commanders, and £emp-

L. Van Hemskirke,' the Dutch Captain who commandB "The 
Konauch," built by his direction, and Kb Lieatenant; a 
drunken kind of aillj busineas. We ordered the Lieat^iant 
to ask him pardon,. and hare Tesolved to lay before the Dnke 
of York what oencerns the Captain, which was striking of his 
Lieutenant and challenging him to fight, which conies not 
within any article of the laWB martiall. But npon discourse 
the other day with Sir W. Coventry, I did advise Middleton, 
and he and I did forbear to give judgement, but after the de- 
bate did withdraw into another cabin, the Court being held in 
one of the yachts, which was on purpose brought up over against 
St. Katharine's, it being to be feared that this precedent of 
onr being made Captains, in order to the trying of the lose of 
" The Defyance," wherein we are the proper persons to enquire 
into the want of instructions while ships do lie in harbour, 
might be hereafter made of evil use, by putting the Duke of 
Buckingham, or any of these rude fellows that are now uppei^ 
most, to make packed Courts, by Captains made on purpose 
to serve thur turns. The other cause was of the loss of the 
Providence at Tangier, where the Captain's being by chance 
on shore may prove very inconvenient to him, for example's 
sake, though the man be a good man, and one whom, for 
Norwood's sake, I would be kind to ; but I will not offer any 
thing to the excusing such a miscarriage. He is at present 
confined, till he can bring better proofs on his behalf, of the 
reasons of his being on shore. So Middleton and I away to 
the Office ; and there I late busy, making my people, as I have 
done lately, to read Mr. Holland's * Discourse of the Navy, 
and what otJier things I can get to inform me fully in all ; 
and here late, about eight at night, comes Mr. Wren to me, 
who had been at the Tower to visit Sir W. Coventry. He

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came only to see how matters go, and tells me, as a secrat, 
tbat last night the Duke of York's closet was broken open, 
and his cabinets, and shiit again, one of them: that the rogne 
that did it hath left plate and a watch behind him, and there- 
fore they fear that it was only for papers, which looks like & 
very malicious business Jn design, to hurt the Duke of York; 
but they caDQOt know that, till the Duke of York cornea to 
town about the papers, and therefore moke no words of it. 
He gone, I to work again, and then to supper at home, and 
to bed. 

20tb. Up, and to the Tower, to Sir W. Corentry, and there 
walked with him oJone, on the Stone Walk, till company oame 
to him; and there about the business of the Navy diecoursed 
with him, and about my Ziord Chancellor and Treaaurer; that 
they were against the war with the Dutch at first, declaring, 
18 wise men and statesmen, at first to the King, that they 
thought it fit to have a war with them at some time or other, 
bnt that it ought not to bo till we found the Crowns of Spua 
and France together by the eares, the want of which did ruin 
our war. But then he told me that, a great while before the 
war, my Lord Chancellor did speak of a war with aome heat, 
as a thing to be desired, and did it upon a belief that he 
conld with bis own speeches make the Parliament give what 
money he pleased, and do what he would, or would make the 
King desire; but he found himself soon deceived of the Por- 
liament, they having a long time before his removal been 
cloyed with his speeches and good words, and being come to 
hate him. Sir W. Coventry did tell me it, as the wisest 
thing that ever was said to the King by any statesman of his 
time, and it was by ray Lord Treasurer that is dead, whom, 
I find, he takes for a very great statesman — that when the 
King did show himself forward for passing the Act of In- 
demnity, he did advise the^ing that he would hold his hand 
in doing it, till he had got his power restored, that had been 
diminished by the late times, and his revenue settled in such 
a manner as he mi^t depend on himself, without resting 
upon Parliaments, and then pass it. Bat my Lord Chancellor, 
who thought he could hare the command of Parliaments for 
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ever, because for the King's sake they were awhile wOling to 
grant all the King deaired, did press for its being done ; and 
BO it was, and the King from that timo able to do nothing 
with the Parliament almost. Mightily pleased with the news 
brought me to-night, that the King and Duke of York are 
come back this afternoon, and no sooner come, but a warrant 
was sent to the Tower for the releasing Sir W. Coventry; 
which do pat me in some hopes that there may be, in this 
absence, some a«commodation made between the Dake of. 
York and the Duke of Bnckingham and Lord Arlington- 
Slat. (Lord's day.) By water over to Southwarke; and 
then, not getting a boat, I forced to walk to Stangate ;' Mid 
BO over to White Hall, in -a scull ; where to the Duke of 
York's dressing-room, and there met Harry Saville, and do 
understand that Sir W. Coventry is come to his house last 
night. I understand by Mr. Wren that bis friends having, 
by Secretary Trevor and my Lord Keeper, applied to the 
King, upon his first coming home, and a promise mode that 
he should be discharged this day, my Lord Arlington did 
anticipate them, by sending a warrant presently for hiB dis- 
charge, which looks a little like kindness, or a desire of it ; 
which God send ! though I fear the contrary : however, my 
heart b glad that he is out. Thonce up and down the House- 
Met Mr. May,' who tells me the story of his being pat by 
Sir John Denham's place, of Surveyor of the King's Works, 
who, it seems, is lately dead, by the unkindness of the Duke 
of Buckiagham, who hath brought in Dr. Wren :' though, 
he tells me, he hath been his servant for twenty years 
together, in all bia wants and dangera, saving him from want 
of bread by his care and management, and with a promise of 
having his help in his advancement, and an engagement under 
his band fiJt 10002. not yet paid, and yet the Duke of 
Bnckingham is so ungrateful as to put him by: which is an 
ill thing, though Dr. Wren is a worthy man. But he tella 
me that the King is kind to him, and hath promised him a 
pension of 300i a-year out of the Works ; which will be of 
more content to him than the place, which, under their present 
wants of money, is a p lace that disobliges most people, being

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not able to do what they desire to their lodgings. Here 
meeting with Sir H. Gfaolinly nnd Fotj, they tell me that my 
Lord Middleton is resolved m the Gabai that he shall not go 
to Tangier; and that Sir Edward Harlow [Harley],' whom 
I know not, 18 propounded to go, who was Governor of Dan- 
kirke, and, they say, a most worthy brave man, which I shall 
be very glad of. W. Howe comes to dine with me ; and 
after dinner propounds to me my lending him 500/., to help 
him to purchase a place — the Master of the Patent Office, of 
Sir Kichard Figgott. I did give him a civil answer, but shall 
think twice of it ; and the more, because of the changes we 
are like to have in the ^avy, which will make it.fit for me to 
divide the little I have left more than I have done, Ood 
knowing what my conditioo ia, I having not attended, and 
now not being able to examine what my state is,, of my 
accounts, and being ia the world, which troubles me mightily. 
News lately come of the Algerines taking 13,000?. in money, 
ont of one of our Company's East India ships, outward bound> 
which will certainly make the war last ; which I am sorry 
for, being so poor as we are, and broken in piecra. Felling 
comes to see and sup with us, and I find that he is assisting 
my wife in getting a licence to our young people' to be 
married this Lent,' which is resolved shall be done upon 
Friday next, my great day, or feast, for my being cut of the 
stone. 

22d. Up, and by water, with W. Hewer, to White Hall, 
there to attend the Lords of the Treasury ; but, before they sat, 
I did make a step to see Sir W. Coventry at his honse, where, 
I bless God ! he is come again ; bat in my way I met him, and 
80 he took me into his coach and carried me to White Hall, 
and there set me down where he ought not — at least, he hath 
not yet leave to come, nor hath thought fit yet to ask it, 
hearing that Henry Sarille is not only denied to kiss the 
King's hand, but the King, being asked it by the Duke of 
Tork, did deny it, and directed that the Duke shall not re-

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ceive him, to watt upon him in his chamber, till further 
ordera. Sir W. Coventry told me that he was going to visit 
Sir John Trevor, who hath been kind to him ; and he showed 
me a long list of all his friends that he must this week make 
visits to, that came to visit him in the Tower ; and seems 
mighty well satisfied with his being out of business, but I 
hope he will not long be so ; at least, I do believe that all 
must go to rack, if the King do not come to see the want of 
each a. servant. Thence to the Trcasnry-Chambcr, and there 
all the morning, to my great grief, put to do Sir G. Down- 
ing's work of dividing the Customes for this year, between 
the Navy, the Ordinance, and Tangier : but it did so trouble 
my eyes, that I had rather have given 20/. than have had it 
to do; but I did thereby oblige Sir Thomas Clifford and Sir 
J. Duncombe, and so am glad of the opportunity to recom- 
mend myself to the former, for the latter I need not, he 
loving me well already. At it till noon, here being several of 
my brethern with me, but doing nothing, but I all. But this 
day I did also represent to our Treasurers, which we read 
here, a state of the charge of the Navy, and what the expence 
of it this year would likely be ; which is done so as it will 
appear well done, and to my honour, for so the Lords did 
take it: and I oblige the Treasurers by doing it, at their 
request. With W. Hewer at noon to Unthanke's, where my 
wife stayB for me; and so to the Cocke, where there was no ' 
room, and thence to King Street, to several cook's shops, 
where nothing to be had ; and at last to the corner shop, 
going down Ivy Lane, by my Lord of Salisbury's,' and there 
got a good dinner, my wife, and W. Hewer, and I ; and after 
dinner she, with her coach, home ; and he and I to look over 
mv papers for the East India Company, against the afternoon ; 
which done, I with them to White Hall, and there to the 
Treasury-Chamber, where the East India Company and three 
Councillors pleaded against me alone, for three or four hours, 
till seven at night, before the Lords ; and the Lords did give 
me the conquest on behalf of the King, but could not come

we shall go to lair with them. This done, and my eyes 
mighty bad with this day'a work, I to Mr. Wren'a, and then 
Bp to the Duke of Tork, and there with Mr. Wren did pro- 
pound to him my going to Chatham to-morrow with Gom> 
missioner Middleton, and so this week to make tha pay 
there, and examine the business of " The Defyanoe" being 
lost, and other bnsinesBes, which I did the rather, that I 
might be out of the way, at the wedding,' and he at a little 
liberty myself for a day or two, to find a little pleasore, and 
give my eyes a little ease. The Dnke of Tori mightily 
Batiefied ^ith it; and bo away home, where my wife troubled 
at my being so late abroad, poor woman ! thongh never more 
busy, but I satisfied her ; and so began to put things in 
order for my jonrney to-morrow, and so, after enpper, to 
bed. 

2Sd. I took coach with Gommisnoner Middleton, Captain 
^ker, and Mr. Huohinsou, and out towards Chatham, and 
dined at Dartford, where we stud an hour or two, it being a 
cold day ; and bo on, and got to Chatham juat at night, with 
very good discourse by the way, but mostly of matters of 
religion, wherein Huchinson his vein lies. After supper, we 
fell to talk of spirits and apparition^, whereupon nany pretty, 
particuUr stories were told, so as to make me almost afraid to 
be alone, but for shame I conld not help it ; and so to bed ; 
and, being sleepy, fell soon to rest, and bo rested well. 

24th. To the Hill-House, and there did give order for a 
coach to be made ready; and got Mr. Oibaon, whom I car- 
tied with me, to go with me and Mr. Coney, the surgeon, 
towards Maydstone, which I had a mighty mind to see, 
and took occasion, in my way, at St. Margett's, to pretend 
to call to see Captain Allen, to see whether Mrs. Jewkes,* 
his daughter, was there; and there his wife come to the 
door, he being at London, and, throngh a window, I spied 
Jewkee, but took no notice of her, bnt made excnse till night, 
and then promised to come and see Mrs. Allen again. . A 
mighty oo]d and windy, but clear day ; and bad the pleasure 
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of seeing the Medvay runniog, wiadiiig up and down miglitily, 
and a very fine country ; and I irent a little out of the way 
to haTe visited Sir John Bankes, but he at London ; but here 
I had a sight of his seat and house,' the ootaide, which is an 
old abbey joat like Hischinbroke, and as good at least, and 
mighty finely placed by the river ; and he ke^s the gronnda 
about it, and vails and the bouse, very handsome : I was 
mightily pleased vith the sight of it. Thence to Maydstone, 
irhich I bad a mighty mind to see, baring never been there ; 
and walked all up and down the town, and up to the top of 
the steeple, %nd had a noble view, and then down again : and 
in the town did see an old man beating of flax, and did step 
into the barn and give him money, and saw that piece of hus- 
bandry which I never saw, and it is very pretty : in the street 
abo I did buy and send to our inne, the Bell, a dish of fresh 
fish. And so, having walked all round the town, and found 
it very f)retty, as most towns I ever saw, though not very 
big, and people of good fashion in it, we to our inne, and had 
a good dinner ; and a barber come to me, and there trimmed 
me, that I might be clean against night, to go to Mrs. Allen. 
And BO, staying till four o'clock, we set out, I alone in the 
coacb going and coming : and in our way back, I 'light out of 
the way to see a Saxon mpnument,^ as they say, of a King, 
which is of three stones standing upright, and a great round 
one lying on them, of great bigness, although not so big as 
those on Salisbury Plain; but certunlyit is a thing of great 
antiquity, and I am mightily glad to see it ; it is near to 
Aylesford, where Sir John Bankes lives. So homeward to 
Chatham, to Captain Allen's, and there 'light, and sent the 
coach and Gibson home, and I and Coney staid ; and there 
comes to ns Mrs. Jewkes, who is a very fine, proper lady, as 
most I know, and well dressed. Here was also a gentleman.

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one Major Manly,' and his wife, neighbours ; and here wo 
staid, and drank, and talked, and eat. Coney and he to play 
vhile Mrs. Jewkes and I to talk, and there had all onr old 
stories up, and there I had the liberty to ealiite her often ; 
and she mighty ^«e in kindness to me ; and had there been 
time, I might hare carried ber to Gobbam, as she, upon my 
pressing it, was very willing to go. Here was a pretty cozen 
of hers come in to sapper also, of a great fortune, daughter- 
in-law to tins Manly, mighty pretty, but had now such a cold, 
she could not speak. . Here stud till almost twelre at night, 
and then with a lanthom front thence walked over the fields, 
as dark as pitch, and mighty cold, and snow, to Chatham, 
and Mr. Coney with great kindness to me ; and there all in 
bed before I come home, and so I presently to bed. 

25th. Up, and by and by, about eight o'clock, came Rear- 
Admiri^ Kempthome and seven captains more, by the Duke 
cf York's order, ae we expected, to hold the CouTt-martiall 
about the loss of "The Defyanoe ;" and so presently we by 
boat to " The Charles," which lies over against Uphor Castle ; 
and there I did manage the business, the Duke of York 
having, by special order, directed them to take the assistance 
of Commissioner Middleton and me, forasmuch as there might 
be need of advice in what relates ato the government of the 
ships in harbour. And so I did lay the law open to them, 
and rattle the Master-Attendants out of tbeir wits almost; 
and made the trial last till seven at night, not eating a bit all 
the day ; only when we had done examination, and I ^reo 
tny thoughts that the neglect of the Gunner of the ship was 
as great as I thought any neglect could bo, which might by 
the law deserve death, but Commissioner Middleton did declare 
that he was against giving the sentence of death, we with- 
drew, as not being of the Court, and so left them to do what 
they pleased ; and, while they were debating it, the Boatswain 
of the ship did bring us out of the kettle a piece of hot salt 
beef, and some brown bread and brandy ; and there we did 
make a little meal, but so good aa I never would desire to 
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eat better meat while I live, only I wonld have cleaner disheB. 
By and by they had done, and called ua down from the 
quarter-deck ; aad there we find they do sentence that the 
Gunner of " The Defyance" Bhoald stand npon "The Ghariee" 
three hours with hia fault writ upon his breast, and wiUi » 
halter about his neck, and so be made incapable of any aer- 
vice. The truth is, the man do seem, and is, I believe, a 
good man ; but his neglect, in trusting a girl to cany fire 
into his cabin, ia not to be pardoned. This being done, we * 
took boat and honie ; and there a good supper was ready for 
us, which should have been our dinner. The Captuns, 
desirous to be at London, went away presently for Graree- 
end, to get thither by this night's tide ; and so we to supper, 
it baring been a great snowy and mighty cold, foul day; 
and so after sapper to bed. 

26th. Up, and with Middleton all the mwning at the 
Docke, looking over the storehouses and Gomnussioner Pett's 
house, in order to Captain Oox's coming to live there in his ^ 
Btead, as Gommissiouer. Bat it is a mighty pretty house ; 
and pretty to see how every thing is said to be out of repair 
for this new man, though 10?. would put it into as good con- 
dition in every thing ae it ever was in, so free every body is 
of the King's money ! And so to dinner at the Hill-House; 
and after dinner, till eight at night, close, Middleton and T, 
examining the businera of Mr. Pett, about selling a boat, and 
we find him a very knave ; and some other qnarreU of his, 
wherein, to justify himself, he hathmade complaints of others, 
l^iis being done, we to supper, and eo to talk, Commissioner 
Middleton being mighty good company upon a Jonmey, and 
so to bed, thinking howmerry my people are at this time, 
Tom and Jane being to have been married this day, it being 
also my feast for my being cut of the stone, but how many 
years I do not remember, but I think it to be about ten or 
eleven. 

27^. After drinking a little battered ale, Huchinson and 
I took ooaah, and, exceedingly merry in talk, to Dartford ; 
Middleton finding stories of his own life at Barbadoes, and 
up and down at Venice, and elsewhere, that are mighty pretty, 
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and WDrth hearing ; and he is a strange good companion, and 
droll npon the road, uwre than ever I ooold hare thought to 
have been in him. Took coach again, and got home about 
six at night, it being all the morning as cold, snowy, windy, 
and rtdny day, as an; in the whole winter past, bat pretty 
dear in the afternoon. I find all well, but my wife abroad 
with Jane, who was married yesterday. By and by my wife 
comes, and there I hear how merry they were yesterday, and 
I am glad at it, they being married, it seems, very hand- 
somely, at Islington ; and dined at the old house, and lay in 
onr bine chamber, with much company, and wonderful merry. 
The. Turner smd Mary Batelier bridesmaids, and Talbot Fepya 
and W. Hewer bridesmen. 

28th. (Lord's day.) To the Office with :fom,who looks mighty 
snug npon his marriage, as Jane also do, both of whom I did give 
joy, and so Tom and I to work at the Office aJl the morning 
till dinner, and then dined, W. Batelier with us ; and so after 
dinner to wtu-k again, and sent for Gibson, and kept him also 
till eight ai. night, doing nmoh business. And so, that being 
done, and my Joomal writ, my eyes being rery bad, and 
every day worse and worse, I fear: but I find it moat 
certain that stronge drinks do make my eyes sore, as they 
have done heretofore always ; for, when I was in the coimtry, 
when my eyes were at the best, their stronge beere would 
make my eyes sore: so home to supper, and by and by 
to bed. 

29th. Up, and by water to White Hall ; and there to the 
Duke of York, to show myself, after my journey to Chatham, 
but did no business to-day with him ; only after gone from 
him, I to Sir T. Cliffi>rd's ; and there, after an hour's waiting 
he being alone in his closet, I did speak with him, and give 
him the account he gave me to draw np, and he did like it 
Ter; well ; and then fell to talk of the bnsiness of the Navy: 
and givisg me good words, did fall foal of the conetitatiiRi of 
the Board, and then did disoover his thoughts, that Sir J. 
Hinnes was too (Ai, and so was' Colonel Middleton, and that 
my Lord founder did mind bis mathematics too much. I 
did not ^v« moeh enoonragcHnent to that of finding fonlt with 
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my fellow-officers ; but did stand np for the constitution, luid 
did say that vhat faults there were ia our Office would be 
found not to arise from the constitution, hat from the failures 
of the officers in whose hands it was. This he did seem to 
pve good ear to ; bnt did give me of myself very good words, 
which pleased me well, though I shall not build ai>0D them 
any thing. Thence home ; and after dinner by water with 
Tom down to Greenwich, he reading to me all the way, 
coming and going, my collectiona out of the Duke of York's 
old msnnscript of the Navy, which Z have bound up, and do 
please me mightily. At Greenwich I came to Captain Cocke's, 
where the house fnll of company, at the burial of James 
Temple, who, it seems, hath been dead these five days : here 
I had a very good ring, which I did give my wife as soon as 
I come home. I spent my time there walking in the garden, 
talking with Jiraies Pierce, who tella me that he is certun 
that the Duke of Buckingham had been with his wenches all 
the time that he was absent, which was all the last week, 
nobody knowing where he was. The great talk is of the 
King's being hot of late against Conventicles, and to see 
whether the Duke of Bnckingham's being retamed will turn 
the King, which will make him very^pular; and some think 
it is his plot to make the King thus, to show his power in 
the making him change his mind. Bat Pierce did tell me 
that the King did certainly say, that he who took one stona 
from the church, did take two from his Grown. By and by 
the corpse came out ; and I with Sir Bichard Browne add 
Mr. Evelyn, in their coach to the church, where Mr. Plume 
preached. I, in the midst of the sermon, did go oat, and 
walked all alone round to Deptford : and so to the King's 
Tard, and there my boat by order met me, and home. ^I^ 
day my new chamber-maid, that comes in the room of Jaoo. 
ia come, Jane and Tom lying at their own lodging this night : 
the new maid's namo is Matt, a proper and very comely maid. 
This day also onr cook-mud Bridget went away, which I was 
sorry for ; but, just at her going, she was found to be a thief, 
and so I was the less troubled for it ; but now onr whole 
house will, in a manner, be new, which, since Jane ia gone, I 
am not at all sorry for. 
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80th. TTp, and with Sir W. Coventry, to see sod discourse 
with him ; and he tells me that he hath lately been with my 
Iiord Keeper, and had much dtsconrae abont the Nary ; and 
particularly he tells me that he finds they are divided touching 
me, and my Lord Brouncker ; some are for removing us, and 
some for keeping ub. He told my Lord Keeper that it would 
cost the King 10,000Z. before he had made another as fit to 
aerre him in the Kavy as I am j which, though I believe it 
is true, yet I am much pleased to have that character given 
me by Sir W. Coventry, whatever be the suoctss of it. But 
I perceive they do think that I know too much, and shall 
impose upos whomever shall come next, and therefore must 
be removed, though he tells me that Sir T. Clifi'ord is inclined 
well enough to me, and Sir T. OBbomo ; by what I have 
lately done, I suppose. This news ia but what I ought not 
to be nrach troubled for, considering my incapacity, in regard 
to my eyes, to continue long at this work. To the Office, 
where all the morning ; and Sir W. Pen, the firat time that 
he hath been here since his being last sick, which, I think, is 
two or three months ; and I think will be the last that he 
win be here as one of the Board, he now inviting us all to 
dine with him, as a parting dinner, on Thursday next, which 
I am glad of, I am sure ; for he is a very villain. 

Slst. Up, and by water to Sir W. Coventry's, there to 
talk with him abont business of the Navy, and received ftvm 
him direction what to advise the Dnke of York at this time, 
which was, to submit and give way to the King's naming a 
man or two, that the people about him have a mind should 
be brought into the Navy, and perhaps that may stop their 
"farj in running further against the whole; and this, he 
believes, will do it. After much discourse with Mm, I walked 
out with him into St. James's Park, where, b«ng afrud to 
be seen with him, he having not leave yet to kiss the King's 
hand, but notice taken, as I hear, of all that go to him, I did 
make the pretence oP my attending the Tangier Committee, 
to take my leave, though to serve him I should, I think, sttok 
at nothing. At the Committee, this morning, my Lord Mid- 
ffleton declares at last bis being ready to go, as soon aa ever

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monej can be made ready to pay the gairiaon : and so I hare 
orders to get money, but how soon I know not. Thence 
borne, and there find Mr. Shcres, of whom I find my wife of 
late to talk with mighty kindness ; and particularly he bath 
shewn himaelf to be a poet, and that she do mightily Talue 
him for. He did not stay to dine with us, but we to dinner ; 
and then, in the afternoon, my vrife being very well dressed by 
her new maid, we abroad, to make a visit to Mrs. Pickering; 
but she abrQad again, and so we never yet saw her. Thence 
to Dancre's, and there saw onr pictures which are in doing; 
and I did choose a view of Rome instead of Hampton Court ; 
and mightily pleased I shall be in them. Here were Sir 
Charles Cotterell and his eon bespeaking something ; both 
ingenious men, I hear. Thence my wife and I to the Park; 
and pretty store of company ; and so home with great content : 
and so ends the montb, my mind in pretty good content for 
all things, bat the designs on foot to bring aJteratione in the 
Office, whioh trouble me. 

April 1st. Up, and with Colonel Middleton, at the desire of 
Bear-Admiral Kempthornc, the President, for our assisting 
them, to the Conrt-martiall on board a yacht io the Birer 
here, to try the hnsiness of the Purser's compltunts, Baker 
against Trevanion, his Commander, of "The Dartmou^." 
But, Lord ! to see what wretched doings there were among 
all the Commanders to min the Purser, and defend the Captain 
in all his rogueries, he it to the prejudice of the King or 
Parser, no good man could bear ! I confess I was pretty 
high, which the young gentlemen Commanders did not like; 
and Middleton did the same. But could not bring it to any 
issue this day, sitting till two o'clock ; and therefore we being 
sent for, went to Sir W. Fen's by invitation to dioe ; where 
my wife was, and my Lord Brouncker and his mistress, and 
Sir J. Minnee and his niece ; and here a bad dinner, and little 
mirth, I being little pleased with my host. However, I make 
myself sociable ; and bo, after dinner, mf wife and I, with my 
Lord BrooQcker and his mistress, who set us down at my cozes 
Turner's, and there we stud awhile and talked; and particu- 
larly here we met with Dr. Ball, the Parson of the Temple, 
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irho did tell me a great many pretty Btoriea about tlie manner 
of the Parsons being paid for thew- preaching at Paul's here- 
tofore, and now, and the ground of the Lecture, and for the 
names of the founders thereof, Trhich were many, at some 5s., 
Bome 68. per annum towards it ; and had their names read in 
the pulpit every sermon among those holy persons that the 
Church do order a collect for, ^ring Qod thanks for. 

2d. To White Hall, and there to the Duke of York's lodg- 
ings, whither he, by and by, by his appointment came : and 
alone with him an hour in his closet, telling him mine and Sir 
W. Coventry's advice touching the present posture of the 
IXavj, as the Duke of Buckingham and the rest do now labour 
to make changes therein ; and that it were best for him to 
suffer the King to be satisfied with the bringing in of a man 
or two whom they desire. I did also give the Duke of York 
» short account of the history of the Navy as to our Office, 
wherewith he was very well satisfied: but I do find that he is 
pretty stiff against their bringing in of men against his mind, 
as the Treasurers were, and particularly against Child's ' com- 
ing in, because he is a merchant. After much discourse with 
hira,we parted ; and the Council sat, while I stwd waiting for 
hia telling me when I should be ready to give him a written 
account of the administration of the Navy, which caused me 
to wait the whole afternoon, till night. In the mean time, 
stepping to the Duchess of York's side to speak with Ijady 
Peterborough, I did see the young Dnchees,^ a little child in 
hanging sleeves, dance most finely, so as almost to ravish me, 
her ears were so good : taught by a Frenchman that did here- 
tofore teaoh the King, and all the King's children, and the 
Queen-Mother herself, who do still dance well. Thence to 
the council door, and Mr. Cheffinch took me into the back 
stairs, and there with his friend, Mr. Fowkes, for whom he is 
very solicitous in some things depending in this Office, he did 
make me, with some others that he took in (among others, 
Alderman Backwell) eat a pickled herring, the largest I ever 
saw. And drink variety of wines till I was almost merry ; hut 
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I did keep m good time ; and bo, after the Council was up, I 
home ; and there find my wife not yet come from Deptford, 
■where she hath been all this day to see her mother. This 
night I did bring home from the King's pottecary's, in White 
Hall, by Mr. Cooling's direction, a water that he says is 
mighty good for his eyes. I pray Ood it may do me good ; 
but, by his description, his disease was the same as nune, and 
this do encourage me to use it. 

Sd. Up, and to the Council of War agaiu, with tOddleton; 
and the proceedings of the Commanders so devilishly bad, and 
EO professedly partial to tho Captain, that I could endure it 
no longer, bat took occasion to pretend business at the Office 
and away, and Colonel Middleton with me, who was of the 
same mind, and resolved to declare our minds freely to the 
Duke of York about it. 

4th. (Lord's day.) Up, and to church, where Alderman 
Backwell's wife, by inTitation with my leave, come up with 
her mother, and sat with us, and after sermon I did walk wjth 
them home, and there left them, and home to dinner. After 
dinner with Sir J. Minnes and T. Middleton to White Hall, 
by appointment; and at my Lord Arlington's the Office did 
attend the King and Gable, to discourse of the further quantity 
of victuals fit to be declared for,' which was 2000 men for six 
months ; and bo home withont more ado or stay there, hear* 
ing no news but that Sir Thomas Allen is to he expected every 
hour at home with his fieete, or news of his being gone back 
to Algier. The Qneen-Mother hath been of late mighty ill, 
and some fears of her death. 

5th. With Greed walking in the garden, and talking about 
our Office, and Child's coming in to be a Commissioucr ; and, 
being his friend, I did think he might do me a kindness to 
learn of him what the Duke of Buckingham and the faction 
do design touching me, and to instil good words concerning 
me, which he says, aud I believe he will : and it is but neces- 
sary ; for I have not a mind indeed at this time to be put ont 
of my Office, if I can make any shif^ that is honourable to 
keep it: but I will not do it by desertin g the Duko of York. 
■ Xhs oOdal cipTHiioE nUIaied 
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At noon b; appointment comes Mr. Sheres, and he and I to 
Unthauke's, where my wife stays for uh in our coach, and 
Settj Turner vich her ; and we to the Mulberry Garden, 
-ffbere Sheres is to treat as with a Spanish OUo,' by a cook 
of his acquaintance that is there, that was with my Lord in 
Spain: and withoat any other company, he did do it, and 
mighty nobly; and the Otio was indeed a very noble dish, 
such aa I never saw better, or any more of. This, and the 
disoonrse he did give us of Spain, and description of the 
Escuriall, was a fine treat. So we left other good things, that 
would keep till night, for a collation ; and, with much con- 
tent, took coach again, and went five or six miles towards 
Branford, where the Prince of Tuscany,' who comes into 
England only to spend money and see onr country, comes into 
the town to-day, and is much expected; and we met him, but 
the coach passing by apace, we could not see much of him, 
but he seems a very jolly and good comely man. By the way, 
we overtook Captain Ferrers upon his fine Spanish horse, and 
he is a fine horse indeed ; but not so good, I think, as I have 
seen some. He did ride by as most of the way, and with us 
to the Park, and there left us, where we passed the evening, 
and meeting The. Turner, Talbot, W. Batelier, and hb sister, 
in a coach, we anon took them with us to the Mulberry 
Garden ; and there, after a walk, to supper upon what was 
left at noon ; and very good ; only Mr. Shores being taken 
suddenly ill for a while, did spoil our mirth ; and by and by 
was well again, and we mighty merry ; and so broke np, and 
left him at Charing Cross, and so calling only at my cozen

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Turner's, away home, mightily pleased witU the day's work, 
This day come another new mayd, for a middle mayd, but 
her name I know not yet ; and, for a cook-maid, we have, ever 
since Bridget went, used a blackmoore of Ktr. Batelier's, Doll, 
who dresses oar meat mighty well, and we mightily pleased 
with her. 

6th. To Mr, Batelier's to dinner, where my cozen Tomer 
and both her danghtera, and Talbot Pepys and my wife, and 
a mighty fine dinner. They at dinner before I come, and, 
when I had dined, I away home, and thence to White Hall, 
where the Board waited on the Duke of York ; and Middle- 
ton and I did in plain terms acquaint him what we thought 
and had obserrcd in the late Court-martiall, which the Duke 
did givo ear to ; and though he thinka not fit to revoke what 
is already dono in this case by a Oourt-martiall, yet it shall 
bring forth gome good laws in the behaviour of Captains to 
their under officers for the time to come. Thence home, and 
after a while at the Office,-come home my wife, who hath 
been at Batelier's late, and dancing with the company, at which 
I seemed a little troiAled, not being sent for myself, but I 
was not much so, but went to bed well enough pleased. 

7th, By coach to my cozen Turner's, and invited them to 
dine at the Cocke to-day, with my wife and me; and so to the 
Lords of the Treasury, where all the morning, and settled 
matters to their liking about the assignments on the Customes, 
between the Navy Office and Victualler, and to that end spent 
moat of the morning there with D. Gauden. I to the New 
Exchange, to talk with Betty,' my little sempstress ; and so 
to Mrs. Turner's, to call them to dinner, bnt my wife not 
come, I hack again, and was overtaken by a porter, with a 
message from my wife that she was ill, and could not come 
to us : so I hack again to Mrs. Turner's, and find them gone ; 
and BO back again to the Cocke, and there find Mrs. Turner, 
Betty, and Talbot Pepys, and they dined with myself, Sij D. 
Gauden and Gibson, and mighty merry, this bouse being 
famous for good meat, and particularly pease-porridge. After 
dinner broke up, and they away; and I to the Council- 
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Chamber, and there heard the great complaint of the 'City, 
tried against the gentlemen of the Temple, for the late riot, 
as the; noold have it. when m; Lord Major was there. 
Bnt, upon hearing the whole business, the City was certainly 
to blame to charge them in this manner as with a riot ; but 
the King and Council did forbear to determine any thing in 
it, till the other buHioesa of the title and privilege be decided, 
which is now under dispute at law between them, whether the 
Temple be within the liberty of the City or no.' But I was 
sorry to see the City so ill advised as to complain in a thing 
where their proofs were so weak. Thence to my cozen 
Turner's, and thence with her and her daughters, and her 
sister Turner, I carrying Setty in my lap, to Talbot's chamber 
at the Temple, where, by agreement, the poor rogue had a 
pretty dish of anchovies and sweetmeats for them ; and hither 
come Mr. £den,^ who was in his mistress's disfavour ever since 
the oUier night that he come in thither fuddled, when we were 
there. But I did make them friends by my buffoonery, and 
bringing up a way of filing their names, and making 
Theophila spell Lamton, which she would have to be the name 
of Mr. Sden's mistress, and mighty merry we were till late. 
This day I do hp&r that Betty Tamer is to be left at school 
at Hackney, which I am mightily pleased with ; for then, I 
shall, now and then, see her. She is pretty, and a girl for 
that, and her relatioos, I love. 

8th. Up, and to White Hall, to the King's side, to find 
Sir T. Clifford, where the Duke of York came and found 
me, which I was sorry for, for fear he should think I was 
making friends on that side. Bnt I did put it off the best I 
'could, my being there : utd so, by and by, had opportonity 
alone to show Sir T. Clifford the fair account I had drawn up 
of the (Justomes, which he liked, and seemed mightily pleased 
with me; and so away to the ExciBe-0£Bce, to do a little

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bnsineas tbere, and bo to the Office, Trbere ^ the morning. 
With my wife by coach to Islington, to pay what we owe 
there, for the kte dinner at Jane's wedding; and bo roimd 
by Kingsl^d and Hogfiden* home, pleased with my wife's 
singing with me, by the way. Going through Smithfield, I 
did Bee a coach run over a coachman's neck, and stand upon 
it, and yet the man rose op, and was well after it, which I 
thought a wonder. 

9th. Up, and by water to White Hall, and there, with the 
Board, attended the Duke of York, and Sir Thomas Allen 
with us (who oame to tows yesterday) ; and it is resolred 
another fleete shall go to the Streights forthwith, and he 
command it. Bat bis coming home is mighty hudly talked 
on by the merchants, for leaving their ships there to the 
mercy of the Turks : hut of this more in my White-Book. 
To the Excise-Office, and to aeveral places ; among others, to 
Mr. Faythorne's, to have seen sa inatrumeat which ho was 
said to have, for drawing perspectives, but he had it not : hut 
here I did see his workhouse, and the best things of his doing 
he had by him. 

10th. After dinner comes Mr. Seymour to visit me, a 
talking fellow; hut I hear by him that Captain Trevanion do 
give it out everywhere, that I did over-rule the whole Court- 
martiall against him, so long as I was there; and perhapa I 
may receive, at this time, some wrong by it ; but I care not, 
for what I did was out of my desire to do justice. 

11th. (Easter day.) Up, and to Church: where Alderman 
Backcwell's lady, and mother, and boy, aud another gentle 
woman, did come, and sit in our pew ; but no women of oar 
own there, and so there was room enough. Our Parson made 
a dull sermon, and so home to dinner ; and, af^er dinner, my 
wife and I by coach, and Baity with us. to Loton,' the land- 
scape-drawer, a Dntehman, living in St. James's Market,' but 
there saw no good pictures. But by accident he did direct 
UB to a painter that was then in the House with him, a Ihitch-

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mnn, newly come over, odo Verelst,' who took ns to his 
lodging close by, aad did show as a little flower-pot of his 
drawing, the finest thing that ever, I think, I saw in my life ; 
the drops of dew hanging on the leaves, so as I was forced, 
agnin and again, to put my finger to it, to feel whether my 
eyes were deceived or no. He did ask TOl. for it: I had the 
vanity to bid him 201. ; bat b better pictnre I never saw in 
Dy whole life ; and it is worth going twenty miles to see it. 
Thence, leavisg Baity there, I took my wife to St. James's, 
and there carried her to the Queen's Chapel, the first time I 
ever did it ; and heard excellent mnsiok, but not bo good as 
by accident I did hear there yesterday, as I went through the 
Park from White Hall to see Sir W. Coventry, which 1 have 
forgot to set down in my Jonmal yesterday. And going oat 
of the Chapel, I did see the Prince of Toscwiy' come ont, a 
comely, black, fat man, in a mourniDg suit; and my wife and 
I did see him this afWrnoon throngh n window in this Chapel. 
AH that Sir W. Coventry yesterday did tell me new was, that 
the King would not yet give him leave to come to kiss bis 
hand ; and he do believe that he will not in a great while do 
it, till those about Mm shall see fit, which I am sorry for. 
Thence to the Park, my wife and I ; and here Sir W. Coventry 
did Snt see me and my wife in a coach of our own; and so 
did also this night the Duke of York, who did eye my wife 
mightily. But I begin to donbt that my being so much seen 
in my own coach at this time, may be observed to my pre- 
judice; bnt I must venture it now. So home, and so set 
down my Journal, with the help of my left eye through my 
tube,' for fourteen days past; which is so much, as, I hope, I 
shall not run in arrear again, but the badness of my eyes do 
force me to it. 

12tb. The whole Office attended the Doke of York at bis 
meetiag with Sir Thomas Allen and several flag-officers, to 
consider of the matter of managing the war with Algiers ; and, 
it being a thing I was wholly silent in, I did only observe;

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and find that their manner of diBcourse ob thia weighty affair 
■was very mean and disoracrly, the Duke of York himself 
being the man that I thought spoke moat to the purpose. 
Meeting Mr. Sheres, took bJm to see the fine flower-pot I saw 
yesterday, and did again offer 20^ for it ; but he [TerelstJ 
insists on 501. By and by to my wife at Unthanke's, and 
with her was Jane, and so to the Cocke, where they, and I, 
and Sheres, and Tom, dined, my wife having a great desire 
to eat of their soup made of pease. By water to the Bear- 
Garden, and there happened to sit by Sir Fretcheville Hollia, 
who is still full of hia vain-glorious and prophane talk. Here 
we saw a prize fought between a soldier and a country fellow, 
one Warrell, who promised the least in his looks, and per- 
formed the moat of valour in his boldness and evenness of 
mind, and smiles in all he did, that ever I saw ; and we were 
all both deceived and infinitely taken with him. He did 
soundly beat the soldier, and cut him over the head. Thence 
back to White Hall, mightily pleased, all of us, with this 
• sight, and particularly this fellow, as a most extraordinary 
man for his temper and evenness in fighting. Home, and 
after sitting a while, thrumming upon my viall, and singing, 
I to bed, and left my wife to do something to a wabtcoat and 
petticoat she is to wear to-morrow. This evening, coming 
home, we overtook Alderman Backewell's coach and his lady, 
and followed them to their house, and there made them the 
first visit, where they received us with extraordinary civility, 
and owning the obligation. But I do, contrary to my expecta- 
tion, find her something a proud and Taio-glorions woman, in 
telling the number of her servants and family and expenses : 
he is also so, but he was ever of that strain. But here he 
showed me the model of his houses that he is going to build 
in Cornhill and Lumbard Street ; but he hath purchased so 
much there, that it looks like a little town, and must have 
cost him a great deal of money. 

ISth. t by hackney-coach to the Spittle,' and heard a piece 
of a dull sermon to my Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and 
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thence Baw them all take horse and ride away, which I have 
not seen together maDy a-day ; their wives also WMit in their 
coaches ; and, indeed, the sight was mighty pleasing. Thence 
took occasion to go back to a milliner's in Fenchurch Street, 
whose name I nnderstand to be Gierke ; and there, her hus- 
band inviting me np to the balcony, to see the Show go by to 
dinner, at Clothworker's-Hall,' I did go up and there saw it 
go by : and then, there being a good piece of cold roast beef 
upon the table, one Margetti, a young merchant that lodges 
there, and is likely to marry a sister of hers, and I staid and 
eat, and had much good conversation with her, who hath the 
vanity to talk of her great friends and father, one Wingate, 
near Welling,' that hath been a Parliament-man. Here also 
was Stapely, the rope-merchant, and dined with us; and, 
after spending most of the afternoon also, I away home ; and 
by water to White Hall to look, among other things, for Mr. 
May, to unbespeak his dining with me to-morrow. Home by 
water, and there I find Talbot Pepys, and Mrs. Turner, and 
Betty, come to invite us to dinner on Thursday ; and, after 
drinking, saw them to the water-side. 

14th. Up, and with W. Hewer to White Hall, and there 
I did speak with the Duke of York, the Council sitting in the 
morning, and it was to direct me to have my business ready 
of the Administration of the Office against Saturday next, 
when the King would have a hearing of it. To the Duke of 
Tort's playhouse, and there saw " The Impcrtiaests," a play 
which pleases me well still ; but it is with great trouble that 
I now see a play, because of my eyes, the light of the candles 
making it very troublesome to me. After the play to Creed's, 
and there find him and his wife together alone, in their new 
house, where I never was before ; and a pretty house it is ; 
but I do not see that they intend to keep any coach. Here

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they treat us like BtrangerB, quite according to the faahion— 
nothing to drink or eat, which is a thing that ^11 spoil our 
ever having any acquaintance with them ; for wo do continue 
the old freedom and kindness of England to all our friends. 
They do here talk mightily of mj Lady Paulina making a 
very good end, and being mighty religious in her lifetime ; 
and she faath left many good notes of sermons and religion, 
mote with her ovn hand, which nobody ever knew of; which 
I am glad of: but she was always a peevish lady. 

15th. To my cozen Turner's, where I find they are gone 
all to dinner to Fovy's, and thither I, and there they were 
all, and W. Batelier and his sister, and had dined ; but I had 
good things brought me, and then all up and down the honse, 
and mightily pleased to see the fine rooms : but, the truth is, 
there are bo many bad pictures, that do make the good ones 
lose much of the pleasure in seeing them. The. and Betty 
Turner in new flowered tabby gowne, and so we were pretty 
merry. So, about five or six o'clock, away, and I took my 
wife and the two Bateliera, and carried them homeward, and 
W. Baf«lier 'lighting, I carried the women round by Isling- 
ton, and so down Bisbopagate Street home, and there to talk 
and sup, and then to bed. 

16th. My wife being gone abroad with W. Hewer, to see the 
new play to-day, at the Duke of York's house, " Guzman ;" 
I dined alone with my people, and in the afternoon away by 
coach to White Hall, and there the Office attended the 
Duke of Tork ; and being despatched pretty soon, and told 
we should not wait on the King, as intended, till Sunday, I 
thence presently to the Duke of York's playhouse, and there, 
in the ISd- seat, did get room to see almost three acts of the 
play ; but it seemed to me but very ordinary. After the 
play done, I into the pit^ and there find my wife and W. 
Hewer ; and Shcres got to them, which, so jealous is my 
nature, did trouble me, thongh my judgment tells mo there 
IB no hurt in it, on neither side ; but here I did meet with 
Sbadwell, the poet, who, to my great wonder, do tell me that 
my Lord of [Orrery] did write this play, trying what ho 
could do io comedy, since his heroiquc plays could do no 
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more wonders. This clo trouble me ; for it is as mean a 
thing, and so he sajB, as hatli been upon the stage a great 
while ; and Harris, who hath no part in it, did come to me, 
and told me in discourse that he was glad of it, it being a 
pla; that will not take.' 

17th. At noon home to dinner, and there find Mr. Fierco, 
the surgeon, and he dined with us ; and there hearing that 
"The Alchymiat" was acted, we did go, and took him with 
OS to the King's house ; and itjs still a good plajr, having not 
been acted for two or three years before ; but I do miss Clnn,' 
for the Doctor,^ To Sir W. OoTcntry's, reading over first 
my draught of the Admioistration of the Kavy, which he do 
like very well; and so fell to talk of his late disgrace, and 
how basely and in what a mean manner the Duke of Sucking- 
ham hath proceeded against him — not like a man of honour. 
He tells me that the King will not give another answer about 
his coming to kiss bis hands, than "Not yet." But he says 
that this that he desires, of kissing the King's hand, is oi^y 
to show to the world that he is not discontented, and not ia 
any desire to come again into play, though I do perceive that 
he speaks this with less earnestness than heretofore : and this^ 
it may be, is, from what he told me lately, that the King ia 
offended at what is talked, that be hath declared himself 
desirous not to have to do with any employment mora. But 
he do tell me that the leisttre he hath yet had do not at all 
begin to be burdensome to him, he knowing how to spend 
his time with content to himself: and that he hopes shortly 
to contract his expence, so as that he sh^ not be under any 
straits in that respect neither ; and so seoms to be in very 
good condition of content. Thence I away over the Park, it 
being now night, to White Hall, and there, in the Duchess's 
chamber, do find the Doke of York ; and, upon my offer to 
apeak with him, he did come to me, and withdrew to his 
closet, and there did hear and approve my paper of the 
Adnunistration of the Navy, only did bid me alter these

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words, "upon the rupture between the late King and the 
Parliament," to these, "the beginning of the late Rebellion ;" 
giving it me as bat reason to ehow that it was through the 
Bobellion that the Kavj was put out of ita old good coarse, 
into that of a CommisBlon. Having done this, we fell to 
other talk ; he with great confidence telling me how matters 
go among our adversaries, in reference to the Navy, and 
that he thinks thej do begin to flag ; but then, beginmng 
to talk in general of the excellency of old constitations, he 
did bring out of his cabinet, and made roe read it, an extract 
out of a book of my late Lord of Northumberland's, so 
prophetic of the business of Chatham, as is almost miraculous.' 
I did desire, and he did give it me to copy out, which pleased 
me mightily. 

18th. (Lord's day.) To my Office again, to examine the 
fair draught; and so, borrowing Sir J. Minnes's coach, he 
going with Colonel Middleton, I to White Hall, where we all 
met and did sign it ; and then to my Lord Arlington's, where 
the King, and the Duke of Tork, and Prince Rupert, as also 
Ormond and the two Secretaries, with my Lord Ashly and 
Sir T. Clifford, were. And there, by and by, being called in, 
Mr. Williamson did read over our paper, which was in a 
letter to the Duke of York, bound np in a book with the 
Duke of York's Book of Instructions. He read it well ; and, 
after read, we were bid to withdraw, nothing being at all said 
to it. And by and by we were called in again, and nothing 
said to that business ; but another begun, about the state of 
this year's action, and our want of money, as I had stated 
the same lately to our Treasurers ; which I was bid, and cUd 
largely, and with great content, open. And having so done, 
we all withdrew, and loft them to debate our supply of money; 
to which, being called in, and referred to attend on the Lords 
of the Treasury, we all departed. And I only staid in the 
House till the Council rose ; and then to the Duke of York, 
in the Duchess's chamber, where he told me that the book

ia all we can desire, and so that rested. The Dtike of York 
then went to other talk ; and by and by comes the Prince of 
Tnscany to visit him, and the Dnehess ; and I find that he 
do etill remain in cm/ntto, and so intends to do, all the time he 
stays here, for avoiding tronble to the King and himself, and 
ezpence also to both. Thence I to White Hall Gate, thinking 
to have found Sir J. Minnea's coach staying for me ; bat, not 
being there, and this being the first day of rain we have bad 
many a day, the streets being as duaty as in summer, I forced 
to walk to my cozen Turner's, and there, having kiBsed and 
taken leave of Betty, who goes to Putney to school to-morrow, 
I walked through the rain to the Temple, and there, with 
mnch ado, got a coach, and so home. 

19th. Up, and with Tom, whom, with his wife, I and my 
wife, had this miming taken occasion to tell that I did intend 
to give him 40f. for himself, and 201. to his wife, towards 
their setting out in the world, and that my wife would give 
her 2021 more, that she might have as much to begin with as 
he, by coach to White Hall. After dinner out again, and, 
calling about my coach, which was at the coachmoker's, and 
hath been for these two or three days, to be new painted, 
and the window-frames gilt against next May-day, went on 
with my hackney, to White Hall. 

20th. Up ; and to the Office, and my wife abroad with 
Mary Batelior, with our own coach, but borrowed Sir J. 
Minnes's coachman, that bq our own might stay at borne, to 
* attend at dinnw ; our family being mightily disordered by 
our little boy's falling sick the last night; and we fear it will 
prove the small-pox. At noon comes my guest, Mr. Hugh 
May,' snd with him Sir Henry Capell, my old Lord Gapell's 
son, and Mr. Parker; and I bad a pretty dinner for them; 
and both before and after dinner had excellent discourse ; and 
showed them my closet and my Office, and the method of it, 
'to their great content ; and more extraordinary, manly dia-

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course and opportunity of showing myself, and learning fiom 
otKers, I have not, in ordinary discourse, Kad in my life, they 
being all persons of worth, but especially Sir H. Gapell, irhose 
being a Farliamcnt-man, and hearing my discourse in the 
Parliament-house, hath, as May tells me, given him a long 
desire to know and discourse with me. In the afternoon we 
walked to the Old Artillery-Ground' near the Spitalfields, 
where I never was before, but now, by Captain Deane's 
invitation, did go to see his new gun tryed, this being the 
place where the Officers of the Ordnance do try all their 
great gons ; and when we came, did find that the trial had 
been made ; and they going away with estraordinary report 
of the proof of his gun, which, from the shortness and bigness, 
they do call Punchinello. But I desired Colonel Legg to 
stay and give us a sight of her performance, which he did, 
and there, in short, against a gun more than as long and as 
heavy again, and charged with aa much powder again, she 
carried the same bullet as strong to the mark, and nearer and 
shove the mark at a point blank than their 'a, and is more 
easily managed, and recoileB no more than that, which is a 
thing BO extraordinary as to be admired for the happiness 
of his invention, and to the great regret of the old Gunners 
and Officers of the Ordnance that were there, only Oolonel 
Legg did do her much right in bta report of her. And so, 
having seen this great and first experiment, we all parted, I 
seebg my guests into a hackney'-coach, and myself, with 
Captain Deane, taking a hackney-coach, did go out towards 
Bow, and went as far as Stratford, and all the way talking 
of this invention, and he offering me a third of the profit of 
it i which, for aught I know, or do at present think, nay 
prove matter considerable to us : for either the King will 
give him a reward for it, if he keeps it to himself, or he 
wUl give us a patent to make our profit of it ; and no doubt 
but it will be of profit to merchantmen and others, to have

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gona of the Bsme force &t half the charge. This iraa onr 
talk : and then to talk of other thicgB, of the Navy in general : 
vai, among other things, he did tell me that he do hear hoir 
the Dnke of BQckingham hath a spite at me, which I knew 
hefore, bat value it not : and he teTlB me that Sir T. Alletl 
IB not my &iend ; bnt for all this I am not much tronbled, 
for I know myself bo usefnll that, as I believe, they will 
not part with me ; ao I thank Ood myo ondition is snoh 
that I can retire, and be able to lire with comfort, thongh 
not with abnndance. 

2lBt. Up ; and with my own coach as far as the Temple, 
and thence sent it to my cozen Tunier, who, to ease her own 
hones, that are going with her ont of town, do borrow mine. 
To Auditor Wood's, and met my Lord BellaBsis upon some 
bnsineae of his accounts. Attended the Duke of York a little, 
being the first time of my waiting on him at St. James's this 
summer, whither he is now newly gone ; and thence walked 
to White Han ; and so, by and by, to the Conncil^Chamber, 
and heard a remarkable cause pleaded between the Farmers 
of the Excise of Wiltshire, in complunt against the Justices 
of Peace of Salisbury ; and Sir H. Finch was for the former. 
But, Lord ! to see how he did with his admirable eloqnenoe 
order the matter, la not to be conceived almost ; so pleasant 
> thing it is to hear him plead. By and by cornea my cozea 
Turner, and The.« and Joyce, in their riding clothes, they 
being come from their lodgings to her husband's chamber, at 
the Temple, and there to lie, and propose to go out of town 
on Friday next ; and here I had a good dinner for them. 
After dinner by water to White H4U, where the Duke of York 
did meet our Office, and went with us to the Lords Commia* 
Bionere of the Treasury ; »&d there we did go over all Uie 
business of the state I had drawn up, of this year's action and 
expence, which I did do to their satisfaction, and convincing 
them of the necessity of providing more money, if possible, for 
ns. Thence the Duke of York being gone, I did there stay 
walking with Sir H. Cholmly in the Court, talking of news ; 
where he told me, that now the great design of the Duke of 
Buckingham is to prevent the meeting, since he cannot bring

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ftbont vith the King the diaaolving of tluB Fftrliament, that 
the King may not ne«d it ; and therefore mj Lord St. Albans 
is hourly expected with great offers of a million of money,' to 
boy onr breach with the Dutch : and this, they do tlunk, may 
tempt the King to take the money, and thereby be out of a 
necessity of calling the Parhament again, which these people 
dare not suffer to meet again : but this he doabts, and so do 
I, that it nill be the ruin of the nation if we fall oat with 
Holland. My boy comos to tell me that his mistress was at 
the Gate with the coach, whither I went, and there find my 
wife and the whole company. So she and Mrs. Turner, and 
The., and Talbot, ia mine ; and Joyce, W. Batelier, and I, in 
a hackney, to Hide Park, where I was ashamed to be seen ; 
but mightily pleased, though troubled, with a drunken coacb- 
man that did not remember when we come to 'light, where it 
was that he took us up ; but said at Hammersmith, and 
thither he was carrying of us when we come first out of the 
park. So I carried them all to Hercules-Pillars, and there 
did treat them : and so, about ten at night, parted, and 
my wife, and I, and W. Batelier, home ; and he gone, we to 
bed. 

22d. Up, and to the Office, where all the morning. At 
nooQ home to dinner, and Captain Deane with us ; and very 
good discourse, and particularly about m j getting a hook for 
him to draw up hie whole theory of shipping, which, at my 
desire, he hath gone far in, and hath shown me what he hath 
done therein, to admiratioQ. I did give him a Parallelogram, 
which he is mightUy taken with ; and bo after dinner to the 
Office, where all the a^rnoon till night late, and then home. 
Vexed at my wife's not being come home, she being gone 
sgun abroad with M. Batelier, and come not home till ten 
at night, which vexed me, so that I to bed, and lay io pain 
awake till past one, and then to sleep. 

23d. Going to rise, without saying anything, my wife 
stopped me ; and, after a little angry talk, did tell me bow 
she spent all yesterday with M. Batelier, and her sweetheart, 
and seeing a play at the New Nursery, which is set ap at the

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house in LiDColn'e Inn Fields, which was fonnerlj the King's 
house. To the Gonncil-Chamber, and heard two or three 
causes; among others, that of the complaint of Sir Philip 
Howard and Watson, the inventors, as they pretend, of the 
business of varnishing arid lackerworke, against the Company 
of Painters, who take apon them to do the same thing ; where 
I saw a great inatanco of the weakness of a young Counsel 
not used to such an audience, against the Solicitor-Qeneral 
and two more able Counsel used to it. Though he had the 
nght of his side, and did prevail for what be pretended to 
against the rest, yet it irae with much disadvantage and 
hasard. Here I also heard Mr. Papillion' make his defence 
to the King against some complaints of the Farmers of 
Excise ; hut it was so weak, and done only by hiB own seek- 
ing, that it was to his injury more than profit, and made hia 
case the worse, being ill managed, and in a cause against the 
King. By agreement met my wife, and with her to the 
Codce, and did give her a dinner. Thence to the King's 
playhouse, and saw " The Generous Portngalls,"' a play that 
pleases me better and better every time we see it ; and, I 
thank God ! it did not trouble my eyes so much as I was 
afrftid it would. Here, by acoideat, ve met Mr. Sheres, and 
yet I could not but he troubled, because my wife do so de- 
light to talk of him, and to see him. Nevertheless, we took 
him with us to our mercer's, and to the Exchange, and he 
helped me to choose a summer-suit of coloured camelott, coat 
and breeches, and a flowered tabby coat very rich ; and 80 
home, where he took his leave, and down to Greenwich, 
where he hath some friends ; and I to see Colonel Middleton, 
who hath been ill for a day or two, or three ; and so homo to 
supper, and to bed. 
24th. Mr. Shores dining with us ; and my wife, which 
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troubled me, miglty careful to hare a handaome dinner for 
him ; but 7et I see no reaeon to be troubled &t it, be being a 
very civil and wortby man, I think ; but only it do aeem to 
imply Bome little neglect of me. After dinner to the King's 
house, and there saw " The GeneraP" revived — a good play, 
that pleases me well, and thence, onr coach coming for ub, we 
parted and home. Well pleased to-night to have Lead, the 
vizard-m&ker, bring me home my vizard, vith a tube faatened 
in it, which, I think, will do my hnsinesB, at least in a great 
measure, for tiie easing of my eyes. 

25th. (Lord's day.) Up, and to my Office awhile, and 
thither comes Lead with my visard, with a tube fastened 
within both eyes ; which, with the help whioh he prompts me 
to, of a glass in the tube, do cootent me mightily. To church, 
where a stranger made s dull sermon, but I mightily pleased 
to look upon Mr. Bnckworth's little pretty daughters. ' W. 
Howe came and dined with us; and then I to my Office, h« 
being gone, to write down my Journal for the last twelve 
days : and did it with the help of my vizard and tube fixed 
to it, and do find it mighty manageable, but how helpfidl to 
my eyes this trial will show me. So abroad with my wife, 
in the afternoon, to the Park, where Tery much company, and 
the weather very pleasant. I canied my wife to the Lodge, 
the fir«t time this year, uid there in our coach eat a cheese- 
cake and drank a tankard of milk. I showed her this day 
also first the Prince of Tuscany, who was in the Park, and 
many very fine lacUes. 

28th. To Lilly's, the Vamisher, who is lately dead, and 
his wife and brother keep up the trade, and there I left my 
French prints to be put on boards ; and, while I was there, a 
fire burst out in a chimney of a honse over against his house, 
but it was with a gnu quickly put out. So home, calling at 
the laceman's for some lace for my new suit, and at my tailor's, 
and Mr. Sheres dined with us, who come hither to-day to 
teach my wife the rules of perspective ; but I think, npoa 
trial, he thinks it too hard to teach her, being ignorant of the 
principle of lines. After dinner comes Colonel Macnachao,

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one that I see oftea at Gonrt, a Scotchman, but know him 
not ; only he brings me a letter from mj Lord Middleton, who, 
he Bays, is in great diatresB for 500/. to relieve m; Lord 
Morton' with, but upon what account I know not ; and be 
would have me advance it without order upon hia pay for 
Tangier, which I was astonished at, but had the grace to deny 
him with an excuse. And so he went away, leavii^ me a 
little troubled that I was thus driven, on a sudden, to do* 
any thing herein ; but Creed, coming juat now to see me, he 
approves of what I have done. And then to talk of general 
matters, and, by and by, Sheres being gone, my wife, and he, 
asd I out, and I set him down at Temple Bar, and myself 
and wife went down the Temple upon seeming business, only 
to put him off; and to the 'Change, about things for her; 
and here, at Mrs. Burnett's shop, I am told by Betty, who 
va9 all undressed, of a great fire happened m Durham-Yard- 
last night, burning the house of one Lady Hungerford,^ who 
was to come to town to it this night ; and so the house is 
burned, new furnished, by carelessness of the girl sent to 
take off a caudle from a bundle of candles, which she did by 
burning it off, and left the rest, as is supposed, on fire. The 
King and Court were here, it seems, and stopped the fire by 
blowing up of the next house. The King and Court went 
out of town to Newmarket this morning betimes, for a week. 
This night I did call at the coachmaker's, and do resolve upon 
having the standards of my coach gilt with this new sort of 
varnish, which will come but to 40g. ; and, contrary to my 
expectation, the dcung of the biggest coach all over oomea not 
to above 6L, which is [not] very much. 

27th. Up and to the Office, where all the morning. At 
noon home to dinner, and then to the Office again, where all 
the afternoon busy till late, and then home, and got my wife

to read to me in the Nepotismc,' vHcli is rcry ple&sant, and 
BO to supper and to bed. 

28th. Up, and was 'called upon by Sir H. Chomly to dis- 
course about Bomo accoantB of bis, of Tangier : and tben to 
otber talk ; and I find by him that it is brought almost to 
efiect (through the late endeavonrB of the Doke of Tork and 
Duchess, the Queen-Mother, and my Lord St. Albans, toge- 
ther with Bome of the contrary Action, as my Lord Arling- 
ton,) that for a Bum of money we shall enter into a league 
with the King of France, wherein, he Bays, my Lord Chan- 
cellor^ ia' also concerned ; and that he believes that, in the 
doing hereof, it is meant that he [Clarendon] shall come in 
again, and that this sum of money will so help the King as 
that he will not need the Farliament ; and that, in that regard 
it will be forwarded by the Duke of Buddngham and his fac- 
tion, who dread the Parliament. But hereby we must leave 
the Dutch, and that I doubt will undo us : and Sir H. 
Cholmly says he finds W. Coventry do think the like. My 
Lady Castlemaine is inBtnimental in this matter, and, he says, 
never more great with the King than she is now. But this 
is a thing that will make the Parliament and kingdom mad, 
and will turn to our mine : for with this money the King 
shall wanton away'his time in pleasures, and think nothing of 
the main till it be too late. This morning Mr. Shores sent 
me, in two volumes, Marian hiB HistoryofSpaiQe,^in Spanish, 
an excellent hook ; and I am much obliged to him for it.

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29th. Up ; and to the Office, where all the mor&iDg, and 
at noon dined at home, and then to the Office again, there to 
dispatch as much bnainess as I could, that I might be at 
liberty to-morrow to look after many things that I hare to 
do, against May-day. 

SOth. Up, and by coach to the coachmaker's : and there I 
do find a great many ladies sitting in the body of a coach 
that must be ended by to-morrow : they were my Lady Mar- 
quees of Winchester,' Bellassis,' and other great ladles, eating 
of hread and butter, and drinking ale. I to my coach, which 
is eilyered over, but no varnish yet laid on, so I put it in a 
way of doing ; and myself, about other business, and par- 
ticularly to see Sir W. Coventry, with whom I talked a good 
while to my great content ; and so to other places — among 
others, to my tailor's : and then to the belt-maker's, where 
my belt cost me 55s. of the colour of my new suit ; and here, 
understanding that the mistress of the house, an oldish woman 
in a hat, hath some water good for the eyes, she did dress me, 
making my eyes smart most horribly, and did giro mo a little 
glass of it, which I will use, and hope it will do me good. So 
to the cutler's, and there did give Tom, who was with me all 
day, a Bword cost mo 12g. and a belt of my owne ; and sent 
my own silver-hilt sword a-gilding against to-morrow. This 
morning I did visit Mr. Oldenburgh,^ and did see the instru- 
ment for perspective made by Dr. Wren,' of which I have 
one making by Browne ; and the sight of this do please me 
mightily. At noon my wife came to me at my tailor's, and 
I sent her home, and myself and Tom dined at Hercules 
Pillars ; and so about our business again, and particularly to 
Lilly's, the varnisher, about my prints, whereof some of

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them are pasted upon the boards, and to m; full content. 
ThcQcc to tile frame-maker'9, one Norria, in Long Acre, who 
showed me Bcreral forma of frames, which were pretty, ib 
little bits of motildingB, to choose patterns by. This done, I 
to my coachmaker's, and there vexed to see nothing yet done 
to my coach, at three in the afternoon ; but I set it in doing, 
and stood by till eight at night, and sav the painter van^ish 
it, irhich is pretty to see how every doing it over do make it 
more &nd more yellow: and it dries as fast in the eun as it 
can be laid on almost ; and most coaches are, now-a-days, 
done 80, and it is very pretty when iaii on well, and not too 
pale, as some are, even to show the silver. Here I did make 
the workmen drink, and saw my coach cleaned and oyled; 
and, staying among poor people there in the alley, did hear 
them call their fat child Pnnc^ which pleased me mightily, 
that word being become a word of common use for all that is 
thick and short.' At night home, and there find my wife 
hath been making herself clean against to-morrow ; and, Ute 
as it was, I did send my coachman and horses to fetch home 
the coach to-night, and so we to snpper, myself most weary 
with walking and standing so mnch, to see all things fine 
against to-morrow, and so to bed. Meeting with Mr. Shores, 
to several places, and, among others, to buy a perriwigg, bnt 
I bought none ; and also to Sanore's, where he was about my 
picture of Windsor, which is mighty pretty, and so will the 
prospect of Rome be. 

May 1st. Up betimes. Called by my tailor, and there 
first put on a sommer suit this year ; but it was not my fine 
one of flowered tabby vest, and coloored camelott tnnique, 
because it was too fine with the gold lace at the bands, that 
I was afraid to be seen in it ; but put on the stuff suit I made 
the last year, which is now repaired ; and so did go to the 
Office in it, and sat all the morning, the day looking as if it 
would be fowle. At noon home to dinner, and there find my 
irife extraordinary fine, with her flowered tabby gown that she

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made two yoftrs ago, now laced exceeding prettj ; and, indeed, 
waa line all over'; and migbty earnest to go, thongh the day 
wae very lowering ; and she would have me pnt on my fine 
suit, which I did. And so anon we went alope through the 
town with our new liveries of eerge, and the horses' manes 
and tails tied with red ribbons, and the standards gilt with 
varnish, and all clean, and green reines, that peo))le did 
mightily look upon ns; and, ths trnth is, I did not see any 
coach more pretty, though more gay, than onrs, all the day. 
But we set oat, ont of humour — I because Betty, whom t 
expected, was not come to go with us ; and my wife that I 
would sit on the same seat with her, which she likes not, being 
BO fine: and she then expected to meet Sherea, which we did 
in the Fell Mell, and against my will I was forced to take 
him into tbe coach, but was sullen all day almost, and little 
complaisant : the day being unpleasiog, though the Park full 
of coaches, but dusty and windy, and cold, and now ftnd then 
a little dribbling of rain ; and, what made it worse, there were 
80 many backnoy-coachcs as spoiled the sight of the gentle- 
men's;' and so we bad little pleasure. But here was W. 
Batelier and hia sister in a borrowed coach by themselves, and 
I took them and we to the lodge ; and at the door did give 
them a syllabub, and other things, cost me 12t., and pretty 
merry. And so back to the coaches, and there till the evea- 
ing, and then home, leaving Mr. Shores^ at St. James's Gate, 
where he took leave of us for altogether, he being this night 
to set out for Portsmouth post, in his way to Tangier, which 
troubled my wife mightily, who is mighty, though not, I 
think, too fond of him. 

2d. (Lord's day.) Up, and by water to White Hall, and 
there visited my Lord Sandwich, who, after about two months' 
absence at Hinchinbroke, came to town last night- I saw 
bim, and he was very kind ; and I am glad he is so, I having 
not wrote to him all the time, my eyes indeed not letting me. 
Here with Sir Charles Harbord, and my Lord Hinchinbroke,

and Sidney, and we looked upon the picture of Tangier, de- 
signed by Charles Harhord,' and draim hy Daacre, which my 
Lord Sandwich admires, aa being the tmeot picture that ever 
he saw in hia life : and it is indeed very pretty, and I will be 
at the coat of having one of them. Thence with them to 
White Hall, and there walked out the sermon, with one or 
other ; and then saw the Duke of York, and he talked to me 
a little, and so away back by water home. After dinner, got 
my wife to read, and then by coach, she and J, to the Park, 
and there spent the evening with much pleasure, it proving 
clear after a little shower, and we mighty fine as yesterday, 
and people mightily pleased with our coach, as I perceive; 
but I had not on my fine suit, being really afraid to wear it, 
it being so fiqc with the gold lace, though not gay. 

Sd, Up, and by coach to my Lord Brouncker's, whore Sir 
G. Carteret did meet Sir J. Minnes and me, to discourse upon 
Mr, Deering's bnainesa, who was directed, in the time of the 
war, to provide pro\'isions at Hamburgh, by Sir G. Carteret's 
direction ; and now Sir G. Carteret ia afraid to own it, it being 
done without written order. But by our meeting, we do all 
begin to recollect enough to preserve Mr. Deeriog, vhich I 
think, poor, silly man ! I should be glad of, it being too mnch 
he should suffer for endeavouring to serve us. Thence to St 
James's, where the Duke of York was playing in tlte Fell 
Mell ; and ao be called mo to him most part of the time that 
he played, which was an hour, and talked alone to me ; and 
among other things, tells me how the King will not yet be got 
to name anybody in the room of Pen, but puts it off for three 
or four days ; from whence he do collect that they are brew- 
ing something for the Kavy, but what he knows not ; but I 
perceive is resed that things should go so, and he hath reason ; 
for he told me that it is likely they will do in this as in other 
things — resolve first, and consider it and the fitness of it after- 
wards. Thence to White HaJ], and met with Creed, and dis- 
conrsed of matters ; and I perceive by him that he makes no 
doubt but that all will turn to the old religion, for these people 
cannot hold things in their bauds, nor prevent its coming to 
that ; and by h is discourse h e fits himself for it, and wonld

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have my Lord Sandvich do so, too, and me. After a little 
ttUk vith him, and particularly abont the roinoos condition of 
Tangier, which I have a great mind' to lay before tho Dake of 
York, before it be too late, bnt dare not, becanee of his great 
kindnesa to Lord Middleton, we parted, asd I homeward ; bnt 
called at Povy's, and there he stopped me to dinner, there 
being Mr. Williamson, the Lientenant of the Tower,' Mr. 
Child, and aereral others. And after dinner, Povy and I to- 
gether to talk of Tangier ; and he would hare me more the 
Duke of York in it, for it concerns bim particularly, more 
than any, as being the head of ss ; and I do think to do it. 

4th. Walked with my wifb in the garden, and my Lord 
BroDQcker with us, who is newly come to W. Pen's lodgings ; 
and by and by comes Mr. Hooke ; and my Lord, and he, and 
I into my Lord's lodgings, and there disconraed of many fine 
things in philosophy, to my great content. 

^th. Up, and thought to hare gone with Lord Bronncker 
to Mr. Hooke this morning betimes ; but my Lord is taken 
ill of the gout, and says his new lodgings hare infected him, 
he nerer baring any symptoms of it till now. So walked to 
Greaham College, to tell Hooke that my Lord could not come ; 
and BO left word, he being abroad. To St. James's, and 
tbence, with the Duke of York, to White Hall, where the 
Board waited on him all the morning : and so at noon with 
Sir Thomas Allen, and Sir Edward Scott,' and Lord Oarling- 
ford,^ to the Spanish Embassador 'a,* where I dined the first 
time. The Olio not so good as Sfaeres's. There was at the 
table himself and a Spanish Countess, a good, comely, and 
witty lady — three Fathers and us. Disconrsa good and ple^ 
sant. And here was an Oxford scholar in a Doctor of Law's 
gowne, sent from the College where the Embaasador lay, when 
the Court was there, to salute him before his return to Spain. 
This man, though a gentle sort of a scholar, yet sat like a fool 
for want of French or Spanisb, but knew only Latin, which 
he spoke like an Englishman,' to one of the Fathers. And

my defending Cambridge against Oxford : and I made mncfa 
nso of my French and Spanish here, to my great content. 
But the dinner not extraordinary at 'all, either for qnaJiUty 
or quality. Thence home to my irife, and she read to me the 
Epistle of Cassandra,' which is very good indeed ; and the 
better to her, beeanse recommended by Sheres. So to sapper 
and to bed. 

6th. Up, and by eoach to Sir W. Coventry's, but he gone 
out. I by water back to the Office, and there all the mom- . 
ing ; then to dinner, and then to the Office again, and anon 
vith my wife by ooach to take the ayre, it being a noble day, 
as far as the Green Man,' mightily pleased with our journey, 
and our condition of doing it in our own coach, and bo home, 
and to walk in the garden, and so to supper and to bed, 
my eyes being bad with writing my Journal, part of it, to- 
night. 

7th. Up, and by coach to Sir W. Coventry's ; and Uiere 
to talk with him a great deal with great content,; and so to 
the Duke of York, having a great mind to speak to him about 
Tangier ; but, when I came to it, his interest for my Iiord 
Middleton is such that I dare not. I passed by Qnildball, 
which is almost finished, and saw a poor labourer carried by, 
I think, dead, with a fall, as many there are, I hear. To see 
my Lord Brounoker, who is a little ill of the gout ; and there 
Madam Williams told me that she heard that my wife vu 
going into France this year, which I did not deny, if I can 
get time, and I pray God I may. But I wondering how she 
eome to know it, she tells me a woman that my wife spoke

This 
being done, oomes my bookBeller, uid bringa me home m; col- 
lection of papers, about my Addrease to the Dnke of York ia 
August, bound, vhich makes me glad, it being that vbioh 
^all do me more right many 'years hence than, perhaps, all 
I erer.did in my life : and therefore I do, both for my own 
and the King's sake, value it mach. By and by also comes 
Browne the mathematical instrument maker, and bringa me 
home my instnunent for perspective, made according to the 
description of Dr. Wren's, in the late Transactions ; and he 
hath made it, I think, very well, and that, that I believe irill 
do the thing, and therein give me great content ; but I have, 
I fear, all the content that must be received by my eyes, which 
are almost loat. 

9th. (Lord's day) Up ; and, after dressing in my best suit 
with gold trimming, to the Office ; and, vhen church-time, to 
church with my wife. Dr. Mills preached a dull sermon, and 
eo we home to dinner ; and thence by coach to St. Andrew's, 
Holbome, thinking to have heard Dr. Stillingfieete preach, 
but we could not get a place, and so to S^. Margaret's, Weat- 
minater, and there heard a sermon, and did get a place, the 
first we have heard there these many years. Thence towards 
the Park, but too soon to go in, so went on to Knightshridge, 
and there eat and drank at " The World's End,"' where we 
had good things, and thence back to the Park, and there till 
night, being fine weather, and mnch company, and so home. 
This day I first left ofi* both mj waistcoats by day, and my 
waistcoat by night, it being very hot weather, so hot as to 
make me break oat, here and there, in my hands, which vexes 
me to see, but b good for me. 

lOtb. Troubled, about three in the morning, with my wife's 
calling her maid up, and rising herself, to go with her coach 
abroad, to gather May-dew,*whicb she did, and I troubled for 
it, for fear of any hurt, going abroad so betimes, happening to 
her ; but I to sleep again, and she come home about six. To

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Wliite Hall, where the Duke of York met the Office, and there 
diBCOursed of several things, particularly the Instructions of 
Commanders of ships. But here bappe&ed by chance a dis* 
course of the Gonncil of Trade, against which the Duke of 
York is mightily displeased, and particularly Mr. Child, ag&inst 
irhom he, speaking hardly, Captain Cox did second the Duke 
of York, by saying that he was talked of for &n unfair dealer 
with masters of ships, about freight : to which Sir T. Littleton 
very hotly and foolishly replied presently, that he never beard 
any honest man speak ill of Child ; to which the Duke of 
' York did make a smart reply, and was angry, so as I waa 
sorry to hear it come so far, and that I, by seeming to assent 
to Cox, might be observed too much by Littleton, though I 
sud nothing aloud, for this must breed great heart-bumingB. 
After this meeting done, the Duke of York took the Trea- 
surers into his closet to chide them, as Mr. Wre9 tells me ; 
for that my Lord Keeper did last night at the Council say, 
when nobody was ready to say any thing against the consti- 
tution of the Navy, that he did believe the Treasurers of the 
Navy bad something to say, which was very foul on their part, 
to be parties against us. They being gone, Mr, Wren and I 
took boat, thinking to dine with my Lord of Canterbury;' 
but, when we came to Lambeth, the gate was shut, which is 
strictly done at twelve o'clock, and nobody comes in after- 
wards ; so we lost our labour, and therefore back to White 
Hall, and thence walked to my Lord Crewe, whom I have not 
seen since he was sick, which is eight months ago, I think, 
and there dined with him: he is mightily broke. A stranger, 
a country gentleman, was with bim: and h& pleased with my 
discourse accidentally about the decay of gentlemen's families 
in the country, telling ns that the old rule was, that a family 
might remain fifty miles from London one hundred years, one 
hundred miles from London two hundred years, aud so farther 
or nearer London more or less years. He also told us that 
he hath heard bis father say, that in bis time it was so rare 
for a country gentleman to come to London, that, when he 
did come, he used to make his will beforehe set out. Thence

to St. James's, and there met the t)uke of York, vlio told me, 
with great content, that he dtd now think he should master 
our adversaries, for that the King did tell him that he vas 
satisfied in the constitutioD of the Kavy, but that it was well 
to ^ve these people leave to object against it, which they 
having not done, he did give order to give warrant to the Duke 
of York, to direct Sir Jeremy Smith to be a GomnuBsioner of 
the Navy in the room of Pen ; which though he he an im- 
pertinent fellow, yet I am glad of it, it showing that the other 
aide is not so strong as it was : and so, in plain terms, the 
Dnke of York did tell me, that they were every day losing 
ground ; and particularly that he would take care to keep out 
Child : at all which I am glad, though yet I dare not think 
myself secnre, as the King may yet bo wrought upon bj these 
people to bring changes in our Office, and remove us, ere it 
be long. .To White Hall, to a Committee of Tangier, where 
I see all things going to rack in the business of the Corpora- 
tion, and consequently in the place, by Middleton's going. 
Thence walked a little with Creed, who tells me he bears how 
fine my horses and coach are, and advises me to avoid being 
noted for it, which I was vexed to hear taken notice of, being 
what I feared : and Povy told me of my gold-laoed sleeves in 
the Park yesterday, which vexed me also, so as to resolve 
never to appear in Court with them, but presently to have 
them taken off, as it is fit I should, and so called at my tailor's 
for that purpose. 

11th. My wife agun up by fonr o'clock, to go to gatiier 
May-dew ; and so hack home by seven, to bed. In the even- 
ing my wife and I all alone, with hut the hoy, by water up 
as high as Putney almost, with the tide, and back again, neither 
staying, going nor coming ; hat talking, and singing, and 
reading a foolish copy of verses upon my Ijord Mayor's 
entertaining of all the bachelors, designed in praise to my 
Lord Mayor. Some trouble at Court for fear of the Queen's 
miscarrying ; she being, as they all conclude, far gone with 
child. 

12th. To Westminster Hall ; and there by chance net 
Boger Fepys, who come to town the last night : I was glad 
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to see him. After some talk with him and others, and among 
others, Sir Charles Horbord and Sidney Montagu, the latter 
of whom is to set out to-morrow towards Flanders and Italy, 
I invited them to dine with me to-moirow. After dinner, 
my wife and I to the Duke of York's playhouse, and there, 
in the side balcony, over against the mnsick, did hear, but not 
see, » new play, the first day acted, " The Roman Virgin,'" 
an old play, and bnt ordinary, I thought ; but the trouble 
of my eyes with the light of the candles did almost kill me. 
Thence to my Lord Sandwich's, and there had a promise 
&om Sidney to come and dine with me to-morrow ; and so 
my wife and I home in our coach, and there find my brother 
John, as I looked for," come to towa from Ellington,' where, 
among other things, he tells mc the first news that my sister 
Jackson is with child, and far gone, which I know not 
whether it did more trouble or please me, having no great 
care for my friends to have children, though I love other 
people's. So, glad to see him, we to supper, and so to bed.' 

18th, At noon comes my Lord Uinchinbroke and Sidney, 
and Sir Charles Harbord, and Roger Pepys, and dined with 
me; and had a good dinner, and very merry with us all the 
afternoon, it being a farewell to Sidneys and so in the 
evening they away, and I to my business at the Office, and 
80 to supper, and talk with my brother, and so to bed. 

14th. At noon, with Mr. Wren, to Lambeth, to dinner with 
the Archbishop of Canterbury; the first time I was ever 
there, and I have long longed for it ; where a noble house, 
and well furnished with good pictures and furniture, and 
noble attendance in good order, and a great deal of company, 
though an ordinary day ; and exceeding great cheer, no where 
better, or so much, that ever I think I saw, for an ordinary 
table ; and the Bishop mighty kind to me particularly, desiring 
my company another time, when less company there. Most 
of the company gone, and I going, I beard by a gentleman 
of a sermon that was to be there ; and so I staid to bear it,

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thinking it serious, till by and by tbe gentleman told ine it 
was a mockery, by one Cornet Bolton, a very gentleman-like 
man, that behind a cbair did pray and prcaoh like a Presbyter 
Scot, with all the poasible imitation in grimaces and voice. 
And his text about tbe banging np their harpa upon tbe 
villowB :' and a serioos good sermon too, exclaitmng against 
Bishops, and crying up of my good Lord EgUnton,^ till it 
made ua all burst ; but- 1 did wonder to have the Bishop at 
this time to make himself sport with things of this kind, but 
I perceive it was shown him as a rarity ; and he took care to 
have the room-door shut, but tbcro were abont twenty gen- 
tlemen there, and myself, infinitely pleased with tbe novelty. 
So over to White Hall, to a little Committee of Tangier ; and 
thence walking in the Gallery, I met Sir Thconas Oabome, 
who, (0 my great content, did of his own accord, fall into 
discourse with me, vrith such professions of value and respect, 
placing the whole virtue of the Office of the Kavy upon me, 
and that for the Comptroller's place, no man in England was 
fit for it but me, when Sir J. Minnes, as he says it is neces- 
sary, is removed : but then he knows not what to do for a. 
man in my place ; and in discourse, though I have no mind 
to the other, I did bring in Tom Hater to be the fittest man 
in the world for it, which he took good notice of. But in the 
■whole I was mightily pleased, reckoning myself -fifty per cent, 
securer in my place than I did before think myself to be. 
Thence to Unthanke's, and there find my wife, but not 
dressed, which vexed me, because of going to the Park, it 
being a most pleasant day after yesterday's rain, which lays 
all the dust, and most people going out thither, which vexes 
me. So home, sullen ; but then my wife and I by water, 
with my brother, as high as Fnlham, talking and singing, and

15th. tip, and at the Office all the morning. Kned at 
home, and Creed with me, and I did diBConrae about evening 
some reckonings with hiin in the afternoon ; but I conld not, 
for my eyes, do it, which troubled me, and vexed him that I 
■would not ; bat yet we were friend^ I advancbg him money 
without it, and ao to walk all the afternoon together in the 
garden ; and I perceive that he do expect a change in our 
matteTB, especially aa to religion, and fita himself for it by 
professing himself for it in his discourse.' Hegone, I to my 
basinesB at the Office, and eo at night home to supper, and 
to bed. 

16th. (Lord's day.) My wife and I at church, our pew 
filled with Mrs. Backewell, and six more that she brottght 
mth her, which vexed me at her confidence. I all the after- 
noon drawing up a foul draught of my petition to the Duke 
of York, about my eyes for leave to spend three or four 
month out of the Office, drawing it so, as to give occaeion to 
a voyage abroad, which I did, to my pretty good liking; and 
then with my wife to Hyde Park, where a good deal of com- 
pany and good weather. 

17th. My wife and I and brother John by coach to the 
King's playhouse, and saw "The Spanish Curate" revived, 
which is a pretty good play, but my eyes troubled with 
seeing it, mightily. Great news now of the French taking 
St. Domingo,* in Spaniolafrom the Spuiiards, which troubles 
us, that they should have got it, and have the honour (^ 
taking it, when we could not. 

18th. Dined in my wife's chamber, she being much troubled 
with the tooth-ake, and I staid till a surgeon of hers crane, 
one IjCCBon, who bath formerly drawn her mouth, and he

word is come that she hath drawn it, which pleased me, it 
being well done. So I home, to comfort her. 

19th. With my coach to St. James's ; and there finding 
the Dulce of York gone to muster his men, in Hyde Park, I 
alone with my boy thither, and there saw more, walking oat 
of my coach as other gentlemen did, of a soldier's trade, than 
ever I did in my life : the men being mighty fine, and their 
Commanders, particularly the Duke of Monmouth ; but me- 
thonght their trade but very easy as to the mustering of 
their men, and the men but indifferently ready to perform 
what was commanded, in the handling of their arms. Here 
the news was first talked of Harry Killigrew's being wounded 
in nine places last night, by footmen, in the highway, going 
from the Park in a hackney-coaoh towards Hammersmith, to 
his house at Tumham Greene : they being supposed to be my 
Lady Shrewsbury's men, she being by, in her coach with six 
horses ; upon an old grudge of his saying openly that he had 
intrigued with her. Thence by and by to White Hall, and 
there I waited upon the King and Queen all dinner-time, in 
the Queen's lodgings, she being in her white pinner,' and 
appearing like a woman with child ; and she seemed hand- 
somer plain BO, than when dressed. And by and by, dinner 
done, I out, and to walk in the Gallery, for the Ihike of 
York's coming out ; and there, meeting Mr. May, he took 
me down about four o'clock to Mr. Cheffinch's lodging, and 
all alone did get me a dish of cold chickens, and good wine; 
and I dined like a prince, being before very hungry and 
empty. By and by the Duke of York comes, and readily 
took me to his closet, and received my petition, &nd dis- 
conrsed about my eyes, and pitied me, and with much kind- 
ness did give me his consent to be absent, and approved of 
my proposition to go into Holland to observe things there, of 
the Navy ; but would first ask the King's leave, which he 
anon did, and did toll me that the King would be a good 
master to me, these were his words, about my eyes, and do 
like of my going into Holland, but do advise that nobody 
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should knoT of m^ going thither, and that I ehotild pretend 
to go into the country somewhere, which I liked well. In 
diflcourse this afternoon, the Duke of York did tell me that 
be iras the most amazed at one thing just now, that ever be 
was in bis life, which was, that the Duke of Bnckingluun did 
just now come into ' the Qneen'a bed-chamber, where the 
King was, with much mixed company, and among others, , 
Horn KiUigrew, the father of Harry, who was last night 
wounded so as to be id danger of death, and bis nan ie quite 
dead ; and Buckingham there did say that be bad spoke with 
some one that was by, which persoD all the world must know 
must be bis mistress, my Lady Shrewsbury, who says that 
they did not mean to hurt, but beat him, and that he did mn 
first at ^m with lua sword ; so that he do hereby clearly 
discover that he knows who did it, and is of coQBpiracy with 
them, being of known conspiracy with her, which the Duke 
of York did seem to be pleased with, and said it might, per- 
haps, cost him his life in the House of Lords : uid I find 
was mightily pleased with it, saying it was l^e most impudent 
thing, as well as the most foolish, that ever be knew man do 
in all his life. 

20th. Up and to the Office. At noon, the whole Office — 
BrouDcker, J. Minnes, T, Middleton, Samuel Pepys, and 
Captain Coz to dine with the Parisb, at the Three Tuns, this 
day being Ascenaion-day, where exceeding good discourse 
among the merchants. With my eyes mighty weary, and my 
head full of care how to get my accounts and business settled 
against my journey, home to supper, and to bed. Yesterday, 
at my coming home, I found that my wife bad, on a sadden, 
put away Matt upon some falling out, and I doubt Matt did 
caU her ill names by my wife's own discourse ; but I did not 
meddle to say anything upon it, but let her go, being not 
sorry, becaose now we may get one that speaks French, to 
go abroad with us. 

21st. I wtuted with the Office upon the Duke of York, in 
the morning. Dined at home, where Lewis Phillips, with a 
friend of his, dined with me. In the afternoon at the Office.

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In the evening visited by Koger Pcpys and Philip Packer ; 
and 80 home. 

28d. (Lord's daj.) C&llednpby R<^r Pepysand his son, 
who to cfaorch with me, and then in the afternoon carried 
them to Westminster, aad myself to St. James's, where not 
finding the Duke of York, back hom^, and with my wife 
spent the evening taking the ayre about Hackney, with great 
p]eaBnTQ. 

24th. To White Hall, where I attended the Duke of York, 
and was by him led to the King,' who e^resaed great Bedse 
of my misfortuse in my eyes, and concernment for their re- 
covery ; and accordingly signified, not only his assent to my 
desire therein, but commanded me to give them rest this 
sammer, according to my late petition to the Doke of York. 
W. Hewer and I dined alone at the Swan ; and thence, 
having thus waited en the King, spent till foor o'clock in St. 
James's Park, when I met my wife at Unthaake's, and so 
home. 

25tli. Dined at home ; and the rest of the day, morning 
and afternoon, at the Office. 

26th. To White Hall, where all the morning. Dined with 
Mr. Cheffinch, with Alderman Backewell, and Spragg. The 
Court full of the news &om Captain Hnbbert, of " The Mil- 
ford," touching his being affronted in the Strcights, shot at, 
and having eight of his men killed by a French man-«f-war, 
calling him " English dog," and commanding him to strike, 
which he refused, and, as knowing himself much too weak for 
him, made away from him. The Queen, as being supposed 
with child, fell ill, so as to call for Madam Kan, Mr. Chef- 
finch's sister, and one of her women, from dinner from us ; 
this being the last day of her doubtfulness touching her being 
with child; and they were therein well confirmed by her 
Majesty's being well again before night. One Sir Edmund 
Bury Godfry,' a woodmonger and Justice of Peace in West-

mand, the last night severely whipped; from which the Justice 
himself very hardly escaped, to such an unusual degree was 
the King moved therein. But he lies now in the lodge, jus- 
tifying his act, as grounded upon the opinion of several of the 
Judges, and, among others, my Lord Chief Justice ; which 
makes the King very angry with the Chief Justice, as they 
Bay ; and the Justice do lie and justify his act, and says he 
wilt suffer in the cause for the people, and do refuse to receive 
almost any nutriment. Xho effects of it may he bad to the 
Court. 

29th. Presented this day by Mr. Browne with a book of 
drawing by him, lately printed,' which cost me 20«., to him. 
In the afternoon to the Temple, to meet with Auditor Aid- 
worth^ about my interest account, bat failed of meeting him. 
To visit my cozen Creed, and found her ill at home, being 
with child, and looks poorly. Thence to her hi^band, at 
Oresham College, upon some occasions of Tangier; and so 
home, with Sir John Bankes with me, to Mark Lane. 

28th. ToSt.Jamcs'a, where the King's being with the Duke 
of York prevented a meeting of the Tangier Commission. 
But, Lord ! what a deal of sorry discourse did I hear between

methought. So with Creed to the Excise Office, and back to 
White Hall, where, in the Park, Sir G. Carteret did give an 
account of his discourse lately, with the Commissioners of 
Accounts, who except against many things, bnt none that I 
find con aider able ; among others, that of the officers of the 
Navy selling of the King's goods, and particularly my pro- 
viding him with calico flags, which having been by order, and 
but once, when necessity, and the King's apparent profit, jns- 
^fied it, as conformable to my partjculor duty, it will prove to 
my advantage that it be enquired into. Nevertheless, hating 
this morning received from them a demand of an account of 
all monies within their cognizance, received and issued by me, 
I was willing, upon this hint, to give myself rest, by knowing 
whether their meaning therein might reach only to my Trea- 
Borership for Tangier, or the monies employed on this occa- 
sion. I went, therefore, to them this afternoon, to understand 
what monies they meant, where they answered me, by saying, 
*'The eleven months' t&z, customs, and prize-money," without 
mentioning, any more than I demanding, the service they re- 
spected therein; and so, without fnrther discourse, we parted, 
upon very good terms of respect, and with few words, but my 
mind not fully satisfied about the pontes they mean. WitJt 
my wife and brotlier spent the evening on the water, carrying 
our supper with ne, as high as Chelsea, making sport with the 
Westerne bargees,' and ny wife and I singing, to my great 
content. 

29th. The King's birth-day. To White Hall, where all 
very gay ; and particularly the Prince of Tuscany very fine, 
and is the first day of his appearing out of mourning, since he 
came. I bear the Bishop of Peterborough' preach but dully ; 
bnt a good anthem of Pelham's. Home to dinner, and then 
with my wife to Hyde Park ; where all the evening ; great 
store of company, and great preparations by the Prince of 
Tuscany to celebrate the night with fire-works, for the King's 
birth-day. And so home. 
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30. (Whitsunday.) B; water to WMte Hall, and thence 
to Sir W. Coventry, where all the morning by his bed-aide, 
he being indisposed. Our discourse was upon the notes I have 
lately prepared for Gommanders' Instructions ; bnt concluded 
that nothing will render them effectual, without an amendment 
inrthe choice of them, that they be seamen, and not gentlemen 
above the command of the Admiral, by the greatness of their 
relations at Court. Thence to White Hall, and dined with 
Mr. Gbeffinch and his sister ; whither by and by came in Mr. 
Progera and Sir Thomas Allen, and by and by, fine Mrs. 
Wells,* who is a great beauty ; and there I had my full gaze 
upon her, to my great content, she being a woman of pretty 
conversation. Thence to the Duke of York, who, with the 
ofGcers of the Navy, made a good entrance on my draught of 
my new Instructions to Commanders, as well expressing his 
general views of a reformation among them, as liking of my 
himible offers towards it. Thence being called by my wife, 
we to the Park, whence the rain sent ne suddenly home. 

Slst. Up very betimes, and continned all the morning with 
W. Hewer, upon examining and stating my accounts, in order 
to the fitting myself to go abroad beyond sea, which the ill 
condition of my eyes, and my neglect for a year or two, hath 
kept me behind-hand in, and bo as to render it very difficult 
now, and troublesome to my mind to do it ; hut I this day 
made a satisfactory entrance therein. Had another meeting 
with the Duke of York, at White Hall, on yesterday's woric, 
and made a good advance : and so, being called by my wife, 
we to the Park, Mary Batelier, and a Dutch gentleman, a 
friend of hers, being with us. Thence to "The World's 
End," a drinking-honse by the Park; and there merry, and 
so home late. 

And thus ends all that I doubt I shall ever ho able to do 
with my own eyes in the keeping of my Journal, I being not 
able to do it any longer, having done now so long as to undo 
my eyes almost every time that I take a pen in my hand ; 
and, therefore, whatever comes of it, I must forbear : and,

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therefore, resolve, from this time forward, to have it kept by 
mj people ia long hand, and must be oonteDted to set down 
no more than is fit for them and all the world to know ; or, 
if there be any thing, I most endeavour to keep a margin in 
my book open, to add, here and there, a note in Bhort-hand 
with my own hand. 

And BO I betake myself to that coucse, which ia almost as 
much to see myself go into my grave ; for which, and all 
the discomforts that will accompany my being blind, the good 
Qod prepare me !

My best Lady Sandwich, with the flock at Hinchinghroke, was, 
by my last letters, Teiy well. 

The absenoe of the Court aild emptiness of the ctty tabes away 
all occasion of news, save only such melancholy stories as would 
rather sadden than find your Ladyship any diTertisemcnt in the 
bearings I having stayed in the city till above T400died in one week, 
and of them above 6000 of tha plagoe, and little noise heard day or 
night but tolling of bella ; tjil I could walk Lumber-street, and not 
meet twenty persons from one end to the other, and not SO upon 
the Exchange; till whole families, 10 and 12 together, have been 
EWept away ; till my very physician, Dr. Burnet, who undertook 
to secure me against any infection, having survived the month of his 
own house being shut up, died himeclf of the plague : till the 
nights, though much lengthened, are grown too short to conceal the 
burials of those that died the day before, people being thereby con- 
strained to borrow daylight for that service : lastly, till I could find 
□cither meat nor drink safe, the butcheries being every where visited, 
my brewer's house shut np, and my baker, with his whole family, 
dead of the plague. 

Yet, Madam, through God's blessing, and the good humours begot 
in my attendance upon our late Amours,' your poor servant is in a 
perfect state of health, as well as resolution of employing it as your 
Ladyship and family shall find work for it. 

How Deptford stands, your Ladyship is, I doubt not, infonned from 
nearer bands. 

Greenwich be^ns apace to be sickly : but we are, by the command 
of the King, taking all the care we can to prevent its growth ; and 
meeting to that purpose yesterday, after sermon, with the town 
officers, many doleful informations were brought ns, and, among 
others, this, which I shall trouble your Ladyship with the tell- 
ing. — Complaint was bronght us against one in tha town for re- 
ceiving into his house a child newly brought from an infected 
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hoose in London. Upon inquiT;, we fonnd that it was the child of 
a YeT7 able citizen in Gracioas Street, who having lost already all 
the lest of hia children, and himself and wife being shut up and in 
despair of escaping, implored onlj the liberty of using the means 
£>r the aafing of thia only babe, which with difficaltj was allowed, 
mi they Hnffered to deliver it, stripped naked, out at a window 
into the arms of a friend, who, shifting into fresh cloathcs, con- 
veyed it thns to Greenwich, where, npon tbis information from 
Aldennan Hooker,' we Buffer it to remain, 

Thia I tell yoni Ladyship as one instance of the miserable 
Btreiglits our poor neighbonrs are reduced to. 

But, Madam, I'll go no farther in tbis disagreeable discooree, 
hoping, from the coolness of the last 7 or 8 days, my next may 
bring yon a more welcome accompt of the lessening of the disease, 
which God say Amen to. • 

Dear Mudara, do me right to my good Lady Slaning, in telling 
her that I have sent and seat again to Mr. Porter's lodging, who is 
in the country, for an answer to my letter about her Luilyship's 
bnsinesB, but am yet unable to give her any accompt of it. 

My wife joins with me in ten thousand bappy wishes to the 
young couple, and as many bumble eervices to your Ladyship and 
them, my Lady Slaning, Lady Scott, and Mr. Sidiiey, whose return 
to Scotl's-ball, if not bnrdensome to your Ladyship, will, I am 
sure, be as full of content te him as it will ever be of joy and 
honomr to me to be esteemed,

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For the cloee of the yeare, I thioke sucti r Committee of Com- 
maodera as mj Lord Saodvich lueationa may bee very good, if well 
chosea : pray desire mj Lord be propose some fitt men for it. I 
did send to tempt the Commanders in the fleet to enquire into the 
Tost and extravagant cxpcnce of Tiatnals, bat coold gett ooe retorae 
of it. Something ^ir W" Pena hath sent me, a draught for a Sop- 
plimoDtall lastniotion to Commanders, of which, either by this or tbe 
next coDTeyoDce, yoa shall have a copy. It is not bard to make good 
rulesj but to gett them executed ia the difficulty, especially vhen 
there is soe much works to doe, and that Commandeni and all sort of 
Officers knowe their ownc value enough to beleeve that the King 
would not easily part with a gt«d fighting Captain for a neglect of 
keeping a good ehecqne upon bis Purser. However, pray lett us 
try what can bee done in itt : possibly, when tbe role cornea 
recommended from the Commanders themselves, it will bee better 
obscrrcd. I will alaoe write to my Lord Stanwicb about it. 

My last gave yon my reasons against jour coming hither : 
because Sir G Carteret was gone to Loodoa to gctt money, and, at 
the time of bis beiog there, I held your presence necessary there. 
For God's soke, hasten some clothes to Portmouth. If the Board 
be satieficd in tbe need of a Boatswain of the Yard at Harwich as 
yctt, I shall be ready (o procure the warrant for any man whoe shall 
be well certified for it. For the matter of hempe, all I can gay ia, 
nporlcC kaheri; and then, redlmc le captum, quatn. queas minimo. 
If money bee not speedily procured, I eipect every day shall pro- 
duce worse and worse effects : but I hope Mr. Vioe-Chamberlaine' 
will cure all that mischeife. 

I am sorry Sir W Batten bath bin soe rudely handeled, and 
that the Office hath lost its secnrity. I hopo a supply of money 
will sett it all right; and could heartily wish the Court were 
neerer London, to bee ready both to advise and execute better 
then at this distance wee ciia doe. I hope a little more decresso 
of the plague will make somebody valiaot enough to adviae it ; 
though, it concerning his filajesty'B and hia Royal Highness's 
safety, I am not soe corra^oas, at leant as yett, though I con- 
fesse I wish it. 

The expedient you offer of buying the seamen's ticketts, if it 
were ccrtaine that it would bee exactly and sacredly executed, were 
an excellent one, and worthy the King's paying the abatement, 
that soe tbe seamen might receavo tbe whole, which is above all 
to be endeavoured: but though I have a good opinion of the 
person you named, yet I cannot say I am sure noe more profitt 
should bee made, and nothing abated, nnlesae there were a plaee 
appoint«d, and a sett hire for it; when a clarke, m some tms^ 
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person, might aUend to see it done. What shall be approved for 
one man in this matter, will Boons bee altered for otheni also, and at 
last it will fiUl into handa to make ill use of it. Why might not the 
money be as well paid to the Treasorer, and then issued only for 
tickettsf bvt, I suppose, the answer may bee, money will thas iseoe 
only by small summeB, and soe easier composBed. To that I can 
reply nothing, bnt that, if it can bee done noe otherwise 4o take off 
the reproach to the King's service, and abuse to the seamen, I am 
of opininn there onght to be a checque upon it. If you think fitt to 
speake with Sir G-. Carteret upon it, perhaps some good may come 
of it. If soy thing bee done, pray lett me hears. I am clears 
of opinion tbc King had bettor beare twice the loss of 12d. per T. 
than lett the seamen bear itt. 

It is most necessary the men to the westward should bee then 
supplied with clothes : it is well if tbe, slopsellers can furnish the 
rest of the ships. If Sir John Skelton or any else can furnish thorn, 
hee shall doe a good service.

May it plesse yonr Boyal Highness — I acknowledge with aU 
humility and thsnkfnlneES, the honour of your Highness's letters of 
the 24th »nd 2&th of the last, and do, with eqnal sbtme and grief, 
observe how muoh your Highness's solioitude, even at this distanoe^ 
for the security of this kingdom sgaioat the power of France, does 
exceed all that we ounelves have yet eipressed vpon that subject, 
otherwise than by a general but inactive reHtlessDeae ander oar ap- 
prehensions of the danger; bat without any alteration made, unoe 
yoor Royal Highness's departure, in the state of our ships or coasts^ 
other than what is consequential to their having lain so much longer 
neglected. Sir John Narborougb's last letters were of the 7th and 
17th of March, from Alicant, where, having newly met with his 
Majesty's orders for his coming home, after a short visit Co Algiere, 
he therein toU me he would accordingly proceed forthwith to Port 
Mahon, for the settling some matters in that place, and from thence 
to Algiers; so as to be at Tangier, in his way homeward, about the 
7th of April. Since which, tLongh we have wanted advice trGia 
him wholly, yet, by a letter I have seen from a slave at Algier, 
of the let of April, it appears thit he came before that town on the 
25th, and departed the 29th of March, after having sent two of his 
oaptaina ashore, to treat of a peace, but without effect. This only is 
added by the slave, that, had Sir John Narborough staid one day 
more in the road, those of Algiers bad certainly made a peace with 
him, that Oovemment having, it seems, afterwards expreesed some 
toonble that it was not done; by 4hicb calculation of time we may 
now, from day to da^ expect his being here. 

I have remembered your Highucsa's command in reference to 
Oaptain Lloyd's being appointed one of the Newfoundland convoy^ 
which his Majesty has been pleased to agree to, in company with 
Oaptain Talbot, in the Mary Bose, Capt«n Priestman, in the Ante- 
lope, and Captain Eempthome, in the Dover, and will take care 
that Mr. Hickman be entertained as a volunteer with Captain 
Lloyd. How his Majesty has been pleased, among his otber great 
(JiangeB, to dispose of the Admiralty, by a new Commiision to theae 
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gentlemeii, vis., Sir Henry Capel, Mr. Bun. Finch, Sir Tbo. Ley, 
Sir Thomas Meree, Mr. Vaughan, Sir Hum. Winch, and Mr. Hales, 
of Kert, yoDr Highness, I doubt not, hua many days since known ; 
nor shall I think it bccomiog mo to interpose any thonghts of mine 
toaching his Majesty's choice therein, more than for bis, and his 
service's sake, I could wish his naval arrangements to be such as 
for a time might allov these worthy gentlcmea opportunity of being 
informed in the work of their great office, before they be urged to 
nneh ezecation in it Aud this I am the bolder in Hisbing, nnce 
they have taken upon themselves tite performanoe of that braoch of 
the Admiral's task nhioh his Majesty was pleased, for the ease of 
his last CommisaioDers, to reserve the trouble of to himself, namely, 
the Issuing all sailing instmctioiis to bis fleet and ships ; bis Majesty 
having, at the instance of these gentlemen, put that part also ia 
their hands, together with the granting of all officers in the navy, 
in the same manner as it has at any time been exercised by the 
Lords Admirals of England. 

For what ooncems my own particular, your HighDess was pleased 
to foretell me, at yonr going hence, what I was soon after to look 
for; and it is oomc to pass. For whether I will or no, a Papist I 
mnst be, becanso favoured by your Boyal Highness, and found 
endeavouring, on all fitting ocoouons, to express, in the best manner 
I otD, the duty and gratitude due to your Highness from me. But 
how injuriously soever some would make those just endeavours of 
mine towards your Highness inconsistent with Protestancy, neither 
they, nor any ill usage I can receive from them, shall, by the grace 
of God, make me any more quit the one, than I suspect your Royal 
Highness will ever take offence at my perseverance in the other. 
His Majesty is, indeed, pleased to express a much more favoarablo 
opinion of me, and my slender qualifications for his service, than I 
dare own my right t«; and, as an inslaDce thereof, has not spared to 
tdl me how mneb weight he is pleased to place upon my experienoe 
in the Navy, for supplying, by my Secretaryship, what his present 
choice of Commissioners may possibly be found less perfect in : nor 
shall I think it becoming me to dispute the giving his Majesty my 
service on whatsoever terms bo shall think fit to require It from me. 

But, as your Royal Highness well knows how far I had, not long 
nnce, made it my humble motion, and pressed it upon your favour, 
that after almost twenty years' continued drudgery in the Navy, to 
t^c rendering myself almost blind, and otherwise disabled in health 
to support it raucli longer, bis S[aji?sty would be pleased to take 
the residue of m; small service by admitting me into the Commis- 
non of the Admiralty : so truly, Sir, I have now, upon other con-

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sideratioas purely relative to bis serrioe, m&de the same motioD to 
tbe King, DpoD occasion of this change. For if I was tml; cod- 
BciouH of being become less able to bear tbe fatigue of m; office apy 
longer, under a Commission that Imd tnanj members of it compe- 
tently furoisbed for its execution, besides tbe easy and helpful re- 
course I bad at alt times bad to bis Majesty himself, and your 
Koyal Highness, in matters needing it, and those, as old a Navy- 
man as I am, not a few, how much less fit ought I to think myself 
to go through this tusk, when, not only stripped of all those helps, 
bat, to say nc wotse, charged with a new piece of duty, and that 
not a little one, of informiog those who should inform and are to 
command me ; and I to remain accountable for all the ill succssa 
that ehould attend my obeying those commands, though probably 
differing from my own advice. Besides, however fairly some c^ 
these geatlemen seemed disposed towards my couUnuance in this 
Secretaryship, yet that compliance of theirs I well know to bo 
grounded npou sonic opinion they have of the necessaryucss of my* 
serviee to tjiem till they have obtained a stock of knowledge of their 
own ; and then farewell ! But others there be, with whom your 
Boyal Highness knows, (what converts soever they are now to be 
thought !) I have for many years lived in a oonstant Btat« of war, 
they censuring, and I defending the management of the navy; and 
with soch success on the Davy's side, as to have always met witii 
too great an appearance of His JUajestj's well acoepting my bambla 
endeavours therein, that, however our conjunction may now succeed 
in reference to His Majesty's service, I should not promise myself 
any satisfaction from them, especially upon terms so unequal, as my 
being brought down to bo a servant to them, when tbe dignity of 
tbe trust I have so long had the honour of serviag His Majesty is, 
might, I hope, be thought to have set me upon a level with them. 
Whereto I have humbly to add, what some have not spared pub- 
licly to let fly in opposition to my continuance in this office, namelyj 
that so long as ilr. P^pys should bo there, bis Boyal Highnen n- 
mains in effect Admiral. In which, though they do me a much 
greater honour than either I deserve, or their malignity intends me, 
yet, Sir, I cannot bnt so fitr consider tbe importance of having all 
rubs removed, which may be either of impediment to the happy 
going on of this great part of the King's service, or give any su- 
necessary occasion of keeping alive the jealoudes touching your 
Boyal Highueas, that if His Majesty may as well seonro to himself 
tbe full use of my service, and your Boyal Highneai receive no less 
content from my being in the Commimion than in my present poe^ 
which yon were pleased, upon my former motion to that pnrpose, 
to expnsa your vell-Iiking of, I see no iocODTenienoe, bat to my* 
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self, likely to arise from his Majesty's giving them tke satisfaction 
of bis wilbdrawing me from this odious Secretaiysbip ; I being fi)r 
these TcoEODS not only contented to sabmit to, bat desire it, and 
shall be moat ready to give my assistance in this Commission with 
the same faithfulness and industry, thoi^gh not with the same privata 
nds&ction wherewitli I onght, and should, were yoor Koyal High- 
nesB at tbe bead of it. Which having said, I make it my bumble 
jirayer to your Boyal Highness to interpret with your nsnal justice 
my delil>eratioD apon this subject, pardooiag aught that shall happen 
not to find your full liking, as being designed most entirely for the 
benefit of His Majesty's service. But if it sball be my better foi^ 
tone to meet with your Royal Highness's approbation hi what I have 
here fanmbly offered, I then make it my suit to yonr Boyul High- 
ness, that yon will be pleased to consider how far it may be fit for 
your Boyal Highness to enforce from yourself this my humble pro- 
posal to His Majesty, for my being tranBferred from the Secretary- 
ship into the Commission ; your Boyal Highness well knowing, that, 
boverei bonnteoos yon have been to me in yooi frequent callings on 
me, to the improvement of your ferours to my benefit with His 
Uajesty, I have never to this day done it to the obt«ioing sixpence 
ftom the Crown by any boon extraordinary beyond the plain allow- 
ance of my office, and not that neither; yet by much more than all 
I have else reserved in the world to depend upon, as your Highness 
was pleased to be informed from me by particulars, and from you the 
King, JDst before your going. So as, while the sincerity of my 
wishes for the weal of bis service prompts me to this voluntary di- 
vesting myself of my present employment, I should be in very ill 
oondition to bear its not l>eing made up to me by His Majesty grant- 
ing, for his service's soke, as well as in justice to your Boyal High- 
Bess's mediation, and his own promises in my favour, the latter part 
of my motion for his placang me in the Commission, or at least making 
■ome other provision for me as one superannuated in hb service. 

Wherein, nevertheless, submitting myself still to your Boyal 
Bighoess'B disposal, and beseeching Almighty God to put some 
timely bounds to your misfortunes, whatever becomes of mine, I, in 
■11 hnmility, remain.

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the sea sad ocean of papcn, treatieii, declaralioDS, relationa, lotters, 
and other pieces that I have been obliged to wade through, read 
over, Dote, aad digest, before I set pen to paper : I ooafess U> foa 
the fatjgne was iosufTerable ; and, for the more part, did rather 
oppress acd confound me, than enlighten; bo much traah there 
was to sift and lay by; and I was obliged to pemse all that came 
to hand; and a better judgment than mine had been xequisite to 
elect and dispose the materials that were then apt for use.

Sir — CoomderiDg bow fWr joar laudable teal itill extends to all 
things that any ny coDcem the Mtions of this nation at sea, and 
that yoQ despise not the least things that may possibly bo of use, 
I make no scmiplo of sending you all my blotted &agmeata, irhicli 
yet with no small pains yon will find I had colleoted, in order to a 
farther progrosa in the History of the Putoh War. I shonld btt 
perfeotiy ashamed - of the &rragD, when I reflect npon the m<ae 
predotu nittterials yon have amassed ; bat yon know where Tu]gil 
foand gold, and yon will consider that these were (mly minntM 
and tomaltosry hints relating to ampler pieoes, infirm and unfit to 
be put into the building, but prepared to work ou. It is not 
imagiuable to those who have not tried, what labonrs an historiiu 
that would be exact is condemoed to ; he must read all, good and 
bad, and remove a world of rubbish before he can lay tbe foundation. 
So far I had gone, and it was well for me I went no brther, and 
better for tbft <readeT on many acoonnta, as I am sure you find bj 
what I have akaady been so weak as to show you 3 and yet I cannot 
forbear.

yet oome in ; vbiob, of all the ytchta, hkd most opportaoitf of 
saving men, ts lying nearesli and longest about the wreck of the 
Glonoester, which sCruck upon the edge of the (Well, some say ; 
Lemmoo, say otheis,) about 5 in the morning, on Friday last, from 
an obstinate over-winning of the pilot, in opposition to all the coDr 
truy opinions of Sir J. Berry, his muter, mates. Col. Legg, the Bnke 
lumself, and several othen, eonourriog nnanimoualy in oor not being 
yet dear of the sands, and therefore advising for his standing longer 
out to sea. The pilot is one Ajres, a man that has heretofore served 
the Doke as pilot in the war, uid in bis voyage hither, and one 
greatly valued as suoh by him : bnt this, however, has &llen oat, and 
will, as it onght, be strictly inquired into, the man being, as is sud, 
saved, and could it be regnlarly done would be tried and banged 
here, for the nearer eatis&ctlon of those great families of this king- 
dom, who, it is feared, would be found the greatest snfferecs in this 
calamity j' and among others, my Lord Bozborough, one of the 
flowers of this nobility, not yet beard of, nor Mr. Hyde, my Lcsd 
Hyde's brother, lieutenant of the ship ; though Sir J. Berry is, and 
is very well spoken of by His Royal Highness, tot his comportment 
in tbb business, thongb unfortunate. 

I told yon, in a line by Mr. Frond, that though I Jiad almndaat 
invitAtioQ to have gone on board the Duke, I chose ntlier, for room's 
sake and acoommodation, to keep my yacht, where I bad nobody but 
Sir Christopher Musgrove and oar servants with mej the Master of 
the Ordnance being obliged, by hie indispensable attendance on bis 
Highness, to leave us. 

Our fortune was, and the rest of the yachts, to be near the Glotu 
cester when sbe struck; between which and her final sinking, there 
passed not, I believe, a full hour ; the Doke and all about him being 
in bed, and, to show bis security, the pilot himself, till waking by 
her knocks. 

The Doke faimself, by the single care of Col. Ijegg, was first sent 
off in a boat, with none but Mr. Churchill' in ber, to prevent bis 
being oppressed with men labouring their escapes ; some two or three, 
however, did fling themselves after him into her, and my Lord 
President' of Scotland, by the Hoke's advice, endeavonred it, but, 
foiling short, was taken up out of the water by him. 

Mr. Legg (then) looking after his own safety, got into a boat, 
and was reoeived on board us with Capt Maodonnell, Mr. Fortry,

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one of the Dnke'e bedchamber, and some poor men naknown : we 
had also the good fortiiDe to take np Sir Chutes Soarboroogh, 
almost dead, and oUiera speat vrith stniggliiig in the water and 
eold; but were prevented in our doing bo much good as we would, 
by our own boat's being easily sunk bj our side, and her men with 
much difficvUy ssved. 

ITad this fitllen out but two hours soonw in the morning, or the 
yachts at the usual distance they had all the time before been, the 
Duke himself and every lonl had perished; nor ought I to be 
less sensible of God's immediate mercy to myself, in directing 
mc, contrary to my purpose at my first coming out, and the Bnko's 
kind welcome to me when on board him in the Ricer, te keep to 
the yacht; for many will, I doul>t, be found tost, as well or better 
qualified for saving themselves, by swimming and otherwise, tlian 
I might have been. 

Capi Wybome, in the Happy Retura, was the only frigate near 
BB, and she, indeed, in no' leas danger than the Gloucester ; but, 
taking quick notice of the other's mishaps, dropped presently her 
anchor, and is this morning, with the Kitehen Yacht, come safe in 
harbonr; and by her we now know that very many are lost; I 
jodge about 200 men : bat particulars are not yet fully known, only 
my Lord Bozborongh and Lord Hopton are cerbunly gone, and oar 
young English Lord O'Brian.' 

The baste the express is going awaj in will not allow me to 
write to my Lord Broonotur now; but pray give him my most 
humble services, and oontraoDioate this to his Lordship, and the 
like to Crutehed Friars, Wiuohester Street, and Portugal Bow, as 
soon as you conveniently can, to remove any causeless care con- 
cerning me, giving my Lord Brouncker a hint, and my thinking it 
very expedient in itself and regardful in him towards the Duke, 
that some inquiry be made into the care the Navy Office will be 
found to have used in providing for his safety and ship, with 
respect to the appointment of good and a soffident namber of 
•pilots on this oocasion ; for I hear something muttered here about 
it, and it will not, I doubt, be judged enough for them to leave it 
to the Duke to take whom he pleased, or might possibly be other- 
wise advised to, without intorpoeing some immediate cere of their 
own in it, as I am sore was heretofore done in my time, upon his 
going to sea. I do privately think it will be very well received 
by His Highness, to hear of his Lordship's ioteresUng himself of 
his own accord in this inquiry.

Hod' Sir — The welcomest oeves I ever received in nj life, was 
what yoQ werq pleased to hon«ir me with, by yours of the 8th 
inst. from Edinburgh, after the late misfortune to the Glonoester, 
concerning which we had some imperfect acoonnt on Wedoesday 
morning, about 11 of the clock: it comeing from my Lord Conway, 
at Windsor, to Sir Leolioe Jenkins's office, at Whitehall, where I 
was then waiting at the Treastiry Chambers, and was not a littlo 
surprized at the reporte, which in less than an boures time ran 
through the whole citty, and was varionBly discoursed qf as people 
were affected and inclined : some would have it that the Dufcs 
and all were lost— others, that all were saved, and the shipp only 
lost; but all generally concluded it to be a very aofortunate aod 
nnkiode disaster; bat the thoughts of the Duke's safety, and our 
fiiends, does very much ease our mindes, and ^ve us great satis&ctioii. 

Tou (ntnnot imagine in what oonstematiou all your friends in 
generall were, upon the reporte of yonr being cast away, but more 
especially those at Cmtehed Fryars, Winchester Street, and 
Portugal Bowe, to whom I oommanicaled your letter, which wu 
matter of noe smalt joy and satisfaction to them : they all joyne 
with me in returning God Almighty thanks for his great mercy in 
directing you in your passage as he did. 

My Lord Brouncker, to whoma I communicated yonr letter and 
command, was not a little glad to heure of your safety, returning 
you very kinde thanks for your hints, which be will make use of. 

The commission omitted to be given Sir John Berry, for holding 
a court martiall at his going out, is sent lost night express, as I 
am inform' d. 

They have been bo disordered in Winchester Street, that I am 
oommaodod to tell you ^ey shall not be themselves tilt they see 
you, and the enclosed from Fortugall Row will let you know how 
they doe ; all yonr friends in generall giving you their very bumble 
service, and heartily wish your safe rctume. 

One accident has happcn'd here the last week, near in towno, to 
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be lamented, vii., aur friend Colon" Scott's' being fiedd for kilting a 
coacbman, the Coroner having found it wilfnl mnrtber : mennes are 
using to bn; off the widow, who has three small cbildren ; bnt we are 
considering what to doe to prevent it,' Sir A. Deane being oome to 
towce. 

The Officers of the Navy were directed by the Adrairalt; to goe 
downe this day to Chadiam, to make some further enquiries con- 
cerning the business of the wett dock, that mattei not being yet 
mdjuEted; my Lord Finch having been very severe on S'' Ph. Pett, 
who bearea np and thinks nothing has been yet ssyd to the prejudice 
of the reasons he gave against it. 

Sir John Banks took very kindly my waiUng on him with the 
account yon gave, he having not met with any that was soe pard- 
cubr ; and being to dine with my Lord Chancellor to-day, where 
Mr. Seymoore was to be, he did very much prens me to give him an 
extract of your letter relateing to the loss of the Oloucester, and the 
oircumstances thereof, which I did doe, leaving out sll that related 
to yonrselfe, and the hints to my Lord Bronncker. 

Pray present my very humble service to Mr. Legg, whose great

Honourable Sir — 'Wbftt 1 mentioaed unto your Honour in ihe 
Victualling Office, at Tower Hill, on Wednesday, the ISth insL, 
when your Hoaonr avn the sad disuter happened by bnrning the 
Cooperidge tJierc — n&mely, that it ie of moment to Hia Majesty to 
purchase Sir Denia Ganden'a right in the Redd House for a Vic- 
tualling Office,* arose from irhat occurred to me aome years past. 
For, howeTcr, that place at first settling for a Victnalling Office 
in King Henry the Eighth's time, might then be remol« from other 
buildings, yet it is tiov sorrounded by so mauy old and wood-built 
tenoraeuts, as to remain always liable to the same mishap, by being 
bad-tenanted and contiguous. Besides, the Cooperidge, bakehouse, 
stock of bavins, and fleshshed, are too near each other, which, like 
flax when on fire, is not easily queoched, by beiog overbuilt, and 
having but one way (the great gate) to go into it, to the hazard of 
the whole. 

That, however, at Hb Majesty's great charge, in the late Dntch 
war, the then Viotnallers, Sir J(»epb Child and partnen, pot ths 
Cooperidge into a condition to answer the occasions thereof; yet they 
found a want of stowage for their fiesh, so as (besides that of profit) 
to pot them upon an expedient to answer that defect, by introducing 
flonr in lieu of beef. This want of stowage for flesh still remains, so 
OS to compel the present Commissioners for VtctualltDg to stow tketr 
casks one upon another, to the presung of the pickle out of the un- 
dermost^ by which their beef and pork last year was moat of it rusty; 
and the rest of it remained too long in its bloody piokle for want of 
room, to inspect it before delivered out of store. Enquire what 
great quantities of beef and pork Sir Josiah Child and partners sold 
at Tangier, Barbadoes, ha., that remained upon their hands (at the 
time of their going off',) anfit for sale at home. 

That \a this day the stowage for biscuits there is scant, which 
compelled Sir Denis Gauden to erect a bread lofl over the bake- 
boose ; which (by a little mishap) took fire in these Com mission era' 
time, and bunit many thousand weight of biscnit, endangering tiie 
whole magaune. That the Bayliff's place is too remote. from the 
vrater side for a Victualling Office, by which His Uajeiity is put to 
the charge of \Qd. a ton cartage for all the bread, flesh, pease, oat- 
meal, flour, water casks, &o., sent thence to the water-side.

The candidates, Sir Thomas Middleton, a very worthy gentleman, 
agreed upon by all parties, and one SI' John Eldred; the Towne 
Clerck declaring that Sam. Pepys, Esq., should not be enter'd, 
except some appear'd personally for him, which being done imme- 
diately, he was at last set down. - 

The Common Conncel' were so hot for the other, that^ without 
hearing any reasons, nothing would servo but a present election. 
But, before tbey voted, the Mayor and several of the Aldermen 
arguing strongly that many of them could not be electors; some 
not being qualified according to law, others being open Dissenters 
from the Church, amongst whom one a kind of Quaker, four lately 
taken in the room of four who were absent, and tum'd out without 
any warrant; it was learnedly anawer'd that, by the King's late 
proclamation, they were put in itatit quo in 1679 ; to which reply 
being made, that the King's proclamation did really restore them 
who were then electors, hut did not give them power to choose any 
new members, especially their Charter not being restored, which 
was their warrant to act by, they not knowing so mach as where 
the ssid Charter is, alt was over-ruled by noise and tumult. They 
took the paper where tbey were, to write down their votes, and 
carried it ont of the Court; upon which the Mayor presentiy ad- 
journing, two of the Aldermen went out, which made the others 
return into Court, and there give their votes ; presently after, the 
following protestation was put into M' Mayor's hand : — 
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M' Major — We hambly conceive that the present choice of M' El- 
dred to Berve in the ConvcDtioD is illegal, as to that part of it whereia 
the neir electore are coDceroed; it beiDg Tisible, that bo long u ve 
baTe DO Cbaii«i to choose them by, tbe; are DDwamiitably cboseD. 
For, tho' bJB Majesties proclamation restores ua agoia to the same 
state we vera id, in '79, aod does qaalifie them vbo were then a» 
toall; choseo, it does not appear to us, hoir, without the Charter being 
aciuaVj/ resCor'd to us, which it is DOt at this present, the then eleo- 
tors caa ohooee any new ones ; so that their very choice is deSoJent in 
itself; and accordingly, we humbly solicit Sam. Pepys, Esq., to bo 
retnxn'dwith Sir Thorn. Middletaa, E'; protoEting against the choice 
of the said M' Eldred, and desiring withsl that this our said protesta- 
tion may be enler'd, and return'd to the CoDTention, to be there ex- 
amin'd with oar farther allegntions against the said election." 

M' Smith, the Town Clerk, took tbe said paper angrily; 
threateo'd a schoolmaster, whom be thought had copied it out, to 
imprison bJm ; Hud it was a libel, flung it oat of the Court, and 
proclaimed the said M'' EldreJ duly chosen. As they carried him 
np and down in the streets, one Mr. John Werlbrown cry'd oat, 
"No Toioer men, no tnea out of the Toicer .'" which was echo'd by 
nobody ; moBt of the freemen, and particularly the seamen, being 
wholly agaioat such a choice, and declaring that, had they bin eon- 
cemed in it, they would have chosen iV Pepys.

S' — I was very glad to hear of yonr good health by M' Smitfa 
and to have any opportunity given me of shovring how ready I 
should be to serve yon or your friends npon any oooason, and wish 
that sometbing of greater moment would give me a new oppor- 
tnuity of doing it, so as to become more useful to you than ia 
K^ving only a mathematioal question. Jo reading the queation, it 
seemed to me at first to be ill stated ; and in examining M' Smith 
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■bout the meaning of BODie phraseA in it, be pnt the case of the 
qnestion the same aa if A played with Riz dice till he thrcv a mz ; 
and then B threw as of^n vith twelve, and C with eighteen, the 
one for twice aa many, the other for thrioe as many, sizes. To 
examine who had the advantage, I took the case of A throwing 
with one dice, and B with two — the former till he threw a six, the 
latter as often for two eises ; and found that A had the advantage. 
Bat whether A will have the advantage when he throws with six, 
and B with twelve dice, I cannot tell ; for the number of dice may 
alter the proportion of the chances considerably, ui4 I did not 
compute it in this case, the problem being a very hard one. And, 
indeed, upon reading the qneatiou anew, I found that these cases do 
not corns within the question ; for here on advantage is given to A 
by his throwing flmt till he throws a six : whereas, the qnestion re- 
quires, that they throw upon equal lack, and by consequence that no 
advantage be given to any one by throwing first. The qnestion is this; 
A has siz dice in a box, with which he is to fling a six; B has in 
another box twelve dice, with which he is to fiing two sixes; C has 
in another boz eighteen dice, with which he i* to fiing three sizes. 
Q^, whether B and C have not as easy a task aa A at even Inckf If 
this last qnestion most be understood according to the plainest sensa 
of the words, I think that sense mntt be this : 

1st. Because A, B, and C, are to throw upon even luck, there 
must be no advantage of luck given to any of them by throwing 
first or last, by making any thing depend upon the throw of any 
one, which does not equally d«pend on the throws of the other 
two: and, therefore, to bar all iDeqoality of luck on these accounts, 
Iwodld nnderstand the question as if A, B, and C, were to throw 
all at the same time. 

2^. I take the moat proper and obvious meaning of the words 
of the question to be, that when A flings more sizes than one, he 
flings a siz as well as when he flings but a singie six, and so gains 
his ezpectation : and so, when B flings more sixes than two, and C 
more than three, they gun their expectations. But if B throw under 
two nxes, and C nnder three, they miss their expectations ; because, in 
the question, 'tis expressed that B is to throw two, and G three sixes. 

3*^. Because each man baa hia dice in a box, ready to throw, 
and the qnestion is pat upon the chances of that throw, without 
naming any more throws tban that. I take the qnestion to be the 
same as if it had been pot thns upon single throws. 

What is the expectation or hope of A to throw every time one 
■iz, at least, with six dice ? 

What is the expectation or hope of B to throw eveiy tinm two 
^es, at least, with twelve dice f 
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What ia the expectation or hope of C to throw every time three 
sixes, or more than three, with eighteen dice f 

Aad whether has not B and C ss great an expectation or hope to 
bit every time what they throw for, as A hath to bit what he throws 

If the qnestion be thus stated, it appears by an oaay computation, 
that the expectation of A is greater than that of B or C ; that is, the 
tuk itf A is the easiest : and the reason ia, because A has all tiie 
ohanoea on sizes on hia dice for his expectation, but B and G have 
not all the ohanoea npon th»rs ; for, when B throws a single six, or 
C but one or two sixes, tbey miss of their expectations. This W,' 
Smith understands, and therefore allows tbat, if the qneation be un- 
derstood as I have stated it, then B and C have not bo easy a fat»fc 
as A; hnt he seems of opinion, that the question should be so stated, 
that B and C, as well as A, may have all the chances of sixes on 
their dies within their expectations. I do not see tbat the words of 
the questdoD, as 'tis set down in your letter, will admit itj but this 
being no mathematical qnestion, hnt a question what is the true ma- 
thematical qnestioD, it belongs not to me to determine it. ■! have 
contented myself, therefore, to set down how, in my opinion, the 
qnestion, according to the most obvious and proper meaning of the 
words, is to be understood ; and that, if this bo the true state of the 
qnestion, then B and C have not so easy a task as A : but, whether 
I have hit the true meaning of the question, I mnst submit to the 
better judgment of yourself and others. If yon desire the computa- 
tion, I wilt send it yon.

wedding; he in bis habit of blae satio, led by two of the girls, 
and she in blue with an apron green, and petticoat yellow, all of 
sarenet, led by two of tbe boys of the house, throngh Cheapside to 
Guildhall Chapel, where they were married by the Dean of St.

Honoured Sir— Conforming to my promiae, I send yon all the 
informaUon I hare met with in the inquiry you recommended to 
me, touching the Double Sight; and have just now received my 
Lord Tarbufa' answer to me relating thereto, as follows : — 

"I remember that, several years ago, in answer to a letter of Mr. 
Boyle's, I wrote to him about the Second Sight; a copy whereof re- 
ceive enclosed. Since that time, I was not much in the North, 
Qor did I either make any iuqairies on purpose, or what I occasion- 
ally heard then di^cr considerably from what I had heard formerly. 
One particular of which was a footman of your great grandfather's, 
who was mightily concerned upon seeing a dagger in the Lord 
Beaya breast. He informed his master of the sight, who laughed

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at it. gome montha alter, he gtve the donblet which be did weir 
when the Seer did aee the dagger Id hia breast, to bis aervant, who 
did wear or keep it about a year, and tiien gave it to this footman, 
who was the Seer, and who w» stabbed in the l}rea>t by another, 
when thta doublet was npoa him. My Lord, yon may ioquire further 
into the tmth of thia." 

This, Sir, ia the answer I have had from my Lord Tarbnt, and I 
enclose yon a copy of hia letter therein. I have aince informed my- 
self of the truth of the story about my graDdfather*a footman, and find 
it litemlly tme ; aa also another, much of the same nature, whieh I 
shall give you an aoooant of, because I have it from a sure author, 
a Mend of my own, of nnezceptionable honesty, to whose father the 
thing happened, and he was himself witness to it all. 

John Macky, of Dilril, having put on a new suit of clothes, was 
told by a Seer that he did see the gallows upon his coat, which he 
never noticed ; but, some time after, gave bis coat to his aervaDt, 
William Forbes, to whose honesty there could be nothing said at 
that time; bat he was shortly after banged fot theft, vrith the same 
coat about him : my informer being an eye-witness of his execu- 
tion, and one who had heard what the Seer said before. I have 
heard several other storiea, but shall trouble you with no more than 
what have happened aince I last came into the country. 

There w« a aervant woman in Mindo Aubrey's house, in lAng> 
dale, on Strathnavar, in tbe Shire of Sutherland, who told her mis- 
tress she Bsw the gallows about her brother's neck, who had then 
the repute of an honest man : at which her mistreaa being offended, 
pat her oat of the boose. Her brother, nevertheleas, having stolen 
some goods, was sentenced to be hanged the Z2d August, 1698 ; 
yet by the intercession of several gentlemen, who beoame bail for 
his future behaviour, was set free, though not coatomary by onr law; 
which ocoauoning one of the gentlemen, Lieutenant Alex. Macky, 
to tell the woman servant that she was onoe deceived, the man being 
set at liberty, she replied, he is not dead yet, bnt shall certainly be 
hanged; and accordingly, be betaking himself to atealing anew, and' 
being catched, was hanged the 14^1 of Februaiy, 1699. 

I was this year hnnting in my forest, having several Highlanders 
with me ; and, speaking of the Second Sight, one told me there was 
A boy in company that had it, and had told many things that bad 
fallen out to be true; who being called, and confeaung it, I aaked 
him what be saw last: be told me he had seen, the night before, 
such a man by name, who lived thirty milea from tiiat place, break 
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my Forester's serrant's head; which the semnt OTerheariog, 
laughed at hip for sajing that; that could not be, the; being very good 
friends: so as I did not believe it, hut it bss oetUinl; happened Hince. 

These gtories, nitb vhat ia contained in mj Lord Tatbat's letter, 
are the most satisfactorj for proTing Seoond Sight of any I have 
heard, and Uie people are so pennaded of the troth of it in th« 
Highlanda and Isles, that one would be more laughed at for not 
beliering it there than for affirming it elsewhere. For utj owa 
port, I do not question it; though that be of small weight towaidf 
the persuading others to the belief of it. But I dan affirm, had 
jou the same reasons I have, you would be of tay opinion : .1 mean, 
had yon heard all the stories I have, attested hy men of honour not 
to be doubted, and been eyc-witoeiia to some of them yourself, at 
the breaking of the man's head, foretelliug of anotber'a death, and 
another story, which the same boy told me long ere thej happened. 
There was a blind woman in this oonotry, in my time, who saw thein 
perfectly well, and foretold several things that bappeued, as hundreds 
of honest men will attest. She was not born blind, but became M 
by accident, to that degree, that she did not eee so moob as a ^in^ 
mering, yet saw the Second Sight as perfectly as before. 

I have got a manuscript, since I came last to Scotland, whose 
author, though a parson, does, after giving a very fall acconnt of 
the Second Sight, defend there being no sin in it, for reasons too 
long ts be here inserted : but, with the first opportunity, I shall send 
you a copy of his boobs ; and I hare this day received a letter from 
a friend I had employed for that purpose, promising me the acquaint 
ance of this man, of which I am very oovetous, being persuaded it 
will give me much light in this matter. 

There is a people in these countries sumamed " Msnsone," who see 
this sight naturally, both men and women, though they commonly 
deny it, but ara so affirmed to do by all their neighbours. A Seer, 
with whom I was reasoning on this subjeot, finding me very incredi^ 
bus in what he asserted, offered to let me see as well as himself. I 
ashed whether he coold free me from seeing them thereafWr; whereto 
he answering me he could not, pnt a stop to my ouriodty. The 
manner of showing them to another is this: the Seer puts both his 
hands and feet above yonr'a, and mutters some words to himself: 
which done, you both see them alike. 

This, Sir, is all the information I can send you on this head, till Ihavo 
the opportunity of sending you the fore-mentioned Treatise ; remaining 
Honoured Sir, your most humble Servant, Rut. 
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The Lord Tarbvt, on the lame luhjeet, fo Mr.Bo^. 
Sir — I had heard very much, but believed very little, of the 
Second Sight ; yet, it being affirmod by sevenl of great veroaity, I 
was induced to make eome inquiry after it in the year 1652, being 
then oonfioed to abide in the North of Scotland by the EngliBh 
UsnrperB. The more general ncconnta of it were, that many Higli' 
landers, yet far more Inlanders, were qualified with this eight : that 
men, women, and children, indistinotiTely, were Bubjeot to it ; and 
some^mea children whose parents were not subject to it; some- 
times people when come to age, who had it not when yoang, nor 
ooald any tell by what means produced. It is a trouble to moet of 
thoae who are subject to it. The sight is of no long duration, only 
eontintung bo long aa they keep their eyes steadily withont trem- 
bling; tiie bardy, therefore, fix thinr look, that they nay see the 
longer, bnt the timorous see only glances, their eyes always 
trembling at the first sight of the object. That which is generally 
seen by them is the species of living creatures and inanimate tbioga 
which are in motion, such as ships and habits upon persons : they 
sever see the species of any person who is already dead. What 
they foreaee &ila not to exist in the mode and place where it ap- 
pears to them. They cannot tell what space of time shall intervene 
betwixt the apparition and real existence ; but some of the hardiest 
and longest experience have some mleg for conjectures ; as, if they 
see & man with a shrouding-sheet in the apparition, they would 
ooDJeotore at the nearness and remoteneas of bis death by the more 
or less (^ his body tiiat is covered with it. They will ordioaiily 
see their absent friends, though at a great distance, sometimes no 
less than from America to Scotland, sitting standing, or walking, 
in some certain place, and then they conclude with assurance that 
they will see them bo and there. If a man be in love with a woman, 
they will ordinarily see the species of that man standing by her ; 
and BO, likewise, if a woman be in love. They conjecture at their 
marrying, by the species looking on the person ; at their not mnr- 
rying by the speeiea appearing at a distance from the beloved per- 
son. If they see the species of any person who is sick to deitb, 
they see them covered over with a shrouding-sheet. These, gene- 
rally, I had Tcrified to me by such of them as did see, and were 
esteemed honest and sober by all the neighbourhood; for I ioqaired 
after such for my information : and because there were more Seen 
in the Isles of Lewis, Harris, and Uist, than any other place, I did 
entreat Sir James M'Donald, who is now dead, Sir Kormad" 
M'Leod, and Mr. Daniel Morison, a very honest parson, who ii 
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Btill alive, to make iaquiry iuto this strmige sigHt ani ta acquaint 
ma therewith ; irhich they did, and fi.mnd an agrccnent io these 
Generals, and informed me of many iastaDccs conSnoiug what the; 
said. Bat, thoagb men of honour and diBCretion, being but at second 
band, I would ofaooM rather to put myaelf than my friendB in the 
hanrd of beiog Uoghed xt for inoredible relations. 

I was onoe travelling in the Highlanda, and ft good number of 
Beayaats with me, as is usual there, and one of them going a littl« 
before me to enter into a house where I was to stay all night; and, 
going hastily to the door, he suddenly started back with a screech, 
and fell by a stone, against which he dashed his foot. I asked 
what the matter was, for he seemed to me to be very much frighted; 
be told me very seriously that I sbauld not lodge in that house be- 
cause shortly a dead coffin would be carried out of it, for many were 
oarrying it when he was heard cry. I neglecting his words and 
staying there, he sud to others of the servants he was very sorry for 
it, and that what he saw waald snrely ooma to pass ; ud though no 
nek person was than there, yet the landlord, a healthy Highlander, 
died of an apopleotio fit before I left the house. 

la the year 1653, Alexander Monro, afterwards Lieut«nMit-0o1ouel 
to the Earl of Dumbarton's regiment, and I were walking in a plaoe 
' colled " , in Loch Broom, in a little plain at the foot of a ragged 
bill : there was a servant workiog with a spade in the walk before us, 
bis back to us, and his face to the hill. He took no notice of us, 
though we passed by near to him, which made me look at him ; and, 
poroeiving that he stared, I conjectured he was a Seer; wherefore, I 
called to him, at which be started and smiled. "What are yon doing f 
flud I. He answered, " I have seen a very strange thing — an army 
of Englishmen, leading of horses, coming down that hillj and a 
snmher of tiiem ai^ come down to the plain, and eating the barley 
wbtch is growing in the field near to the hill." This was on the 
fimrtb of May, for I noted the day, and it was four or five days before 
the barley was sown in the field he spoke of Alexander Monro asked 
how he knew they were Englishmen ; he answered, because they were 
loading botses, and had on hata and boots, which be knew no Scotch- 
man would have on there. We took little notice of the whole story aa 
Other than a fooUah visiofi, but wished that an English party were 
there, we being thoA at war with them, and the place almost inacoes- 
nble for hofsemen- Bat the begioDing of August therea^r, the 
Earl of Middleton, then laentenaot for the King in the Highlands, 
having occasion to march a party of his towards the South Islands, 
sent his Foot thnmgb a plaoe called Inverlaowell, and the forepart, 
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which was first down the hill, did fall to eating the barley which .was 
OD the little plain under it ; and Monro, calling to mind what the 
Seer told as in Mbj preoeding, wrote of it, and aeot e.a expresi to nt 
to Lochglime, in Boss, where I then was, with it. 

I had occasion to be in oompan; where a yonng lady was, excose 
mj not naming of peraons, and I was told there was a notable Seer 
in oompan; ; and I called to him to speak with ma, aa I did ordina- 
rily when I found any of them ; and, after he had answered several 
qnestions, I asked him if ho saw any person to. be in love with that 
lady; he eud ha did, but knew not the person ; for, dnring the two 
days he had been in her company, he perceived one atanding near 
her with his head leaning on her ahouldera, which he said did fon- 
tell that the man should marry her, and die befqre her, according to 
his observation. This waa in the year 1655. I desired him to do- 
Boribe the person, which he did ; BO I could conjecture by the 
description, that it was such a one who was of diat lady's aoquaintance, 
though there was no thought of their intermarrisge till two years after- 
wards; and having ooeasion, in the year 1657, to find this Seer, who 
^aa an Islander, in company with the other person whom I 
oonjectnred to have been described by him, ! called him aside, and 
Baked if that was the person he saw beside the lady near two years 
then past : he sud it was ho, indeed, for he had seen that lady just 
then standing by him hand-io-hand. This was some iew months 
befnre their marriage, and the man is since de»d, and the lady still 
alive. I shall trouble yon with but one more, which I thought the 
most remarkable of all [that] oconrred to me. In January, 1682, 
the above-named Colonel Uonro and I happened to be in the hooae 
of William M'Leod, of Feirinhed, in die Connty of Rosa; he, the 
landlord, and I, sitting in three chairs near the fire, and in the Oomer 
of the great chimney there were two Islanders who were that very 
night come to the house, and were related to the landlord. While 
the one of them was talking with Monro, I perceived the other to 
look oddly towards me, and from his looks, end his being an Islander, 
I oonjeatnred that he was a Seer, and asked him why he atared ? He 
answered by desiring me to rise from that ehair, for it wU as nnlncky 
one. I asked, "Whyf" He answered, "Beoanoe there was a dead 
man in the ohaii next to it" — "Well," Rud I, "if it be but in the 
next,. I may safely sit here : but. what is the likeness of the man 1" 
He said he was a tall man, with a long grey ooat, booted, and one d 
his legs hanging over the chair, and his head hanging down to the 
other side, and his arm b&ekward, as it were broken. There were 
then some English troops quartered near the place, and there being 
at that time a great frost after a thaw, the ootintry wias wholly 
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covered over with ice, Four or five Eoglitibmen ridiog hy this house, 
not two bonis after the vision, where we were sitdag bj the fire, we 
burd > grekt noise, which proved to be theeo troopers, with the help 
of other Borvants, otnyiog in one of their number who had got a very 
miaebieTptu £dl and bad hi* arm broke; and, falling frequenttj into 
swooning fiu, thej brooght him to the hall, and set him in the very 
chair and Jo the verj peitnre which the Seer bad proposed : hot die 
man did not die, though be revived with great diffieoitj. 

AmoDg the accounts giveo me by Sir Normade H'Leod, there was 
one worth; of special notice, which was this : — ^There was a gentleman 
in the Isle of Harris, who was always seen by the Seers with an arrow 
in bis thigh : saob in the Isle who tbooght these prognostioations 
infallible, did not doubt bnt he would be shot in the thigh hoton ho 
died. Sir Normade told me that lie heard it the subject of disoonrse 
for many years, when that gentleman was present : at last, he died 
without any such accident. Sir Normade was at hii burial at St. 
Clement's Chnnb, in the Isle of Harris r at the same time the corpse 
of another gentleman was brought to be buried in the vety same church. 
The fricDds on either side came to debate who should first cuter the 
chnrch^ and, iu a trice, from words they came to blows : one of the 
number, who was armed with a bow and arrow, let one fly among 
them ; now, every family io that Isle have their bnrying-plaoe in the 
ebnrch iu stone chests, and the bodies are carried on open biers to the 
place of burial. Sir Normade, having appeased the tntuDlt, one of the 
arrows was found shot in the dead man's thigh : to this Sir Normade 
himself was a witness. la the account Ur. Daniel Morison, Parson 
in the Lewis, gave me, there was one, which, though it be heteroge- 
neous from this subject, yet it may bo worth your notioe. — It was of 
a young woman in bis parish who was mightily frightened by seeing 
her own image still before her, always when she came into the open 
air, and the bock of the image always to her ; so that it was not a reflec- 
tion, as in a mirror, bat the species of saoh a body as her own, and in 
a veiy like habit, which appeared to herself continually before her. 
The parson bred her a long time with him, but she had do remedy 
of her evil, which troubled her exceedingly. I was told afterwards, 
that, when she was four or five years older, she saw it not. 

These are matters of fact, which, I assure you, are truly related ; 
bat these, and all others that occurred to m^ by information or 
otherwise, could never lead me into so much as a remote oonjecture 
of the cause of so extraordinary a phenomenon: whether it be « 
quality io the eyes of some persons, in those parti, oonourring with, 
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ft quality in the sir also ; or whether enicb spenes bo every where, 
though not seen for want of oyea so qualified, or from whatever cause, 
I must leave to the inquiry of clearer jadgmenta than my own. Bat 
m hint may be taken from this image whioh appeared still to this joang 
woman aforementioned, and from another mentioned hy Aristotle, in 
the 4th of his Metapfaysios, if I remember right, for it is long since I 
read it : as also from that common opinion that young infants, nn- 
eoiled with many objects, do see apparitions which are not seen bj 
those irf older years : lihemse from this, that several who did se« 
tht Seoond Sight when in the Highbndscv Isles, yet when transported 
to liv« in other oonntries, eaperially in America, quite lose this qoalitj ; 
as it wu told me by a gentleman who knew eome of them in Barba- 
does, that did not see any viaiona there, although he know tiiom to 
be Seen when they lived in the Isles of Scotland.

My Lord — I can never enough acknowledge the honoor of your 
Lordship's letter. Gonld I have foreseen the least part of the fatigne 
my inqniriea have cast your Lordship in the aQswering, I should have 
proceeded with more tenderness in the burthening you with them. 
Bat, unce your Iiordship has had the goodness to undergo it, I can- 
not repent me of being the occasion of pur pving the world so early 
a proof of what may be further expected from a genius so curious, 
BO painful, bo discerning, and every way ao philoBopbical, as your 
Lordship has herein shown yours to be; in the ezcreiso whereof I 
cannot, as an old man, but wish yon a long life, and a bappy one, to 
the bononr of your noble family, jonr country, the whole common- 
wealth of leamiag, and mora particnlarly that part of it, the Royal 
Society of England, dedicated to the advancement of natural know- 
ledge, whereto your Lordship is already become a peculiar ornament. 

And now, my Lord, for the matter of yonr letter: it carries too 
mnch observation and weight in it to be too easily spoken to; and, 
therefore, I shall pny yonr Lordship's bearing with me if I ask a 
little more time. This only I shall not spare now to say, that, as to 
the Second Sight, I little eipected to have been ever brought so 
near to a conviction of the reality of it, as by yonr Lordship's and 
Lord Tarbnt's authorities I mnst already own myself to be: not 
that I yet know how to subscribe my Lord Tarbot's charging it upon 
some Rngolarit; of quality in the air, or eye of the person affected 
themritb ; forasmnch as I have never heard of other consequences 
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of bd; indisposnre in the medium or organ of uglit, than what re- 
lated to the iniacolonring, misfiguring, dimioishing, or undae mag- 
lufyiDg, of an nbjcet truly esisliag and exposed thereto; whereas, 
in this case, we are entertained with daggen, ghrouds, arrows, 
ptibets, and God knows what, that indeed are not, but must be the 
creatures of the mind ootj, bawevcr directed to them, and not to 
the eye. Nor yet as to the reality of the effect would I be thought, 
my Lord, to derive this propecaiou of mind to the belief of it, from 
the credit ooly which I find it to have obtained among jour oeigh- ' 
boura, the Highlanders; for that it bad been my particoiat fortune 
to have on^ived the belief of another point of faith relating to the 
eyee, no leas extraordinary nor of Ies« nniversa) reception elsewhere; 
— I mean' the tnal de ojo in Spain ; with a third, touchiog the aani- 
tive and prophetic faculty of the Saludadora there : as, baving 
heretofore pursaed tny inquiries thereinto ao iar, upon the place, as 
to fully convince myself of the vanity thereof, espednlly of the latter, 
from the very professions of its professors. But, my Lord, where, 
aa ID th« matter before us, the power pretended to ia so far from 
being of any advantage to the possessore, oa, on the contrary, to be 
attended with constant oneasinesa to them, as well as for the most 
part of evil and Bcrioos import, and irresijatibly so, to the persons it 
is applied to; in eonsequenoe whereof, as yonr Lordship well notes, 
your Seera are both desirous to be themselves rid of it^ and ready to 
ooffimanioate it to any other that will adventure on it; I say, these 
considerations, joined to that of its being so abundantly attested by 
eyewitnesses of unquestionable fuith, authority, and capacity to 
judge, will not permit me to distrust the truth of it, at least dll 
something shall arise from my ^rther deliberations upon your Iiord- 
ibip's papers leading me thereto, than, I must acknowledge, there 
yet does; in which case I shall give myself the liberty of resorting 
again to your Lordship, praying, in the mean time, to know how 
fir I have your leave to make some of my learned friends partakers 
with me in the pleasure of them, and of what your Lordship has 
been pleased, with so mnch generosity, to promise me of furthei 
light npon this subject, from the Manuscript lately come to yont 
Lordship's hand, a copy of which will be a most welcome and 
lasting obligation upon me.

Bat when they went out, he wai eo frightened 
that ha fainted, and, being recorered, would in no wise stay ia the 
house that night, bat went with his wife to a farmer's hard by ; where, 
she asking him why he left the house, he told her pnblicly that he 
knew Drynie would die that night j for nhen they went to tbe door, 
be saw his winding-sheet about him. And accordingly, the gentleman 
did die that night, though bo went to bed in perfect health, and had 
had no sickness for some time before. I had this story from Drynie's 
own son, the farmer, his servant, and tbe man himself who saw it. 
Por my part I am fully convinced of this Sight; but what to attri- 
bute it to I know not, nor can I be conviooed, any mora than yon, 
that it depends on any quality, either of the air or eyes, but would 
gladly know your opinion of it.

Hononred Sir — I bare been ill of a cold since I bad the honour 
to wait upon you and Mr. Hewer, and that has been tbe cause why 
I have been so long in performing the promise I mode, of sending 
you in writing some things you gave me occasion to say, by impsrt. 
ing to me my Lord Beay's letter to you, and the letter my Lord 
Tarbot wrote to him concerning the Second Sight. This is ji very 
proper l^rm for that sight which the Scottish Seers or Visionisls 
have of things by representation ; for, as the sight of n thing itself 
is, in order of oatare, tbe first or primary sight of it, so the sight of 
it, by any representation, whether really made without, as all ap- 
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pariuona are, or within npoB the stage of imagination, as all sorta of 
TJatoiiB are made, is, in order of ontarc, the second or secondary sight 
of that thing ; and, therefore, the sight of aQytbiDg by rcprescntadon, 
though first in ordar of time, may properly b« called the Second 
Sight thereof. Thna, the sight of a picture in order of nature is in- 
deed the Beoond eight of the thing whose piotnre it i», and, if onstom 
would allow it, might he so called. Itut the Scotch have restrained 
the use of the term only to that sight of things by appearance, or 
representation, which those Seera or Yisiooists among them use to 
have } but whether in outward apparitions always, or inward Tixiona, 
or some times one way and some the other, I have not yet learned, 
bat it would be an inquiry proper for the subject, and fit for that 
ingenious Lord to make. 

I told you, when T was in Scotland, I narer met with any learned 
man, either among the Divines or Lawyers, who doubted of the thing. 
1 had the honour to hear Lord Tarbut tell tiie story of the Second 
Sight, of my Lord Mlddleton'a march with hia army down a hill, 
which yon read io the letter written by his Lordship to Mr. Boyle. 
It was before the Duke of Launderdale ha told it, when his Grace 
waa High Commissioner of Scotland, about twenty-two years ago. At 
the aamo time, » I remember, he entertained the Duke with a story 
of Elf Arrows, which was very surprising to mej they are of a tri- 
angular form; somewhat like the beard or pile of our old Bnglish 
arrowB of war, almost as thin as one of our old groats, made of flints 
or pebbles, or sueh like stones ; and these the country people in Scot- 
bind believe that Evil Spirits, which they call Elves, from the old 
Danish word Alfitr, which signifies Dtenton, Oenivs, Safyrut, do 
shoot into the hearta of cattle ; and, oa I remember, my Lord Tarbut, 
or some other Lord, did produce one of these Elf arrows, which one 
of bis tenants or neighbours took out of the heart of one of his cattle 
that died of an usual dfath. 

I have another strange story, bat very well attested, of an Elf arrow, 
that was shot at a venerable Irish Bishop by an Evil Spirit in a 
terrible noise, louder than thnnder, which shaked the house where 
the Bishop was ;' bnt this I reserve for his son to tell you, who is one 
of the deprived Irish Clergymen, and very well known, as by other 
excellent pieces, so by his late book, entitled, " TJie Snalce I'n the Grats." 
I mpntion this to encourage you to desire my Lord to send you a more 
perfect aoconnt of these Elf arrows ; the subject being of so near an 
alliance to that of the Second Sight, and to witchcraft, which is akin 
to ihem both. As for this aabjcct, I hod a very tragical but authentio 
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Story, told mo b; the Duke of Lnuderdale, which happened in the 
famil; of Sit John Balrymple, Liurd of Suir, ud then Lord Preai- 
dont, as tbey call the Lord Chief Justice of Soollukd. Hia Grace had 
DO BooDcr told it mo, but m; Lord President oomiog into the room, 
he desired mj Lord to tetl it me himself, which, nltcrijig hia coanto- 
nauce, he did with a rerj melauoholick air ; but it is so loDgeiitoe, 
that I dare not tmat my memory with relating the particulars of it, 
though it was a memorable stoiy ; but if my Lord Boay would be 
phased to make inquiry into it of the preaent heir of tho family, he 
would find it a story of great authority, and wfothy of beijig written 
by bis excellent pen. 

Sir, I beg your pardon for this digresraon from the Seoond Sight 
to Witches ; and perhaps the DiriDO whom my Lord Beay tella you 
hath written a book in defence of the innooenoy of seeing things hj 
the help of it, woold be offended with me for joining them together. 
Id truth, Sir, I long to see that book, being myself nncertain in my 
opinion whether that way of aeelng thiogs be always from a good 
or eyil cause, or sometimes from one, and somcdmes from the other. 
One would hope that^ in good men, who contribute nothing towaida 
the having of it, it sboiild be from good spirits, which the old Danea 
and Norwegians, from whom tho Scotch have a great part of tiiBu 
language, called Lias Al/ar, i. e.. Spirits of Light : bat in those who 
come to have it by certain forms of words, which we oaU charms, 
or doing and performing such cerSmonies as are mentioned in my 
Lord's letter, one would think it proceeded from evil efurits, which 
the old Danes and Norwegians called iStaart Al/ar, i. a., Black 
Spirits : nay, when wicked men hare it, though without eontriiwUDg 
any thing towards it by charms or ceremonies, one wonld fear npoo 
the account of their wickedness, which provokes God and their good 
angels to abandon them, that it proceeded Aram Evil Spirits. It may 
also be presumed to proceed from the same canse, in men otherwise 
of nnblamed Uves, who are addicted to the stndy of magic, or judiciBl 
astrology, or who are koowo to converse with Damons, as many 
amongst the learned, both ancient and modem, both foreigners and 
our ovca countrymen, are said to have done. 

A good number of well-stfeated stbries out of good bistotians and 
records, as well as living witnesses, would help to resolve these 
doubts. Among the former are to be ooosulted the histories of the 
old Northern nations, written in old DiLnish or Swedish, which com- 
monly have the title of Saga, which signifies a narra^a of history, 
and have been printed of late in Denmark and Sweden. But it may 
be tbi%e theories, and many more, are sufficiently resolved and ao- 
oountcd for in the book above mendonad, which my Lord hath pr» 
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mised to Bend 700 ; bat if not, his Lordship hu gre&t opportuDitiea 
of fitrther inqairj iato fitcts, bj wbcicb, as by phenomeni, they maj 
be resolved. It wu commonly reported, i?hea I waa in SisotUud, 
that the Lord Seafortb, then living, bad tbe Seoond Sight, and 
thorob; foretold » dreadful storm to some of his friends, in which 
tbej bad like to have been oast away. I onoe heard the Duke of 
Laaderdale rally ,bim about it, but he neither did ova it or disown 
it} according to that maxim of the civil law, "Qui laeet atU non 
negat, tic vtiqvx wm fatetitr." 

At tbe tame time, there was a girt in custody at Edinburgh,^. 
whose name was Janet Donglaa, about 12 or 13 years of ^e, famoni 
for the Second Sight, and the digoorery of witches, and their .mal^ 
fioes and eaahantments thereby. The girl first ugnalised herself in 
the WeBtem Islands, where she discovered how one Sir 0. Maxwell 
was toimentad in effigy by witches. She was not known there, 
where she made this, which was her first dioeovery, Jjnt from 
thence she oune to O-lasgow, whither her fame having got before 
her, the people in great uambers ran out to meet her. As she was 
tMjnvnnded with the crowd, she called out to one man, a goldsmith, 
as I remember, and told him that of so long a time he had not 
thriven in bis trade, though be was very diligent in it, beoausa an 
image was made against him, which he might find in suofa a oomer 
of his shop ; and when the man went home, there be found it whero 
ahe said it was; and the image was such, both as to matter and 
form, as she had described it, vii., a little rude image made of olay. 
She told another, that he and hie wife, who had been a very loving 
couple, of late had lived in great discord, to tbe grief and astonish- 
ment of them both ; and when the man asked the reason, she an- 
swered, as she did before, that there was an image made against 
them. I have forgot whether she named the witches who made 
thiae images, as she did those that made that in whiob they tor- 
tured Sir George Maxwell. But by these, uid Other snah dteooveriel^ 
she made sucb tumults and commotions among the people of 
Glasgow, that the magistrates thought fit to confine her, and sent 
an ecooont of her to the Privy Counoil at Edinburgh, who sent for 
her up in custody -, hnt when she came near the city, the people 
went out to meet her in voat crowds, and, as she was surroandod 
irith them, she accused several persona of witoboraft, which obliged 
them to put her in close confinement, to keep .the people and their 
miuda quiet from the commotions she had raised in them. TUb 
happentui a litde before tho Duke of Lauderdale wont the last time 
as High CommisKioQcr into Scoiland, in May, 1678, when I had tht 
honour to attend him as his domestic Chaplain. 
24* 
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Hearing these and maoj other atoriea of this girl, I had a dekire 
to see her, and diaoourse with her; bnt it was aome time before 1 
could obtain leave to go to her, becaase an order had been mniie 
in Council, before we came ioto Scotland, that no one should be 
admitted to her. In the interim, upon an invitation by the then 
Lord Archbishop of Glasgow, Dr. Burnet, of honourable memory, 
afterwards made Arcbbishop of St. Aodrew's, I went to see Glas- 
gow, where I had the happineaa to meet Dr. Rosse, then Lord 
BtBhop of Argyle, who afterwards succeeded Dr. Boniet in the 
Archbishoprick of St. Andrew's, of which he was deprived, with 
the whole order, soon after the KeTolution. It was from him that 
I had the stories above related concerning Janet Douglas, with 
many more which I have forgottca, from her first appearance in 
the Highlands to her coming to Glasgow. My Lord Archbishop 
is still living; and if my Lord Reay would please to inquire of 
him, and many others yet alive, about that girl, be Vonld be able 
to givo you an account of her muob more worthy your knowledge 
than any thing I can now write of her, at bo great a distance of 
time. One thing I must not omit to tetl yon — (hat in all her 
marahes from Sir George Maxwell's to Edinburgh, nobody knew 
lier, not would she discover to any one who she was. 

After I returned to Glasgow, I renewed my petition to my Lord 
Dulie for leave to see Janet Douglas, which he granted me. My 
desire of seeing her arose from a great cariosity I bad to aak her 
eome questions about tho Second Sight, by which she pretended to 
make all her discoveries. I took a reverend and learned Divine 
with me, one Mr. Scott, Minister of the Church of the Abbey of' 
Holyrood, now the Palace of the Scottish Kings. When we were 
first brongbt to her, I found her, as I had heard her described, & 
ptl of very great aasnrance, attdaunlcd, though surprised at our 
coming, and suspicions that I was sent to betray her : this made 
her very shy of converging with ns ; but, after many and serious 
protestations on my own part that I came for no other end but to 
ask her some questions about the Second Sight, to which she pre- 
tended, she at last promised she would freely answer me, provided 
I would nse my interest with my Lord High Commissioner to 
obtain her liberty, npon oondition she went into England, never 
again to appear in Scotland, which I promised to do. 

Upon this I began to premise aomething upon the baseness of lying 
and deceiving, and especially of pretending to false reveUHona, 
and the dangerous oonsequences of such practices, which made all 
Buoh lying pretenders odious to God and man ; and then, requiring 
her, in the presence of God, to tell me nothing bnt the truth, she 
promised me, with a serious air, to tell me nothing but the very trndi. 
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I then oaked her, if indeed she hod the Second Sight, and if bjr that 
■he knev those things she had discovered ; to which she answered in 
the affirmative. I then asked her if ebe thought it proceeded from a 
good or evil cause; npon which she tnnied the qnestion upon me, 
aod asked me what I thought of it. I told her plainly, I feared it was - 
from ao evil cause ; but she replied quiokly, she hoped it was from good. 
I then asked her if it came upon her by any act of her own, u by say- 
ing any words, or performing any actions or ceremonies; to which she 
replied No. I asked her, upon tbia, if she remembered her baptismal 
TOW : hot she did not understand my question till I began to ezplaiu 
it; and then, with great quickness, replied, she remembered it, and 
called to mind, that she bad renounced the Devil and all his works : 
and then I told her by the devil was meant Satan, the prince of devils, 
■nd all evil spirits under him, and asked her if she renounced them 
■11, vbicb she said she did. Then I asked if she [would] renounce 
them all in ft form of words that I had provided ; vrhich, promising 
to do, I bid her say after me, which she did in the most serious and 
empbarieal ezpreirions that I was able to derise. I then asked her 
if she could say the Lord's Prayer ; she said, Yes : I bid her say it 
upon her knees, which she did. I then asked her if she ever prayed 
to God to deliver her from the power of the devil and all evil spirits ; 
bnt not answering readily and dearly to that qnestion, I then asked 
her if she would make such a prayer to Ood upon her knees, which 
I had compOaed for her, which she did without any difficulty. Then 
I proceeded to ask her at what distance she saw peraoDs and things 
by the Second Sight : she replied, at the same distanoe they were 
really from lier, whether more or less. Then I asked her if the 
Seeond Sight came upon her sleeping or waking : she answered, never 
sleeping, bnt always when she was awake. I asked this question to 
know whether the Second Sight was by outward repreientatidn, which 
1 call apparition, or by inward represenUtion, on the theatre of the 
ima^nation oaused by some spirit; or, that I laay once more use my 
own terms for distinction, whether these Second Sight folks were Seers 
or Tisionists, or sometimes one and sometimes the other. Then I 
asked her if she was wont to have any trouble, disorder, or coneteroa- 
tion of mind, before or after tlie Second Sight came upon her; to 
which she answered, Never, but was in the same temper at those as 
at all other times. Then I asked her if the Second Sight never led 
any weariness or faintnesa npon her; or listleesnesa to speak, walk, 
or do any other business; to which she always answered. No; add- 
ing that she was always then as before. 
Ik«0e two anawan of hers do not agree with aome acconnts in 
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Dy Lord's letter, wherein, as I remember, he speaks (^ ooe who said 
he had always perturhation of mind attending the Second Sight; 
but, as to tbia, there maj be a difiereoco, from the different temper 
of the patients, and the different stock and temper of the animal 
spirits in them. Tbis girl, as I have observed before, was of t. bold, 
uadauDted spirit, and might bear those sights, from what cause soever, 
without any fear or pertnrbstion, which others of more passive tempera, 
and a less stock of animal apirits, ooold not so well endure. There 
Eeeme to hare been this difference among the prophets tbemselTes ; 
whereof some, as we resd, received the prophetical infiu with gceat 
terrors, Ithonr, and oonstomation, of which tbej complained when 
tbeir visions or apparitions were over, and desired of Qod to be ezcosed 
from the propbetioal infiux, and the burthen of it ; bat, of oihen, we 
do not read they had any snch complaints. One of the last questions 
I asked this girl was, if she desired to have the Second Sight takea 
from her, to which she replied, what Ood pleased. 

After I had disconraed with her in this manner, aa long'as I thonght 
eonveoient, I retamed homo, and gave the Doke an aeoonnt of my 
conversation, with which he was pleased; and I also told him of my 
promise to intercede with his Grace for her liberty, upon condiUon 
she might go into England : but he said that would not be convenient 
for certain reasons. After receiving which answer, I sent her word I 
crald not obtaio her liberty ; and so she was shot up all the while we 
vere there, but, soon afler we oame away, she was set at liberty. 
When I heard of it, I made all the inquiry I could what was become 
of her, and how she came to obtAin her liberty; but I could not get 
any further acoonnt of her, which made me suspect that she was the 
child of some person of honour or quality, for whose sake all things 
were bushed. When I was with her, I asked of her pareotage, but 
she would tell me DOtbiog of it : I also told her bow I observed how 
her words and espresuons were of the better sort, and asked bar how 
she, being a Highlander, and in appearance a poor girl, came to apeak 
BO well. To tbis she artfully replied, by aakiog me why I should 
suppose it BO difficult for her to learn to express herself well. Indeed, 
her wit and cunning were both answerable to her assurance, which I 
told you was very great. 

I designed to give a second visit, hut my first made so much 
noise about the town, tbut it was not thought St; and I did not press 
for leave agnio, because I had reason to believe the denial of her 
liberty would make her sullen and reserved. The famous Lord 
Advocato, Sir Qeorge Miikeozie, of immortal memory, designed 
to write bet history : but why he did not, I can give do account.

People were divided in tiieir opioioQS of her: some suspected ber 
for HD impostrix : bat others, of whom I was one myself, thought 
that ahe reallj was what she preteoded ; being induced to that 
opinion from the notoriety of the facts which the most inoreduloos 
aad suapicions oould not deny. 

If yoB think these notioea vorth imparting to Mr. Hewer, I pray 
jon to commanioate them to him, and give him my humble thanks 
ud service. Yoa know what business I am daily employed in : 
were not my time and thoughts taken up with that, I would have 
tauMcribed the first draft of thia uarratiTe with my own hand, and 
then it would itave come to you in a better dress, and more worthy 
of your perusal; hnt as it is, be |>leased to aooept it as a smalt

Sir — In a letter of yonr's to D* Chariett, I find you are pleased 
to speak kindly of me; and particularly of what account I hav« 
given of the eclipse lately seen at Oxford, which, by reason (tf a 
great mist, oould not be seen at London. What account that wu 
I bare now forgot, aa I quickly shall what I now write ; and b^ 
cause you were desirous to see it, I send now a scheme of that ob- 
servation. It is intended for the. Philosophical Transactions, but, how 
■oon it will be there inserted I know not; and do, therefore, in 
tlie mean time, send you the copy which D* Gregory was pleased 
to give me. My dangher Blencowe, who, with the Judge,' her 
hnaband, made me a visit in their passage to London, tolls me 
that knowing nothing of the eclipse before, but being then writing 
a letter about 9 o'clock, finding the light of the sun look somewhat 
dim, she looked out to see what the matter was, and found it to be 
an eclipse. I asked her bow the light sppeared to her : the best 
account she conld give of it was, much like that in the evening a

little before nuaeL And I believe it to be a good tccoont ,aad mnch 
■8 it appeared to us at Oxford ; and more than tbat I knoir not why 
any body shuuld expect. 

Of jour qneiiea to M' Hudson,' I doubt he will be able to give 
yon but a abort aocODDt from old hiatoriaoB; T doubt scarce any better 
than tbat of Acta xxvii. I can partly gneas, bom a little uzpcrieDoe 
I once had, in a abort voyage, if £ may so call it, from Staugtte Hole 
to Weelmiiister Bridge.* I had one Sunday preaohed for H' Gataker, 
at Bedriff,* and lodged there that night. Next morning I walked with 
him over the fielde to Lambetb, meaniog there to oroaa the Thamea 
to Weatmiiuter. He showed me in the passage diverse remains of the 
old channel, which had heretofore been made from Redriff to lAmbetfa, 
fbr-diverting the Thames whilst London Bridge was building, all in & 
straight lioe or near it, but with great intervals, which had been long 
nnce filled up : those remaina, which then appeared very visible, are, 
I suspect, all or meet of them filled up before this time, for it is more 
than fifty years sgo, and people in those marshes would be more fond 
of so much meadow grounds, than to let those lakes remain unfilled; 
and be told me of many other snoh remains which had been within hia 
memory, but were then filled up : but thus much by the way. 
. When we came ta Slangate IIolc/ over against Westminster 
Bridge, we took a boat, in a thiek mist, intending for Westminster 
Bridge jnst across the water. When we had been at sea, fot so I 
must call it, three times as long as woold hare been Euffieient t<a 
the voyage, we made land, and discovered a shore with flags and 
t«eds, and found ourselves within a bow-shot of the place from 
whence we first launched- We then put to sea.«gain, and when we 
had a second time spent about as much time, we met another vessel 
jnat a-beod of us i we hailed the boat and asked whitiier tbey were

Bridge, and were aa low as Whitehall, or further. I expoetnlated 
wilh OUT boatmen how it was possible thej conld so mistake, and 
thought tbej might at least know whether the; rowed with or tgaiiut 
tide ; tbey told me, though if thej were at anchor thej could tell 
which way the stream ran, yet, beiog in motion, they could only 
know what strokes they made with their oara, but knew not what they 
made at each stroke, nntess they could see the shoro ; nor was there 
any wind stirriug, whereby to direct their course. I told them, if they 
could now set their steerage righ^ I would be their steersman, to hold 
on the same course. Jt was now winter ; and iu such eases, though 
little wind stirring, we might discern tiie motion of our own breath, 
and by observing this I could see when we varied from the conns 
dengned, and accordingly directed them to row more to the right or 
Uft band, as there was occasion : and hy this steerage we oame within 
Ibe noise of tbe people at Westminster Bridge, and then made up to 
them. 

Now, if we had then been wandering for half an hour or more, in 
so short a passage as just across the Thames, we may well eoojectafe 
■t what a pass those must be vbo, in the wide sea, without sight of 
land, hod no help from sun, moon, or stars, to direct their eouree, 
when as jet the magnetic helps were not known. They must then 
be obliged to keep withia sight of land, and litlora legert, without 
pntling out to sea, unless in &ir weather, when the sun or stars 
might guide them ; and if by chance they were sarpriaed at sea in 
dark weather, they ranst be perfectly at a loss, having little else to 
help them, excepting soundings, or remembering from what pcnnt the 
wind blew when the darkness began, guessing that it might continue 
to blow from the same quarter. What better infofmation M' Hudson 
may get you from ancient circumnavigations, I leave to him ; and, 
having begged your pardon for the impertinences of a tedious letter,

Hon' Sir, — 'Tis with no small pleasure that I am at length eome 

to date from this renowned city; nor will it, I am persuaded, be 

an unwelcome circumstance to yon. We made our entry here on 

Tuesday last, about 28 o'clock, and were soon afterwards deafened 
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iritli tlic jangTing of all the b^Ila of the town, vhtch, for Bevcral days, 
morDing and evening, had proclaimed the approacli of the holy year. 
Our fint yisit vas, as yon may imagine, tq S' Peter's, to aee the 
preparations for thia great aolemoity, where we fbnnd them bnsy in 
bnildJDg the scaffolds about the Porta Santa, wbieb is a lesser door 
on the right hand entering within the PorUoo. The Portion nina the 
whole length of the Facciata, and is aboat twice the breadth of that 
before Covent Garden Cburcb : without it, nothing of the opeoing 
of the door coald he seen, nor within it, mnch farther than the middle 
door, wbich afforded bnt little space for soaffolds : part whereof was 
destined for the Qneen of Poland and her anite, part for the Ambas- 
aadon, and part for the Ladies, Boman and Foreign ; and & separate 
one, the most remote, for the gentlemen strangers, where not above 
100, t am snre, could see well. The scats for the Cardinal and 
Bishops, Sso., assisting were on the area, where, also, were a good 
number of persons of the first quality to be admitted. Bat with oil 
this, I entertained bat very little hopes of seeing what I was come so 
br for, till enconraged by Father Mansfield, Doctor of the College of 
English Jesuits here, to whom I was recommended by my Lady 
Thn^mortOQ ' and Sir B. Aatbnr, he having an iotcrest with the 2 
prelates appointed for the placing of strangers; by wbich means, in 
short, and force of crowding, M' Martin snd I have had the good 
fiirtiiiie to see all the minntest ports of this most solemn ceremony, 
the whole process of which falling nnder my notice was th'is : — 

The morning, being yesterday the 24"*, was ushered in with the 
Juigting of bells I have mentioned : soldiers, like those of our Trained 
Band, were placed in different quarters of the town, to prevent dis- 
ordas, and chiefly in the I^atsK of S' Peter's, where were the Swiss 
Balberdien, in red and yellow, and a troop of horse, in armoar, drawn 
up. About 16 o'clock we got into our places, and about 23 began 
the procession firoin the Vatican, through the Corridore into the Piazza, 
and so into the Portico, dmms beating, &)., all the while. First 
came the Choiristers and offieia^ng Priests, with tapers in tbeir hands, 
ringing; then the Bishops; and, last of all, the Cardinals in thdr 
PoDtificalibus ; the Cardinal de BoniUon,- appomted by the Pope* 

■ to perform thia office ia bis stead, by reason of his extreme illness, 
cloung the whole, and being distinguished from the rest by a mitre 

, of rioh gold stuff, the otben being of white damask. After a short 
oEke, with some singing, neither of which could be well distiDgoished, 
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the Cardinal sdmiced to the Holy Door, tbe gaiiB of Castell S' Aogelo 
were discharged, and he knocked tbriae with a nilver hammei on t 
email oroas of brasa, fixed in the mortar of tlie door, pausing a few 
miontsB between each stroke, while some words were repeated. Hav- 
ing given the last stroke, he retired a little, and down fell the door 
which made do amall dnst, being of brick, plastered oa both sides, and 
kepi together by a frame of wood round, and eapported on the inside 
with props, which, boing taken awaj, it fell into a case set to receive 
it, for its more read; removal : the Cardinals, &o., entering afterwards 
to eing vespers, and the people, b; degrees, following in most astonish- 
ing crowds. There was a throne, with six palls, prepared for tbe Pope, 
of crimson velvet, close bj the door ; bnt, he not being there, no UM 
was made of it. The scaffold was hung with tapestr; and crimson 
damask, with stripes of golden goloon, as are also the pilasters of B' 
Peter's and some other of the chnrcbes of the dty. 

In the mean time, others of the Cardinals, &o., in cavalcade, went 
to the Campidoglio, and there divided, to go to the other ohnrahes, to 
open each of their H0J7 Oat«s also ; but of this I saw nothing. The 
chief English here were toy hard Exetot and lady,' Lord Iloanther- 
mer,' M' Ceeil, M' Bruce, &a., nij Lady Salisbuiy* being prevented 
by the smsll-poz breaking out that very moming, of which she is said 
to be dangerously ill. I afterwards saw the Cardinals' anpper in the 
Vatican Palace, which both for form and substance, was very ungnlar ; 
and from hence went to the midnight devotions at S' Lorenso, where I 
Heard most ranshing mnsic suited to the ocoasion ; Pahic(no,an admired 
young performer, singing, and Corclli, tho famons violin, playing, in 
concert with above 80 more, all at the charge of Cardinal Ottoboni, 
who assisted. The crowd still oontinoes at S' Peter's so great, with 
pilgrims going in at the Holy Qate upon their knees, that I have 
sot yet been able to make my way through it ; but I have got a 
piece of the ruins of it, which will serve, in the mean time, to 
npport my devotion. 'Tia very nncertain whit the Pope's cod-

The old East India Company have, to the jo; ofall our nearest friends, 
obtained their great point against the new, by haring got their Bill 
passed bejond all expectation, this Parliament confirming them in be- 
ing a separate €!orporation. Isballbere add another Bill, by which the 
Parliament, npon wbat Dev provoca^ons or considerations I know not, 
has gone tn a greater degree of severity against our Roman Catholics 
tiiao their predecessors have everdone, by condemning all of them, vbo, 
being bred up in that profession, do not publicly and solemnly renoanco 
it, and take upon them the PrateEtaDt Beligion, at or before the age of 18t 
to forfeit their whole inheritance, be it never so great, and ttansferring 
thcright thereof, i^/ucfo, to the next a-kin;irhich, they say, do more 
than justify all the King of France does agaicat his Protestant subjects. 
Another thing, indeed, there is, that looks somewhat a mitigation of onr 
present laws, by repealing so much thereof as subjected to death ever; 
BomiBh Priest found among ns, by condemning them now to perpetual 
imprisonment only ; hnt this also that party take to be much worse than 
what they were before exposed to, because so seldom found, by the ten- 
dorness of our Juries, exacted from them. One thing more makes mnoh 
talk here; the Bake ofNorfblkhavingobtainedatlast, this Session, ht§ 
desired divorce from his wife, now bare Lady Mary Mordannt ' again, 
from being the first Buchesa of England, with liberty to many again 
elsewhere.

Hon' Sir — Long looked for come at tut. On Friday the ISch, 
about 4 in the afleniooD, Felipe V" made his entiy here; not with 
much pomp, but a most surprising cooconrae of coaches and people. 
For several miles, I might say leagues, out of tawn, the road was so 
thronged, that hia Ma'' was eoarco able 'o make his way through, 
haTiDg, sccordiog to the Spanish mauner, no guards before his coach, 
but only Magiatrates with their white wands. He designed to have 
mounted on horseback at some distance from the town, as waa geno> 
rally expected, but seeing the crowd and dust he had to encounter 
with, Tery prudently waved it, thongh to the disappointment of abund- 
ance that perhaps would have stiud at home; nod particularly the 
ladies, who were very namcrons, and the richest in clothes and 
jewels I ever saw. As a sad proof of the multitudes I speak of, no 
leas than 40 men, women, and children, were trod under foot and 
killed outright, and above 100 are now said to be langnbbing under 
their bruises, and dying duly. Diverse of the dead, I eaw, myself, 
lying heads and tails in a little neighbouring Ohapel, where they were 
pnt till known and carried away ; among the rest were a Friar snd a 
priest I believe the like accident has not been heard of, nor would it 
' cost BO many Uvea to take th« veiy town of Madrid. 

The occaeioo is somewhat differently told, but the most reoeivsd 
aceonnt is thia : That the officera of the Cnstoms, suspectbg the 
people to take advantage of this confusion for running of goods to 
soon as the king was entered, abut the gates npon them ; and after- 
wards opening them again on a sadden, the forcmoit fell, and upon 
them die next, and so on, to the number I have mentioned st least, 
and wecQ immediately smotliered without redress. Certain it ia, that 
the mob bad this notion of it; for the same evening they came and 
plundered the Guards' Lodge, burnt all their Be^atera before tbdr 
door, and then set fire to the house itself; bnt it went no farther than 
the smoking die walls a little, and damsgrng a window. The next morn- 
ing, alao, they asaambled agun, and we were apprehensive of the 
consequences, bnt by noon they drew quietly off without doing mote: 
and now, for their sntis&ction, I am told the Guardat have been pnt in 
prison, sod the King has granted pensions to those pow familiot who snf- 
fbred hj this dtsaater. His Ma'' went directly to the Atocha ' to sing T» 
Deum, and thence to bis Palace of the Retire, where is the evening be was 
' A Itemlakan moBUtnj at Uadrid. 
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entertAiDed with fireworkf, prepired in tbe ontermost court for th« 
occasion, and performed at least as veil m odts npoa the Peaoe. 
The rockets, and other emaller Area, were in abimdanee, and the 
priocipitl part whioli eonelDded the whole, was an eogagement b«> 
twecn a Caatle and i Men-of-War, which were oontrived to aon, 
aod thongh they plajad their parts rei; well, were at laat orei^ 
come. At the same time there were also illuminations qaite 
through the town, and these oontinned 3 nights together. 

WhooTer has seen the Spaniards this day only, wonld Itave oon* 
eluded them a very dranben people, having taken their caps very 
freely, and lud aside their gravity. They were generally pleased 
with the person of the King, at first sight; bnt, by putting on thft 
goliUa,^ with his whole Court on Sondny last, he baa entirely won 
their hearts : he hunts and shoots every day, and by this means, 
and a free admission to his Court, is already become very well 
known to bis people. What is to be ezoeptod a^inst in bis entry 
is, their coming in no parade or order: His Ma'' in a filthy old 
conch of the late King's, without guards; his better sort of at- 
tendants, some on horseback, and some in coaches, at half-an-honr'a 
distance from one another; and diverse of the inferioor sort attending 
the baggage, in so very ragged clothes as exposed thein extremely 
to the soom of the Spaniards. Bat this, indeed, was not the entry 
we have all along talked of; that wOl not be till after Lent, and 
some say UU May, for which triumphal arches are preparing, and 
bulls feeding, wiUt other things, which out friends would make na 
believe are worth staying for; but I cannot — at least, if yon shoold 
think them so, might return from Lisbon in time enough to see them. 
I bad been gone from hence ere this, hod my companion used tba 
same diligence with myself, and I fear it will be Sunday before ws 
set out for Seville. The change of MinisterB here I shall sot 
trouble yon with, you not being acquunted with the namea on 
either side. The Cardinal is the Do-all. The Spaniards expect war, 
and wait only for some notice of the ooontenouco of onr new Farli*" 
mant before they speak more plainly. '

Monarchy admits of no difference or distinetion of sex, Tery uneasy at 
home : and, without pretending to any insight into politics, but what 
eommon natural sagacity and foresight suggest to every oonndering 
man, it is presumed, that to obviate such ill designs, neoessitj of State, 
which is Rattoultima Regvm, requiring it, there vrill be a speedy altei^ 
ation made among the Lord Lieutenants, Deputy Lieutenants, Justices 
of Peace, and Ha^stiates of Corporations, thronghout all England. 
But this will depend upon tho eondnot of a wise Minijtry, a regulated 
Council, well-ebflsen Officers, whether of Jnstioe in Westminster Hall 
or in the Army and Navy, and in other great plaoes of trust : otherwise 
we poor men, who are likely to receive little or do benefit by the late 
change, cannot but fear, out of a principle of true love to our country, 
that some disorders and distnrbsnceB may bo attempted, which may be 
of ill coDseqnenoe to the peace and happiness of it These are our mel> 
ancholy reflections : but the more sanguine men of the complying 
Clergy of this ebufch, who glory that they have got a daughter of King 
James the Second on the Throne, whom they promise to defend

By D' Radeliff«'B preBcription, I hsve bees in a ahort coDree 
of ridiDg, 08 the best renedj tiguust rbenmatiBm, the relapK of which 
I muat fence against. I intended at first 'only a fortnight's absence; 
but ^ood weather, agreeable company, and do disaster with horses, is 
like to keep me out a little longer. I propose an hnndred miles a 
week, which makes travel so easy, as to cross a seatence of Lord 
IJurghlej'e, who, I suppose, was no traveller, often quoted by D' 
Wallis, that he leldom kaeie either man or hone the hcOeffor traveL 
I have been through tbe Counties of Oloncester, Worcester, Stafford, 
and Warwick; Eolesal Castle, and Newport in Bbropsbire, were the 
two most remote northern points; a very small temptation would 
hare carried me thence again to Chatsworth in tbe Peak, notwith- 
standing I had the year before made a particular progress thither; 
but SB it was then too early to see the cascades and water-works 
play, so I was apprehensive it might now be loo lata; but if SI' Isted 
bad been with me, I should have adrentored. 

As I passed from Wolverhamptoo, good fortune, more than design, 
made me acquainted that 1 was near tbe scene of King Charles the 
Second's escape, which soon determined me to take a guide to those 
woods, where I found at Boscobel House, some of tbe Fendrils re- 
maining, that were present at that glorious tranaaotion. It is no 
small offence sod scandal to the neighboorhood, and, indeed, to the 
lorers of loyalty, fidelity, and integrity, to bear the oemplsiuts of 
these pbin people, of their pensions being stopt in the laat reign, 
which also will be no small rebuke to tbe late admintstiatora. I 
remember King Jameo, daring whose reign tbe pensiona were moat 
exactly paid, viewed it in his progress, which gave yon an opporta- 
uity of a nice view. Tho trunk of the Royal Oak ia now enoloaed 
within a ronud wall, with an inscription, which having no date, I 
csnnot tell whether you have seen it ; however, I have transcribed 
it for M' Jackson. 

The diggin* up of vast quantities of firs mentioned by our friend 
D* Plot, in Ills History of Stafibrdsbire, seems to me most strange 
and wonderful.

My worthy Friend — I bad Dot deferred so loi^ either from waitr 
iog on you, or giving you an account of my impertinent life, since I 
had last tbe bappiness to kiss your bands at your Paradisian Claphus, 
had my own health and several other uneasy ciroDmatanees since I 
came here, permitted ine to repay the many iind friends tbeir Yiuts, 
. for which I stand yet a debtor. In the first plaoe it did not a little 
grieve me, that coming so near yon, when I past almost by your door, 
it was so late, that with no small difficulty we got to Lambeth whilst 
it was tolerably light ; and with more that, when we came to tbe water- 
side, neither of the feny boats were there, or could be gotten to 
return till it was dark, very cold and uncomfortable passing. Since 
I came to Dover Street I have scarcely enjoyed three or four days 
without incessant and pungent attacks proceeding from grsvel, dis- 
abling both my body and mind from some sort of activity, till Bow 
competently enjoyed, considering my great age. 

I have yet at last gained so mncb relaxation, as to employ the 
very first opportunity of sending yon this volant messenger, to let 
you know, in whatever place or state I am, you have a most faithfnl 
servant. I was continually oat of order in the country last summer; 
yet with such intervals as did not altogether intermpt my taking 
some satis&ctioQ in tbe improvement I had made, partly in the 
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dwelliDg-hoDse, and without doors, for conveDieDCCB suiuble to onr 
economy, without reproach among oftr, neighbours, — my taste for 
things BuperfluODS being ezlremelj altered from what it wu : eTery 
day called npon to be leady with my packet, according to the advice 
of Epictetos, and a wiser Monitor, who is gone before to proride 
better places and mgre lasting habitaUoQs. In the mean while, one 
of the greatest coasolations I am capable of, is the Tirtuous progresa 
which my Grandson conlinaei to make io an aaaidaoos cultivation of 
the talents God hu lent him. Having formerly seen faia own oonntiy, 
as Bristol, Bath, Saliabnry, and the little towns about Oxford, he want 
this snmmer, with bis Uncle Draper, u far as the Land's End, which 
was an excoraion irf a month. The next progress, if God ooadnns 
bealtb, is designed to be Northward, aa far bb Newoastle : in the 
interim, he ia perusing such authors and maps as may be assifitant 
to the specola^e part of these motions ; and, to supply the present 
uafavoorable period for travelling in foreign countries, has learned 
the Italian tongue, and- intends to proceed to the Spanish, having 
already the French from a child; whilst his inolinationi more aenonriy 
lead him to History, Ghronology, Mathematics, and the stndy of Uie 
Civil Law, which he joins with oar Municipal Constitutions, without 
which he finds a country gentleman makes but a poor figure and very 
oseleBS. He not only keeps bnt greatly improvea his Greek, by 
diligently reading their histories ; and now and then, amonget other 
exercises, he tarns some passages into Latin, translates select Epistles 
out of Cicero and Pliny, and letting them lye by some time, lest the 
impression of the style and phrase prepossess him, turns them into 
Latin again, the better to jndge of his improvement. He hss his time 
for his Agrestic FInte, in which, with his Tutor, M' Bannister, th^ 
spend a morning's hour together. He is likewise M' Hale's scholar, snd 
goes to the Fencing School here ; and when in the country takes u 
muchpleosure with his handbill and pruning-knife about our gronnds 
and gardens, as I should do if I were able. Sometimes, if weather and 
neighboorB invite, he hanta with them ; my worthy friend M' Finch 
nsing that diverMon when he is in tolerable health ; in sum, Ending 
him so moderately and discreetly disposed, studious, and mindful of 
his owB improvement, I give him free liberty, and I bless God 1 have 
never ftmnd any iudolgonoe prejudice him. It b a great word when 
I assure you I never yet eaw him in a passion, or do a fault for which 
he deserved reproof. And now yon will no more believe half this,

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than I do of vhat Xeoophoa baa vritUn of his Cyrua ; however, it 
entertuDB an old dotsrd, and as aooh I relate it. 

Now, as for mjaelf — I cannot bnt let yon knov the incredible 
aatisfaotion I have taken in reading my late Lord Clareodou'e Hiatorj 
of the Bebellion, to veil, and bo unezpeotedlj woll wntten — the pre- 
liminar; lo like that of the noble Poljbius, loading na bj the courts, 
aTennee, and porches, into the fabric; the atjle mascaline; the cbar- 
aoters so just, and tempered without the least ingredient of p«asion or 
tinctore of revenge, yet with such natural and lively touches as show 
his Lordship well knew not only the persons' outsidee, bat tlieir very 
interiors; whilst yet he treats the most obnozlooa, who deserved the 
severest rebuke, with a becoming generosity and freedom, even where 
the ill conduct of those of the pretended loyal party, as well as of the 
most flagitious, might have jostifled the worst that eould be said of 
their miscarriageB and demerits; in sum, there runs through this 
noble piece a thread so even, and without breach or knot in the 
whole contexture, with such choice and profitable instructions natu- 
rally emerging from the subject, as persons of the tublimeat rank and 
office need not be ashamed to learn their duty, and how to govern 
themselves, and from the lapses and false politicks of others, bow the 
greatest bvoaritcs and men in grace should be examples of modesty 
and temperance, unelated, easy, and accessible without abu^ng their 
power ; whilst, being apt to forget themselves, and the slippery preci- 
pices they stand on, they too often study, not so mnoh bow to make 
Aeir treading sore by the virtue of justice, moderation, and public 
spirit, as to raise themselves fortunes, and purchase titles and sdoia- 
tions, by flattering the worst and m(»t destmctivs inclinations of 
Princes in the most servile compliances and basest offices. 

What t have written more in this style, and from my heart, to 
my present Lord Clarendon, who sent me his father's books, I wish 
you had seen, for I acknowledge myself so transported with all the 
parts of this excellent History, that, knowing as I did moat of the 
persons then acting the tragedy, and those against it, I have no 
more to say, but much, verj much to admire, not doubting but the 
rest which follows will be still matter of panegyric, and justify the 
highest epithets; and that, by the time ho has done, there will need 
no other history or account of what passed during the Teign of that 
suffering and unfortunate Prince, to give the world a piece eqnal to 
anything extant, not only in oar own poorly famished history of 
this, hat of any nation alxKit as. To cooolnde ; it requited no litUs 
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skill, prodetiM, and dexteritj, to Bdventure M near tlie trath with- 
out d&Dgor or jost resentment of those who deserved so ill, sa no 
reflections conld have heen severo enough. But I have done : let 
what I have written to hia Lordship speak the rest of my senti- 
mants on this anthor and noble work. Thus, what I would wish for 
myself and all I love, aa I do Mr. Pepys, should be the old man's 
life, as described in tJie diotiah, which yon deservedly have attained : 



In the mean time, I feed on the pest conversation I once had in 
T(^ BuldingB, and sLsrre since my Mend hss forsaken it.

Dart, in hie Biitary a} Oit Abbfg Chvrck (voL i., book ii., p. 64), relatas 
the trndifion then preserved in niferonce to a door, oue of three which closed 
off a chamber from the aouth tmnsept — namely, a certain bmliling oaee 
known as Ihe Chapel of Henry VIII., and need «« » " Refestry." Thia 
chamber, he states, >< it inolosed with three doors, the Inner cancellated, the 
middle, which is very thick, lined with skins like parchment, and driven foU 
of nnils. These skins, they by tradition tell ne, were some skins of the 
Danes, tann'd and given here as a memorial of our delivery from them. 
The doors are very strong, but here were, notwlths tan ding, broken open 
lately, and the place robb'd." Such iriis Dart's acooant io 1728. I was in 
pariinit of some existing vestige of these tanned relics of the Northman, cf 
which, as yet, I can obtain no intelligence, vrhen my stten^on »al casually 
drawn by Mr. E. W. Cooke to tlie strange fact, that not ttir from the »outh 
transept a door still exists on which hniaaa ekin is to be found. Mr. Qoe- 
fcett, of the College of Snrgeons, to whose skill in snch qnestions wc were 
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indebted for proof of tli« tradition at Hadatock and other places, submitted 
this skin to Ua mlerosoops, and it proved (o be bonan. I inipected tbe 
dooT In qnesHan last week, and ftmnd the akin bad bem on both aides, the 
•lisUns rem^s bring found under tbe nafslTS Iron work. It ia a imall 
door leading to a chamber, intended, apparentlj, for a treasatr, sitnated on 
the BODtb aide of the passage, oTiginaUy the approaoh from the cloUtera to 
the ohapter-houae. Within thia chamber there ie a small depository, or sell, 
doubtless for safe cngtod;, with a amaller strong eloset vithin, all of good 
inasonrj, and eonstraoted in a remarkable part of the buildings of the 
anoient raonaaterj, bring probably a portion of the stractnre raised In the 
times of the Conftssor. The doomy, bowoTer, in vhich the stont oaken 
door irhich bore the Ma is hnng, and the atrong ohambsr within, are of 
later date, possibly not older thin the time of Abbot Litlington (about 1875). 
The oak door, bowcTei*, has been certainly remored to Its present poaition 
tma Mue other place, uaes it appears to have been partly oat to fit the 
door-Mse. TUa, hoVBTer, ia not of recent adapUtitni, and I do not think 
it posdbla that it eau have been the mid* door which Dart deaoribed, the 
poution of which woa not many yards distant I im^ae that when Lit- 
lington, vhe waa a great builder, oonatmeted the west aide of the oloialeTs, 
and Torioas works atjjaoent were carried ont, thia ancient door was remoted 
from some other part of the buildings, and oat to lit the new door-oase, the 
approach to a treasury, when the relics of the euppoaed Sane were pie- 
■erred m BmRorian M ttrrortm. 1 aay Dane, but without etidence it moat 
be admitted of any tradition as regards this portiealar oaken production of 
very primitiTe carpentry, still, taken in conjnnetion with the tradition pre- 
aerfed in ngard to another door oloee by, that, namely, which led from the 
Abbc^ Church to the " BeTCstry," the fact which wa owe to Mr. Cooke'a 
keen observation, may well alum attention in reference to the repMted tra- 
ditions of savage punishment of the soorile^ous Northoien, I have recently 
nnderatood that the doors at Rochester hare hcea ao entirely removed, that 
it is hopeless to seek for proof of the tradition recorded by Pepys. — Albih 
Wat.

its rniity is very great: it is not mentioned ia any list of Stoop's works, nor 
was it known to collectors. Neither the Pepysian, nor the Royal, nor the 
Mnseum ooUections possesacd it Lord Sandwich probably made present* 
only of the Impressions.
